Whoever would underſtand it thoroughly, muſt be well 
acquainted with the Principles of Chymiftry and MMechanicks, 
The former are ſerviceable in explaining the Vital Functions 
of the Body, and the latter in the Animal Muſculary Moti- 
on: For Nature has ated Geometrically in framing our Bo- 
dies, as well as in every thing elſe.

Of the General Virtues of Medicines. - 


A the Oeconomy of Man's Body is önly explicable by 
the different Forms, Sizes, and various Combinations 
of the Minute Particles, of which every Body is compound- 
ed, according to the Principles of Mechaniſin: So the Vir- 
tues of Medicines may beſt be deduc'd from the ſame Cauſe: 
Eſpecially fince Occult Qualities are now hiſs'd out of 
doors ; and the four firſt Elementary Principles of Cold, 
Hot, Dry and Moiſt, are more Imaginary than Real. This 
particular Diſpoſition and Texture of Paxts, that entitles 
all Medicines to their reſpective Specific 8 
ginally owing to the Seed; and may properly be call'd the 
Seminal Diſpoſition, As for example, Scurvygrals is a Spe-

nalities, is ori- 


cific againſt the Scurvy; , not becauſe it is Hot, or enjoys 


ſuch an Occult Quality; but becauſe it enjoys ſuch 
a Texture of Parts, that makes it a ſubtle penetrating 
Body, fit for altering and ſubduirſg the Acid Scorbutic Mat- 


ter. Now its preciſe Semmal Virtue is not common to all 


its Parts, but peculiar to a ſharp Volatil Salt, couch'd 
Within its Body, that actuates the other Earthy Particles. 
And indeed the various Exaltation or Depreſſion of Acid 
or Alcali Salts, is the diſtinguiſhing Character of all their 
« reſpective Textures; becauſe the Saline Particles are more 
active, and produce more notable Effects than any of the 
reſt ; though it's probable all of em originally may have 
ſprung from Water.

Thus, ſuch Medicines were by the Ancients accounted 


' * Ft, as by their ſharp-pointed Particles affect the Tongue 
and Palate, the fame way as Fire is wont to do; or by 
virtue of a Volatil Oily Salt, diſſolve the Maſs of Blood, 
and augment its Fermentation. Such are all Acid or Nitrous 
Medicines. Thoſe they call'd Dry, which either drink up 
the Moiſture of the Body, as burnt Harts-horn, &c. or 
open a Door for. its Paſſage, as all Sudorz/icks, Thoſe 


Moiſt, that either ſupply Moiſture, as all Nour:thing and 


Liquid Things; or put a ſtop to its Conſumption, as Qui- 
eting, Pacific Medicines.

All Medicines fit for conquering a prevailing Acid or Al 
cali, in the firſt Paſſages, were by the Ancients call'd Ape-

ritive. I chooſe rather to Chriſten em Alterative. If 
they are Anti- Acids, they perform their Task by imbibing 
the peccant Acid; as Steel, and all Earths; or qualifyin 

its Sharpneſs, as Oily far Medicines ; or fermenting wit 

it, ſo as to work it into a third Compound, as all Alcali 's 
both Fix d and Volatil. If their Buſineſs be to conquer 
Alcali's, they reduce the Mee, or any other Vicious Alcalä, 
to its true Temperature, by oppoſing themſelves to their 


Extremes. For tis the diſproportion'd Mixture of the Jui- 


ces in the firſt ways, that deſtroys the natural Fermenta- 
tion of the Blood, and is the Source of all Chronical Di- 
ſtempers, commonly, but falſly, imputed to Obſtructions. 
And all Remedies, capable of reducing them from either 


Extreme, are what I call Alteratives in general; but are 


diltinguiſh'd dy#everal particular Names correſponding to 
their ſpecial Qualities,, as thoſe of an Oily Mucilaginous 
Body, and free from any Predominant Salt, are call'd Sof- 
tening, Suppurating, Expeforating, Incraſſating, Anodyne, 
Cc. Oppolite to them are the Aſtringents, of a Styptick, 
Auſtere Body, compounded of Earth and an Acid Salt, 
which thicken fluid Humours, and contract the Fibres of the 
Parts, as Allum, &c. Thoſe that are moſt famous for ma- 
king head againſt Acids, are ſometimes term'd Febrifuga's, 
by reaſon of their noted Virtue in Intermitting Fevers 3 
and ſometimes Fulnerary, by reaſon. of their healing Virtue. 
Such as have a ſharp penetrating Salt, whether Acid or Al- 
cali, are Attenuating, Diſcuſſing, &. Thoſe endow'd with 
a Volatil Oily Salt, a piercing Smell, and a grateful Taſte, 
are Aromatic, Carminative, Cephalic, &c. and are common- 
ly us'd for Cordials. Thoſe of a Volatil Salt, apt to dif- 
ſolve the Maſs of the Blood, are Druretic, Sudorific, and 
Alexipharmacal. 

Theſe are the general Claſſes of all Remedies ns'd in Phy- 
fic. Such of 'em as are more Univerſal, and anſwer more 
Indications are to be molt eſteem d. As Opium, Sal Volati- 
le icoſum, and the fix'd Sulphurs of Minerals and Mettals; 


which are all uſeful in an Infinity of Caſes; and are upon 


thot account entitled to a preference, before others of a 
narrower Extent,

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O the Vital Functions of the Boch. 


\ving touch d upon the Virtues of Medicines, and their 
Manner of Operation, the next thing is to conſider 
the Subject or Body upon which the Operation is perform'd. 
Its Structure preſents us with ſome groſs material Parts, and 
ſome more ſubtile and active, which ſerve to inform and 
actuate the other. The former repreſent the External Fa- 
bric of an ingenious Machine; the latter the internal Wheels 
and Springs of Motion. 5 
The Ancients imagin'd our groſſer part to be compound- 
ed of the four firſt Elements, but without either Reaſon or 
Experience. I deny not but that there are ſuch things as Wa- 
ter, Earth and Air, which make up the greateſt part of our 
Terraqueous Globe; but ] doubt much, if they and Fire are 
the firſt and ſimpleſt Ingredients of all Compounds. 
Indeed as to Water, I do not diſpute the point. Thales 
and Helmont have clearly made it out, that all things con- 
ſiſt of Water. But as for Fire, the Modern Experiments 
do ſufficiently prove, that 'tis nothing elſe but a Diviſion 
of the ſmaller Particles of fat Acids, ſuch as we call ſul- 
phurous, by means of the Air; from whence Heat and 
Light muſt neceſſarily enſue. We ſee that Flame is only a 
further Rarefaction of the ſame Particles, that when more 
condenſated, appear in Smoak ; and a little more Conden- 
fation converts Smoak into Soot; and the Oil of Soot, which 
is a fat Acid, differs from all the three, as they from one 
another, by a further or leſſer degree of Rarefaction or 
Condenſation. Thus the various Conjunction, Separation, 
or Tranſpoſition of the ſame minute Particles. is the Origi- 
nal of the Generation and Corruption of different Bodies. 
Therefore our Modern Philoſophers have thought fit to de- 
part from the common Elementary Road, and fearch for 
the Elements of Bodies among theſe minute Particles, 
which by combining or ſeparating from one another, in 
greater or leſſer Proportions, alter the Conſtitutions of Bo- 
dies, and transform em into others of a different Mould, 
See the Honourable Ar.

As I take it, theſe Particles that enter into the Compo- 


fition of all Bodies, and are the moſt immediate Elements 


into which they reſolve, may be juſtly divided into four 


| Clafles. 1. The Saline Particles, which are either Acids, 


Alcali's, or Nitrous, 2. The Fat Oily Parts. 3. The 
Watery, and 4. The Earthy. Theſe, I fay, are the moſt 
immediate Principles of diſſoly'd Bodies. I do not advance 
them for the firſt and ſimpleſt, nor for the laſt ; for even 
theſe may be reſolv'd into others, and moſt of 'em into 
Water. Perhaps the Watery Particles have 4 better Title 
to that Character. The various twiſting of 'em together, 
according to the reſpective ſeminal Virtue, may give riſe 


to moſt, if not all, Compounds; which diſſolve into Wa- 


ter again when the ſeminal Power ceaſes to operate. 

Our Body is immediately fram'd of theſe four ſorts of 
Particles, eſpecially of Salt and Sulphur, which are the 
chief Ingredients of the Blood, Chyle, and other Juices. 
The ſeminal Power determines em to ſuch a particular 
Concretion, as appears in our Organs; and the reſpective 
Texture and Proportion eftaÞBlifh'd among 'em, is the 
Gauge and Meaſure of our Temperaments. 

The Changes that happen to Bodies, are chiefly occa- 
fion'd by the Activity and various Engagements of the ſal- 
tiſh Particles. Fermentation and Efferveſcency, which are 
the moſt remarkable Motions in our Bodies, are totally ow- 
ing to them., The former is an inteſtine Motion of the mi- 
nute Particles, occaſion'd by the mutual Jars of Acid and 
Alcali Salts, which diſturbs all the other Parts, and termi- 
nates either in the final Diſſolution of the Body, or ſuch an 
Alteration, as a new · Union and Temperature of the Salts 
may allow of. F ferveſcency or Boyling is a much ſtronger 
Motion, occafion'd by the greater Purity and Sharpneſs of 
T | 

The more ſubtile penetrating Parts of our Body are the 
Principle of Life and Action. When they ceaſe to perform 
their wonted Motions, Death takes place. Their regular 
and undiſturbed Motions are the Meaſure of Health; and 
the leaſt Diforder among 'em is juſtly call'd a Diſeaſe. 

They are nothing elſe but the Subtiler and more Vola- 
til Parts of the Blood ſeparated in the Brain; which bv 
Reaſon of their Activity are called Spirits, tho' in effect 
material, diviſible and liable to Corruption. When they 
are mix'd with the Blood, and ſerve to enliven and exalt 
its Mais, accompanying it through all the Parts of the Bo- 

| dy, 
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dy, they are call'd Vital Spirits, and are impioy'd in Vital 
Functions; but when they are lodg'd in a different Apart- 
ment, and confine themſelves to the Nerves and Brain, they | 
are engag'd in the Animal Faculty, In this Office they re- 
ſemble the Bodies of Light, and are therefore call'd Lucid; 
but in the other they, fre · lile, exalt and elevate the Blood.

There is nothing more conducive to a regular Practice 
of Phyſic, than a right underſtanding of theſe two Facul- 
ties; and the ſeveral Diſorders they are obnoxious to. The 
Animal Faculty depends upon the regular Motion of the 
Spirits, and a ſound Conſtitution of the Brain and Nerves. 
This ] deſign to treat of anon. The Vital Faculty conſiſts 
un the regular Motion of the Blood, Chyle, and the other 
Juices. The external Motion of the Blood is its Circulati- 
on, but its Inteſtine Motion is what we call a Fermentati- 


on, Both theſe muſt be preſerv'd in their due Tenor. 


The Encumbrances of Circulation are remoy'd or pre- 
vented by Sudorificks, which attenuate and diſſolve the 
Blood, and put it into a ſwifter, but equal Motion. But 
the more preſent Relief is from Blood letting; which leſſens 
the Quantity of the Blood, and makes way: for a freer Cir- 
culation, by emptying the Veſſels; or to ſpeak with the An- 
cients, Evacuates and Ventilates the Blood. 'Tis indifferent 
what Vein be open'd, when we only deſign to evacuate or 
leſſen the Quantity; for that will certainly follow, open 
what Vein you will. So in a general Plethora, all choice of 
Veins is ridiculous. But if there be any particular Infla- 
mation, that ſeizes only one particular Member, then indeed 
Caſes are alter'd. Not that I eſtabliſh, even then, any neceſſi- 
ty of diſtinguiſhing Veins in one and the ſame Member, As 
if there be an Indication for letting blood in the Arm, I 


think 'tis much at one, whether the Cephalick, Median, or 


Baſilic Vein be opened. But 'tis chiefly in regard of the 
Superior and Inferior Regions of the Body, that a Diffe- 
rence muſt be obſer vd. The Heart is the Centre of the 
Body, and divides the Upper Region from the Lower: 
Now if there happen any Inflamation in the Upper Parts, 
openinga Vein in the Lower Region, as in the Foor, di- 
verts the Blood; for the deſcending Branch of the Aorta, 
being thereby in ſome meaſure empty d, the Blood will more 
plentifully flow into it, than into the aſcending Branch, 
where the Stoppage or Inflamation blocks up its way. Tnis 


is calld an Univerſal Revulſion. A particular Revaljion, or 
„ "Th Aver- 
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Averſion, is when a Vein is opened in the ſame Region and 
Neighbourhood with the part affected; as if in a Quinſey 


they let blood in the Arm. If the very next Vein, or the 


Vein through which the ſtanding Blood muſt naturally re- 
turn to the Heart, be opened, tis call d a Derivation. As 


in a Quinſey, we firſt make a General Revulſion by bleeding 


in the Foot, to divert the Univerſal Maſs of the Blood from 
feeding the Inflamation. Then for a more particular Re- 
vulſion, we bleed in the Arm, in order to draw off the 
ſtagnating Blood, through a Neighbouring Channel. If this 
do not take off the Infla mation quite, we breathe a Vein 
under the Tongue, in order to diſengage and evacuate the 
ſtanding Blood, that ought naturally to paſs that way. In 
this Senſe all theſe celebrated Effects of Blood - letting, are 
very conſiſtent with the Rules of Circulation; which, in 
the Senſe of the Ancients, were altogether unexplicable. 
But the Univerſal Revulſion muſt always lead the Van, for 
fear a particular one ſhould encreaſe the Inflamation, by 
inviting the Blood to the adjacent Parts. 

Tu only ſtay to preſent you with a Remarkable Inſtance 
of the bad Conſequence an ill tim'd Averſion or Derivati- 
on, may produce. I borrow it from Lindanus, in his Pra- 
ctical Comment upon Hartman. A Surgeon of Amſterdam 
was ſeiz d with an Inflamation in his Right Eye. He ſent 


for ſome Old Phyſician, that order'd him to be bled in the 


Right Arm: Accordingly he was bled, which ſenſibly aug- 
mented the Inflamation. The next Day the Oracle was 
conſulted again. He, to mend the matter, order'd him to 
be bled in the Left Arm; the Conſequence of which was, 


that his left Eye was inflam'd, though formerly untouch d. 


The Third Day, the Old Gentleman perſiſting ſtify in his 
wonted Diſcourſe, order'd bleeding in the Right Arm again; 
the Performance of which made him quite blind in the 
Right Eye. And afterwards, to make all odds even, he 
was bled again in the Left Arm, which heighten'd the In- 
flamation of the Left Eye to the laſt Degree. In this Ex- 
tremity he ſent for a more skilful Practitioner, who only 
lethim blood in the Foot, and immediately the Inflama- 


tion began to aſſwage. The cauſe of ſuch Accidents is ve- 


Fy Pal For the Quantity of the Blood not being diminiſh'd 
efore, and a Door being open'd to it in the Arm, it will 
naturally crowd upwards, where meeting with Obſtructi- 
ons in the Paſſages, it cannot but accumulate and augment 
the Inflamation. An Univerſal Revulſion in the bee 
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Region of the Body ought to have uſher'd it in; which 
would have prevented all the Inconveniencies that happen'd. 
So much for the Circular Motion of the Blood, and the 
Means of preſerving or retrieving it. Sane 
The Fermentation of the Blood is occafion'd by the Acti- 
vity of the Acid and Alcali Salts, which entertain a perpe- 
tual Intercourſe with the Sulphurous, Watry and Earthy 
Particles. The different Proportions eſtabliſh'd among 
'em, by the radical Power of the Seed, do vary this Mo- 
tion, which jis -peculiarly calculated for every individual 
Temperament. 1 or Seminal Property, is 
the Standard and of the natural Fermentation. When 
it ſwerves from that, it is call'd, a Cacochymy, or Corrup- 
tion of the Juices ; which is nothing elſe but the Diſpropor- 
tion and Degeneracy of theſe Saline Particles, and the irre- 
gular Motions that enſue thereupon. If the Prevalency of an 
Acid Salt have occaſion'd it, tis call'd an Acid Depravation 
of the Juices; if an Alcali or Urinous Salt, it goes by that 
name. Theſe are the only poſſible Cauſes of a Cacochymy. 
If either of theſe predominant Salts be lodg'd in a Watry 
or Serous Humour, it gives riſe to a Catarrh, or ſerous Cor- 
ruption. If the Humour be Phlegmatic and viſcid, tis 
call'd Pituitous or Chylous, The Melancholy Cacochymy of 
the Ancients is only a Predominant Acid, which muſt ei- 
ther be Serous or Pituitous, according to the Humour in 
which 'tis ſeated. The Bilious is a Volatil Oily Salt de- 
generated from its Natural Symmetry. So all the diffe- 
rent kinds may be reduc'd to theſe two Branches, of Acid. 
and Alcali. | 
An Acid Depravation of the Juices, is occaſion'd by the 
Prevalency or Indiſpoſition of the Acid Salts. If they are 
too plentiful, they thicken the Blood, and retard its Circu- 
lation. If they are otherwiſe corrupted, as too Rancid, 
Auſtere, or viciouſly Salt, &c. They create ſeveral irregu- 
lar Efferveſcencies in the Blood, ſuch as we frequently meet 
with in Scorbutic and Hyſteric Conſtitutions. Theſe 
Corruptions of Acid Salts, may be owing to the Cold Air, 
(which ſeems to be impregnated witn a hidden Acid) Acid 
Food or Liquors, Grief Care, Sorrow, Neglect of Exer- 
ciſe, and ſuch like Errors in the uſe of the fix Non Natural 
things; Which either augment their Quantity, or whet and 
tharpen 'em beyond their Natural State, The Vrinous or 
Alcalin Depravation, is occaſioned by the Diſproportion or 
Corruption of the Yolatit Urinous Salts, which, "_

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mix'd with Sulphur, compoſe the Bile. If they're too 

copious in the Body, if too ſharp and pointed, if too Oily 
or Fat, or otherwiſe degenerated from their Seminal Pro- 
perties, they create infinite Diſorders in the Maſs of Blood. 


Their Corruption may be owing to Aromatick, Sharp, or | 
Penetrating Food, immoderate Watchings, Exerciſes, An- 


ger, and ſuch like Paſſions, which contribute to their un- 
natural Encreaſe or Depravation. | 
The general Cauſes of all Cacochymical Diſpoſitions may 
be divided into three Claſſes. | | 
EFirſt, The formal efficient Cauſe of all Diſeaſes is the Spi- 
rits; which are equally the cauſe of all natural and unna- 
tural Motions. | 
Secondly, The occaſional and material Cauſe enclinin 
and diſpoſing the Spirits to perform ſuch perverſe Actions; 
which according to Hippocrates, is the Diſproportion and 
Intemperate Quality of the minute Particles, that refuſe to 
Aſfimilate, or Incorporate with the Spirits, and ſo provoke 
*em to irregular Motions. - | 
Thirdly, The remote and mediate Cauſe, is the Errors 
and Imperfections of Digeſtion, eſpecially of the firſt per- 
form d in the Stomac; which is the Foundation of all o- 
— and, if deficient, perverts all the Juices in 
the Body. 
The Method of curing all Cacochymies, or, which is the 
fame thing, all irregular Fermentations in the Blood, is firſt 
to retrieve the Natural Qualities of the Juices and their 
minute Particles, by Altermg Medicines, and then to Eva- 
cuate the Corrupt Juices to prevent any further Infection. 
The general Alteratives are ſuch as correct a peccant Acid 
or Alcali, and reduce the Particles to their due Symmetry 
and Proportion. Beſides, there are ſome ſpecific Alter«- 
tives which are pecaliarly calculated for the reſpective 
Circumſtances of the corrupt Acid or Alcali. For ons 
Acid may differ vaſtly from another, according to the infi- 
nite ways of Corruption tis liable to, and conſequently may 
produce very different, if not contrary, Effects. is 
true, we cannot have, 4 priori, any circumſtantiate Ac- 
count of their diſtinguiſhing Characters: But the Effects 
they produce, and the Influence of Medicines atteſted by 
Experience, may lead us to know ſomewhat of their dit 
ference; and accordingly to diſtinguiſh the Specifics that 
we find ſucceſsful in vanquiſhing one fort of Acids or Al- 
cali's, but are not capable of gaining the like Victory over

others of the ſame general Claſs. This may be ſet in a 
clearer light, by the following Example.

The Reaſon of which I take to be 
this, viz. That their diuretic Virtue proceeds from ad ef- 
ſential Salt not very Volatil; the ſaline Volatil Emetic Parts 
being evaporated in boyling with Water; but Wins pene- 
trates into the Texture of its Body, before theſe Volatil 
Salts are gone, and fo parta kes of their Virtue. ws 

If you boyl Aſarabecca Roots in Mead, you have a Noble 
Pectoral Medicine. It attenuates the ſlimy Humours in the 
Breaſt, and has no Emetic Force. HED 
There are no other Vegetable Vomits, fit to be us d. 
White Hellebor, tis true, was frequently exhibited by the 
Ancients. But they infus'd it ina {weet Wine, which qua- 
lify'dits Sharpneſs ; beſides the Difference of Climate al- 
ters the Virtues of Medicines. I have ſeen very Tragicat 
Effects produc'd by white Hellebor, and therefore would 
not adviſe any to ule it, except in one caſe, namely, Mad- 
neſs. Tis a Specific for that Diſeaſe, and is frequently at- 
tended with Succeſs, where Antimonial Vomits have prov'd 
ineffectual.

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In the Mineral Family, Antimony and Vitriol are the 
two noted Emetics.

the Stomach, whereas Antimony produces no ſuch Effects. 
The Vitrum Antimonii alone is of more Uſe and Efficacy 
than a thouſand others. In this Preparation, the Antimo- 
ny is {trip'd of its external Acid Sulphur ; and contains on- 


ly ſome Vitriolic Particles, which cauſe an Evacuation by 


prove';ing the Fibres of the Stomach to a Contraction, and 


an Internal fix'd Sulphur which compoſes the irregular 


Motions of the Spirits, and corroborates Nature. Upon 
this account it may juſtly claim the Privilege of being pre- 
ferr d to all other Preparations, Which rather cauſe than re- 
move Dilorders. | | 

It muſt be exhibited in Infuſion with Rheniſh Wine,or in 
the Form of a Sytup. In Subſtance 'tis both fallacious and 
hartful. In adjuſting the Doſes of the Infuſion, we muſt 
have a particular regard to the Quantity of the Wine, and 
not to the Powder infus'd. For twenty Grains infus'd in 
three Ounces of Wine, are no ſtronger than the Infuſion of 
five Grains in the like Quantity. Rheniſh Wine is the beſt 
for infuſing it in, by reaſon of its Acidity, and the eaſie Ad- 
miſlion it vouchſafes to the Antimoyial Particles.

| Theſe are the ſafeſt and moſt uſual Vomits ; next to 
hem is Emetic Tartar, Which is an A:itimonial Preparati- 
pn, but may fafely be given in Powder. *Tis true, the ge- 
eral Maxim is, that all Antimonial Vomits ought to be 
ven in Infuſion ; but ſolid Emetic Tartar is in a manner 
he ame with the Infuſion of Antimony in Wine, For Tar- 
ar being the Natural Production of Wine, is impregna- 
ed with the ſame Acid, that equally rejects the Groſſer 
nd Noxious Parts of the Antimony, as well ima ſolid as a 
quid Form. | 

The beſt Preparation of Emetic Tartar is made from 


trum Antimonii, thus, 
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Take Glaſs of Antimony two Ounces, beat it up toge- 
ther with an equal Quantity of Cream of Tartar, boyl them 
in a ſufficient Quantity of common Water, and ſtrain the 
Liquor while tis hot; then expoſe it to the cold Air, and 
'twillrun into Cryſtals. Thus you have Emetic Tartar 
both in a liquid and ſolid Form. The common Doſe is two 
or three Grains, or five to robuſter Perſons, In Madneſs 
and Melancholy Diſtempers we are oblig'd to augment the 
Doſe. The common Form of Prelcription is, as fol- 
lows :

m pure Mercury is a Metillin Alcali, which is eafily fix d 
he by the Addition of Acids, and ſet at liberty by Alcali's. 
nd But all Acids are not equally capable to fix it. The Spirits 
tar of Nitre and Vitriol render it very fix'd, whereas Spirit of 
Salt leaves it more Volatil. Thus Mercury prepar d with 
fs the former is not fo readily ſublimated, as when join'd with 
rhe the latter. If you diſſ lve Quickſilver in Spirit of Nitre, 
the Acid of the Spirit fixes the Mercurial Alcali, ſo that it 
remains at the Bottom when you draw off the Spirit. But 
ns, if you throw common Salt into it, the Mercury precipitates, 
which by Separation and Sublimation yields a powerful 
if Corroſive. But after all, tis certain that liquid Mercury 
cannot be coagulated, but by Acids: For Alcali's and Uri- 
nous Salts reſtore it to its natural Freedom. Cinnabar is 
ive a Mixture of Mercury with an Acid Sulphur that fixes it; 
\ or now if you add Salt of Tartar, Urine, or the like, it 
the diſengages the Mercury, and brings it to Life again. 

The common Mercury of the Shops is not this Genuin 
Alcali that I've thus deſcrib'd, but adulterated with Sul- 
phur. It being liquid, is apt to mix with an Acid, fo that 
we never find it pure : And this Acid Sulphur is the hid- 
E- den Cauſe of Salivation; it attenuates and diſſolves the 
dul: viſcid ſtubborn Humours, and evacuates them by the __ 

vary Glandules ; while the Mercurial Alcali abforbs the 
ony moſt fix d Acids in the Body, that would not yield to any 
well other Medicine. ; 

Crude Mercury is a mild enough Medicine, at leaſt its 

qual harpneſs is ſo inſenſible, that it ſeldom procures either Stoo! 

or Salivation at firſt, I once preſcribd crude Mercury to 
Her- Na Woman ſubject to the Ilia c Paſſions, that had been con- 
ſtipated for a long time. I order'd her three Ounces to be 
Di- Ndcunk with her other Liquors, and continu'd the Uſe of it 
Sul- ill ſhe had four and twenty Ounces in her Body. It pro- 
beſt duc d no ſenſible Effect till the fourth Day that ſhe began to 
cidi- Pit ; and the viſcid Humours that the Mercury had atte- 
ains nuated were copiouſly voided by Stool. Thus Crude Mercu- 
ty is inoffenſive with regard to the ſolid Parts. It does not 
irritate either the Stomach or Guts, to contract themſelves 
and caſt out what they comtain ; but only attenuates the viſ- 
cd Humours that block up the Paſſages, and prepares em 
lor a ſpontaneous Evacuation, 
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Jo return to Mercurial Vomits Mercury being of it ſelf 
uncapable to provoke the Stomach, muſt be mix'd with an 
Acid in order to become Emetic. The more it partakes of 
the Acid, the more fiercely it operates. If the Acid Spirit 
in which tis diffoly'd be drawn with a gentle Fire, and but 
once; tis a dangerous Medicine, and ſcarce fit to be ugd. 
But if the Acid be ſufficiently taken off either by a greater 
Force of Fire, or reiterated Deſtillations, it becomes mil- 
der. The Mixture of the Acid and the Mercurial Alcali 
makes a Vitriol-like Concrete, which provokes Vomiting, 
and moves the Belly ; for all Cathartic Medicines taſte like 
Vitriol. . 

The beſt Emetic of all the Mercurial Family is Turbith 
Mineral. There are two ways of preparing it. The firſt 
was invented by Cxollius, and 'tis this; | 

Take half a Pound of Mercury, and infuſe it in a Pound 
of Rectify d Spirit of Sulphur. Draw off the Spirit with a 
ſtrong Fire; and repeat the Diſtillation thrice. The fourth 
time add a little freſh Spirit, and continue to draw it off 
till the bottom of the Retort and the Sand become red hot, 
Then take out the white Maſs, or ' aput Mortuum, and in- 


foſe-it-in Rain Water, or ſome Diſtill'd Water. Let it 
Ard and digeſt till it ſweetens, that is, till all the Sharpneſs 

of the Water be gone. Thus the white Precipitate becomes 
yellow. Put this yellow Precipitate into a Glaſs with a lon 

Neck, and let it ſtand for Digeſtion over a Fire of Aſhes 

for eight Days, that ſo the Retidue of the Mercury (if any 

there be) that is not fig'd by the Acid, may be ſublimated 
in the Head of the Glaſs. Then take the Powder that lies 
at the bottom, and kindle freſh Spirit of Wine thrice up- 

on it. þ 5 . 

Here the Spirit of Sulphur is preferr'd to that of Vitriol, 
which generally retains ſome of its Mineral Particles, and 
by Virtue of their Motions, if it ſtand any conſiderable 
{pace of time, grows muddy and hot. Spirit of Salt and 
Nitre are two Extreams, from which that of Sulphur ſeems 
to he equally remov'd, Therefore Crollius preferr'd it to all 
other Acids. He choſe Diſtilld Waters for ſweetning the 
Precipitate, becauſe common Water is already loaden with 

| Salt, and therefore unfit to charge it ſelf with Foreign 
Salts. This Turbith Mineral ought not to be given in Pow- 
der, leſt it offend the Gums and Palate ; Boluſſes and Pills 


are convenient Forms. 
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Take of Crollizs's Turbith Mineral five Grains, Fenice 
Treacle, as much as ſufficeth to make a Bolus. Or, 

Take the ſame Quantity of Turbith Mineral, and with 
waa of Spamiſp Liquorice reduce it to the Conſiſtence of 
Pills. Sl f 

The other Preparation of Turbith Mineral, was firſt com- 
municated to the World by Mynſichtius. *T is as follows, 
Take Corroſive Sublimate Mercury and diſſolve it in 
common Water, then Precipitate with the Oil of Tartar 
per deliguium. Take this Precipitate and ſweeten it often 
with a diſtill'd Water, or hot common Water, and kindle 
Spirit of Wine upon it ſeveral times. | 

The Doſe is from five Grains to fix. It is a very power- 
ful Medicine in all inveterate Diſtempers ariſing from an A- 
cid. It abſords the Acid Particles, attenuates and evacu- 
ates the viſcid Humours. 

Salt of Vitriol is a nauſeous Medicine, and hurtful to 


the Stomach. Its Emetic Virtue ſeems to proceed from the 


Oar of Copper, of which it partakes. For the Spirit of Sul- 
phur, and Cbalybeat Minerals, which are fts other Ingredi- 
ents, are known to be no Vomits. 

Vomiting ought to be avoided by thoſe whoare ſubject to 
a Rupture ; by Child-bearing Women, and ſuch as are 
troubled with a Down-falling of the Womb.

of Purging Medicines, 


THE Humours evacuated by Stool, are convey'd fo the 
Guts, by the Paſſage of the Choler, or that of the 
Pancreatic Juice, or through the miliar Glandules inſerted 
into the Coats of the Guts. The Meſaraic Veins cannot 
caſt forth any Serum, dy reaſon that all Secretion mult 
needs be perform'd by Giandules, 

Our Purging Medicines ire ail prejudicial to the Stomach, 
except Aloe and Rhubarb, They are endow'd with a ccr- 
tain Virulency that offends our Coaſtitutions; and do e- 
qually aſſault both the noxious and nouriſhing Juices. If 
they do not meet with corrupt Humours, they make a Prey: 
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of the good ones. Accordingly we ſee that they weaken 

the Body, diſorder the Spirits, and ſometimes produce ve- 

ry diſmal Effects. Which obliges us to add Correcters to 
ualifie and cicurate their malignant Qualities. 

The Animal Family produces no Purgatives, The Vege- 
table boaſts of a great many, which are all endow'd with 4 
ſharp volatil Salt mix'd with a viſcid Oil. Fix'd Saltsare the 
moſt proper Correcters of Vegetable Purgatives, by reaſon 
that they open the reſinous Textures, and remove the 
offending Viſcidity. Sometimes Fermentation produces 
the ſame Effet, The Mineral Purging Medicines conſiſt 
of a ſharp Vitriolic Sulphur, which is admirably corrected 
by adding Nitre, | : 

They all compaſs their End by twitching and vellicating 
the Coats of the Guts, or the Orifices of the Choleric and 
Pancreatic Paſſages ; or by ſqueezing the Miliar Glandules, 
and fo provoking them to an Evacuation, Some Om 
Medicines enter into the Flood, and diffolve its Maſs. If 
there be any corrupt Juices incorporated with it, they 
carry them off. If there be none, they melt down the laud- 
able Blood into Serum, and diſpole it for Secretion. 

We are oppreſs'd with a numberleſs Train of Purging 


Medicines, whereas one or two might anſwer all our De- 
mands. Some few indeed, beſides the evacuating Virtue, 


have a ſpecific Relation to ſome Diſeaſes, as black Hellebor 
to Melancholy, Rhubarb to the Diſorders of the Kidneys, 
and eſpecially C»loquintida to all Acid Enormities. But by 
a modeſt Computation, five or fix might be pick'd out that 
might very well ſuffice for all' the Indications in Phyſic. 
Theſe are, Jalap, Senna, black Heilebor, Aloe and Rhubarb, 
to which we may add Scammony and Coloquintida, for 


quickning Ingredients, 


Jalap is a Root imported from Mexico. Its Purgative 
Virtue is owing to its refinous Oily Parts which are ftrong- 
ly fix'd by an Acid. For if you extract the Reſin out of it 


by Spirit of Wine, the remaining Caput Mortuum is robb'd 


of its Purging Virtue. This diſcovers the Error of many 
Phyſicians, who order Jalap to be infus'd in Wine or com- 
mon Water, which are improper Vehicles for a reſinous 
Body, It purges gently without Throws or Gripings. The 
Excrements it-evacuates are tinctur d with a yellow Colour. 
It agrees beſt with moiſt Conſtitutions, and is recom- 
mended by Borellus, as a Specific in a Dropſie.

Hartwigius prepared it with the Velk of an Egg, thus,

them of Fennel or Mint Water half an Ounce; or as much 
as ſufficeth to make an Emulſion. Afterwards add: Cinna- 
mon Water a Dram or two, with a ſmall quantity of Sugar 
or Syrup of Cinnamon. Tis an admirable Purge, and 
fometimes evacuates both upwards and downwards. 

Senna was firſt found out by the Arabians. Hippocrates 
and the antient Greciaus knew nothing of it. It is a mild 
Purgative, more uſual in Chronical Diſtempers, than in 
acute, which are generally cur'd by Vomits. Three things 
are diligently to be obſerv'd in uſing of ir. Firſt, that the 
Leaves be well ſeparated from the Stalks, which are apt to 
gripe. Secondly, that they be not infus'd too long, left the 
thicker Mucilage, which is troubleſome to the Stomach and 
Guts, be alſo extracted. For the purging Vertue of Senna 

roceeds from a Volatil Mucilage attended by a thicker. 
he former is gentle and eaſy, the latter griping to a high 
degree. Thirdly, that it be never exhibited without the 


addi- 
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addition of Ginger and Tartar, which ſharpen and attenu- 


ate the Mucilage. It is a proper Purge for hot and dry 


Conſtitutions, | | 
We preſcribe it in Powder thus: "OCs 
Take Cream of Tartar and Leaves of pick'd Senna, of 
each two Drams; Ginger, Anniſeeds, Cinnamon and Ga- 
landal, of each half a Scruple.

The Antients were wont to infuſe it in 
Vinegar, but in vain : For all Acids are ſo far from cor- 
recting Vegetable Purging Medicines, that they rather 
zmpriſon them, and elude their Operation. | 
The watry Vehicles are beſt for Hellebor, which we ge- 
nerally infuſe together with Senna. Salt of Tartar is a pro- 
per Corrector for it. In, a dry Scorbutic Conſtitution we 


_ infuſe it in Whey, thus: |

The latter are endow'd with a balmy aſtrin- 
gent Bitterneſs, and entitle Aloe to the Character of an ad- 
mirable Stomachic. Theſe two parts are evidently diſtin- 
guiſh'd by waſhing Aloe in Water, where the Gummy 

art is waſh'd away, and the Reſinous remains. Yet ſome 
Poole are ſo fooliſh as to preſcribe waſh'd Aloe for a Pur- 
ging Medicine. 

Lis no quick Purgative, and therefore ſcarce ſo proper

"HE Animal Faculty lies under the Influence of the Ani- 

mal Spirits and Nerves. The Nerves are immediately 
nouriſh'd and ſupply'd by __ Chyle; which, if it be faulty 
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or Acid, eommunicates a noxious Quality to them. Their 
Structure conſiſts of delicate fine Fibres, ſome of which are 
diſtributed into ſmall Branches, and ſome gather'd into a 
Body, as the Brain, the Membranes, Tendons, Cc. All 
Motion depends upon the due ſtretching of theſe Fibres, and 
the regular Incurſions of the Animal Spirits. The Spirits 
are diſorder d by any Accident that either impairs their 
Stock, or irritates them beyond their wonted Pace. T his 
may be occaſion'd either bygan external Cold, or a vicious 
Acid reigning within. TheOily Volatil Medicines are at 
once qualify'd to ſubdue this prevailing Acid, and retrieve 
the Spirits Such are the Herbs commonly call'd Cephalic, 
as Roſemary, Mint, Sage, Marjoram, Lavender, Cc. 
Likewiſethe Sulphurs of Metals, Spirits and diftill'd Oils, 
eſpecially ſuch as are drawn from Amber, and the Parts of 
Animals. artificial Sal Volatile Oleoſum, is admirably 
conducive to the Nerves. But Sylvius, who firſt diſcover'd 
it, was not ſo generousas to gratify the World;with the Se- 
cret : Tho after all, tis no difficult Matter to prepare it. 
The beſt is from $oot. 'Tis eaſily drawn from Amber, thus: 

Take of quick Lime and Sal-armoniac, of each equal 
Quantities, add to them a third part of Amber, mix and 
pour upon em a few Drops of tartaris'd Spirit of Wine, 
diſtil thro' a Glaſs Retort in Sand, ſeparate the Spirit that 
comes over from the Oil, and re&ifie it again. *Tis a no- 
ble Medicine for the Indiſpoſitions of the Nerves. 
Or, you may make it with other difſtilI'd Oils. As, 

Take Cinnamon or Cloves, and pour upon 'em tartaris'd 
Spirit of Wine; Let*em ſtand for Digeſtion, till the Spirit 
of Wine becomes red; Then take the Spirit thus tinctur d 
and pour it upon equal Quantities of quick Lime and 
Fal- armoniac; Diſtil through a Retort, as above, and 
it yields a urinous Spirit tinctur'd with a golden or bloody 
ä | 

The Spirit of Hartshorn ſuccinated is very proper for this 
purpole. Tis prepar'd thus: Take Volatil Salt of Hartshorn, 
_ volatile Salt of Amber, of each equal Quantities; Let the 
Salt of Amber be depurated by repeated Solutions in Wa- 
ter, or Extractions with Spirit of Wine; Mix theſe two 
Salts with · rectified Spirit of Hartshorn, and in order to 
procure a ſtrict Union diſtil ſeveral times. 
If you are oblig'd to an extemporary Preſcription, uſe the 
ſollowing; e 


Take 
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Take of Mint, Fennel and Baum Waters, of each one 
Ounce ; Eſſence of Caſtor three Ounces ; Succinated Spi- 


rit of Hartshorn two Drams; Spirit of Sal-armoniac one 


Dram; Laudanum Op: two or three Grains; Syrup 
of Orange - peel, or of Cinnamon, fix Drams: Mix and 
make a Potion. Doſe a ſpuonfulat a time. 

In exhibiting ſharp and volatil Medicines, we ought to 
havea ſpecial regard to the Delicacy of the Nerves, eſpeci- 
ally thoſe in the Mouth of the Stomach, which lye more o- 

n and expos'd to the Injuries of a fierce Medicine. There- 
ore we ſee that Perſons obnoxious to Anxieties, Swooning , 
and ſuch like Diſorders of the Spirits, complain moſt of 
their Breaſt and Stomach. And Women, or Children, whoſe 
Nerves are more delicate and fine than thoſe of Men, are 
apt to receive more ſenſible Impre ſſions in the Stomach from 
an active Medicine. Beſides, if the Stomach be offended, 
the other Parts will ſhare in the Injury, by reaſon of the 
Sympathy maintained among em by means of the Nerves. 
Sometimes one and the ſame Nerve viſits ſeveral Parts, and 
cauſes a mutual Coffſent, as the under Lip and the Mouth 
of the Stomach. Sometimes when two Nerves are contigu- 
ous, the one influences t*other, as when a Stone in the Blad- 
der provokes the Inteſtinum Rectum. Sometimes the Parts are 
connected by nervous Ligaments, and ſo are render'd ſenſi- 
ble of one another's Circumſtances, as the Head and the 
Stomach, the Stomach and Kidneys, Cc. | 

Theſe Nerves are the Source of Motion. They ſerve to 
convey the Animal Spirits to all the Parts of the Body, in 
order to their reciprocal Contraction and Relaxation. 

When the Motion of any Member is irregular,it proceeds 

from one of theſe three Cauſes. . 
1. Either the Animal Spirits are ſcanty and deficient, or 
lazy and unactive. In this caſe we uſe the Oily Volatil 
Salts, and all Cordial, Cephalic and Aromatic Medi- 
cines. Or, * 1 
2. The Nerves are relaxated and render'd flaccid by a 
prevailing Lymph, whether ſharp or acid. This yields to 
the ſame Remedies with the former. Or, fo 

3: The Neighbouring Fibresare overcharged and forced 

to enormous Motions, by the impetuous Incurſions of the 
Spirits, In this Caſe Pacific Medicines are very proper. 
But they are generally ſuſpected, unleſs very well prepared. 
Opium is the Head of em all; and may be prepared either 
by Fermentation or Digeſtion with fix d Salts. 
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Helmont prepared it with Juice of Quinces, repeating 
the Fermentation thrice, and then diſſolved it in Spirit of 
Wine. Some ſet it to ferment with the Juice of Apples, or 
any other Stomackic. Langelot mixed it with juice of 

uinces, and ſet them in a moderate Heat to ferment. By 
this Proceſs (ſays he) the ſtinking Sulphur is carried off, 
and the groſs earthy Parts fall to the bottom, while the light 
and frothy Parts are mounted higher. And between theſe 
two we find a tranſparent Liquor a little reddiſh, which we 
ſeparate, and reduce to the Conſiſtence of an Extract, and 
then circulate it for a Month or two with re&ify'd Spirit 
of Wine. He extols this for a noble Medicine, but I never 
could fee any extraordinary Effects produc by it. 
The ſecond and better way of correcting Opium, is Di- 
geſtion with Salt of Tartar and Spirit of Turpentine. Tis 
a powerful Medicine, reſervd by ſome for a Noſtrum. 
Some prepare it thus : | 

Take of Opium, Salt of Tartar, or Oil of Tartar per De- 
Jiquium, of each an Ounce ; Let 'em ſtand for Digeſtion, 
then pour upon *em two or three Ounces of Spirit of Wine. 
It yields an excellent Tincture, which is to be ſtrained and 
reſerved for Ule. : 

Cynerdingius prepar'd his Hyſteric Laudanum thus: 

Take of Laudanum Opiatum prepar'd by Fermentation, 
two Drams; Extract of Zedoary a Dram; Extract of Ca- 
ſtor fifteen Grains; of the Powder called -Diacalaminthes 


a Scruple ; Saffron half a Dram; Eaſtern and Weſtern Be- 


zoar Stone, of each half a Scruple : With diſtilled Oil of 
Amber make Pills. Doſe ſix Grains, to be taken with Su- 
gar. The want of this may be ſupplied by an extemporary 
Preſcription, As, 078 
Jake of the Extract of Zedoary twelve Grains; Extract 
of Caſtor ſix Grains; Laudanum, prepared by Fermenta- 
tion, four Grains: With a ſafficient quantity of diſtill'd 
Oil of Amber, make ſix Pills for three Doſes.

IN purſuing my Deſign of gathering the whole practice 


of Phyſic into one Body, I have propoſed Sylvius and 


Willis for my Pattern. Both of em join d together are a fit 
Subject of Imitation: Tho' if conſider d ſeparately, either 
of them is liable to Cenſure. The former, tis true, had a 
happy way of referring all the Corruptions of the Humors 
to the vicious Efferveſcencies of Acids and Alkali's. But he 


ſtretched the Notion too far, in imagining a Strife betwixt 


the deſcending Lymph and aſcending Bile, in the Right 
Ventricle of the Heart; and in aſcribing ſeveral Effects to 
the Conflicts of the Choler and Pancreatic Juice, which 
perhaps were only owing to the Fermentation of the Cho- 
ler alone. Moreover he attributes a great many Symptoms 
to the Vapours ariſing from the combatant Juices in the 
firſt Paſſages, which properly proceed from the mutual 
Correſpondence of the Nerves. Upon the other hand Mil- 
lis has ſet us ina clearer light with reference to convulſive 
Motions, and the Contraction of tht Muſcles ; but his Ela- 
ſtic Power will never be regarded, while the Convulſions 
and Cramps of the Nerves are ſo probably accounted for, 


by aſſigning the Prevalency of an Acid, or ſome ſuch 


grating Subſtance, for their Cauſe. 


Theſe two Authors join'd together are the Flower of our 


Modern Writers, and as ſuch 1 recommend 'em to young 
Students, 

As for Antient Writers, Senertus may juſtly claim the 
Precedency, or in the room of him Foreſtus. Helmont in- 
deed is an Author that ought to be read by all ſerious Pra- 
ctitioners. Since Paracelſus, we have none that ſurpaſſes 
him. But whoever would profit by reading his Writings, 
muſt arm himſelf with Patience, and deliberately weigh 
each Period as he proceeds. In the next place, he muſt be 
equip'd with a competent Knowledge of Chymiſtry and 
Anatomy, elſe he does but grope in the dark, And belides, 


what he reads he ought to retain as a Paradox, and not 


yield 
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yield his Aſſent, till maturer Thoughts and ſucceeding Ex- 
rience have vouch'd for its Certaſnty. 

The Authors that have wrote Practical Obſervations, 
are Borellus, Salmuth, Tulpius, Rhodius, Bartholinus, &c. 
They ought to be read with Judgment and Attention; 
every minute Circumſtance of the Patient ought to be 
niceiy conſider d, in order to find out the true Cauſe of the 
Diſtemper, and determine the preciſe Caſe in which any 
particular Medicine is crowned with Succeſs. 
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Of the Animal Appetite, and the Diſorders 
iS obnoxious to. 

H E moſt natural Method of deſcribing the Diſea- 
ſes incident to Men, is to follow the Order of the 
Functions in the Body: Among which, thoſe 
relating to Nouriſhment do juſtly lead the Van. 


The firſt Function is to receive ſolid Nouriſhment, and di- 
tribute it thro' the Body. This Reception we are prompt- 
ed to by Appetite, which is a Deſire of ſolid Food, cauſed 
by the gnawing of a Volatil Acid in the Mouth of the Sto- 
mach, and encourag'd by ſuch Medicines as promote it. 
This Acid is varied according to the different Conſtitutions

T HE Place affected is the Mouth of the Stomach, The 
general Cauſe is the Ceſſation of the Uncaſineſs which 
the Acid Ferment was won't to produce, .by vellicating the 
Stomach. _ | 5 | 

The ſpecial Cauſes are various. If the Nerves of the 
eighth Pair be dilordered, the Mouth of the Stomach be- 
comes inſenſible, and fo eludes the Influence of the Acid. 
Thefe Nerves may be diſordered upon their own account, 
or by conſent of other Parts, as in Nephritic and Cholic 
Pains : Or, perhaps the Nerves are faultleſs, and the Spirits 
are {tupify'd by the Uſe of Narcotics, as Opium, or Jo- 
bacco ; or diverted and ww 15 te upon other things, ſo as 
not to mind the Impulſe of the Ferment, as in the caſe of 
Love, Grief; Madnefs, GS. | 


— 


If the Nerves or Spirits be not faulty, the Cauſe muſt be 
lodg d in the Stomach. Sometimes the Acid is blunted by 2 
Superfluity of viſcid Matter in the Stomach ; or the Spattle 
is become viſcid; and takes off its Edge, as in Hectic and 
Hypochondriac Perſons, This liſt Cauſe is effectually re- 
mov'd by drinking Wine, in which Elecampane Roots, 
Horſe-radiſhes and Seurvy-graſs have been infuſed, The 
haſty ſwallowing down of much Meat, drinking new and 


things, 
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things, or acid and auſtere Fruits, do all cauſe a Bluntneſs 
of the Ferment. The frequent Uſe of Brandy, or ſulphu- 
tous Liquors, corrects the Sharpneſs of the Acid, and occa- 
ſions an Inappetency. The Fatneſs and Redundancy of the 
Bile, whether in the Blood or Stomach, may alſo vitiate 
the Ferment. When this Cauſe takes place, tis known by 
a bitter Taſte in the Mouth, and a gnawing at the Mouth 
of the Stomach, And laſtly, the Suppreſſion of wonted 
Evacuations, as ſtopping of the Terms, or a ſudden Abſti- 
nence from Venery; &c. may concur to the ſame Effect. 

Sometimes the Acid it (elf is deficient, if a Volatil Cho- 
ler reign in the Blood, or the Spirits are ſo diſorder'd by a 
Fever, or otherwiſe, that the Alteration of the Humors, 
and particularly of the Lymph, is not regularly performed; 
or if the Heat of Summer exhauſts the Spirits that ſhou 
Nerve to exalt the Ferment. Immoderate Drinking, eſpe- 
— Ncally of Whey, which enjoys a temperate nitrous Salt, 

allays the Acidity of the Ferment. The frequent Uſe of 
Alkali's, as Chalk, Hartshorn, and all Chalibeat Medi- 
cines, little Stones ingender'd in the Stomach, and the 
drinking of Urine (which is a Specific in hungry Fevers) 
| are frequently the Cauſes of a weak Ferment.

After gentle Evacuations, we proceed to the Uſe of ſach 
Medicines as ſtrengthen the Walls of the Stomach, and re- 
ſolve the ſlimy Mucilage that ſticks to them. To this pur- 
poſe all ſharp, Volatil, and Aromatic Ingredients are proper, 
as the Stomachical Herbs, Spices, the hot Seeds, and Anti- 
ſcorbutics, eſpecially Horſe-radiſhes. Thoſe of a gentle 
aſtringent Quality reſtore the natural Conſtitution of the 
Stomach, when vitiated by the Uſe of Opium, ſtrong Li- 
quors, Brandy, &c. As for Acid Medicines, I cannot 
much approve them. I never ſaw any good Effect produc'd 
by them in this caſe, unleſs it be by Cream of Tartar, = 
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the dulcified Spirit of Salt, or of Vitriol. Tis true they are 
fit to provoke the Stomach, and imitate Nature in prompt- 
ing it to crave Food; but the Buſineſs of a Phyſician is ra- 
ther to remove the Encumbrances that annoy the natural 
Function, than to ſupply an artificial Appetite. The Eſ- 
ſence of Bread diſtill'd thro' a Retort, is a ſovereign Reſtorer 
of the Ferment. Theſe Medicines may be preſcrib'd thus: 

Take of Wormwood and Mint, of each a Handful ; Roots 
of Acorus two Drams ; Gentian Roots half an Qunce; the 
four hot Seeds, of each two Drams : Slice and chop em 
ſmall, and tie them up in a Bag to be infus'd in Wine. Let 
the ſick Perſon drink a Draught twice a day, adding to eve- 
ry Draught fix Drops of dulcify d Spirit of Salt.

If at any time the uſe 
of Acids diſorders the Appetite, as it happens frequently in 
Hypochondriac Caſes, the abſorbent Powders of Crabs 
Eyes, Chalk, Cc. and Elixir Proprictatis prepared without 
an Acid, or with the Spirit of Sal-armoniac, may ſupply 
their room. 

As for external Topics; Liniments, Cataplaſms, and Fo- 
mentations may be uſed, being made of Wine, Elixir of 
Mint, Bread, and the Aromatic Powders.

T HE Appetite is depraved when it avoids the Proper, and 

craves improper Food. In the former Cafe, it avoids 
ſome particular Obje& through the prevalency of Prejudice, 
the Memory of a preceding Surfeit, or the Confluence 
vicious Humors in the Stomach. Thoſe who are troubled 
with a bitter Taſte in their Mouth, either through the Uſe 


of Opium, or the Height of a Fever, are averſe to hopp'd © . 


Drink, by reaſon .of the near Reſemblance between the 
Taſte of the Beer, and that which then annoys em: As the 
exhibiting of bitter reſinous Purgatives will occaſion an 
Antipathy to Ale. Upon this account we take it for a good 
Sign in acute Diſtempers, if the Patient be able to drink 
Beer, Meat alſo is formidable to Feveriſh Conſtitutions, 
by reafon that when eaten it is not digeſted, and ſo melts 
into a bitter muſty Crudity. Theſe are the Cauſes of an 
acquir'd Averſion to particular Meats or Liquors. The Cure 
is performed by the Ule of Elixir Proprietatis, Wormwood;z 
Mint, Quinces, Wine, and their various Productions, to- 
gether with ſome Acid Spirits. | 

The moſt remarkable Inſtances of deprav'd Appetites are 
| What we call Pica and Malacia. The former is a longing 
for ſuch things as are not fit to be eat, as raw Meat, Coals, 


Leather, Lime, &c. The latter is a violent and inſatiable 


longing for uſual Food, as Herrings, and ſuch like. 

The Part affected is partly the Orifice of the Stomach, 
where the appetiſing Ferment is naturally ſeated, and part- 
ly the Fancy and Animal Spirits. For tho' the Vellication 
of the Stomach conſtitute a general Appetite, tis the Fancy 
that directs it to a particular Object. Beſides, ſuch things 
are oftentimes long'd for, as are not Objects of the Sto- 
mach, as the crackling Noiſe of Cynders, the Smell of Lea- 
ther, &c. which makes it to appear, that the Animal Spi- 
rits, and the Organs of Senſe, are deprav'd as well as the 
Stomach. That the Senſe of Smelling is vitiated, is evident 
from the Pleaſure ſuch Perſons take in ſmelling to — 
unſavory Objects. That the Senſe of Taſting is likewiſe 
corrupted; may be infer'd from the Depravation of the 
Spittle, occaſion'd by its Affinity to the Stomachical Fer- 
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ment z and is ſufficiently exemplified by their reliſhing and 
coveting the Taſte of ſuch things, as at other times they 
abhor. The like may be ſaid of all the Senſes. 

The Cauſe is the Alteration and Depravation-of the Fer- 
ment of the Stomach. We ſee that the various Modifica- 
tion of this Ferment, in ſeveral Animals, creates in 'em con- 
trary and diſtin& Appetites. By virtue of this Diverſity of 
Ferments, Men, Dogs, Cats, Geeſe, ©. are prompted to 
covet their peculiar Food. 

Ihe Ferment is deprav'd by the Corruption of Matter in 
the Stomach, which renders it faltiſh, ſharp, and in ſome 
meaſure corroſive, and conſequently apt to overact its part, 
by vellicating the Mouth of the Stomach in an unwonted 
manner, and prompting the Fancy to purſue and entertain 
unuſual Objects, after the Method o Melancholic Hypo- 
chondriac Fits, to which this Diſtemper is near ally d. 
The occaſional remote Cauſes are, the Suppreſſion of the 
Terms, which occaſions the Stagnation and Corruption of 
the Blood, and by conſequence of the Lymph, which wa- 
ters the Coats of the Stomach ; Ulcers in the Throat diſtil- 
ling corrupt Matter into the Stomach ; the Suppreſſion of 
the Genital Liquor, or any wonted Evacuation, and an he- 
. reditary Conveyance from Mothers liable to this Diſeaſe, 
7 which is equally compatible to Men and Women, Maids and 
N Mothers. eee 


Ihe things coveted and long' or in a Pica, are ſuch asare 
i agreeable to the vicious Ferment, which is fo fierce and. 
” -' #keen, that it digeſts, without any trouble or harm, a great 
0 many noxious and offenſive Objects, provided their quan- 
tity taken down does not exceed the Extent of the Appetite. 
Tis true indeed, that if abſurd and uncommen things are 
frequently eat, tho? in the mean time they occaſion no viſi- 
ble Diſturbance, yet they amaſs deprav'd Humours in the 
Body, and fo cauſe Dropſies, Cachexies, and many diſmal 
Symptoms. As for Child-bearing Women, who are fre- 
quently obnoxious to irregular Appetites, if they cannot ba 
dillwaded by rational Motives, they muſt be farniſh'd with 
what they long for, for fear of bad Conſequences happening 
to the Child in the Belly. 
The Cure is perform'd by evacuating the Stomach, and 
tempering the Ferment. Vomits, and particularly Mercu- 
rius Vite,, are very proper, if occaſional Circumſtances do 
not fof bid 'em, ſuch as a natural Difficulty of Vomiting, 
the firſt and laſt Months of a Woman's being with Child, &c.

Appetite is not eons "tis call'd a Dog Hunger. 
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— An Abridgment of / 
The Cauſe of em both for the moſt part is a Volatil, diſ- 
engag'd Acid, call'd by the Ancients Melancholic, that 
naws and provokes the Mouth of the Stomach. Accor- 
Jinply we find that Acids augment, and viſcous Anti-acids 
8” impair the Appetite. Tis true, a Volatil Urinous Alkali, 
1 ſuch as the Bile abounding in the Stomach, may ſometimes 
F increaſe the Appetite, and in that caſe Acids perform the 
Cure. If the Nervous Membrane of the Stomach be over- 
ſenſible, and too eaſily provok'd, an extraordinary Appetite 
my likewiſe inſue thereupon. , 
Worms in the Stomach or Guts may vellicate the Mem- 
branes, and ſo create an Appetite ; and if the Digeſtion with- 
al be eaſy and quick, it argues that there's an Acid Matter 
. in the Stomach beſides Worms. T is but very ſeldom that a 
Fames Canina is periodical, neither is it follow'd by Fatneſs, 
by reaſon of the tough unpliable Craſis of tae Blood. Long 
\ Faſting, and any immoderate Evacuation of Blood or Chyle, 
may be liſted into the number of its external Cauſes. 
ln a Bulimus the Caules are ſomewhat meeker, attended 
by a Dulneſs or Want of Spirits, When it ſucceeds to Chro- 
nical Diſeaſes, or when the ſwooning Fits happen while the 
Belly is full, tis dangerous. If a Dog Hunger be attend- 
ed by Vomiting and Looſeneſſes, it degenerates into Ca- 
chexies, Dropſies, Conſumptions, Cc. 
The Cure conſiſts in tempering and evacuating the Acid. 
The former Indication muſt be firſt ſatisfied; for if we at- 
tempt to evacuate the Acid in its vicious State, it will grow 
fiercer and more offenfive. The tempering Remedies are 
Fix'd and Volatil Alkali's, abſorbent earthy Powders, and 
fat oily Medicines. The firſt kill the Acidity, as appears by 
mixing Salt of Tartar with Spirit of Vitriol. The ſecond 
ſuck up the Acid Particles, as is evident by the Experiment 
- * and Crabs Eyes. The laſt cramp and fetter the 
cid. ö 
Of the firſt ſort are the Vegetable fix d Salts, Salt and Spi- 
rit of Urine, Spirit of Hartshorn, Onions, Garlick, &c. Of 
the ſecond are Crabs Eyes, Coral, Pearl, Chalk, Blood- 
. one, Bote-armenic, ſeal'd Earth, Steel prepar'd without 
Acids, and mix'd with Opiates. Of the third ſort are the 
expreſs'd Oil of ſweet Almonds, Linſeed, &c. diſtilbd Oils 
cf Anniſeed, of Caraway-ſeed, and eſpecially of Cloves : the 
Yelks of Eggs boil'd hard, or the Oit of Eggs, hot Bread 
dipp'd into Oil, Gc.

In general, a ſudden Thirſt without any viſible Cauſe, 

prognouſticates ſome Diſeaſe or other. If the Tongue be dry, 
the Mouth beſet with a tough Phlegm, and the Body op- 
preſs d with Heat, and yet the Perſon be inſenſible of Thirſt, 

tis an Argument of a Delirium, or great Diſorder among the 
Animal Spirits, or of the Stupidity of the Tongue and adja- g 
cent Parts, and is juſtly look'd upon as a malignant Symp- 
tom. If in Drinking the Liquor makes a Noiſe as it falls in- 
to the Stomach, it is an Argument of the Diſorder of the 
Stomach. In Fevers it diſappears together with them; but 

in Chronical Diſtempers 'tis not ſo eaſily ſhaken off. 

As for the Method of Cure, the irritating Cauſe muſt be 
firſt remov'd by Medicines vary'd according to its Nature. 
Such are partly auſtere Acids, partly temperate Medicines, 
which correct the ſharp, or urinous, or oily, or ſaline Par- 
ticles. The Acids are Wood ſorrel, Prunes, Citrons, Quin- 
ces, Oranges, Pomgranates, Rasberries, Barberries, Cur- 
rans, Cherries, and all their Juices ; and eſpecially Tama- 
rinds, which not only abate the Thirſt, but open the Body; 
the Juice of Houſcleek, Vinegar, Strawberry water; Tin- 
ctures of Roſes, of Violets, and of Daſies; Cream of Tar- 
tar; Spirits of Vitriol, of Sulphur, of Salt, or the Spirit 
diftill'd from equal Quantities of Sulphur, Antimony and 
Vitriol, drop'd into the ordinary Drink. The temperate 
Remedies are Milk, Whey clarified with Citrons, Emul- 
lions of Seeds, Railins, Liquorice, &c. JPY 
The ſecond Indication of Cure is to augment the quantity 
of Serum and Spittle, by exhibiting Liquids alter'd with 
Wine or Cinnamon, or mix'd with Acid Spirits. Simple cold 
Water, tho' commonly us'd, is very noxious. Beſides, tis 
not convenient to-throw in too large quantities of Liquors, 
for fear of loading the Stomach ; therefore Gargles and Mu- 
cilages applied to the Tongue and Throat will not_ be im- 
proper.

Acids in thi are improper ; but Liquorice and 
Fennel · ſeeds boil'd ar Mhch approv'd. As, ;

Gargles of Water; Small-beer or Water impregnated

ment in the Stomach, prediſpoſes and prepares it for Di- 
geſtion, Now if the d of Chewing be deficient, or 
diſorder'd, tis neither impregnated with Spittle, nor cut 
ſmall, ſo as to be fit for Digeſtion. The Diſorders of this 
Nature are ſuch as reſpect either the Muſcles imployed in 
8 Motion, the Jaw- bones, or the Teeth.

THe temporal Muſcles, and thoſe common to the Cheeks 
and Lips, are the Inſtruments whjch move the under- 
Jaw-bone, in order to join it with the upper in the Act of 
Chewing ; if they are ſeized with Convullions or Cramps, 
the under Jaw-bone is inſeparably united to the upper ; if 
they be Paralytic, it falls down by its own weight, and

if one part or fide of theſe Muſcles be ſeized with Con- 
vulſions, or a Palſy, while the ther is ſound, the Mouth 
ſtands awry inclining to one fide.

with Wax make Tablets to be roll'd in the Mouth, - The 
Mouth may be waſh'd with Spirit of Wine, in which Ca- 
ſtor is diſſolvd, or the Decoction of Pellitory roots with 
Rocket ſeeds. Platerus was wont to cure the Convulſive 
Diſtortion of the Mouth by Opiats mix'd with Aromatics, 
as Mithridate, Syrup of Poppies, &c. If the Caſe be Para- 
litic, Bliſtering Plaiſters may be applied to the Ear, or Nap 
of the Neck. | | ; 
As for the Diſorders of the Jaw-bones:; if they are dil 


jointed by external Violence, Yauning or Gaping, they 


are eaſily ſet right by a Cuff under the Chin. If they are 
incumbred by Tumours or Inflamations in the Throat, it 
their Motion be cramp'd by the ſwelling of the Glandules 
behind the Ears, or the Settlement ofa Tartarine thick Hu— 
mour upon the Conjunction with the Bones of the Temples, 
the regular Motion is retriev'd by the reſpective Cure of 
thoſe Cauics. If the Antagoniſt Muſcles, that bring up 
and pull down the under ſJaw-bone be reciprocally con- 
trated, thro Cold, Worms, &c. there inſues a Gnaſhing 
of the Teeth: Which in Fevers and adult Perſons, is an 
unlucky Symptom; and is cur d by the external Applica- 
tion of Balſam of Peru, and the Removal of its Cauſes. 
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CHAP. IL 


Of the Loſs, Corruption, Blackneſs, Looſeneſs, Num- 
neſs and Chilneſs of the Teeth. 


THE Teeth are nouriſh'd not only by the Arteries and 
Veins inſerted into their Roots; but likewiſe by the 
Gums. When they are uncapable thro Age, or otherwiſe, 
to receive Nourtſhment, they fall out, or are ground away 
by continual uſe. | | 

The Cauſes which promote this their Decay, are the A- 
buſe of Stupifying, or Narcotic, over cold, or over hot 
Medicines, or of viſcous and corruptible things, which 
ſtick to the ſides of the Teeth, and corrupt their Nouriſh- 


ment, ſuch as Sugar, Sweet-meats, Figs, Cheeſe, Milk, Gr. 


The Scurvy, Salivation, handling of Mercury, external 
Violence, &c. The Cure conſiſts in removing the Cauſes. 
If Mercury be the Cauſe, Leaves of Gold or Solar Prepara- 
tions are very proper. y.19, 
Sometimes the Teeth are corrupted thro' the Acidity of 


their own direct Nouriſhment, or of that received ſideways 


from the Gums. External Injuries are apt to produce the 
ſame Effect. At firſt there appears a black Spot in the 
Tooth, then it becomes a Hole, and the Tooth grows hol- 
low ; the corrupted Matter lodg'd within corodes the 
Tooth, cauſes Pain, and ſometimes reaches the Gums and 
Jaw-bone, creating Ulcers, which degenerate into Fiſtula's. 
Sometimes the corrupted Matter degenerates into Worms. 
Sometimes the Teeth ſtink and infect the Breath, by reaſon 
— ee Meat ſticking in their Chinks, or in hollow 
eeth. 

If the Corruption be confirmed, it cannot be cur d with- 
out drawing the Tooth. The Juice of Sun-ſpurge mixed 
with Sal-armoniac and Flower, and put into the hollow

Thus we ſee that pi- 
rit of Nitre pour'd upon a metallin ſoluble Body, boils up 
into Wind and Noiſe, The like will happen in the Diſtiſla- 
tion of Tartar, or the Effuſion of Vinegir, or Juice of Ci- 


trons, upon Coral or Crabs Eyes. In like manner, Bread or 
dy Noiſe, 


new Wine, if fermented, will riſe up with a win 
but if Fermentation be negizAed, no other Procels of boil- 
ing, macerating, diſtilling, &c. is able to produce this Ef- 
fett. And once more; if Apples be expos'd to the Sun, fo 
as to undergo a Fermentation by Virtue of the Heat, their 
Skin will chop and break to give Way to the Wind, and no 
other Management whatloever can compaſs that End. 
Thus tis made to appear that Wind is not pre exiſtent in 
the Liquors or Humours themſ-lves ; but newly created by 
Virtue of the Impriſonment of acid and urinous Salts within 
a viſcous Body, which they endeavour to attenuate and break 
through, when diſſolv d and put into Motion by the àdaiti- 
on of a Ferment. Now that the Vehicle is viſcid, is ſuffi- 


_ made out by the tenacious groſs Humours that are 


voided upwards by Vomiting. 

The Part affected is the Cavity of the Stomach,and its up- 
= Orifice. The immediate Cauſe is already explain'd, 
To which we may add a violent Compreſtion, waich obliges 
the Wind, in purſuit of a larger Space to move it, to break 
forth and forſake its narrow Habitation; juſt as Air conden- 
ſated diſplays its elaſtic Force, and ſeeks to enlarge its Bounds, 
driving before it the contiguous interfering Bodies with a 
notable Noiſe, 1 

The remote Cauſes are the eating of viſcous Food, and 
Retention of acid Crudities. Flatulent Meats may be very 
apt to encourage a windy Noiſe, but without the Fermen- 
tation of an incloſed Acid they cannot of themſelves produce 
it. Therefore tis that the ſame Meats will occaſion ſuch 
Diſturbances in acid Conſtitutions, that are digeſted by other 
Perſons without any Diſorder. 

Some flatulent Diſtentions are natural, being produc'd by 
the Oily Bile, and acid Mucus of the Stomach and Guts, when 
their Cavities are empty, and projected by Nature to keep 
their Walls from joining, and continue the Openneſs of their 
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Wind is ſomewhat different from Vapours and Exhala- 
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Pores. As to the difference of Belchings, ſome are Acid 
as in Hy pochondriac Caſes, and after long Faſting; ſome 
muſty, of which above; ſome anſwerable to the natural 
Quality of the Food receiv d, as thoſe caus'd by eating Oni- 
ons, Radiſhes, &c. ſome quite inſipid; and laſtly, tho' 


very rarely, ſome are attended by a prodigious Stink. Now 


the Cauſe of flatulent Stinks muſt be fetch'd from the Chy- 
mical Experiment of diſſolving fat ſulphureous Subſtances 
with Alcali's, and precipitating with Acids. As Antimony 
calcin'd with Nitre and gt fy the Preparation of Crocs 
Metallorum, then diſſolv'd in Water, and precipitated with 
Vinegar, yields a moſt noyſom Smell; ſo the 'oily Salts 
of the Bile firſt reſolv'd, and then precipitated by Acids, 
are indow'd with the like Quality. 
The Signs are theſe : If the Wind cannot force its Paſſage, 
the Breaft or Belly is diſtended and perplex'd; if touch d, it 
rebounds as it were: Ihe Reſpiration is very difficult, eſpe- 
cially when the Perſons lie on their Backs; they are moleſt- 
ed with violent Pains,. and tolling from Side to Side, they 
perceive a ſort of flatulent Noiſe within; juſt before the 
Wind breaks forth, they complain of a vaſt Perplexity in 
their Breaſt ; but when it gains its Paſſage, -are benefited 
by it. Sometimes theſe flatulznr Diſtentions reach the 


Neck and Back, and occaſion a Swelling about the Mouth 


of the Stomach, which prevents the breaking of Wind 
downwards, and reaps no Advantage by thoſe which paſs 
upwards ; and Eating avgments this Diſtention. | 
As for Prognoſtics. They are uſually the Symptoms of a 
Hypochonariac Illneſs: and if they happen upon the reco- 
very of a Diſeaſe, portend its Relapſe ; if they continue 
long, they threaten Dropſies; if they ſtink horridly, they 
are very malignant and contagious. | 
The Cure is perform'd by attenuating and diſcharging the 
viſcid Matter, diſcuſſing the Wind, and moderating its 
Force. In the firſt place let Antimonial Emetics be exhi- 
bited, and next ro them, the Stomachical Purgatives pre- 
icrib'd in the laſt Chapter. After the firſt Paſſages are 
clear'd, the oily Volatil Saline Simples are equally proper 
for tempering the Acid, and attenuating the viſcous Humour.

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CHAP. I. | 
Of Vomiting and Loathing of Meat. 


Hing thus accompany'd the Food from its firſt Entry 
into the Mouth, till its arrival in the Stomach, we are 
now to view the Cauſes that diſtutb its Repoſe. 

That Senſe which with reſpect to external Parts is call'd 
Pain, is chriſten'd Irritation among the internal Mem- 
bran?s ; as the upper Orifice of the Stomach is \2id to be 
irrita:-d, when any Object grates upon or diſpleaſes it. 
Now the natural Reſult of Irritation is, that Crowes of Spi- 
rits are ſummon'd in by the angry Part, and upon their ar- 
rival it contracts it ſelf Thus the Month of the Stomach 

| being extremely ſenſible, contracts it ſelf upon the leaſt Ir- 
ritation, th naturai Con ſequence ef which is a Loathing of 
Meat, or ung admiſſion to it when twallow'd; or, if it 
Happen to for. its Paſſige, the impriſon e Wind belches out 
at the new open'd Gate. But if this Contraction be conti- 
nued to the Pylorus, or lower Orifice of the Stomach, its 
Fibres being ſtronger than thoſe of the upper, throw up the 
Contents, with a Force ſufficient to maſter the Paſſage, and 
hence inſues a direct Vomiting. So that Loathing and Vo- 
miting differ in thi: Point, That the one is a Contraction of 
the upper, the · other of the lower Orifice of the Stomach. 
Vomiting is ſaid to be eſſential, when the irritating Cauſe 
is Jod gd within the Stomach. Soch Cauſes are, a Wound, 
Infla mation, Ulcer, Ganz rzen, or Schirrus of the Stomach 
or Pylorus ; ſharp ↄcorbudic Salts conveyed thither in com- 
pany with tae Spittle, or depoſited by the Arteries; the vi- 
cious Efferveſcency or recoiling of the Gall and re 
| uice; 
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Juice; clotted Blood, corrupt Matter, ot any Humour dif- 
lodg'd of its proper Habitation, and hurry'd into the Sto- 
mach; the Aſſumption of ſharp irritating Medicines, Vo- 
mits, Purges, Poyſon, &c. or of fat things (which relax 
the Fibres of the upper Orifice, and ſtruggſe with the 
Acid Ferment;) Crudities, Worms, &c. _ pf 
If the Cauſe be ſeated elſewhere, the Vomiting is caus'd 
by Confent, by reaſon either of the Stomach's being one con- 
tinued Piece with the affected Part; or of their muy 
Commerce maintain'd by the Nerves. Thus the Diſorders 
the Bowels, Guts, Midriff, Head, Kidneys, Womb, Liver, 
and Spleen, are frequently the Cauſes of Vomiting, A 
Schirrus or Corruption of the Sweet-bread, Stagnation of 
the Seminal Juice in Widows and ſtale Maids, and, in & 
word, Whatever diſturbs or inflames the Animal Spirits, 
will p the ſame Effect. | 
Vomit is uſher'd in by Anxiety and Trouble in the 
Breaſt, ſmimming of the Head, trembling of the under Lip, 
plentiful Evacuations of Spittle, and convulſive Motions of 
the Stomach, An eſſential Vomiting ought to be carefully 
diſtinguiſhed from that which is ſympathetical. If, when 
the Stomach is empty'd by Vomiting, there remains ſtill a 
propenſity to vomit ; if the Stomach continue heavy and 
blown up, and nauſeate Food; if acid or muſty Belchings 
inſue, we take it for an eſſential Vomiting, If it be incor- 
igible and obſtinate, uſher'd in at firſt by a Pain in the 
Breaſt, and after a day or two a loathing ; in a word, if no 
Fault can be faſten'd on the contain'd Humours, it proceeds 
from a Calloſity, Schirrus, or ſuch like Diſorder in the 
Stomach. If it come in a ſurprizing manner without the 
[6997-4 Signs of Trouble in the Breaſt, Loathing, weak 
tomach, &c. tis a ſhrewd Argument that it proceeds by 
Conſent from the Diſorder of ſome other Part, that is not 
yet come to light, 2 
If it de caus d by a viſcid Humour, 'tis hard to cure it. If 
the Chyle and Food be frequently thrown up, with a fever- 
iſh Heat, tis an ill Circumſtance. Long and continual Vo- 
miting in Malignant Fevers, eſpecially if the Matter be li- 
vid, blackiſh or fetid, is very dangerous. In benign Fe- 
vers, Vomiting in the Beginning, or Height, is good. If 
it follow Wounds or Bruiſes of the Head, tis frequently 
mortal. The Periodical Vomitings of Hypochondriac, Scor- 
butic, and Splenetic Perſons, are of a good Character. If 
the Matter vomited be a Mixture of Choler and Pituita, tis 
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a friendly Symptom, but either of them apart is more noxi- 
ous, The vomiting of Worms, Excrements of the Belly, 
Clyſters, &c. is much ſuſpectet. 9 
Before we launch into the Method of Cure, twill not be 
improper to take notice of the following Cautions: 1. That 
Critical Vomits, or thoſe which happen in the Beginning of 
nign Diſeaſes, as well as thoſe of Women with Child in 
their firſt Months, ought not to be ſtopp'd, unleſs they ex- 
ceed meaſure.

' of Nitre with Treacle; and when the Stomach is inflamed, 
or corroded, the Mucilage of Fleawort and Quince Seeds, 
2 with ſolutive Syrup of Roles, are very convenient. 


Externally, let aromatic and corroborating Ingredients 
. be boiled in Vinegar, and the warm DecoRion applied with 
4 a Spunge to the Stomach ; or let toaſted Bread ſoaked in 
Vinegar, and covered with aromatic Powders, be applied 
to the Region of the Stomach. Spirit of Wine camphoriz'd 
is very effectual in Fomentations. A Bag may be quilted 
| with Mint, Nutmegs, Cloves, Mace and Cinnamon, 
n ſprinkled with treacled Spirit of Wine, and diſtill'd Oil 
Mint, and applied. Some commend the Application of a 
Bag of Saffron. 

Liniments are compoſed of Venice Treacle, Balſam of Pe- 


Or, 
8 Plaiſters may be made of Tacamahac and Gum Caran,

When we are 
oblig d to ſtop an artificial Vomiting, tis convenient to ex- 
hibit Milk boiled with Bread, or Bread ſoak'd in generous 
Wine; inject Clyſters of Milk with Treacle, adminiſter 
Opiates, and apply outwardly as above. © 
if the Aſſumption of an harſh Purge diſpsſe one to vomit, 


there's nothing better than to chew freſh Citron Peel, or i 


ſmell to toaſted Bread dipp'd in Vinegar, and cover'd with 
Powder of Cloves. 


CHAP. II. 
Of Vomiting of Blood. 


T IS Symptom may be caus'd by the Suppreſſion of the 
Piles, or the Terms in Maids or Women with Child ; 
opening of a Vein pr Artery, as that of the Vas breve, thro' 
the Obit 
the Stomach; or the Rupture of any of the Pancreatic Veins, 
occaſion d by the Sharpneſs of its Juice, which Veins depo- 
fite their Blood into the Duodenum, and then it is voided both 
upwards and downwards. Sometimes the healing up of 2

ſordid Ulcer may occaſion it, by reaſon partly that the Blood 


was formerly evacuated in the form of corrupt Matter, and 
pry that the Ferment of the Ulcer may have corroded the 
eſſels in the Lungs, It ſucceeds frequently to Amputati- 
ons, the Blood being then crowded into fewer Channels. 
The Signs are theſe. Arterious Blood is fluid'and reddiſh, 
If the vomited Matter be of an obſcure Colour, and clot- 
ted, reſembling the Liver, it comes from the Veins, If it 
incline to a black Colour, be voided with a biting Pain, and 
attended by an auſtere Taſte, *tis not Blood, but an acid cor- 
rupt Humor, or Atra Bilis. If it proceed from the Rupture 


ruction of the Spleen, which empties its Blood into 
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of the Vat breve, tis uſher'd in by a beating Pain in the 
Left ſide of the Back, under the ſhort Ribs. 

The Vomiting of Atra Bilis is fatal, as likewife a Void- 
ing of Blood any way in the Small Pox, Meafles, or other 
Eruptions. If the Piles ſucceed to Vomiting, 'tis a good 
Sign; as alſo if it come by Intervals in Splenetic and Chro- 
nical Diſeaſes. If it be critical, all is well. L 

The Cure conſiſts in removing the Cauſe, diverting the 
Blood from the Stomach, fortifying the broken Veſſel, atte- 
nuating and throwing off what is already extravaſated. 
Blood-letting in the Arm or Leg, or opening the Hemor- 
hoid Veſſels, muſt be premiſed in Caſes of Plethora's, or 
Suppreſſions of Blood. As for Aſtringents, the Syrup of 
the Faick of Comfrey-roots and Plantane Leaves (not cla- 
rify'd) mix'd with Sugar, is recommended by the Honour- 
able Mr. Boye, and mightily eſteem'd in England. Water 
of Nettles, mix d with Spirit of Vitriol, is extoll'd by Hart- 
mam and ſeveral other Authors. Or, 

Take of the Conſerve of Roſes two Ounces; prepared 
Blood-ſtone a Dram and a half; aſtringent C ocus of Steel 
(that is, Vitriol of Steel diffolv'd in Water, and precipitated 
with Oil of Tartar per deliguium) a Dram; white Henbane 
Seeds two Scruples: With Syrup of Purſkin make an 
EleQtuary. 

Take a convenient quantity of the Earth of Vitriol of 
Steel, well calcin'd and dulcify'd, diſſolve it in Spirit of Salt, 
draw off the Spirit in a Fire of Sand, till the Reſidue come 
to the Conliſtence of Honey; upon which digeſt Rectified 
8 of Wine for ſome time, and ſtrain the Tincture for

If the Breaſt be perplex'd, the Pulſe weak, Reſpiration 
difficult, the Stomach blown up, the Face pale, and liable 
to ſadden Fluſhings, and the Perſon apt to ſwoon, tis a Sign 

that the Blood is congealed in the Stomach. In which caſe 
Crabs Eyes, Coral and Diaphoretic Antimony, and eſpe- 
cally Sperma Ceti, are proper. After the ſtagnating Blood 
5 attenuated, the remaining Clots may be carried off by 
Rhubarb, or a gentle Vomit. If the Obſtruction — the

QOmetimes the Breaſt, or the whole Cavity reaching from 
the Mouth of the Stomach to the Midriff, Liver, Spleen 
and Sweet-bread, is ſeiz'd with a prodigious Uneaſineſs and 
confuſed Pain, cauſing the afflited Perſon to toſs up and 
down the Bed. This we call Anxiety. If this Pain be par- 
ticularly fixed to the Pit of the Breaſt, attended by a feem- 
ing Compreſſion, with a Senſe of biting and gnawing, tis 
call d Cardialgia, or Pain in the Stomach. The former is 
wandring, arifing from the leaſt Irritation, and is fitly reſem- 
bled by the Anxiety following the Aſſumption of a Vomit. 
Ihe latter is fixed, ariſing from a convulſive Contraction, 
and is of the fame nature as the Pain we are afflicted with, 
when we ſwallow any thing too hard or over bulky: | 
All Anxieties, excepting ſuch as ariſe from Suffocation, or 
the diſturbance of Reſpiration, are owing to the Conſtri- 
ction or Uneaſineſs of the upper and more ſenſible Orifice of 
the Stomach, as appears by their following the Aſſumption 
of a Vomit, attending Hyſteric Conſtitutions, and F. a- 1 
bated by Belching ; their accompanying Agues, and dilap- Ml 
pearing after Vomiting, and their being caus'd by the eat- 
ing of heavy Suppers. The Blame is uſually caſt upon the 
Heart, but very unjuſtly ; for the Heart is an indolent 
Muſcle, and if it be irritated, is ſeiz'd with Convulſions, 
or what we call a Palpitation, which does not accompany 
Anxieties of the Breaſt. | | 
The remote Cauſes are, ſharp poiſonous things taken 
into the Stomach, corrupt Food, Wind, viſcous Humours, 
or foreign Ferments tranſlated thither, Inflamations, and 
ſuch like Diſorders of its Membranes, Convulſions of the 
Nerves or adjacent Parts, and in a Word, whatever pro- 
vokes the Mouth of the Stomach to contract it ſelf. 


Ar- 
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Anxieties are uſually Companions to other Diſeaſes, whole 
culiar Cure muſt be taken care of. In general, aromatic 

diſcuſſing Ingredients, together with Vitriol, and Nitrous 


Medicines, are very proper. 
The Pain in the Stomach was by the Antients call'd Car- 


35 dialgia, by reaſon of the frequent Swoonings, Proſtration o 


Strength, and cold Sweats that attend it, tho' in the mean 
while the Heart is not at all afflicted. The Left Orifice of the 
Stomach is its Seat, as being the moſt ſenſible tender Part 
of the whole Body, and richly ſtor d with Nerves, that 
maintains a near Correſpondence with all the Nervous Sy- 
item. This Pain is caus'd by the preternatural Fermenta- 
tion of the Bile and other vicious Juices ; 'tis attended by 
Inflamations; ſometimes 'tis ſeated in the Back of the 
Stomach, and ſometimes glides along the Gullet to the very 


Shoulders, of reſembles the Compreiſion or Squeezing of the 


The remote Cauſes are whatever offends the Left Orifice 


of the Stomach, or provokes it to Contraction. Nephritic 
Pains, Contorſions of the Back bone, Ngpreſiion of the Car- 
tilago Enſiformis, Stones in the Gall-bladder or Duodenum, 
Tumors in the Meſentery and Sweet · bread, Hyſteric Paſſi- 
ons, and Suppreſſion of the Terms, may occaſion it by con- 
ſent. The boiling of the Jnices in the firſt Paſſages, in In- 
termitting Fevers, frequently produces this Symptom, which 
is remov'd by Clyſters. Wind in an empty Stomach, an 
Acid viſcid Matter gnawing and piercing the upper Orifice, 
(which generally quickens about an hour or two after eat- 
ing) green or ruſty Bile tinctut'd with a corroſive Acid 
from the Sweet-bread, Corruption or Acidity of the Victu- 
als; Tumors, Stones, or Ulcers in the Stomach; Aſſump- 
tion of Sublimate Mercury, Arſenic ; Coagulation of Milk, 
or new Cheeſe, in the Stomach, occaſion'd by its Mixture 
with an Acid, Worms in the Stomach, ſwallowing of Lee- 
ches (cur'd by falt Water) Pieces of Glaſs, Pins, &c. are 


frequently the Authors of the ſame Diſorder. Sometimes it 


is per iodical, according to the ſucceſſive Return of its Cauſes. 
The symptoms of Anxiety and Pain of the Stomach, are 
an inexpreſtible fort of Uneaſineſs about the Pit of the Breaſt, 
Unquietneſs, Toſſing, difficult Reſpiration and Swooning, 
uſher'd in by Giddineſs, and follow'd by cold Sweats and a 
99 Chilneis in the outward Parts. If the Pain ſeizes the 
ttom of the Stomach, it ought to be carefully diſtinguiſh'd 
rom the Cholic, by obſerving A it creeps upwards, Gf fur 
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ſcends to the Loyns and Kidneys; and if it accompanies 
other Diſeaſes, or comes by it ſelf, The former are Signs of 
a Pain in the Stomach, the latter of the Cholic. | 
If Anxiety and Pain of the Sromach proceed from Worms 
or Wind, it is not very dangerous, tho' the Symptoms may 
ſeem diſmal. To Children it prognoſticates Epilepſies, and 
to adult Perſons Chronical Diſeaſes. If it ariſe from curdled 
Milk, or a green, ruſty, ſharp, viſcous Humour, tis dan- 
gerous. If it owes its Being to a viſcous pituitous Matter, 
"tis not ſo violent. If follow'd by Convulſions, tis much 


ſuſpected, as allo if it accompany acute Fevers. 


The Cure is perform'd by removing the offending Cauſe, 
and abating the Pain. If it depend upon another Diſeaſe, it 
yields to its Cure. [fit be eſſential, or accompany Fevers, 
there's nothing equals Antimonial Vomits, which prevent 
an Infinity of lm Circumſtances. After Vomiting, Pur- 
ges are proper. But by reafon of their Offenſiveneſs to the 
Stomach; let em be mix'd with Opiates ; an uſeful Con- 
trivance for ſuch ag are liable to Gripings, or Over-pur- 
gations, or ſtuffed with ſharp, ſcorbutic, hypochondriac 
Humours. | 1 

Take of Quercetanuss Pills of Ammoniac twelve Grains; 
Magiſtery of Jalap five Grains; Scammony ſulphurated, an 
Laudanum Opiatum, of each a Grain: With Eſſence of Ca- 
{tor make Pills. Four or five Grains of Fulminatory Gold 
may be added. | 

Take of Aloes half an Ounce ;, Myrrh two Drams; Ma- 
ſtic a Dram; Oriental Saffron half a Dram; re&ify'd Flow- 


ers of Antimony a Dram :' With ſolutive Syrup of Roſes 


make a Maſs. Doſe from fifteen to twenty four Grains. 
This is the Compoſition of Poterius his Catholic Pills. 

If it be caus'd by Wind, or the Streams of the Choler and 
Pancreatic Juice ;ermenting in the Duodenum, let Carmi- 
native Clyſters be injected: As, | 

Take Leaves of Mint, wild Marjoram, and Pennyroyal, 
of each a Handful ; Chamomil Flowers half a Handful; An- 
gelica Roots haif an Ounce, Bayberries three Drams; Seeds 
of Anis, Carrets and Fennel, of each a Dram : Boil them 
in Water and Man's Urine. To eight or nine Ounces of 
the ſtrain'd Liquor add of Lenitive Electuary and Electuary 
of Bay berries four or fix Drams; diſtill'd Oils of Aniſeeds 
and Fennelſeeds, of each half a Scruple; Yelks of Eggs, in 
number one: Make a Clyſter to be injected warm.

Blood - letting is inconvenient, excepting in the caſe of a 


pPlet hora, or ſome notable Suppreſſion of Blood. 

The ſecond Indication is ſatisfied by Opiats, as thus: 
Take of Chamomil-water three Ounces; Cinnamon- water 
one Ounce; Elixir of Mint, or of Citrons, or of Oranges, 
| fix Drams; diſtill'd Oil of Chamomil {ix Drops; Laudanum 
Opiatum from three to ſix Grains; Syrup of Hyſſop fix 
Drams; Syrup of Canel an Qunce : Mix them. Doſe two 
or three Spoonfuls. This is a Catholic Mixture for all Pains 
of the Stomach. The Spirits of Sal armoniac, Aniſeeds, 
Hartshorn, Tincture of Tartar, Carminative Spirit de tri- 
bus, or if. the Pain be attended by a burning Heat, dulcify d 
Spirit of Nitre may be conveniently added. 

The remaining Specifics are vary'd according to the Cau- 
ſes. If Wind be deemed for the Cauſe, Chamomil is a no- 
ted Specific, by reaſon of its Anodyne and Aromatic Virtues, 
Its Water, its Eſſence extracted with a Carminative Spirit 


of M ine, its Decoction, its Oil drunk with Wine, or applied 


outwardly with Oil of Nutmegs, are all of excellent uſe. 
Next are the Decoctions of Saſſafras, Hyſſop, Dill, Roſe- 
mary and Mullein-Flowers; the Tincture and diſtilled Oil 
of Orange or Citron Peel, Spirit and diſtilled Gil of Ani- 
ſeeds, Spirit of Sal- armoniac, Elixir of Mint, &c. If it be 
attended by a notable Heat, to theſe Aromatic Ingredients 
we may add Acids, as the Juices and Syrups of Quinces, 
Citrons and Pomegranats; Spirit of Nitre dulcified with a 
triple quantity of the Spirit of Aniſeeds. 
the Anxiety or Pain proceed from Acid ſharp Humours, 
or green ruſty Choler, abſorbent Powders are proper; as, 
Take of prepared Red Coral, Cinnabar of Antimony, Cha- 
libeat Diaphoretic Antimony, of each eight Grains; Lau- 
danum Opiatum a Grain; diitilled Oil of Cloves one Drop: 
Make a Powder to be exhibited in Chamomil-water, mix'd 
with Eſſence of Caſtor, 
If it ariſe from a viſcous Mucilage, Cream of Tartar and 
Gum-ammoniac are proper Ingredients. if it be caus'd by 
Sublimate Mercury, let Milk mixed with Oil of Sweet Al- 


monds, or Oil of Tartar per deliquium, be exhibited : Let 


Prepared Chryſtal, Venice Treacle and freſh Butter, be diſ- 
lolved in Barley water, and given to drink; and the Stomach 
fomented with the Decoction of Henbane Leaves in Red 
Wine. Some recommend ſealed Earth, with Syrup of Com- 
rey for internal Uſe. Pins, Pieces of Glaſs, and ſuch like 
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ſharp things ſwallowed, and pricking the Stomach, are re- 
moved by drinking Oil of Sweet Almonds and Broth, or 
eating a thick Pultiſe of Rice and Milletſeeds. 

If the Pain be occaſioned by Worms, give Elixir Proprie- 
tatis without the Acid, and Spirit of Sal-armoniac, or Iar- 
tariz d Eſſence of Wormwood. As for Old Per ſons, who 
are frequently troubled with a Pain of the Stomach, attend- 
ed by a notable Weakneſs and Propenſity to ſwoon, the fol- 
lowing Pills are of wonderful efficacy, viz. Take of Amber- 
greaſe two or three Grains; Moſch and Oriental Saffron of 
each a Grain or two; Opium four Grains: Make Pills. 

As touching external Applications, Ointments are com- 
poſed after this manner, viz. Take of the diſtilled Oil of 
Chamomil a Dram; Oils of Mace and Cloves, of each fif- 
teen Drops; Balſam of Peru half a Dram: With expreſſed 
Oil of e make a Liniment, and anoint the Breaſt 
and Stomach, applying afterwards a hot Brick. 

Plaiſters are very uſeful, eſpecially ſuch as are made of 
Tacamahac, or Gum Caran, with Venice Treacle or Balſam 
of Peru, and diſtilled Oil of Amber. The Stomach may 
be likewiſe fomented with the Decoction of Wormwood, 
Mint, Hyſſop, Marjoram, Chamomil Flowers, Fennel- 
ſeeds and Funiper- berries, in Wine or Vinegar and Water; 
or a Bag quilted with the ſame Ingredients and Spices, and 
ſprinkled with the Oils of Amber and Mint, may be applied 
hot to the Stomach. | 
Anodyne Cataplaſms are alſo very uſeful, eſpecially in 
Scorbutic Caſes; as, Take of the Leaves of Henbane and 
Mallows roaſted under the Aſhes, of each three Ounces ; 
Meal of Barley and Vetches, of each two Ounces ; the Mu- 
cilages of Tragacanth, of Fleawortſeeds, and of Quinces, of 
each two Ounces : Make a Cataplaſm. | 
Womens Pains of the Stomach ariſing from the Faults of 
the Matrix, are frequently cur'd by the Application of Po- 
matum and Goats Tallow ; as thoſe which proceed from 
Wind by applying a Bag of Bran, toaſted Millerſeeds and 
common Salt. | 
+ The Diſeaſe which we call the Heart-burn, or Heat of the 
Stomach, is near a- kin to thoſe laſt deſcrib'd. Tis ſeated in 
the Left Orifice of the Stomach, and is only a Senſe of Heat 
and ſulphureous Fumes paſling thro'-the Gullet, caus'd by the 
Fermentation of an Acid with a fat oily Alcali in the Sto- 
mach. The remote Cauſes are over Acid, or over fat Vi- 
ctuals, Choler abounding in the Stomach, or forc'd thicker 
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by Anger, or ſuch like Occaſions, or an Hypochondriac 
Acidity prevailing in the Stomach. | 


The Burning or Heat is frequently accompany'd by bit- 


ter and muſty Belchings; and if it come without a mani- 


feſt Cauſe, portends a Chronical Diſtemper. The Specifics 


that compaſs its Cure are abſorbent Powders, ſuch as Chalk 


and Cream of Tartar, the Powder of burnt Bricks, Bole 


Armenic, &c. Nutmegs are poſſeis'd of a temperate Oil, 
fit for moderating the Acrimony of the Humours. The 
Conſerve of the Fruit of the common Briar, Syrup and 
Conſerve of Oak-buds, Juice of Houſe leek and Nitre diſ- 
ſolv'd in Elder-flower Water, are much approved. 

If Evacuation be needful, Tamarinds are moſt proper. 
When a ſtronger Purgation is deſird, Rhubarb, Pills of 
Ammoniac, and Elixir Proprietatis are convenient. In an 
inveterate caſe, we have recourſe to Vomits. 
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Of the Diſorders hindring the due Se para- 
tion of the Chyle from the Excrements in 
the Guts. | 


THE Victuals having made a ſufficient ſtay in the Sto- 

mach, repair to the Guts under the form of Chyle, 
which wants to be further prepar'd by being rid of its Curd, 
or groſs Excrements, before it enters the Vaſa Lactea. This 
Separation of the good and bad is perform'd by the Gall and 
Pancreatic Juice, The former is an oily ſulphureous Body, 
which tinctures the Chyle, and prediſpoſes it for being con: 
verted into Blood: It defends it from Corruption, deſtroys 
any Remains of Acidity, and ferments with the Pancreatic 


you which is a temperate Acid, Thus they jointly attack 


the Chyle, attenuate its Parts, and precipitate the coarſer, 


in order to Expulſion, while the more refin'd are receiv'd 
by the Milky Veſſels, and conveyed to the Blood. 

If this Fermentation and Separation be irregularly per- 
formed, the Body is expoſed to an Infinity of Diſeaſes. la 
a word, all Chronical Diſtempers are owing to the Lame- 
nels of this Performance, and that of the firſt Digeſtion. 
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From theſe two Tuices, viz. the Gall and Pancreatic Juice, 
together with the Pituita, compos'd of the Saliva and the 
Remains of the Chyle in the Stomach, Syluius fetch'd the 
Cauſes of a great many Diſeaſes : not only Agues, but all 
Chronical Diſtempers, and Symptoms of the Lower Belly. 
For the leaſt Diſorder in that Triumvirate, obſtructs the 


due Purification and Conveyance of the Chyle, which can- 


not but produce many Inconveniencies in the. Body. 

Now each of theſe ]uices is accountable for its own Faults. 
If the Gall be too copious, it renders: the Chyle too oily, 
and ought to be purg'd out; if too ſharp or laline, it ought 
to be qualify'd by dulcify'd Acids; if roo fat or oily, it 
ought to be ſharpen'd with volatil aromatic Salts; if it be 
lazy, or do not flow into the D:odenum, it ought to be 
ſtir d up, and a Paſſage open'd to it by ſpirituous volatil Me- 
cines. As for the Juice of the Sweet-bread, if it be too 
rank, it ought to be carried off; if too acid or auſtere (its 
Aufterity cauſes Conſtipatiom of the Belly, Gripings, and 
Suffocations of the Womb) it ought to be temper d by Al- 
cali's, both fixed and volatil; as fixed Salts, Earths, Cha- 
libeat and Antimonial Medicines, Caſtor, Galangal, Gin- 
| ger, diſtilld aromatic. Oils and Spirits, &c. If it be too 
flat or deficient, it ought to be retriev'd by dulcify'd Mine- 
ral acid Spirits, Juice of Quinces, &c. If the Chyle it {elf 
be deprav'd in the firſt Digeſtion, its ſofter coarſe Parts that 
ſtick to the Guts, viz. the Mucus that defends them from 
the Sharpneſs of theſe two Juices, is likewiſe diſorder'd, 
and ought to be put to rights. If it be too copious, purge 
it off with Cologuintida ; if too viſcid, attenuate it with vo- 
latil Salts, if deficient, repair it with viſcous Food. But 
for ſo much as tis a difficult Task to trace the peculiar Faults 
of every Juice apart, we ſhall touch at ſuch Medicines asare 
| Equally calculated for redrefling all their Diſorders. Thoſe

Ti E Cauſes of Coſtiveneſs reſpect either the Excrements 
or the Guts. Of the former ſort are the Paucity of 
Excrements for want of Victuals; their Hardneſs and Dry- 
nels occaſion'd by neglect of drinking, exceſſive Sleep and 
Reſt, ſwallowing Cherry-ſtones or Gooſeberry-skins, eat- 
ing Cheſnuts, Eggs boil'd hard, Cruſt of Bread, and Med- 
lars; their Viſcidity and Glutinoſity, caus'd by viſcous Vi- 
ctuals, or an acid auſtere Conſtitution of Body, and Want 
of Exerciſe ; their Condenſation and Coagulation, caus d 
by the auſtere Acidity of the Pancreatic Juice, and defect 
of the oily bilious Alcali : All which make em unfit for ob- 
ſerving the Periſtaltic Motion of the Guts, and diſpoſe em 
to ſtagnate. > IR 

The Cauſes relating to the Guts, are Obſtructions, or 
fleſhy Excreſcences in the Guts; their Compreſſions, as in 
Women with Child; their Inflamation or Gangrene; their 
Froming together after the Corroſion of a Dyſentery; the 
*aralytic Relaxation of their Fibres, which in Apoplexies 
eludes Clyſters; their convulſive Contractions, occafion'd 
by Cholic or Nephritic Pains, which are frequently augment- 
ed by ſtrong irritating Purgatives, but removed by ſmooth 
Laxatives. Now ail theſe Cauſes hinder the Guts to per- 
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form their wonted Office of forwarding the Excrements by 
their Periſtaltic Motion. = 

Sometimes a Coſtiveneſs is follow'd by loathing,-vamit- 
ing, gnawing, and ſhooting Pains in the Belly, Uneaſineſs, 
Watchings, Giddineſs and Head-ach. If it-be inveterate it 
may occaſion a bleeding at Noſe. If the Excrements be lodg d 
in the Colon, they create an Uneaſineſs reſembling the ſple- 
netic Illneſs, which frequently impoſes upon Phyſicians. The 
Diforders of the Head, and the Hypochondriac Symptoms, 
are enlerg'd by Coſtiveneſs, which to young Perſons threa- 
ten an Epilepſie. If attended by an Iliac Paiſion, Cholic 
Pains, or a Palſie of the Guts, 'tis very dangerous. Io 
Child- bearing Women it renders Delivery difficult. 

The Cure conſiſts in ſoftening, watering, and attenua- 
ting the Excrements, or in removing the Cauſes which ſtrai. 
ten the Capacity of the Guts, reviving their Senſe, and 
appeaſing their Irritations, 

For the former Purpoſes, Oil of {weer Almonds, with 
ſolutive Syrup of Roſes, Salt of the Tendrels of Vines mix'd 
with Spirit of Salt, ſoft poach'd Eggs with Butter, drinking 
liberally, and eſpecially Raiſins, are of good uſe. Rhubarb 
and Aloes are not to be us'd, unleſs you mix em with Anti- 
monial Ingredients _ 

Take of the Pulps of Raiſins and Tamarinds, of each an 
Qunce and a half; Cryſtals of Tartar three Drams; Pow- 
der of Jalap Roots two Drams; Scammony ſulphurated a 
Scruple ; laxative Antimony half a Dram: With ſolutive 
Syrup of Roſes make an Electuary. The Decoction of 
Prunes, or of Senna with Raiſins, is likewiſe very effectual. 
Clarified Whey, mix'd with ſolutive Syrup of Roles, or 
impregnated with Tamarinds by Decoction, is an incom- 
parable Medicine for opening the Belly. It enjoys a volatil 
otly Alcali, which tempers the auſtere Acidity of the Juice 
of the Pancreas, (the frequent Cauſe of Coſtiveneſs) and 
moderates the Acrimony of ſcorbutic Salts. | 

The Decoctions of emollient Herbs in Broth, or that of 
Figs in Barley-water, are likewiſe uſeful. Some inſtead of 
Sugar uſe Manna for the Conſerve of Roſes, and Violets, and 
mix em with the Pulp of Eaiſins, and Cream of Tartar, 
with very good Succeſs. | 

If the Excrements be very hard, and a plaſſy Pituita be- 
ſet the Gute, there's nothing better than Gum-ammoniac. 
Ac, take of Mint-water an Ounce; Gum-ammoniac dis- 
ſolyed in Vincgir a Dram; ſolutive Syrup of Roſes half

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an Ounce: Make a Potion for two Doſes. If the Opera- 

tion be difficult, add Tartar vitriolated, and Scammony 

ſulphurated. 2 ee 

The Tincture or Eſſential Salt of Tartar is much ap- 

provd. But in eaſes of Extremity, we muſt have recourſe 

to Quickſilver; two or three Ounces of which may be ex- 

hibited in Broth, or Oil of ſweet Almonds; or it may be 

WW infus'd for a Month in Wine, ſhaking the, Wine often, 1 

which a ſpoonful or two is a Doſe. Fulminatory Gold re- 8 

duc d to Pills with Extract of Hellebor, or Syrup of Roles, ra 
is looked upon by ſome as the laſt Refuge. But it ought 14 

not to be dulcify'd or robb d of its Salt, otherwiſe it becomes w} 

Diaphoretic. I chooſe to join it with Antimonial Nitre, 

which provokes the Guts to Expulſion; arid find it very 

uſeful both in this caſe, and that of Childrens Gripings. 

Strong Purgatives ought to be avoided, by reaſon that they 

(ph ayer the Contraction of the Guts, and conſequently the 

ndoration of the Excrements. e 1 

As for external Aſſiſtance; Emollient Clyſters of the 
Decoctions of ſoftning Herbs, mixt with Lenitive Electua- 
ries, Honey, Manna, Yelks of Eggs, and foftning Oils, are 
very proper. Some chooſe to inje& the Decoction of Rai- 
fins in Veal-· broth. Turpentine Clyſters are very conveni- 
ent, when Coſtiveneſs is caus d by Nephritic Pains. Com- 
mon Oil, or the Oils of Linſeed and Rapeſeed are ſome- 
times more effectual than any other Ingredients. As, 

Take of Rape Oil, in which a Dramof Troches Alhan- 
dal has been boil'd, eight Ounces; with an Ounce of Honey 
of Roſes, and the Yelk of one Egg; make a Clyſter. 

If Emollient Clyſters prove ineffectual, and the Excre- 
ments be notably hardened, let Sal Gem be added to em. 

If Wind moleſt the Guts, add of the diſtill'd Oils of Cu- 
min and Caraway-ſeeds, of each half a Scruple. If Sal Gem 
be inſufficient, add a Dram of Cologuintida ty'd in a Bag to 
be boil'd with the other Ingredients ; ſtill obſerving this 
Caution, that when ſuch ſharp Ingredients are added, Oils, 
and ſuch like things ought to be omitted, for theſe cramp _ 15 
the others. And in the laſt place, if Cologuintida it ſelf be = 
inſufficient, in the room of it add two, three or four Oun- 
ces of the Infuſion of Crocus Mettallorum, but withal, 'tis 
{till to be remembred, that if the Guts be irritated, or mo- 
leſted with Contractions, the ſimple ſoftning Clyſters are 
only proper ; and that the Uſe of ſuch ſharp Ingredients is 
to be nicely confin'd to the Caſe of the Inſenſibility and Re- 
laxation of the Guts, Next þ 
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| Next to Clyſters are Suppoſitories made of Salt, Honey, 
Powder of black Hellebor, and a ſmall Quantity of Sal Gem. 
Slvius, and other Authors, are very diffuſe in commend- 
ing Suppoſitories of Allum, either mix d in Powder with 
Tragacanth diſſolv'd in white Lilly- water; or a Piece of 
Rock Allum cut into the Form of a Suppoſitory, and anoint- 
ed with Oil of ſweet Almonds. But during the Uſe of Cly- 
ers and Suppoſitories, tis proper to exhibit ſome Laxative 
inwardly, leſt an ineffectual Provocation of the Guts ſhould 
create an Inflamation, *Tis likewiſe convenient in the 
mean while to foment or bath the Belly, and after bath- 
ing, to anoint it; thus, kh | 
Take of the Leaves of common Mallows, Marſh-mallows, 
Plantane and, Wormwood, of each a handful; Chamomil 

and Melilot Flowers, of each half a handful : Seeds of Fe- 
nugrec, Linſeeds and Cucumberſeeds, of each a Scruple; 
boil them in Wine till two parts be conſumed, Foment the 
Belly with the Decoction. OR 
Take of the Oils of Sweet Almonds, Violets, Lillies, Ro- 
ſes, Chamomil, and Spikenard, of each half an Qunce; 
Gooſe fat, an Qunce; with a little of the Plaiſter of Bay- 
berries, makea Liniment; with which anoint the Belly at- 
ter Fomentation, . 

If the Motion of the Inteſtines be much impair'd, let the 
Ointments be ſharpen'd with Bull's Gall, and Sal Gem; 
or apply a Plaiſter of Bull's Gall, and Oil of Cologuintida, to 
the Navel. Zzver, eſpecially in Cholic Pains, psd the ſame 
way, is a valuable Secret, The Ointment of Soubread ſof— 
ten d with Oil of Cologuintida, is very uſeful for the ſame 
purpoſe, As allo Elaterium, or Scammony, or Aloe mixed 
with Oil of Coloquintida. Some mix Gooſe Fat with a 
roaſted Apple, and apply it to the Belly. Others apply 
Oil of Poplar with Hiera Picra to the Soles of the Feet. 
Some chooſe to anoint their Fingers with Rape or Linſeed 
Oil, and ſo thruſt em into the Fundament; and they ſay 
tis a very effectual Method. | | 
_ Coughing and Sneezing are recommended by Platerus, as 
fit means for forwarding the Excrements. Meihomius gives 
an inſtance of a Prince that was wont to cauſe his Servant

the Inverſion of the periſtaltic Motion commence from the hi 
Pylorus, it creates Vomiting z if from the Guts, which are 1 
a Continuation of the Membrane of the Stomach, it pro- 33 
duces the ſame Symptoms. For the moſt part it takes its 
Riſe from the Jlium, tho ſometimes it begins at the Rettum 
or Clan; as appears by their Inflamations, and other Ob- 
ſervables in dead Bodies. TRE TE 
The Cauſes are Ulcers of the Guts, extreme Coſtiveneſs, 
or acid auſtere Excrements irritating their Fibres, and cau- 
ſing Obſtructions, eſpecially about the Cacum; a Rupture ; 
the Corrugation of the Guts by a Gangrene, miſtaken by 
ſome for a twiſting of them round one another, a thing in- 
conſiſtent with their Ligation to the Meſentery ; the run- 
ning of one Gut into another,caus'd by Wind diſtending one 
beyond its natural Capacity, while the other retaining its 
wonted Bulk, is apt to be ſwallowed up by the larger; (this 
Entrance of one Gat into another, may be promoted by Un- 
uietneſs and Toſſing in the Extremity of Pain) Convulſive 
ontractions of the Guts, Coalition of their Sides, Corro- 
ſion of their Valves, and Inflamations caus'd by over Acid 
_ and attended by Fevers, which, if a Gangrene inſue, 
ecome malignant. 
The Signs of an approaching Iliac Paſſion, are extream 
Coſtiveneſs, Retraction of the Anus, a loathing, vomiting, 
and intolerable Pains in the ſmall Guts. If a Hiccough fol- 
lows it, it threatens Death. If- the Anus be much drawn 
back, ſo that the Clyſter-pipe cannot enter, it is a ſign that 
the groſs Inteſtines are affected. If otherwiſe, the ſmall 
Guts are only touch'd ; if the greateſt Pain be ſeated in the 
Enigaftrium, the Ilium is moſt oppreſs'd. A ſhooting burn- 
ing Pain in one particular part of the Belly, a Lipyria Fever, 
Thirſt, and Ardor of the Stomach, are Signs of an Inflama- 
tion. If the Pain be over, and follow'd by cold Sweats, 
lifficult Reſpiration, Swoonings, and ſometimes Convulſi- 
ns, tis a Sign of a Gangrene. In fine, the common Sympy 
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| toms of an Iliac Paſſion, are, Hardneſs of the Belly, Sup- 
preſſion of Urine, loathing, vomiting, firſt of the Contents of 


the Stomach, and next the Excrements ; a ſtinking Habit of 


Body, frequent Swoonings, inſufferable griping Pains in the 
| goo, a prodigious Anxiety, and ſometimes vomiting of Cly. 
ers. | 

Inflamations or Gangrenes are mortal. If the upper Gut 
deſcend into the lower, tis a fatal Symptom. If the lower 
aſcend into the higher, tis curable. If the Diſeaſe proceed 
from a Rupture, or harden'd Excrements, tis not deſpe- 
rate. If Sleep ſucceed to the taking of Opiates, tis a hope- 
ful Circumſtance. The Hiccongh, Deafneſs, Convulſions, 
or Doatings, are of bad Conſequence. If the Excrements be 
vomited, and if the Sweat, Breath, Belchings, and Wind 
voided downwards, ſtink much, tis a cangerous Caſe. 

The Cure conſiſts in removing the Irritation, and retriev- 
ing the natural periſtaltic Motion of the Guts. In general, 
the following Rules will direct us, IIS 

t. If the Excrements be harden'd, they muſt be ſoften d 
with Clyſters betimes, elſe we labour in vain. 2, All Pur- 
gatives are improper, till ſuch time as the Guts and Sto- 
mach are appeas'd, and reſtor d to their natural Motion. 
3. Tho' the Symptoms diſappear, we ought not to think 
our ſelves ſecure, till large Quantities of Humour be voi- 
ded downwards, either by a natural or artificial Force. 
4. The Weakneſs and Dejection of the Parts, which is caus'd 
by the Stink attending this Diſeaſe, ought to be always ac. 
counted for by exhibiting the Confection Alkermes, Spirit of 
Treacle camphoris'd, Cinnamon-water, Ambergreaſe, Cc. 
5. In caſe of a Gangrene, Opiates are very noxious; as like- 
wiſe in that of Obſtructions, till ſuch time as the Belly be 
well opened. When the Diſeaſe proceeds from a violent Ir- 
ritation, and is attended by a furious everlaſting Vomiting, 
Opiates may be mix d with Stomackical Medicines, while 
the Perſon is yet ſtrong. 6. Whatever is us'd, whether 
outwardly, or inwardly, muſt he warm, as well in the 
time of Recovery, as that of the Fit. 

Nov, as to the particular Caſes, If the ſmall Guts only 
' be inverted, emollient Clyiters, quicken'd, if need be, with 
Coloquintida, Sal Gem, or Antimonial Infuſions; or thoſe 
of the Carminative Seeds boil'd in Child's Urine and Wa- 
ter; or, of the Decoction of Sheep's Guts and Caul; or in 
caſe of an Inflamation, thoſe of Nitre and Barley- water,

W Wherefore we are obliged in ſuch Caſes to endeavour the 


ds the Decoction of emollient Herbs in Broth, mix d with 
the Oil of ſweet Almonds; or the Oil of ſweet Almonds 
new drawn, given to the Quantity of three Ounces in 
Broth, with Sper ma Ceti. Or, 1 
Take of the Decoction of Raiſins with Tamarinds, half a 
pound; Oil of ſweet Almonds two or three Ounces; Sy- 
rup of Apples an Ounce and a half. 

The Decoction of Rapes, or that of Chamomil Flowers 
with freſh Butter; or the Juice of rotten Apples, is of 
good Uſe. Some apply the Pulpof Aples with Saffron to 


in curing this Diſeaſe, as we recommended in the laſt Ar- 
ticle. 
When all other Medicines are ineffectual, we have re- 
cour ſe to leaden Bullets and Quickſilver. But in caſe of an 
Inflimation, Rupture, Gangrene, or deſcent of the upper 
Gut into the lower, the former are very noxious; and even 
in other Caſes they are frequently either inſufficient or hurt- 
fal. Wherefore Quickſilver claims the Preference. Before 
we uſe it, the Body ought to be prepared with lubrical 
things, ſuch as Oil of ſweet Almonds, or Sperma Ceti. Then 
exhibit three, four, and ſometimes eight Ounces of purify d 
Quickſilver, together with Oil of ſweet Almondsand Mint- 
water. If it does not ſucceed at firſt, let it be frequently 
repeated. And in the mean while inject emollient Cly- 
ſters, foment the Belly with ſoftening Decoctions, or ſet 
the Perſon into a Bath. If the Mercury after frequent u- 
ling does not paſs, make the Clyſters ſharper ; anoint the 
Belly with Ointment of Soubread and Oil of Cologuintida, 
and apply the Plaiſter of Hemloc with Gum Ammoniac, 
to ſoften the Excrements. If the Mercury diſturb the 
Mouth, Throat and Gums, Gargle em with Honey of 
Roſes, and Syrup of Violets. Aller the Body is open'd, 
tislikewiſe proper to exhibit the lunar Bezoar, and dia- 
phoretic Antimony, for carrying off the Remains of the 
Mercury. 
Belides the above-mention'd Emollient, and temperating 
Potions, ſome commend Salt of Wormwood, with Juice of 
Limons ; or the Spirt of Turpentine; or when the Guts are 
free of Inflamations, Venice Treacle difſolv'd in Wine, for

If the Diſeaſe be caus d by an Inflamation, let blood both 
in the Arm and Leg ; let the Perſon abſtain from eating ; 
let Clyſters of Nitre, Milk, and the Mucilage of Fleawort. 
ſeeds be injected; and exhibit a Potion of Mint-water, Spi- 
rit of Venice Treacle camphoris'd, Salt of Wormwood, and 
Syrup of Buckthorn. Externally, anoint with the Oint- 
ment of Marſhmallows fix Drams; Oil of Chamomil half 
an Ounce ; diſtill'd Oils of Juniper, and of Turpentine, of 
each a Dram and a half mix'd. After anointing, lay a hot 
Brick upon the Belly. Sometimes a Gangrene of the Guts 
cauſes a Retraction of the Yard and Teſticles, and it always 
ends in Death. If the Diſeaſe proceed from a Rupture, let 
ſharp Antimonial Clyſters be injected, and the Inteſtines 


reinſtated in their proper Places. If it proceed from an Ul- 


cer, emollient laxative things are only to be us'd. 

As for outward Applications, *tis uſual to anoint the Bel- 
ly with diſtill'd Oil of Chamomil mix'd with the Fat of 
Geeſe or Ducks, for ſoftening the Excrements ; or mix'l 
with Ointmentof Soubread and Oil of Cologuintida, for pro- 
voking to Stool. 'Cow-dung applied to the Belly is ſome- 
times very effectual for mitigating the Pains, Some recom- 
mend the hot Caul of a gelded Lamb, others the Blood of 
Bats, or the Caſtcoats of pron boil'd with Oil of Roſes, 
for external Application. Cataplaſms of Sheep's Dung 
boil'd with Milk, or rotten Apples with Saffron, or Baths 
of the Decoction of Chamomil and Melilot-fowers and Ju- 


niper-berries, are proper for the lame Purpoſe.

Of a Looſeneſs. 


Wen the Excrements are more frequently, or copiouſſy 
voided, than they ought to be, we call it a Diar- 
rhea, or Looſeneſs, which varies according to the Colour and 
Conſiſtence of the Excrements it diſcharges. If it be a cri- 
tical Looſeneſs, caus'd by the Tranſlation of Morbific Mat- 


ter, or Suppreſſion of ſome wonted Evacuation, change of 


Seaſon or Diet, &c. tis of no great Importance. That 
which we have now before us, is a preternatural Looſeneſs, 


which is ſometimes malignant and contagious, attended by 


cold Sweats, great Anxiety, and propagating it ſelf by the 
Breath, ſometimes more benign. Sometimes it comes a- 
lone, at other times tis the Symptom of ſome other Diſeaſes, 
of which Nature are the Looſeneſſes which attend the Be- 
ginning or Increaſe of malignant Fevers, or thoſe peculiar 
to Phtuiſical Conſumptive Perſons, which we ſtyle, Melt- 
ing, by reaſon that they drain the nouriſhing Juice. 
Sometimes we meet with Periodical Looſeneſſes, eſpecially 
among Cacochymical Perſons, which return every Quarter 
of a Year, Month, Cc. 

The Radical Subject ofa Looſeneſs is the Maſs of Blood, 
which diſpoſits its Recrements either in the Form of Serum 
thro? the Glands of the Guts, or in that of Gall or Pancrea- 


tic Juice; not that it is actually ſtuff'd with fo much Filth 


as is evacuated, but it degenerates and corrupts, as the 
Looſeneſs advances. If the Bilious Particles prevail, and 
give the Excrements an high Tincture, *tis call'd a Bilious 
Diarrhaa ; if the Pancreatic Juice or Serum, *tis entitled 
Serous: If groſs, viſcid, indigeſted Humours be voided 

without any notable Tincture, tis a pituitous Looſeneſs. 
The Cauſe of Looſenefles is a ſharp Volatil Humour, 
lometimes Acid, ſometimes Alcaline ; which either irritates 
the Guts, or ferments with the Natural Acid of the Blood, 
melting down its Mals into Serum, much after the a 
o 


a 
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of Artificial Purgatives. This Humouf is an Enemy to the 
Acid of the Stomach, and always depreſſes its Appetite. Nay, 
oft-times a deprav'd Acid in the Stomach is the occaſional 
Cauſe ofa Loofeneſs. Hence, whatever weakens the Fer- 
ment of the Stomach, promotes the other, and what cures 
the other fortifies the Stomach: Somerimes the internal 
Corruption of the Humours, independent of the Stomach, 
oFcaſions it, which frequently molefts ſuch as are of a thick 
Texture and unfit for a free Tranſpiration, by reaſon that 
the Serum not finding an eaſie Paſſage on the ſurface of the 
Body, retires to the Inteſtine to procure a Vent. Melting 
Conſumptive and -Habitual Looſeneſſes proceed from th 
Deficiency of the Acid in the Stomach, and Acrimony o 
the Bile, imparted to the Chyle. All corruptible things, or 
ſuch as are apt to ferment, do of courſe diſpoſe the Humours

The Signs are, a Loathing and Dejection of Appetite, im- |

moderate Thirſt, Weakneſs, Suppreſſion of Sweat and Urine; 


a Noiſe and ſome ſort of Griping in the Guts immediately 
before going to Stool. If it come to a great height, tis at- 
tended by Anxieties of the Breaſt and Swoonings; and cold 
Sweats, eſpecially upon the Forehead. +» 
If a Looſeneſs accompany ſpotted Fevers, or invade the 
Perſon in the Beginning of an acute Fever, tis very 
dangerous, by reaſon that it weakens the Patient, diſturbs 
the Concoction and Separation of the Febrile Matter, and 
is the Effect of the Feveriſh Colliquation; and upon that 
account ought always to be ſtop d, orat at leaſt curb d. If a 
Looſeneſs be follow'd by Vomiting, tis a good ſign. Ina 
word, 'tis accounted dangerous, or favourable, according 
as the Stomach is in good or bad Caſe. If the Excrements 
be much degenerate from their natural Condition, as being 
very groſs, white, green or Saffron colour d; if frothy, 
lee pale, ſlippery and ſcanty; eſpecially if they be 
lack, ruſty, fat, livid or fetid; they portend Danger. 
If the Patient begin to void large Quanties of Urine, and 
ſweat plentifully, we look upon the Looſeneſs as declining, 


If a melting Looſeneſs follow acute Fevers, Conſumptions, 


Phthiſics, Hectics, &c. tis very dangerous. 


A Critical Looſneſs ought not to be ſtop'd, unleſs it 


exceed Bounds. Symptomatical and Epidemical Looſeneſ- 
ſes are thoſe which require the greateſt Attention. The In- 
dications of Cure, with relation to them, are theſe ſollow- 


ing: z. The ſharp Ferment ought to be curb'd by moderate 
| | | an 
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and thickening Medicines. 2. The Blood ought to be pu- 
rify'd by Sudorifics. 3., The irritating cauſe temper d by 
Abſorbents. 4. The Fury of the *pirits, and Senſe of Irri- 
tation, abated by Opiates. 5. The corrupt Humours gent- 
ly evacuated, * 6. The Stomach ought to de reſtor d to its 
due Strength and Vigour. In order to obtain theſe Ends, 
let's take notice of the following Remarks, 

1. Tis impoſſible go cure a Looſeneſs without having a 
regard to the Stomach. Therefore let Wine, and the Prepa- 
ration of Wormwood, Mint, Quinces, Cinnamon, Cc. 
and the external Fomentations and Inunctions recommen- 
ded above, be us'd in this Caſe, Let all cold Drinks be 
prohibited, and as little of any Liquor allow'd as poſſibly 
can be done. 2. All Purgatives ate improper againſt Symp- 
tomatical and malignant Looſeneſſes. They ought rather 
to be appeas'd than provok'd. 3. In all Malignant, Con- 
tagious, Epidemical Looſeneſſes, Alexipharmacal Ingredi- 
ents, ſuch as Spirit of Venice Treacle, Bezoardic Tincture, 
with Opium, ſeal'd Earth, fix'd Antimonzal Preparati- 
ons, &c. are much the beſt. If the Lgoſenels proceed on- 
ly from an Irritation of the Guts, they are not fo needful. 
4. 'Tis not proper to purge in the Beginning of any Looſe- 


ona little, if it do not exceed meaſure, or firſt to check the 
boiling Hamonrs, and then, if need be, to waſh off the 
Dregs witch Rhubarb and Tamarinds, or gentle Clyſters. 
5. If a Loathing, Giddineſs, Anxiety of the Breaſt, and 
Diſordersjof the Stomach accompany a Looſeneſs in the BE 
ginning, let a Vomit be exhibited. 6. Aſtringents, as 
ſuch, are not properly any part of the Cure of a Looſenels, 
After the Cure of 4 tedious Looſenels is finiſh'd, they may 
be uſeful for ſtrengthning the Fibres of the Guts. But to 
what purpoſe ſnould the irritating and floating Humours be 
bound up? Tis better they ſhould take their Courſe than 
de thrown upon a nobler Part. Tis true, Tormentil, ſeal'd 
Earth, Sugar of Lead, and ſuch like things, are very we- 
ful; but 'tis not upon the account of their Aſtringent, but 
abſorbing and correcting Virtve. 7. Tis the ridiculous 
Humour of ſome to avoid Wine: Whereas nothing is 
more friendly to the Stomach, or more proper againſt a 
Looſenels. 7a | 

Of all the Medicines us'd againſt Looſeneſſes, Opium is 
the Sovereign. *Tisa powerful Controuler of all Tumultu- 
ous Motions, 'Tis exhibited in Vinegar ; or rather, Recent 


neſs whatloever. The beſt way is either to ſuffer it to go 
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Diaſcordium may ſupply its e gn from a Dram 
to two Drams. Some extol the Uſe o two Eggs boil'd ve- 
ry hard, and ſprinkled with Roſe-Vinegar and Powder of 
Mace and Nutmegs. Others recommend a Q. 
with Wax, and roaſted ; Goats Tallow melted and mix'd 
with Flower; Extract of Tormentil difſolwd in Cinnamon 
or Mint-water, together with a Grain or two of Lauda- 
num; the Juice of Auſtere Fruits, uch as Medlars and 
Quinces mix'd with the Juice of Arſmart ; the Rob made 
from the Juice of unripe ſorbe Apples; the Conſerve of 
Quinces, mix'd with diſtill'd Oil of Cinnamon and Lauda- 
num Opiatum; the Decoction of Maſtic-wood, (or in the 
room of it, that of Maſtic it ſelf, with Mace and Cin- 
namon mix'd with Gelly of Hartshorn, for ordinary 
Drink, or Water impregnated with the Fumes of Maſtic) 
the Decoction of Juniper-berries, or that of Hartshorn 
and Staggs Pizzle, or the Decoction of Gum Arabic and Su- 
gar in Ale; the Golden Earth, found in Gold Mines, diffolv'd 
with the Spirit of the Vitriol of Steel; Whey or Vinegar 
impregnated with Steel, Crocus of Steel, dulcify'd Caput 
Mortuum of Vitriol exhibited in an Acid Vehicle; Coral, 
Cryſtal mix'd with Hyſteric Laudanum and Chalybeat Be- 
zoar (againſt a Bilious Looſeneſs) Blood Stone, Sugar of 
Lead; Plantan, Purſlain, Tormentil and Columbin-waters, 
and the Juices of Quinces and Pomgranats. Theſe are all 
Specifics in this Diſeaſe. 1 4 
Take of Mint-water two Ounces; Cinnamon- water two 
Draths; extract of Tormentil eight Grains; Aſtringent Cro- 
cus of Steel, and Hyſteric Laudanum, of each fix Grains; Sy- 
rup of Quinces half an Qunce : Mix for one Doſe. Dulci- 
fy'd Spirit of Nitre may be added. Or to temper the Sharp- 
neſs of the Humours, an Emulſion may be made from ſweet 
Almonds and white, Poppy Seeds, with the Decoction of 
Hartshorn, and mix'd with abſorbent Powders, 

Take of Vitriolated Conſerve of Mint an Ounce and a 
half; Diaſcordium half an Ounce ; ſeal'd Earth a Dram; 
Chalybeat Diaphoretic Antimony, and Extract of Tormen- 
til Roots, of each half a Dram: With Syrup of Maſter- 
3 make an Electuary. Doſe two Drams twice or thrice 
a Day. 

When a Looſeneſs is attended by Gripings, black Excre- 
ments, Thirſt and Inappetency, give wliat follows. Take 
Conſerve of Mint and Diaſcordium, of each two Ounces 
Rhubarb a Dram; red Coral two Scruples : With Syrup

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take a convenient Quantity frequently. 

In malignant -Epidemical Looſeneſſes, Alexipharmacal 
Sudorifics ought to be mixed with proper Specifics, as Spi- 
rit of Venice Treacle with Spirit of Maſtic, ſeal'd Earth, 
and Volatil Salt of Vipers, &c. Or thus, 

Take of ſeal'd Earth and Diaphoretic Antimony, of each 
fifteen Grains; Powder of Mace four Grains; Volatil Salt 
of Vipers fix Grains: Mix for one Doſe. 

Take of Mint and Scordium Waters, of each an Ounce 


and a half; Cinnamon-water three Drams; Vinegar of 


Wine ſix Drams ; Venice Treacle a Dram and a half; Mi- 
neral Bezoar half a Dram ; Syrup of Quinces three Drams: 
Mix for a Potion. l 

In the mean while, let the Stomach be fortify d by the 
Juice of Quinces, dulcify'd Spirit of Salt, or a Draught of 

enerous Wine. In caſe of a Teneſmus inject Milk-Clyſters 
— . If a Looſeneſs be caus'd by Poy ſon, give twelve 
Grains of Emerald with Conſerve of Quinces. 

The external Remedies againſt Looſeneſſes are, Venice 
Treacle, mix'd with Balſam of Peru, and the diſtilled Oil of 
Maſtic, ſprinkled with the diſtilled,Oil of Mace, and appli- 
ed to the Belly; or the Cruſt of Toſted Bread foak'd in Vis 
negar, and cover'd with Cloves and Nutmegs in Powder ; 
or a Gataplaſm of Yeſt, Powder of Mint Leaves, Zedoary, 


Cloves, Galangal, Ginger, and Roſe Vinegar, applied to . 


the Navel. Fomentations of the ſame place with Decocti- 
ons of Aromatic Ingredients, or Inunctions with diſtill d A- 
romatic Oils, incorporated with expreſs'd Oil of Nutmegs 
(applying after Inunction a hot Brick) are alſo proper. 

If there be a Neceſſity of cleanſing the Inteſtines, either 


in the Beginning or Declenſion of the Diſeaſe, give half a 


Dram of Rhubarb with eight Grains of Nutmegs, and three 
Grains of Hyſteric Laudanum; or give the Decoction of 
Tamarinds. But theſe things are moſt proper in the Decli- 
nation of the Diſeaſe ; or if in the Beginning, it muſt be 
when the Humours are hurry'd into the Guts from other 
Parts, or the firſt Paſſages are very foul, as when a Looſe- 
nels proceeds from Summer Fruits, 2 a 

If the great Inteſt ines are the Seat of the Evil, Clyſters of 
Milk are proper, as alſo when the Perſon goes frequently to 
Stool and voids but little, which is a Sign of the Acrimony 
of the Humour. In that caſe Emollient Clyſters of Chaly- 
beat Milk, Yelk of Eggs, Turpentine and Honey of Roſes 
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are very uſefal. If the Anus be excoriated, foment with 
Milk in which Emollient Herbs are boil'd. - 1 15 

If a. Looſeneſs be occafion'd by over violent Purgation, 
let Laudanum Opiatum, Wormwood, Rue, Eſſence of Ve- 
nice Treacle mix d with Anodines, and Diaphoretic Pow- 
ders, ſuch as ſeal'd Earth, Sugar of Lead, Blood- ſtone, Di- 
aphoretic Antimony, Cc. be exhibited : Let Venice Trea- 
Cle be applied to the Navel, or the Belly be fomented with 
Wine, in which Wormwood, Mint and Spices are boil'd. 
If the Perſon be grip'd, or moleſted with a per petual Itch 
of going to Stool, in ject a Clyſter of warm Milk in which 
Venice Treacle is diſſolved. 8 

If a Looſeneſs proceed from an Error in the uſe of exter- 


na! things, as Summer Fruits, &c. It ought not to be ſtop- 


ped unleſs it over-bears, or cauſes an Ina ppetency and weak 
Concoction, in which caſe we exhibit the abſorbent Pow- 
ders with Opiates in the ſame Method as above. 1 

If a Looſeneſs proceed from the transferring of the mor- 
biſic Matter, to which Catarrhous Perſons are obnoxious in 
the Night-time, and which the Ancients fancied to flow 
from the Brain; it is cug'd by Averſion and Derivation, by 
Iſſues and Bliſtering Plaiſters. | 

If a Looſeneſs he caus d by the ſpontaneous Courſe of Hu- 
mours, tis cur'd as a common Looſeneſs, or by Chalybeat 


* Medicines and Bathing, But theſe laſt forts of Looſeneſſes 
require no Cure, unleſs they prove exorbitant.

Of the Diſeaſe call d Cholera. 


Cholera is a Diſeaſe, in Which the vicious Humours are 
impetuoully thrown out both upwards and downwards, 
with a violent Pain in the Stomach and Belly, Diſtention of 
the Hypoc hondria, Heart-burnings, Thirſt, Perplexity of 
the Breaſt, a ſwilt and ſometimes ſmall Pulſe, frequent 
Swooning, Unquietneſs, Toſſing, a Coldnels in the outer 
Parts, cold Sweats, eſpecially upon the Forehead, Proſtra- 
tion of Strength, and at laſt Convulſions and Hiccoughs. 
This Diſeaſe is call'd a wet Cholera, in oppolition to that 


. cald dry, in which nothing but Wind is voided upwards 


and downwards, It differs from a Diarrhea only gradual- 


If, the Symptoms being the ſame, but only, more fierce. 
5 | 4. The 
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The Cauſes are tne ſame, but more Exalted and Virulent. 
The Seat of the Illneſs is the Duodenum and Pylorus, where 
the inraged Matter irritates the Choleric and Pancreatical 
P. ſſages, thro' which the Blood being over charged with 
Heterogeneous Particles, endeavours to diſcharge em. 

The occaſional Cauſes are the ſame as thoſe of a Looſe- 
neſs, viz. The Corruption and Acrimony of Food in the 
Sromach, the Aſſumption of ſhaFp Cauſtic Medicines, ſuch 
as Antimony, Arſenic, Mercury, &c. And the Internal 
Malignity or Depravation of the Humours. *Tis an acute 
Diſeafe, and quickly finiſhes its Courſe. If the Excrements 
be livid, fetid, black or Corrofive, if it accompany malig- 
nant Fevers, eſpecially in the Beginning, and if the Stomach 
be very much diforder'd, it proves fatal. It ohſetves a Ter- 
tian Period in its Exaſperations, and frequently relapſes af- 
ter an apparent Cure. 

As touching the Cure, Alexipharmacal Medicines are ab- 
ſolutelv b e Ifit proceed from corruptible and fer- 
menting things taken inwardly, ſuch as Summer Fruits, &c. 
we muſt not he over forward in ſtopping it, eſpecially, if 
ſuch things be voided as ought to be; ſo far lefs is it allow- 
able to give Purgatives, for they increaſe the Tumult. Opi- 
ats indeed onght never to be omitted, If the Patient be 
extreme weak, give em in ſmall Doſes, and frequently 
otherwiſe very large Doſes are requir'd. We mix em with 
Rezorrs and Dirohoretic Antimony. All cold Drink muſt 
be avoided, Wine is very proper. Watry diluting De- 
coctions are likewiſe very neceſſiry for eluding the Edge of 
the Salts. In the Declination of the Diſeaſe, the Stomack 
ought to he corroborated with proper Remedies. 

The Remedies preſcrib'd in the laſt Article are all conve- 
nient here, eſpecially the Juice of Mint, Sal Prune], Tincture 
of the golden Earth made with Spirit of Salt, (a notable 
Aſtringent) prepar'd Cryſtal, Emerald Chalybeats, &c. If 
the Diſeaſe be caus'd by Poiſon, give Oil of ſweet Almonds, 
Milk, freſh Butter, and abſorbent Powders, eſpecially pre- 
par'd Chrvſta!, and ſeal'd Earth. If it procted from the 
Abuſe of Summer Fruits, beſides gentle Dilcaftives aud 
Cleanſers, the fx'd Salts and Earth, mix'd with Oviats, are 
proper. If it ariſe from a malign Ferment, the Jaices and 
Svrnps of Pomgranats, red Currans, and Barberries; Sy- 
rup of Coral, Spirit of Vitriol of Steel, ſeal'd Earth mixd 
with Spirit of Vitriol; Solar, Jovial, and Martial Bzzoar, 


Bezoardic Tincture, and ſuch like, are convenient.

Rhubarb, Cc. But Milk-Clyfſters, with” Venice Treacle, or 

Diaſcordium diſſolv'd in them, are always uſeful.

; The Indications of Cure are to corroborate the Stomach 
and Pylorus, by Medicines preſcrib d in the firſt Section of 
this Book; and to mitigate the irritating Acrimony of the 
Humours, by ſuch Remedies as are us'd againſt a Cholera, 


Looſeneſs, Cc. Gentle Vomits are proper, if the Stomach _ 


be ſtuff d with pituitous Excrements. But ſuch as are fat 


and oily ought to be avoided, for they relaxate the Fibres 


of the Stomach, If Vomiting be not convenient, gentle 
aſtringent Purgatives are allowable, ſuch as Rhubarb, or 
the Pills of Aloe, or thoſe of Maſtic. But by all means, 
let ſtrong Parges be prohibited. If there be any Suſpicion 
of Poiſon, or if the Lienteria proceed from Summer Fruits, 
and ſuch corruptible things, let Alexipharmacal Medicines 
be exhibited. | 

As for corroborating Medicines, ſee the Chapter of Vo- 
miting, and that of a Looſeneſs. The Antiſcorbutic Tincture 
of Coral, Allum us'd as above, and Eggs boil'd hard, with 
Nutmegs and Roſe-Vinegar, Spirit of Salt, &c. are of no- 
ted Virtue for that purpoſe. The Irritation of the Stomach 
is car'd by Opiats mix'd with Spices, and abſorbent Pow- 
ders, as in a Looſeneſs. Ef

Of the Looſeneſs, calld Cœliaca. 


A Cæliaca is a Looſeneſs, by which the Chyle is voided to- 


gether with the Excrements. The Stomach is not faul- 
ty, Chylification being duly perform'd there. But the 
Blame muſt either be caſt on the Bile that is ſtopp'd in its 
Paſſage to the Guts, or degenerate from its ſaline Acrimony, 
and ſo unfit for ſeparating the Chyle ; or on the milky Veſ- 


ſels, thro' which the Chyle ought to paſs, as having their 
ES - <1" 
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Oritices cover'd with Slime, or ſhut by the Contraction 
and Corroſion of the Intgſtines by Looſeneſſes, &c. Some- 
times the Obſtruction of the Glandules of the Meſentery, 
will alſo catfle a (œliaca. | | ST 

If the Bile be defective, the Excrements are white, pale, 
and parti-colour'd, without any Sign of Separation. If the 
Obſtruction of the milky Veſſels cauſe the Diſeaſe, the Ex- 
crements are yellow; and the Chyle tho? voided at the ſame 
time, is but looſely mix d with 'em, as having been ſepa- 
rated in the Guts, but diſappointed of its Paſſage, 

If the Bile be lazy, or its Paſſage ſtopp'd, we uſe the Me- 
dicines preſcribed for the Jaundice. If the milky Veſſels 
are block'd up, we endeavour to remove the Slime that be- 
ſets em by attenuating opening ingredients. Aſtringents 
are not proper. Mint, Wormwood, the opening Roots, 
Rhubard, Fennel, Aniſeeds Gum Ammoniac diſtilfd with 
Verdigreaſe, Sulphur, Oxy mel, &c. are fit for opening the 
Obſtructions. After which the Tincture of Tartar," or the 
Tincture of the Droſs of Regulus Autimonii, or chalybeat 
Tinctures,  mix'd with the Spirit of Sal armoniac, or that of 
Urine, or that de tribus, are very convenient.

Of Depravations relating to the Expalſion of Ex- 
crements by Stool.

. Of a Dyſentery, Teneſmus, Hepatic Flax, and Itching of the 


Anus. 


A Dyfcatery properly io call'd, is a voiding of Blood and 
2 purulent Matter, with Throws, and Gripings. In 
which Senſe tis diſtinguiſh'd from the painlels Evacuation 
of thin, watry Fiocd from the internal Hemorroid Veins, 
call'd by the Ancients, the Hepatic Flux; and likewiſe from 
the natural Diicharge of Blood, independent of the Guts, 
causd by its Redundancy in the Body, as after Ampurati- 
ons, Suppreſſion of the Terms, &. or by its Acrimony o- 
pening the Veſſels, or the Obſtruction of the Bowels hin- 
dring its Circulation, 13 The 
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The Cauſe is ſome ſharp Acid, that irritates the Guts, | 
provokes em to Contractians, aſſembles the Blood by Vir- 
mies ol its Provocation, and corrodes the Orifices of the 
Blood Veſſels. This may proceed from the Corruption of 
Matter in the Guts; Summer Fruits, Sugar, Honey, new 
Wine, which become Acid, and ferment. with the Bile; 
Mercury, Coloquintida, Antimony, Lead, the coarſe Pow- 
der ofan Adamant, Worms, Cc. which vellicate the Guts, 
and amaſs ſharp Humours in em. If the Acidity and Sharp- 
neſs be owing to theſe Cauſes, the Dyſentery is benign and 
free of Contagion, But the Cauſe of an epidemical malig- 
nant, contagious Looſeneſs, is a corrupt, volatil Acid, not 
lodg d in the Guts, but immediately 9 in the Blood, 
perverting its Texture, opening the Veſſels inſerted into 'I 
the Guts, and provoking them to convulſive Contractions; 4 
from whence inſue a malignant Fever, Gripings and bloody ö 
Stools. So that tho' previous Excoriations may take place 
in benign Dyſenteries, there is no occaſion for m in the 
contagious malignant ſort nne a ſufficient Cauſe of Bloo- 
dy Stools, that the cauſtic FE&rment is a mortal Enemy to the 
Guts, like to that of Antimony, or Arſenic, that perpetu- 
ally thwarts and provokes em to Convulſions. Upon which 
they ſqueeze out their Blood together with their nutritious

Dyſentery be unſeaſonably ſtopp'd, the Guts are inflam'd, 
and gangren'd; the Throat beſet with Wheals and Pim- 
ples; the Inteſtinum Rectum ſometimes moleſted with a 
Teneſmus and Downfalling ; the Appetite dejected; upon 
waich inſue Nauſeating, Vomiting, the Hiccough, Watch- 
ings, and at laſt fatal Convulſions. 8 1 
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lf the great Guts are affected, the Pain is heàvy and ob- 
ſcure, ſeated towards the ſides of the Belly, and quickly fol- 
low'd by Stools; the Excrements with the Slime and Blood, 
are but indifferently mix'd, and the Stomach leſs diſorder'd, 
than when the ſmall Guts are the Seat of the Evil; for then 
there is a notable Propenſion to Vomit, the Pain is more 
pricking and ſhooting, placed above and below the Navel, 
and not ſo quickly follow d by Evacuations; and the Mat- 
ter, when evacuated, is exactly mix d, without any Signs of 

Diſtinction. ' | 

There are three Degrees obſervable in a Dyſentery. The 
Symptoms of the firſt, are bloody and ſlimy Stools. In the 
ſecond, the Slime gives ſome Signs of an Excoriation ; and 
in the third, of Exulceration. When the Guts are excori- 
ated, tis either the Cruſt that covers em, or part of their 
thick Tunicle, or at moſt, the Caruncles or inflam'd Glan- 
dules of the Guts, that is voided. 

If a Dyſentery beattended by a Vomiting, Hiccough, and 
malignant Symptoms; if the Excrements are green, black 
or fetid ; if the Looſeneſs began from a green, black, cor- 
roſive Bile; or an acid, faline, tenacious Pituita; in all 
theſe Caſes we apprehend Danger. Convulſions and Doa- 
tings uſher in Death. The voiding of Caruncles is a fatal 
Sign. The Indolency of the Guts fignifies a Gangrene, 
If the Anus be ſo contracted that nothing can enter, it be- 
| ſpeaks a fatal Tumour in the [nteftimum Rectum; if it hang 
out and open, ſo that Clyſters are not retain'd, tis Paraly- 
tic. A Fever ſucceeding to a Dyſentery, is a Sign of the 
Inflamation or Corruption of the Inteſtines. A Dyſentery 
is frequently fatal to Women with Child, unleſs it be very 
benign, and not long before the time of Delivery. If a bit- 
ter Taſte in the Mouth, and bilious Vomits happen in the 
Beginning; if a Lienteria, Hiccough, Wheals in the 
Throat, or Spots in the Face, happen after it has. continu'd 
ſome time; and if the Inteſtines are ulcerated, Death is at 
hand. If the Perſon belch or fart, 'tis a good Sign, If 
the great Guts are the proper Seat of the Evil, there's les 
Danger. Splenetic and gouty People are ſometimes bene- 
— by a Dyſentery. | 

Now in order to form a diſtinct Idea of the Cure, let us 
firſt give Ear to the following Cautions; 

r, That by all means we ought to diſtinguiſh malignant 
Dyſenteries from ſuch as are benign; and thoſe from an 
internal Cauſe, from others externally occaſion d. 1

= 5. Sudorifics are always proper in Epidemical Dyſenteries, 
and ought not to be omitted. They are much prefer- 
able to Purgatives, or any other Medicines whatſoever. 

6. Aſtringents are very offenſive at firſt. After the Uſe 
of gentle abſtergent Laxatives in benign, and that of A- 
lexipharmacal Sudorifics in malignant Dyſenteries, they 
may be given in the Declenſion of the Diſeaſe, but not be- 

ore, 

7. Blood letting is to no purpoſe in moſt Caſes. Nay, e- 
ven in the Caſe of Suppreſſion of the Terms, it ought to 
be cautiouſly attempted, if the Dyſentery be malignant. 
9. All Clyſters whatſoever, tho' never fo ſoftening, irri- 
tate the Guts in ſome meaſure, and promote a Teneſmus ; 
upon which account they onght to be very cautiouſly and 
ſparingly us d. They are moſt proper in the Declination 
of the Diſeaſe, when the great Inteſtines are affected, or

The Blood ſtagnating in theſe Hemorrhoid Veſſels cauſes 
often · times a dry Inflamation, ſtraitening the Cavity of the 
Guts, and occaſioning a prodigious Pain in voiding the Ex- 
crements, ſitting, walking, & c. It riſes up to a great Swel- 
ring, and hangs out of the Gut in various Forms, ſometimes 
miſtaken for Warts, or other occaſional Tumours; and if 
it be not diſcuſs'd or open'd, degenerates into a Schirrus, or 
an Ulcer, 
If the Veſſels give way to the Blood, it runs out either by 
Drops from the Veins, or with a full Current from the Ar- 

teries. Sometimes this Evacuation is natural and periodi- 

cal, returning every Month or Week in Men, as the Terms 
in Women; ſometimes tis Critical, inferring the Solution 
of an acute Diſtemper. Sometimes not only Blood, but a 
watry Humour reſembling the Whites in Women, is voided 
dy the ſame Veſſels. This Evacuation by the Hemorrhoids 
tor the moſt part is involuntary, tho' ſome few by cuſtom 
may have obtain'd a Privilege of commanding them when 
they will. | : 

The Cauſe of this Flux or Stagnation of Blood is either 
internal or external. The former is ſome ſharp ſaline Fer- 
ment in the Blood, following melancholic, ſcorbutic and 
Splenetic Diſtempers, or occaſion'd by a Suppreſſion of the 
Blood, and ſuch like Accidents. This vicious Ferment ir- 
ritates the tender Fibres, and creates an Inflamation, Pain, 
and other Symptoms. 

The external cauſes are; Riding, Running, Leaping, or 
Whatever ſtretches thoſe Veſſels; any ſudden Commotion 
of the Blood by Anger, Exerciſe, &c. hard Labour of Wo- 
men with Child, Suppreſſion of the Terms, and the Uſe of 
Roſinous Purgatives, which Rick to the Guts, and vellicate 
the Orifices of the Veſſels.

They are diſtinguiſh'd from 
ſcorbutic Evacuations of Blood, in that they are generally

being of a different Subſtance from the Breech, round, 
black, placed at the Extremities of the Veins, and being al- 
together free of Fleſh or Ulceration.

which caſe they weaken the Body, diſpoſing it to a Drop- 
ſie or Conſumption, and creating an awkward Aver ſion to

f the Piles flow too copiouſly, they ought to be ſtopdd. 


If the dry Piles ſeize thole who are unacquainted with 'em, 


or cannot bear the Loſs of Blood, they ought to be diſculs'd, 
Chalybeat Medicines are in a manner proper for all theſe 
Purpoſes, by reafun that the Piles, in what Condition ſoe- 
ver, are for the moſt part either the Fore-runners or Effects 
of Hypochondriac Diſeaſes. Hut to ani wer each Indication 
apart, we ſhall begin with the firſt. | 

For opening the Piles, or promoting their Flux, let the 
part be firſt fomented with emollient Decoctions: then ap-

with Staves acre- ſeeds; or the Juice of Nettles mix d with 
boil'd ſtale Urine icumed, and Roſe-water z or (if the 
Anus itch) Juice of Lemons or Vinegar of Roſes. All theſe 
Ingredients ought to be put into a leaden Mortar, till 
they are diſeoluur'd. But the moſt effectual way of o- 
pening ary Piles, is the Application of Leeches. If they 
creep into the Gut, a Clyſter of Salt-water will ſetch em 
Out, , |

Internally, the ſame Deſign is promoted by reſinous Pur: 
gatives, eſpecially Aloes mix'd with Myrrh, or Elixir Pro- 

riet ati. mig 7 1 

If the Piles flow too copiouſly, they ought to be curb'd, 
which was our ſecond Indication. For this purpoſe, toſted 
Rhubarb, Tamarinds, the Conſerve and Syrup of Oak-buds, 
the Decoction of Maſtic Wood; Syrup of dry Roſes (a 

common, but very effe ual Remedy) the Syrups and Juices 
of Purſlain, and Quinces ; Juice of ſtinging Nettles, given 
to two or three Ounces; the Decoction of Burnet; dead 
Mens Bones in Powder; Sea-horſe Tooth; and eſpecially 
the Juice and Syrup of the Ordure of an Als, are very 
proper. Chalybeat Medicines which incounter the Hypo- 
chondriac Acid, and become as it were vitriolic, are conſe- 
quently admirably fitted for this purpoſe. Such are the 
Tincture of the Sulphur of Vitriol, or that call'd, Tinfurg 
Antiphthiſica, or that of the Vitriol of Steel. A Dram of 
the Pills of Bdellium is likewiſe a very proper and effectual 
Remedy. Venice Treacle and Narcotics are univerſally 
known and us'd. | | 
Take of Plantan and Purſlain-water, of each an Ounce 
and a half; Tincture of the Sulphur of Vitriol a Dram and 
a half  Laudanum Opiatum four Grains; Syrup of Coral fix 
Grains: Make a Potion, 

External Repellents are Frankincenſe and Myrrh, or 
Pitch, for Fumigation; the Spunge call'd Crepitus Lupi 5 
the compound Powder of Cork and Munimy ; the Powder 
of burnt Toads, or of Land Frogs; the Fat that drops from 
a roſted Eel; a Liniment of Soot, Yelks of Eggs, and Spi- 
ders. Webs; Bags quilted with bruis'd Wallnuts and Oaken 
Leaves, and ſoak'd in Vinegar ; all applied to the Funda- 
ment. A Girdle of the Leaves of white Hellebor ſew'd in 
a Clout, with the Powder of Oak bark, is of excellent Uſe, 
Dulcify'd Earth of Vitriol beaten up with the Juice of Plan- 
tan; the Ointment of Litharge, and Tutty mix'd with the 
Aſhes of Oifters, are uſeful Liniments. Blooding is of no 
vie, except in the Caſe of a Suppreſſion. 

The third Indication is to diſcuſs the dry Piles; and allay 
the Pain, The Specifics for this purpoſe, are, the Infuſion 
of the Apple of Jeruſalem in Oil of ſweet Almonds, for exter- 
nal Application; the Decoction of Mullen, and Elder-flow- 
ers in Milk; or Mullen- flowers and Henbane-ſeeds in Wa- 
ter, for Fomentation 3 or Cataplaſms of their Leaves and 
Flowers, and the Leaves of Purſlain boil'd in Milk; De- 
| I 2 coctions 
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coctions of the Leaves and Flowers of Toad- flax, and the 
Flowers of Chamomil in Milk, for Fomentation. Or, 

Take of Toad flax two handfuls; Henbane- leaves half 3 
handful; Oil of Roſes, Oil of Mullen, of each three Oun- 
ces; freſh Butter five Ounces, boil them, and expreſs the 
Liquor, to which add a handful of the Leaves of Toad. flax; 

then expreſs again, and add the Yelks of two Eggs. Make a 
Liniment, and anoint the part; or add to it expreſs'd Oil 
of Henbane ſeede, and Sugar of Lead, in caſe of an Infla- 
mation. | 

The Oil of the Berries of the Herb Paris (for Women 
with Child) or Oil of Stagg flies, Oil of Wood-lice, and 
that of Box-wood, are very much recommended for In- 
unctions. 

Take of the Mucilages of Flea wort: ſeeds, of Quince-ſeeds, 
and Linſeeds, prepar'd with Roſe- water, of each an Ounce; 
freſh Butter an Ounce; with the Yelks of two Egge, and 
Oilof Roſes; beat them in à leaden Mortar till they be- 
come livid, and make a Liniment of excellent Uſe againſt 
Inflamations of the Piles, The Oil of Eggs, Spirit of Wine 
camphoris'd, and Sugar of Lead may be added. 

The Balſam of Sulphur prepar'd with expreſs'd Oil of 
Poppy-ſeeds, or mix'd with Camphir and Sugar of Lead, or 
with the Oil of Eggs, and that of Bricks, is of very good 
Uſe in external Applications. Some put Venice Treacle 
mix'd with Sugar of Lead, and the Oil of the Balſam-Apple, 
upon a Clout, and thruſt it into the Fundament. 

Figwort, Orpine, and Pilewort, are three famous Speci- 
fics; they are given inwardly by way of Infuſion, in Ale, 
or Wine. Their Roots aregiven alſo in Powder. Figwort- 

roots mix'd with freſh Butter, and kept in a Cellar for fil 

teen Days, yield a noble Liniment. The Juice of Pilewort 

Externally applied, is alfo of excellent Uſe. | 

Take of the Roots of Figwort and Pilewort, of each half 
an Ounce: With Oil of Mullein, make a Liniment. 

If they become Chronical, let an Iſſue be cut in the 
Thigh : If they are ulcerated, let fulminatory Gold mix'd 
with Oil of ſweet Almonds be applied. 

Upon the whole, 'twill not be improper to take notice 
of Wedelins's Caution, viz. That Ointments are not always 
the molt convenient Forms, by reaſon that they inlarge the 
Capacity of the Veins, {top the Tranſpiration, and aug- 
ment the Heat, 
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FWF 
Of Worms m the Guts. 


Hing diſcourſed of the Expulſion of the Excrements, 
41 we come next to conſider hat preternatural things 
the Guts may contain, viz. Worms. They are either 
long, or broad, or very ſmall, the laſt being call'd Afca- 


* 


rides, and confin d to the Inteſtinum Rectum. 

The immediate Cauſe is the Seed of Worms convey'd into 

our Bodies. The remote Cauſe is putrified Crudities in the 
Stomach and Guts, and the Deficiency or Weaknels of the 
Bile, which is the true Scare-crow of Worms. 
The Symptoms are an acid Smell in the Mouth, ſtinking 
Spittle copiouſly voided, and with ſome Squeamiſhneſs; the 
Excrements in Colour reſembling Cows-dung ; the Yellow- 
neſs of the White of the Eye, or a Jaundice, Sometimes 
& biting Pain ſeiſes and diſtends the Belly, eſpecially in a 
Morning; and the Perſon is troubled with Night fears, 
8 Teeth, trembling Convulſions, Corroſion of the 
Gums, Conſumption of the Body ; the Face is red and pale, 
by turns, the Appetite voracious and fierce, The Symp- 
toms are exaſperated by acid bitter Victuals; and mitigated 
by Milk and.ſweet things. The Perſon is molefted with a 
dry Congh and Thirſt when his Belly is empty. 

Broad Worms have this peculiar Symptom, that little 
things like Gourd-ſeeds are interſpersd with the Excre- 
ments. The Aſcarides obſerve the Motions of the Moon: 
By Day they are generally quiet ; but from ten a Clock at 
Night till Morning they rage. Sometimes they'll corrode 
the Buttocks and Thighs, and create Ulcers in the Anus and 

Inteſtinum Rectum. | 

The broad ſort are expelled with the greateſt Difficulty. 
Worms frequently introduce troubleſome Diſeaſes. If in 
the Beginning of a Diſeaſe they throw themſelves vor, tis 
a Sign of great Malignity within. In the Declenſion, or 
after Goncoction, tis look'd upon as a good Sign. 

In the Diſeaſes of Children, Worms are always ſuſpected. 
All forts. of Worms ought to be attack'd during the Wane of 
the Moon. Jalap, n and fu et Mercury are pro- 
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per Purges. The Specifics are Horſe: Radiſhes, Water- 
Creſſes, Centory, Wormwood, Peach flowers, Turnſil 
Flowers of St. Johns Wort, Savm, Water-Germander, 
Gentian, Zedoary, Onions, Garlic, I **ks, Myrrh, Alocs, 
Spirit of Hartshorn, the Decoction of Q :ickſilver in Onion 
or Garlick water or Quickſilver beat up with Sugar to a 
Powder, of which half a Dram is a Doſe : the Oils of Ha- 
zel and Juniper-wocds- the acid Spirits mi:'d with fair 
Water, ſuch as that of Vitriol, of Suſphur, GC. 
While the Worms are lodg'd in the [mall Guts, inje& 
Clyſters of Milk. and the Decoctions of Figs, Raiſins, Li- 
quorice, Hony, c. to invite em to come down. If they 
are arriv'd at the great Inteſtines, kill em with Clyſters of 
the Decoction of Gentian. Wormwood, Graſs roots, &c. 
Ins the mean while apply to the Belly, the Gall of a bull 
mix'd with Powder of Cologuintida or a Cataplaſm of 
Myrrh, Aloe, Vinegar of Roles, and Bull's Gallz or Rock- 
oil, and Oil of Hazel- wood. with Hiera Picra; or the 
Ointment of Soubread with Quickſilver. 17 
The broad Worms are cur'd h the Juice of Horſe- rad iſhes, 
and the Powder of Jalap with Worm-leed. The Aſcarides 
require Syppoſitories of Dutch Cheele, or Lard and Hony; 
and Clyſters of Cologuintida. | 
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WW Hen the Guts are irritated, and ſoffer wringing Con- 
viulſions, they are moleſted with a Pain calld Gri- 
pings. Sometimes theſe Pains reach only the ſmall In- 
teſtines, and then their Station is about the Navel, and Cen- 
ter of the Belly, and they are much more violent than thoſe 
in the great Guts; it they range not beyond the Duodenum 
| or beginning of the Jejunum, they are felt in the Loins ben- 
1 ging towards the right Hypochondrium, and are oftentimes 
| 
| 


miſtaken for Nephritic Pains, or thoſe caus'd by the Con- 
vulſions of the meſenteric Nerves, or the Tumours and Ul- 
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The Pains in the great Guts are for the moſt part felt in 
the Colon, eſpecially that part of it towards the Circumfe- 
rence of the Belly, upon the left ſide, where tis ſtraitned, 
and incurvated, and conſequently more liable to the Shocks 
of Wind, and more apt 10 fo the Circulation of the Ex- 
crements, and cauſe their {welling up into a Tumour, 
ſometimes hard, ſometimes ſoft. This Pain and Tumour 
is frequently imputed to the Spleen, whereas the Spleen 
is incapable of any ſhooting, pricking Pain, ſuch as this is, 
its Membrane being almoſt inſenſible; and beſides, it lies 
too deep to diſplay its Tumour externally. Moreover, this 
Pain is exaſperated by riding immediately after eating; and 
tho' it may be compatible to the Jejunum in the left Corner, 
from whence it runs to the Center of the Belly, yet the Co- 
lon is its uſual Seat. And ſometimes it veers about to the 
right ſide of the Belly (upon the outermoſt Circumference) 
where the ſame Colon purſues its Courſe. | 

This laſt mention'd Pain is a Cholic, properly ſo called. 
But for ſo much as the Generality of Writers do compre- 
hend the former under the ſame Title, I ſhall not depart 
from the uſual Meaſures of preſcribing their Cure without 
9 eſpecially conſidering that the ſame is the Cauſe 
Ot both. 
Tho' the Pains of the Guts be equally cauſed by Convul- 
ſions and ContraRions, yet the Difference of antecedent 
Canſes requires Conſideration. Theſe I caſt into two 
Heads. 1. Some irritating Matter provoking the Guts to 
ſuch Convulſions. 2. The Diſorder and Uneafineſs of the 
Nerves inſerted into the Guts, while they themſelves are 
faultleſs, as to the Matter contaia'd in 'em. | 

f the irritating Humour be a viſcous acid Mucilage, or 
hard Excrements faſten'd to the Plaits of the Guts, it cre- 
atesa fix d boring ſort of Pain; its Viſcidity confines it to 
one Station, and its Acidity acts the boring part. This Hu- 

our cauſes the common Cholic. It ſculks for moſt part in 

that Corner of the Colon towards the left (ide of the Belly, 
where it is contracted and bended downwards. It is inci- 
dent to Hypochondriac Acid Conſtitutions, and requires 
much the ſame ſort of attenuating Medicines. If this Acid 
acquire any notable Skarpneſs, it ſhoots and pricks as it 
were with a Needle. If the Humour be a viſcons Matter 
hatching an impriſon'd Acid, it cauſes Wind, and conſe- 
quently diſtending Pains z ſuppoſing till that the Iateſtines 
are moleſted with convulſive Contra&ions which ſtop the

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Egrefs, and occaſion the rebounding of the Wind. If the 
Humour be altogether viſcid, without any Acrimony, it 
cauſes a heavy dull Pain. If the irritating Cauſe be Worms, 
or ſome ſharp ſaltiſh Acid, it gnaws the Guts. If the Guts 
are inflam'd, or the Arteries contracted by the Convulſions, 
they occaſion a beating ſort of Pain, 5 

The Diſorders and Convulſions of the Nerves running 
from the great Meſenteric Plexus, will cauſe tearing, wring- 
ing, and contracting Pains. They are occaſioned ſome- 
time accidentally, as by Nephritic Pains, and Child-birth, 
when the Meſenteric Plexus being irritated by Virtue of its 
near Intercourſe with the Nerves of the Kidneys and the 

Womb, pulls and contracts both the Stomach and Guts, 
which it ſupplies with Nerves. At other times they are 
Retainers to ſome fix d permanent habitual Cauſe, that tho 
it lie latent for ſome time, has always an Aſcendant in the 
Body. Theſe are either ſcorbutic, or hypochondriac, or 
Hyſteric, or Nephritic, and are owing to the Convulſions 
of the Meſenteric Plexus, to which the Inteſtines are an- 
nex'd, it being gall'd with an offenſive Acid. Often-times 
the Nerves of the Throat are likewiſe contracted at the 

ſame time, occaſioning a difficult Reſpiration, and a ſort of 

Suffocation. Of this Nature likewiſe are the griping Pains 
which follow an irregular Cure of Fevers, as being cauſed by 
transferring the morbific Matter to the Glandules of the 
Meſentery, and the ſubſequent Irritations of its Nerves. 

Both theſe ſorts of Pains, viz. thoſe cauſed by a vicious 

Humour in the Inteſtines, and thoſe by a foreign Irritation 
of their Nerves, are equally attended by the ſucceſſive Re- 
turns of Cold and Heat. The Cold proceeds from the Vel- 

lication of the Membranes, when 'tis univerſal; or the Pre- 

[i valency of the acid Juice of the Pancreas, when it is chiefly

bil felt about the Loins. The Heat from the Impetuoſity of 


8 the Spirits, and the Acceleration of the Blood s Motion; 
Fil or, when the Humour is lodg'd in the Duodenum, from 
| the Prevalency of the Bile, or its ſtrugling with the Juice 
of the Pancreas, and accordingly it is molt perceivable in 
that place. The Belly is frequently coſtive, by reaſon of 
the Contractions of the Guts. If it happen to be ſoluble, 
the Cholic from the Humours in the Guts is mitigated ; but 


times the Nerves of the Stomach are influenced by the me- 
ſenteric Plexus and a Vomiting inſues, |

that from a mere Irritation receives no Benefit. Often- . 
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If the Urine be watry, tis a Nephritic Cholic; if 'tis 
highly tinctur'd towards the middle, and colour d. in the 
Surface, and the Anus obſtinately ſhut, tis a Scorbutic Cho- 
lic ; if Reſpiration be difficult, and the Breaſt perplexed, 
tis Hyſteric ; if the Convulſion of the Inteſtines be atren- 
ded by a Pain reaching to the Pubes, and the Haunce-bone, 
the Womb is diſorder d. If the Cholic be caus'd by the 
mere Irritation of the Nerves, the Pain is tearing, and not 
heavy or dull, and the Urine is milky, pale, and impregna- 
ted with a large Sediment. | 
A Cholic is diſtinguiſhed from ſimple Nephritic Pains by 
theſe Symptoms. After eating, or the Uſe of Aromatics 
tis mitigated ; the Urine undergoes no ſudden Changes, tho 
2 Strangury and high Colour may attend the Scorbutic ſort; 
Clyſters and Evacuations give Eaſe, and the heavy Pain does 
not inceſſantly moleſt the Loins. Now the Symptoms of 


Nephritic Pains are directly contrary to theſe. 4 

The Cauſes of Cholics are already hinted at. In general 
ſome noxious Acid either irritates the Nerves, being ſeated 
in the Plexus of the Meſentery, or reigning in the Guts : 
The Pancreatic Juice is of that Nature. The Bile is of a 
contrary diluting Quality, and does not of it ſelf cauſe Cho- 
lic Pains, unleſs it become black, ruſty, and green, as in 
the Bilious Cholics. * The remote Caules are whatever pro- 
motes Corruption in the Stomach or Guts, increaſes or ex- 
alts an Acid, or creates an Uneaſineſs to the Guts and Mem- 
branes of the Body. Of theſe more under the Head of lliac 
Paſſions. 

A Bilious Cholic, or that proceeding from Humours in 
the Guts, is of a meek Character, unleſs it be flatulent. 
Sometimes it degenerates into Ulcers. If the Body be very 
coltive, and the Anus retracted, tis a fatal Symptom, and 
portends an Iliac. Hoarſeneſs and Vomiting are bad Symp- 
toms. Convullive Cholics, eſpecially the Scorbutic Kind, 
are very dangerous and obſtinate, and frequently end in E- 
pilepſies, or ſome ſuch Diſorder of the Head. : | 
The Cure is endeavour'd both during the Paroxyſm, and 
after its Diſappearance. In the Paroxyſm, the Indications are - 
to allay the Irritation of the Guts, corre& andevacuate the 
peccant Matter, if the Cholic proceed from vicious Humours, 
and redreſs the Diſorders of the Nerves if it be convulſive. 

In order to compaſs theſe Ends, 1. The Belly. ought to 
be kept open with Clyſters, eſpecially if the Cholic proceed 
{om vicious Humour in the Guts, or if the great Guy be 
, N b „ 5 75 tir 
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their Habitation. If the ſmall Guts are affected, gentle 
Laxatives taken by. the Mouth are much preferable. In 
Cdnvulſive Cholics we may inject emollient Anodyne Cly- 
ſters of Turpentine, &c. But when a Humour, or harden'd 
Ordure prevails in the great Guts, we may add ſharp Pur- 
VV IT 
Take of the Decoction of Peaſe Eight Ounces ; Infuſion 
of Crocus Metallorum two or three Ounces ; Lenitive Electu- 
ary, or Oil of Olivesan Ounce: Mix for a Clyſter, when 
the great Guts are afflicted by ſharp Excrements. Some add 
the Extract of the greater common Spurge, inſtead of the 
Antimonial Infuſion, The Smoak of Tobacco is alſo proper 
for the ſame parpoſe. W $ok, 1 

For Convulſive Cholics, Take of the Emolient Decocti- 


on one Pound; Turpentine diffoly'd with the Yelk of an 


Egg, two, three or four Ounces ; ſtrain'd Honey ſix or 
eight Drams: Make a Clyſter. The Oil of Linfeed and 
Rape-Oil are likewiſe very proper. For old Perſons an A- 
nodyne Clyſter may be prepar'd of Spaniſh Wine and Oil

Chamomil flowers a handful and a half; Angelica, or Jo- 
vage Roots fix Drams; the four leſſer hot Seeds, of each 
two Drams : boil them in fair Water; To ten Ounces of 
the ſtr2in'd Liquor add Electuary of Bayberries ſix Drams ; 
Venice Treacle one or two Drams ; diſtill'd Oils of Ange- 
lica, Carawaßys, Cumminſeed, and Bayberries, of each three

Afterwards when we have diſcover'd that vicious Matter,

For a flatulent Cholic; Take of Bay Leaves a hindful 5

Whey, or an Ounce of the Oil of ſweet Almonds, with 
Spaniſh Wine and Serma Ceti, are more effectual than the 
{ſtrongeſt Purgatives. If the Guts be inflamed, all Laxa- 
tives whatſoever are pernicious, If the Cholic proceed from 
a tenacious viſcid Humour, and be attended by a heavy bo- 
ring Pain, Purgatives mix'd with attenuating Ingredients 
are allowable, tho' rather after the Fit has made ſome Pro- 
greſs, and the Symptoms are a little abated, than juſt in the 
Beginning, eſpecially if the Pain be very violent.

horn, the Carminative Spirit de tribus, &c. Some commend 
the Decoction of Wormwood, Elecampane Roots, and O- 
range-peel, with Mithridate. 922

Take of Caſtor half a Scruple; Volatil Salt of Ambet 
five Grains; Laudanum Opiatum a Grain or two: Make a 
Powder for convullive Cholics.

Take of the Tincture of Tartar half an Ounce; Eſſence 
of Gum Ammoniac three Drams; Eſſence of Myrrh Tar- 
tarisd a Dram and a half: Mix, &c. Doſe fifty Drops. 
Elixir Proprictatis, Eſſence of Caſtor, or that of Opium, 
may be added by turns. Pills of the Extra& of Caſtor, 
and that of Venice Treacle mixed with ſome convenient 
Oil, are very proper: The Decoction, Efſehce, Powder 
and Oil of Orange Peel (eſpecially in a Strangury) and all 
Preparations from Clary, are of Sovereign Uſe in all Cho- 
lics. The Flowers of Sulphur are of unknown Virtue, if 
mix'd with Myrrh, or aiſtily'g Oils. Spirit of Nitre, well 
rectified with Spirit of Wine diſtill'd from Aromatic Ingre- 
dients, is an incomparable thing in all hot Cholics. Tis 
given with the Decoction of Elecampain Roots for a Vehi- 
cle. The Oil or Spirit of Turpentin, digeſted with Juniper 
Berries and Flowers of St. John's Wort (which by the way 
are poſſeſs d of a rich Oil) is given againſt the Cholics cau- 
ſed dy Humours in the Guts, to a Scruple, with wonderful 
Succeſs, The Carminative Spirit made of Nitre Tartar 
and Spirit of Wine, given to half a Dram in ſome warm 
Vehicle, is likewiſe much applauded. The Powder of 
Horſes Stones given to a Dram in Lilly Convally Water, 
with a little Saffron ; the Shavings of a Bull's Pizzle given 
toa Scruple in Spaniſh Wine ; the Powder of Soot mix'd 
with Vinegar, or its Spirit, are all approved Remedies; 
en Logar of Lead is excellent where Acidity prevails : As the 
res Juice of Horſe-d ng, or that of other Beaſts, mix'd with 
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1 warm Ale, is irfrior to no Medicine in that caſe. After 
No. taking any of theſe Medicines the Patient ought to be very 
quiet, and make account to ſweat. 


If a Cholick tend to a Pally of the Guts, let ſharp Cly- 


0 ſters be injected, and Volatil Salts exhibited, ſuch as that of 
A ah f Urine, 
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Urine, Spirit of Hartshorn or of Sal-armoniac, and eſpeci- 
ally the Volatil Spirit of Tartar ; or, which is yet more 
Volatil, the Spirit diftilYd from the Dregs of Wine. In a 
feor butic Cholic let Volatil Salts and Antiſcorbutic Ingredi- 
ents be added. In a Cholic caus d by an external Error, 
Lavatives mixed with Abſorbents are proper. If Cold or 
Drinking occaſion it, give Pepper and Spirit of Wine. 
As for external Applications againſt Cholics: Let the Bel. 
ly and Navel be well fomented with Liniments of expreſs'd 
Oil: mix'd with thole that are diſtilled, and afterwards 
cover it with a hot Brick. The Fat of a wild Cat and Zi- 
vet is much approved for this Uſe ; as alſo Galbanum melted 
and mi.'d with the diſtill'd Oils of Spike and Amber. Plai- 
ſters made of Tacamahac and Balſam of _—_ or that of 
Bay berries with that of Tobacco; Cataplaſms of Horſe 
Dang with Oil of Rue, and quilted Bags of Milletſeeds, or 
of Anodyn and Aromatic Ingredients, are likewiſe applied 
to the Belly with good Succeſs, — 
Take of the Oils of Bays, of Dill and of Chamomil, of 
each half an Ounce; Galbanum a Dram; diſtill'd Oil of 
Amber half a Dram; diſtill'd Oils of Caraways, Cum- 
min and Fennel, of each half a Scruple : Make a Liniment, 
The Oil of Orange Peel, the diſtill'd Oil of Angelica, 
and the Oil of Caſtor, or Powder of Caſtor, are alſo pro- 
per Ingredients. The Oil of Soap and white Rock Oil, 
are of excellent Uſe externally in all Convulſive Cholics. 
Take of the Tops of Henbane, and Elder Flowers, of 
each two handfuls; Chamomil Flowers three or four hand- 
fuls; freſh Juniper Berries two Ounces. Make a quilted 
Bag to be infuſed in hot Wine, or boiled in Goats Milk, 
and applied to the Belly, and frequently reiterated, eſpe- 
cially in Scorbutic Cholics. . 
Some chooſe to apply Bags of Oats, Juniper Berries, and 
Coriander Seeds. Others apply a little Puppy to the Belly. 
So much for the Cure of a Cholic Fit. After the Fit 
is over, let Diuretic and Carminative Medicines be uſed. 
The Solution of Steel with the Juice of Apples, the Spirit 
of Sal-armoniac, and, to robuit Conſtitutions, the Solat 
Liquor of Steel, are then very uſeful. >

aloud, carrying of heavy Burthens, Coughing, Sneezing, 1 
violent Purgations, or whatever divides or ſtretches the VU 
Membrane of the Peritonæum, are the general Cauſes of all _ = 
Ruptures. 3 | y 
Children, whoſe Membranes are tender, and moſt expos d 
to Violence, are very obnoxious to this Diſeaſe. Some- 
times the Infirmity is Hereditary, or produced by internal 
Cauſes, but withall very rarely. If the Proceſs of the Pe. 
ritoneum ſurrounding the Spermatic Veſlels, be dilated, ei- 
ther the Caul, or the Guts, or both, fall down either upon 
the Groin, or into the Cod. If the Membrane be quite 
droke, they ſtop about the Muſcles of the Groin, But if it 
be only dilated, they trace its Progreſs to the Cod. Some- 
times, but very rarely, this Burſting falls out upon the 
Sides of the Belly, or upon the Loins, or thro' a Breach in 
the Womb; and Surgeons. ought to be very cautious that 
they be not impoſed upon by it, under the appearance of an 
Ulcer in thoſe unwonted Places. The Stones ſometimes are 
drawn into the Groin, and reſemble a Rupture, and are 

often- times taken either for that, or an Impoſthume. 
A Rupture therefore is a ſoft Tamour, ſometimes decrea- 
bg, ſometimes increaſing, If it be recent, it * 
when 
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When the Patient lies on his Back, and retufns when he 
ſtands upright. For the molt part tis painleſs, and eaſy to 
put up, unleſs the Gut be inflamed, or moleſted with Wind 
or hardened Excrements. And beſides, it increaſes, if the 
Patient - cough. By theſe Signs it is diſtinguiſhed from 
Bubo's;: or the Teſticle ſticking in the Paſſage 7, 
If the Gut be irritated, either externally by Cold, Brui- 
ſes, &c. or internally by Wind, hard Exctements; Cr. 
Iliac or Colic Pains inſue and are very fatal; as likewiſe In- 
flamations or Gangrenes, or Suppurations of the Gut. In 
adult People tis a difficult matter to cure a Rupture, &s, 
A Hiccough following a painful and ſudden Burſting, is a fa- 
tal Symptom; if it be caus d by Cold, 'tis very dangerous. 
The Cure is performed by putting up the Caul or Giit, 
fortifying it in its proper Station, and healing the Breach, 
or contracting the Width of the Peritomeum. 
Purgatives are pernicious. If the great Guts are moleſted 
with Wind, or the Belly coſtive, let Clyſters be injected, 
Flatulency promotes and exaſperates the Diſeaſe, and there- 
fore ought to be particularly ſubdu'd by Carminative and 
Precipitating Medicines. In patting up the Gut we ought 
to handle it very tenderly, and very ſeldom, for fear of [r- 
ritation, and place the Patients Feet higher than his Head, 
All things aſed either internally or externally, ought to be 
lukewarm. Solid Victuals ought to be avoided, and liquid 
Food chiefly uſed. If the Gut be hard, let it be fomented 
with Emollient Deco&ions ; for the Hardneſs proceeds fot 
the moſt part from its Diſtention and Convulſive Poſture, 
rather than hard Excrements, which are ſeldom found in 
the ſmall Guts, When the Part is handled, let the Surge- 
on's Hands or Fingers be anointed with Oil of Chamomil, 
and Oil of St. Johns Wort, with a few Drops of ſome Car- 
minative Oil. 

If it be difficult to put up the Gut, let the following Me- 
thod be obſerved : Internally, exhibit the Decoction of the 
greater four hot Seeds in Wine. Externally apply a Cata- 
plaſm of Sheeps Dung boil'd in Goats Milk, and foment 
with the Decoction, adding to it a little of the Spirit of 
Wine, in order to diſcuſs the Wind and Hardneſs, and al- 

lay the Pain. Some apply the hot Caul of a gelded Lamb, 
and with good Succeſs. The Hardnefs, Wind and Pain are 
likewiſe mitigated by fomenting with Decoctions of Emol- 
lient and Carminative Ingredients ; or Clyſters of the ſame 
Ingredients may be injected, that ſo the great Guts being 

| : | emp- 
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emptied, any irritating Matter in the ſmall ones may have 
the eaſier Paſſage. Let Plaiſters alſo be applied to the Loins, 
to oblige the Meſentery to draw back the fallen Gut. As, 

Take of Gum Ammoniac, Galbanum and Sagapenum, of 
each three Drams; Turgentine and Virgin Wax, two to 
fix Drams ; Arſenical Loadſtone two Drams, and fifteen 
Grains; Roots of Cuckowpint a Dram. Diſſolve the Gums 
in Vinegar, and boil them to the Conſiſtence of a Plaiſter 
together with the other Powders. Apply the Plaiſter to 
the Loins. Some commend the Fat of a Bear or ofa Hedg- 
hog, for the ſame uſe, \ | 

If all theſe Means prove ineffectual, a Surgeon muſt 
open the Place, and put up the Gut, and then heal the 
Wound. | 

After the Gut is put into its proper Station, it will be ne- 
ceſſary to continue it there, and corroborate the Peritonaum 
by internal and external Means. The former are the Vul- 
nerary Decoctions, eſpecially thoſe of Rupturewort and 
Thorowax. The Seed of Garden Creſſes is of excellent uſe 
given inwardly in Powder with Red Wine, or by way of 


Decoction, and applied externally, being beaten up with 


the Yelk of an Egg, or form'd into a Pliiſter with Caran 
and doiled Turpentine. The Oil of Lizards is of ſingular 
uſe for external Union. The ſalted Skins of Eels, or of 
Serpents, boil'd up with Lees to the conſiſtence of a Plai- 
ſter ; or Plaiſters made of Pitch, Maſtic, Caran, Dragons 
Blood, Bole-armenic, &c. or of Rofin, Pitch, and Powder 
of Bricks; or compound Plaiſters of Rulandus's Diaſulphuris, 
the Rupture Plaiſter and Pitch mix'd in equal Quantities z 
are all recommended for outward Application. Some a- 
noint the Part with Balſam of Sulphur, and the Oil of the 
Yelks of Eggs. But others reject all oily Ingredients, as 
being too laxative, and order the Application of Clouts 
dipp'd into diſtilled Vinegar, in which Lytharge is dil- 
folv'd, and after that a Plaiſter of the Gum of Black Cherry 


Tree, diffolv'd in Oil of St. John's Wort, and mix'd with . 


Frankincenfe and Maſtic. During the time of applying 
theſe Plaiſters, let the Belly be kept open, and a Truis 
kept conſtantly about it, and never remov'd but when the 
Patient lies on his Back.

F HE Inteftinum Rectum is ſometimes ſtretched out ſo 
far, that the Retracting Muſcles are not able to draw 
it in.

If this Diſeaſe continue long, it degenerates into a trou- 
bleſome Tumor. If the Anus be inflam'd, it may end in a 
Gangrene; if troubled with a Teneſmus or Bleeding, tis 
very dangerous. If the Muſcle be Paralytic, the Cure will 
prove both difficult and tedious, 2

*tis up. If we ſuſpe& hard Excrements in the Gut, we 
ovght to foment with, and inject Clyſters of the Decoctions 
of Melilot, Mullein and Elder Leaves in Milk.

The Viſcidity is caus'd by acid Crudities attend- 
ing the Chyle, and debauching the Blood and Lymph. 
Moreover, the Proneneſs of Impoſthumes to ſuppurate, and 
that of Schirrhus's to become Cancers, are ſolid Proofs of 
their being caus'd by a viſcous Acid. And, as to the Anti- 
pathy of the Bowels, 'tis inconſiſtent with the Laws of 
Circulation. The Blood and Spirits are equally the Cauſe 
of Heat all over the Body, if all the Parts be equally diſ- 
** for their Reception. Tis true indeed, a particular 
owel, or external part may be occaſionally weakened, 
and ſuffer a Relaxation of its Fibres: or by Virtue of acid 
pointed Particles darted into its Boſom, like that of a 
Thorn into its Finger, may be difturb'd with Heat and In- 
flamation, while the others retain their cooler Tempera- 
ture. But it plainly appears, that theſe Effects are not 
owing to any Radical Antipathy in the Qualities of the 
Bowels, but the occaſional unequal Diftribution of the 
viſcous acid Particles. N | 
It remains therefore to be concluded upon, that the acid 
Crudity of the Chyle, impreſs d upon it in the firſt Paſſa- 
ges, is the natural and obvious Cauſe of Chronical Diſtem- 
pers; and that Obſtructions may be effected by the long 
Duration of theſe Diſtempers, but cannot claim the Privi- 
ledge of being their Cauſes. This Hypotheſis will be ſet in 
a clearer light by ſurveying the. Symptoms, and the Me- 
thod of curing theſe Chronical Diſtempers. The former 
areacid Belchings, Wind, loſs of Appetite, Gripings, and 
Noiſe in the Guts; occaſional Heat and Inflamations, 
Looſeneſſes, &c. the natural Progeny of an acid Crudity. 
And as touching the latter, the whole Circle of Specifics is 
enerally made to center in an aperient Virtue.

wiſe us d. Now they attenuate the viſcous Humour, pre- 
cipitate the rank Acid, fortifie the Stomach (the original 


Source of the Evil) and whet the Bile. And here by the 


way, twill not be improper to take notice, that the Eſſences 
commonly prepar'd from volatil antiſcorbutic Herbs, as 
the Eſſence of Scurvy-graſs, &c. fall ſhort of the original 
Virtue of their Herbs, as containing only the volatil Salt, 
ſtrip'd of the it'd Salt, which withal is very uſeful. Upon 
which account | prefer the Quinteſſences made of the Oil 
and both the Spirits, one prepar'd by Fermentation, and 
the other by Putrefaction; theſe two being mix d with the 
diſtill d Oil by long Digeſtion and frequent Cohobation. 
And beſides, all Antiſcorbutic Spirits prepar d by Fermen- 
tation, ought to be frequently cohobated in order to ex- 
tract the fixed Alcaline Salt. Tartar alſo is a great Speci- 
fic in theſe Caſes. But its Cream is too Acid. Let it be 
mix'd with half the Quantity of Salt of Tartar, diſſolved in 
warm Water, after Fermentation filtrated, and ſet to eva- 
porate. Thus its Acidity is conquer'd. Its volatil Spirit, 
or rather that drawn from the Dregs of Wine; or the 
Carminative Spirits prepared from Nitre, Tartar, and Spi- 
ritof Wine ; and all volatil Preparations of Tartar, are of 
wondertul Efficacy in clearing the firſt Paſſages, correcting 
the digeſtive Ferment, and conquering the Acid of Wine, 
that we in theſe Countries are fo obnoxiovs to. 
In the Animal Province, Man's Urine given to drink, 
and all urinous Spirits and Salts, eſpecially the Spirit of 
Sal- armoniac prepar d with Quick-lime, are nated Anti- 
acids in all Chronical Diſtempers. The Spirit of Ants, aod 
that of Earth- worms, are famous Antiſcorbutics. Of the 
Mineral Family, Steel is the Head. It ought not to be 
much e rag with an Acid, otherwiſe it will not diſ- 
ſolve in the Body. The beſt way of giving it is either in 
crude Powder, or by way of Extract, taken from its Infu- 
ſion in the Juice of Apples, Quinces, or of Tamarinds; or 
a Tincture taken from the ſame, with Spirit of Scarvy- 
raſs. The Tincture of Steel, prepar'd with Spirit of 
read, is likewiſe a proper Form.

the Stomach and firſt Paſſages, ſhoots ſhort of his Mark.

Tus far we have con ſider d the Chyle in its ſeparate 
I State, It remains now to ſurvey its State of Compli- 
cation with the Blood. The mix d Maſs of Blood and Chyle 
is carried from the Auxillary Vein to the deſcending Trunk 
of the Vena Cava: from thence tis convey'd to the right 
Veatricle of the Heart; and before its Entry into the left 
Ventricle, is thrown into the Lungs by the Vena Arterioſa, 
The Lungs are a heap of little Bladders join'd by a ſimple 
Membrane, endow'd with moving Fibres, and require to 
be dilated before the Blood can have Admiſſion, This 
Dilatation is perform'd by the Air and Muſcles, The Midriff, 
together with the Subclavian and Intercoſtal Muſcles, in- 
large the Capacity of the Breaſt; upon which, there be- 
ing no Yacuum, the Air crouds into the Lungs, and diſtends 
em to fill up the void ſpace. The Lungs being thus di- 
tended, the Blood empties it ſelf into em; and by virtue 
of the univerſal Salt of the Air, its Maſs is diffolv'd, ra- 
Tify'd, volatilis'd, and freed of its Steams. This Admiſſion 
of Air, or Dilatation of the Lungs, is call'd Inſpiration. And 
the Expulſion of it, or ſucceſſive Comprehenſion of the 
Lungs forwarding the Blood to the left Ventricle of the 
Breaſt, is ſtil d Expiration; the complex Action bearing 
che Title of Reſpiration, . 
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CHAP. I. 
Of Inſpiration aboliſh'a, or Suffocat ion, 
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QUitocation isa denying of Admiſſion to the Air. The 
OV Cauſe may relate either to the Paſſages thro' which the 
Air isto pals, or to the Lungs that are to receive it, or to 
the Muſcles whoſe Office tis to dilate the Breaſt. 

The Paſſages are embaraſſed by external Ligatures, which 
if they be ſuddenly put on, extinguiſh all manner of Senſe 
in an inſtant. ; by being fill'd with Water, or drowning ; by 
Tumours and Inflamations in the Neighbourhood of the 
Wine-pipe ; by ſwallowing bulky things that ſtick in the. 
Gullet and preſs the Wine-pipe ; or bear down the Epiglot- 
tis; by forcing things into the Wine-pipe 3 by laughing, 
or ſpeaking in the time of eating; by Hairs, &c. ſticking 
to the Epiglottis, and diſturbing its Motion; or by a 
large Polypus in the Nole, ſpreading its Branches to the 
Throat. | 

After ſtrangling we endeavour to bring the Perſon to life 
by Blood-letting, pouring down ſpirituous Liquqrs, and 
rubbing the Joints. If the Suffocarion is caus'd by being 
under Water, we hang up the Perſon by the Heels, that 
the Water may run out; then apply a Toaſt ſoak d in Spi- 
rit of Wine, and exhibit Sudorifics, or ſometimes a gentle 
Vomit, Hany bulky thing ſtick in the Throat, give em 
a blow on the Back, and exhibit Oil of ſweet Almonds, or 
Jia. If it ſtick in the Wine-pipe, Coughing, Sneezing, 
and Vomiting will bring it up. Ifa Bone ſtick in the Gul- 
let, let it be brought up by an laſtrument, or apply a ſup- 
purating Cataplaſm, or exbibit a Vomit. A Narrownels 
of the Paſſage caus'd by Agua fortis, is cur d by the Muci- 
lage of Quinces. 

A ſudgen Suffocation affecting the Lungs immediately, 
is caus'd by Narcotic Sulphurous Steams of New Wine or 
Ale; new Plaiſtering, Coal - Pits, and other Mineral Fumes, 
which deſtroy the Airy Spirit that ſhould ferment the 
Blood, and ſo cauſe its Stagnation in the Lungs, and ex- 
tinguiſh the animal Spirits; producing Apoplexies, Carus, 
and many diſmal Symptoms. For cure, let the Perſon be car- 
ried into free Air, the Mouth open d, and Wind artificially

| Caſtor, or Apoplectic Waters, be thrown down the Throat, 
Loet Vinegar, in which Caſtor is infus'd, be exhibited by 
Þ _ SZpoonfuls. If the Perſon te Plethoric, open a Vein. Ap- 
5 ly outwardly Epithema's of Vinegar to the Scrotum and 
Feſticles Blow Sneezing Powders into the Noſtrils, 
and rub the Temples and Noſtrils with little Bags of Mar- 
joram and Fennel Elower- ſeeds infus'd in Vinegar. Note, 
185 Tho' Vinegar be of admirable Efficacy againſt the Gas or 
5 Steams of Vegitables, yet tis not proper againſt a Mine-

Laſtly, The Cauſes of Suffocation relating to the Muſcles 
of the Breaſt, are their Paralytic or Apople&ic Condition, 
or Convulſions of the Larynx, occaſion'd by the Diſorder 
of the Nerves of the Par Vagum and thoſe of the interco- 
ſtal Branch, as in the Caſe of Hyſteric and Hypochondriac

Of Aſthma's 
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AN Aſthma is a frequent difficvlt Reſpiration, attended 
41 by a Perplcxity in the Breaſt ; and ſemetimes a Cough 
and Snoring. Sometimes tis ſo violent, that the Patient 
cannot breathe unleſs he ſtand upright ; and then tis called, 
Orthopngia, The general Cauſe of all Aftk-a's is the Con- 
ſtriction of the Veſicles of the Lungs. The particular Cau- 
es are various, 2 þ | 
Some Afthma's are moiſt, proceeding from vicious Mat- 
” provoking the Lungs and Wine-pipe to Contractions: 
frequentiy attended by coughing, ſpitting and orgy 
| tho! 
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tho! not always. Others are dry, occaſion'd by the Con- 
vulſions of the Organs of Reſpiration, or Dryneſs of the 
Lungs, without the Influence of any depravd Humour. 

The Matter that gives riſe to the moiſt ſort, is frequently 
lodg'd in the Stomach and firſt Paſſages, and by diſtending 
them, preſſes the Tungs and Diaphragm ; hence Wind and 
acid Crudities, ſuch as Hypochondriac or Scorbutic Per- 
ſons are generally liable to, frequently cauſe a difficult 
Breathing in a Morning, when they lie upon their Backs in 
Bed; or after eating, eſpecially at Night; or after drink- 
ing Wine. Dropſies alſo diſtending the Muſcles of the Bel- 
ly, and crouding the Blood with Serum, may occaſion a 
Difficulty of Breathing. 15 , 

If the Matter lodge in the Lungs, 'tis either originally 


bred within *em, or transfered thither from other Parts. If. 


it be bred there, it proceeds from the Depravation of the 


Nutritious Juice of the Lungs, and Wine-pipe ; occaſioned 
by Mineral Steams or Vicious Air, or the Viſcidity and 


Sharpneſs of the Lymph that waters em. For if their Nu- 
tritious Juice be perverted, it degenerates into a tartare- 
ous, hard, or otherwiſe noxious Matter. Impoſthumes 
and Ulcers in the Lungs may alſo be reckon'd as Cauſes of 
this kind of Afthma. | 
If the Peccant Humour be not bred in the Lungs, it pro- 
ceeds either from Serum thrown upon 'em, or the Bronchia, 
or Blood ſtagnating within em. The former Cauſe takes 
place, ſometimes in the Declenſions of Fevers, or when 
the Pores of the Body are ſtop'd; the latter in a Redun- 
dancy of Blood, Suppreſſion of the Terms or Piles, in 
CacheRic Perſons, whoſe Blood is glutinous, and ſtuffed 
with Crudities, and conſequently requires more time for 
Rarefaction in the Lungs ; in the caſe of ſudden Fear, or 
drinking of cold Water immediately after the Blood has 
been rarify'd by a violent Heat. Any Acid Matter that's apt 
to coagulate the Blood may alſo produce the ſame Effect. 
As for dry Aſthma's;, they may proceed from a preter- 


natural Form of the Back and Breaſt, or from Stones and +: 
Schirrus's in the Lungs. But the more notable Cauſe is the 


Convulſions of the Organs of Reſpiration, eſpecially the 
Diaphragm, occaſion'd by the Diſorders of the lower Bel- 
ly, as in Hyſteric or Hypochondriac Fits; the Contor ſion 


of the Backbone ; Nepritic, Arthritic and Gouty Pains + 


or in General, any Acid Humour irritating the Nerves, 
whether in the Abdomen or Brain; but eſpecially in _ 
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_ Abdomen, for the Nerves of the Par Vagum, and thoſe of 
the Inter-coftal Branch furniſh both the Belly, Breaſt, and 

Neck with Nerves; and upon this account we frequently 

obſerve that theſe Convulſive Aſthmas are attended by dif. 
1 orderly Symptoms in the lower Belly. Beſides, if we con- 
ſider the Variety and Multitude of the Muſcles imploy'd in 
Reſpiration, and the various Motions and contrary Offices 
they are obliged to perform, we ſhall not be at a loſs to 
imagine what a ſenſible Influence any fort of Convulſions 
may have upon Breathing. This Convulſive fort of Afthma's 
may likewiſe be cauſed by the Dryneſs and Flaccidity of the 
Lungs, following the Depravation of their Nutritious Juice; 
ſmoaking of Tobacco, Mineral Steams frequently irrita- 
ting the Fibres of rhe Lungs, &c. The like may inſue upon 
the ſtriking in of a Scab, or the unſeaſonable healing of an 
Ulcer, the Blood being thereby render'd ſharp and irrita- 
ting, and its Texture prone to icregular Fermentations. 

An Afthma is of it ſelf manifeſt; but the Symptoms 

ought to be heedfully regarded, in order to diſtinguiſh the 
various Cauſes. Thoſe which proceed from a vicious Form 

of the Breaſt, or from Serum, or Slime covering the Lungs, 
or fron the Depravation of tieir own Nutritive Juice, are 
continual; whereas the other forts are Periodical, All 
Athmis agree in this 5y mprom, that they are exaſperated 
at Night, and when the Patient moves his Body, or chan- 
ges the Air. Moi't Afthma's are attended by a Cough, 
Snoring and comiortable Expectoration of Matter in and 
after the Paroxyſin. If the Snoring make a deep hollow 
Sound, the Matter lodges in the Bronchia. If it lodge 
within the Subftance of the Lungs the Sound is flatter, and 
the Matter is not ſo copioully drought up. 

Dry Athma's come ſuddenly, and dilappear in like man- 
ner without any viſible Cauſe, or Diſcovery of noxious Mat- 
ter. They are not attended by ſnor ing, coughing or ſpit- 
ting, unleſs it be towards the end of the Fit, and even then 
very ſparingly. ' For the Matter thus expectorated is not 
the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe as in the moiſt Kind, but only 
ſqueez'd out by the Perplexity of the Muſcles, and Agita- 
tion of the Lungs : Neither are they ſo greedy of Inſpira- 
tion as of Expiration, which is contrary to the Method of 
moiſt Aſthma g. If the Cauſe of the Convulſive Kind come 
originally from the Head, the Fit is uſher'd in by Head- 
aches and Swimining of the Head; if from the Belly, by 

\ a murmuring Noiſe in the Guts; if the Midriff be chiefly 
| affected 
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affected, Pain girds that part where it is joined to the 
ſhort Ribs; if the Muſcles of the Breaſt, the whole Breaſt 
ſeems to be ſqueezed ; if thoſe of the Throat and Wind- 
pipe, they areas it were ſtrangled; if the Lungs themſelves, 
they can give no other account, but that they cannot 
breathe. 15 | 
An Aſthma in malignant Caſes, or acute Fevers is a fatal 
Symptom, The Convulſive fort is more common than the 
W moiſt ; and of the moiſt ones, that from the Stomach is 
more frequently met with. If an Aſthma be inveterate it 
ſeldom admits of a radical Cure; and is oft-times followed 
by Cachexics, Swellings of the Feet, Dropſies, and then 
: Death it ſelf. | r 
lf an Aſthma be only a Symptom of other Diſeaſes it 
Wyicld to their Cure. If it be of the moiſt kind the viſcous 
Matter ought to be attenuated and carried off. and the 
Stomach or Lungs fortify d. The Convulſive kind is cur'd 
by appealing the Spirits, ſtrengthening the Nerves, and 
Wdiverting their Cauſe by Bliſtering Plaiſters and Iſſues. In 
f oy to obtain theſe Ends, the following Cautions will 

aſſiſt us. a 
W :. In the moiſt Afthma's there's no Medicine equals a 
omit; it equally clears both the Stomach and Lungs, and 
ray be given in the very height of the Fit, without the 
Wcaſt fear of ſtifling. In a dry Aſthma proceeding from the 
Wower Belly, it may be exhibited after the Paroxyſm. An- 
imonial Preparations, or the Water er Syrup of Tobacco, 
or the Juice of the Flower de luce, are proper on this oc- 
Waiion, Some exhibit the Infuſion of white Hellebor in 
Rheniſ Wine, Some mix'd Emetic Ingredients with at- 
enuating Medicines, but in ſo ſmall Doſes, that they only 
xpectorate, Others premiſe attenuating Medicines by 
hemſel ves, and then exhibita Vomit. |

5. Narcotics are of Sovereign Uſe both in and before the 
Paroxyſm of a dry Aſthma. In the moiſt kind, if the Sy mp- 
toms are very fierce, they are not improper. 

6. If it proceed from a particular Cauſe, it requires: 
particular Cure. As if it be caus d by the Retreat of a Scab 
or Itch, let volatil Sudorifics, ſuch as the Decoctions of 


cle, and the fixed Salts, be uſed for recalling the Itch; and 
if nothing prove effe&ual, put the Patient to Bed with 
thoſe that are Scabby.

The Specifics commonly us'd for moiſt Afthma's, or ſuch 
as flow from a viſcid Matter, whether in the Lungs or Sto- 
mach, are the Roots of Cuckowpint, Hyſſop, Horehound, 
Roſemary and its Flowers, Saffron, Speedwell, Zedoary, 
eſpecially its Spirit, the Juice of Briony, Elecampane 
Roots; the Syrup or volatil Salt of Tobacco for old Perſons, 
Eſſence of Saffron, Eſſence of Saffafras ; the Juice of Radi- 
ſhes ; Oxymel of Squills mix'd with Cinnamon- water; 
Gum Ammoniac (above all) diſſolv'd in Venegar; Com: 
pound Spirit of Verdigreaſe mix'd with the thicken 
Juice of Coltsfoot; dulcify'd Spirit of Nitre ; Elixir Pro. 


of Turneps; Sperma Cæti; Turpentine diſſolvd with the 
Yelk of an Egg in a convenient Vehicle; Balſam of Sul- 
phur prepar'd with Oil of Anis; Juice of Woodlice with 
Wine (an incomparable Medicine) and the Carminative

As for the Convulſive, dry Aftkma's, they are cured by

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epileptic Medicines, ſuch as the Volatil Salt of Amber; the 
Spirits of Tartar, Amber, Hartshorn, Sulphur and Sal- ar- 
moniac ; eſpecially the Eſſence of Caſtor, whoſe Oily Salt 
conquers the Acid moſt effectually; the Spirit of putrified 
Farthworms, and the diſtill'd Oils of Amber, Anis, and 
Turpentine, mix d with Narcotics. Externally we apply 
the Oil of ſweet Almonds with Saffron to the Breaſt; and 
Bliſtering Plaiſters to the Shoulder-blades and Arms.

HE Hickets are a Convulſive Motion of the Diaphragm, 
| bending it downward, diſtending the Belly, and pro- 
voking it to accelerate and interrupt Inſpiration, The 
Antients refer'd it to the Stomach, but its Influence over 
the Belly, its neceſſary Dependance upon Inſpiration, its 
ready Obedience to the Command of our Will, its being 
cured by continued Inſpiration, Sneeſing, Mirth, and vio- 
lent Paſſions, argue that 'tis ſeated in the Midriff. 'Tis 
true, the irritating Cauſe is frequently lodg'd in the upper 
Orifice of the Stomach, from whence it has a ſhort Influ- 
ence upon the Midriff, thto* which the Orifice paſſes, Thus 
ſharp, acid, cold Liquors and Victuals, or an acid, viſcous 
Phlegm in the Stomach, ſuch as Children are obnoxious to, 
are frequently the Anthors of this Diſeaſe: As alſo the 
Convulſive Motions of any other Membrane that corre- 
ſponds with the Midriff, violent Purgatives, disjointing of 
the Ribs, Inflamations of the Liver, Ruptures, and what- 
ever injures the Guts, or adjacent Membranes, If a Hic- 
cough proceed from the Aſſumption of ſharp Liquors or 
external things, 'tis not ſo dangerous, as when it follows 
the Inflamations of the Liver, Coſtiveneſs, Cholics, or Fe- 
vers, eſpecially towards their height. 1 
Ihe Cure conſiſts in abating the Convulſive Senſe of the 
Midriff, and removing the material Cauſe. The former 
End is compaſſed by Narcotics mix'd with Specifics. Now 
the Specifics are Cinnamon, Maſtic, Galangal, Ginger, Ani- 
ſeed, burnt Hartshorn or Ivory, Spiritof Sal-armoniac, and 
eſpecially Caſtor, 
Take of Venice Treacle half a Dram; Laudanum Opiatum 
two Grains; Aniſeed half a Scruple; diſtill'd Oil of Mace 
two Drops: With the Juice of Quinces make a Bolus. f 
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If the Evil be inveterate, *twill be neceflary to vomit, or 
at leaſt to purge with Pills of Aloe and ſweet Mercury 
mix'd with Laudanum. After their Operation is over, ex- 
hibit the following Mixture. | 
Take of Wine impregnated with Quinces, and the Tin- 
cure of Roſes, of each an Ounce ;, Extract of Zedoary 
fifteen Grains; Laudanum Opiatum two Grains; diſtill'd 
Oil of Orange- peel four Drops; Syrup of Quinces half an 
W Ounce: Mir, Cc.

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Cough is a frequent and interrupted Exſpiration, or 
1 Con vulſion of the Midriff and Muſcles of the Breaſt, 
attended by a Conſtriction of the Wind pipe, without 
which *twould make no Noiſe. The immediate Cauſe is 
the Irritation and Provocation of the Wind- pipe, or Lungs; 
or of the Muſcles dedicated for Reſpiration, This may 
proceed either from an irritating Matter ſeated directly in 
theſe Places; or from a foreign Cauſe conveying its Influ- 
ence, by the Commerce of the Nerves, and creating a 
Convulſive dry Coogh, ſuch as Hypochondriac and Hyſteric 
Perſons, or thoſe in whoſe Bodies an Acid prevails, are 
very liable to. But we ſhall corifine our Thoughts to that 
which proceeds from the immediate Influence of ſome ma- 
terial Cauſe; and in order to form a difſtin& Idea of it, 
ſhall'conſider both its External and Internal Cauſes, ſuppo- 
ſing ſtill that the Diſtin&ion of a dry and wet Cough is 
minded and underſtood, 2 | 
The external Cauſes are Acid Mineral! Fumes, ſharp Li- 
quors, hard Food and an intemperate Air. The Acid Fumes 
and ſharp Particles of Air tickle the Wind-pipe and Pitui- 
tous Membrane that lines the Palate, and by influencing 
the Nerves of the Muſcles of the Breaſt (which ſpring from 
the ſame Branch of the intercoſtal Nerve as thoſe of the 
Wind- pipe) occaſion the Contraction of the Breaſt, and Ex- 
pulſion of what it contains. In like manner ſharp Liquors 
or grating Food, by tickling that part of the Gullet which 
immediately joins the Wind- pipe, produce the fame effect. 
Now this Irritation at the firſt occaſions a dry Cough, and 
{queezes only a thin Serum from the contracted Glandules; 
but if it continue long, the Parts are inflamed, or corroded, 
and their Nouriſhment degenerates into a ſlimy, thick 
Matter, which chriſtens it a wet Cough. The Antfents ima- 
gin'd that this Matter either diſtill'd from the Head, or was 
depoſited in the Lungs by the Blood; but they were miſta- 
ken, ſince this vicious Matter is rather the Effect than the 
Cauſe of a Cough. 
Ihe internal Cauſes relating to a wet Cough, are ſeated 
either in the Wind- pipe and Lungs, or in the Gullet and Sto 


mach, Thoſe in the Wind-pipe and Lungs are the * 
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neſs of the Serum depoſited by the Blood, Ulcers, Impoſt- 
humes, Inflamations, morbifical Matter transfer'd thither 
in the Declenſions of acute Diſeaſes, Stagnation of Blood 
in the Lungs, and the Su pap of a Pleuriſie, Emmpyema, 
or Peripneumohia, Now all theſe Cauſes occaſion the Col 
lection of irritating Humours, and convert the Nutritious 
Juice of the Parts into a thick, ſordid, purulent Matter; 


' nay, ſometimes carry the Corruption ſo high, that pieces 


of = very Lungs and Veins, Worms, Stones, Cc. are 
caſt up. 
The Internal Cauſes of a wet Cough relating to the Sto - 
mach, are a Defluxion ofa viſcid Lymph from the hinder 
Membrana Pituitaria into the Stomach ; or indigeſted Cru- 


dities colle&ed about its upper Orifice ; but eſpecially the 


firſt, This Lymph falling from the Membrane into the 


Stomach, gave occaſion to the Error of the Ancients in re- 


ferring ſuch Catarrhs to the Head. When it irritates the 
Stomach, eſpecially thoſe Parts which join the Wine pipe 
and Midriff, it occafions their Conſtriction, which ſeldom 
ceaſes till ſome part of the offending Matter be caſt up. 
Theſe Coughs proceeding from the Stomach, are more fre- 
quent than thoſe from the Breaſt ; from whence we may 
diſcover the Miftake of thoſe, WhO fancy'd that the Matter 
caſt up by Coughing came always from the Lungs. 

The internal Cauſe of a dry Cough, is the Sharpneſs of 
the Ly mph watring the Throat, and ſeparated by its Glan- 


dules for that purpoſe ; occafion'd by a weak Digeſtion, or 


Crudity of the Chyle in the Maſs of Blood. Sometimes a 
thin ſaline Humour provoking the upper Orifice of the Sto- 
mach, doth likewiſe cauſe à vehement dry Cough, as the 
Chine-cough of Children. But if the Humour or Lymph 
vecome thick, it degenerates into a wet one. In the Pa- 
roxyſms of intermitting Fevers, we frequently meet with 
dry Coughs that proceed from a vicious Fermentation of 
the Humours in the Duodenum, (irritating the Stomach, 
and conſequently the Midriff and Wind-pipe. Preternatu- 
ral Excreſcences ia the Lungs and Organs of Reſpiration, 
may be alſo liſted among the Cauſes of dry Coughs. 

As for the Diagnoftics of Coughs. A wet Cough is 
known by the viſcous Matter it brings up ; asa dry one by 
its ſmall Quantity of thin Serum. As for wet Couohs, a 
ſuperficial found, eaſie Reſpiration, and the high Seat of the 
Pain, diſcover their Original from the Wind-pipe; as a 
difficult Reſpiration, or an Aptneſs to cough upon a large

But 
in general, the formal Eſſence of all Fevers conſiſts in a 
preternataral Fermentation of the Blood, occaſion'd by a 
foreign Ferment, which ſometimes immediately affects 
the Blood, ſometimes the Spirits, and ſometimes both; at 
which time Nature endeavours to throw out the heteroge- 
neous Particles. In order to make this appear, let us con-

Fevers. Now theſe are indow'd with a notable Propenſity 

to ferment. 2. That Cold, or whatever impairs the in- 
ſenlible Tranſpiration, produces the like Effect.

That the Pain and Heat remaining i 
after Burning, proceeds from the keen Acid Particles ſhot WR 
into the Part; and is remov'd by Alcali's. > 
Scme derive the. exceſſive Heat attending Fevers from the 
Bile ; but ſeveral Medicines near ally'd to the Choler exp! i 
the Heat; and beſides, its Patrons cannot determine whe Wi 
ther it ſhould proceed from its Acid or Alcali, ſince 'tis 
qually intitled to the Poſſeſſion of both. : 4 
The fourth Symptom is the Alteration of Urine. Wha 
the Chyle or Blood is viciated, Nature indeavours to di 
charge the Heterogeneous Particles by this Paſſage z whin 
accordingly impart to the Urine a high or flat Tincture, a. 
cording to the degree of the peccapt Acid; which is equally 
the Cauſe of this and all other Symptoms attending Fevers. 
The immediate Subject of Fevers is the Blood and Spirit 
The alteration of Pulſe and Urine clearly infers that te 
Blood 1s affected; the critical Sweats, the Jaundice, ad 
ſometimes the Acid Tincture of the Blood inſuing Fever, 
arc plain Demonſtrations of the ſame Truth. The Feveri 
Tendency of Aches, the Efficacy ot Opium in appeal 
febrile Commotions, and the Nature of ſome malignant 
Fevers that produce no notable Alteration in the Blood an... 
Urine, make it to appear, that the Diſcompoture of * 3 
Spirits is properly call 'd a Fever. 5" 
From whence I infer, that Heat or Chilneſs are not cf Par 
tial to a Fever ; and that the Heart, or any other ſolid pat ul 
are not the immediate Subject. Tis true, the febrile Sou 
may lodge in ſome corrupt or vitiated part, but it only cauſ ll 
a Fever by diſordering the Blood and Spirits. This remot 
Cauſe of Fevers ought to be heedfully diſtinguiſhed fron: 
their Effects of the ſame Nature; namely, when in th: 
Declination any ſolid part is ſciſed with a Swelling, O5 
ſtruction, Cc. according to the various Diſpoſition of Ut 
febrile Matter, and the previous Infirmity ot the Part. wy 
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The various Diviſions of Fevers may be gather d from the 
following Chapters. As for their Cauſes ; whatever aboliſhes 
the natural Proportion and Symmetry of the Salts, cauſes a 
preternatural Fermentation, and is called a febrile Ferment. 
If it affect the Blood immediately, the Spirits receive its 
Influence at ſecond hand; and if the Spirits are firſt attack d, 
the Blood is diſorder'd by them. | 

| This Ferment muſt be ſomewhat diſagreeable to our na- 
Wy tural Ferments, elſe it cannot cauſe a Fever. Such as are 
the Particles retain'd by topping the inſenſible Tranſpira- 


tion, the Ferment proceeding from Ulcers, Inflammations, 
* cContagion or Acid Lymph, ſtriking inwards a Scab or Itch, 
eating Summer -Fruits, Cc. 

ie If this Ferment be engendered within the Body, it oſten- 
times proceeds from the long Stay of Victuals in the Sto- 


mach, which by delay and want of digeſtion become naked 
Acids, or viſcid Bodies incloſing an Acid within 'em; upon 
which Account we derive the Cauſe of intermitting Fevers 
rom the Stomach ; and for as much as their Paroxyſms are 
Put ſo many continùal Fevers, moſt of this ſort acknow- 
edge the ſame Original. When the Blood and Humours 
re forc'd out of their reſpective Veſſels by Wounds and Ul- 
ers, they ferment and occaſion a Fevzrith Diſorder in the 
 WPlood or Spirits. f 
This Ferment approaches to an Acid, both in favourable 
Ind malignant Fevers ; but with this Difference, that a 
Walignant Ferment is ſharper and more volatile and penetra- 
Wing than the other; and is frequently couch'd under Covert 
other minute Particles; as in I the Exhalations of 
rmenting Plants; in Summer the Alcalin Effiuvinms in 
Ihe = in Autumn and Winter, the Acid Salt which then

for to withſtand Nature, and (top tlie Looſeneſs, &'c. were 
to augment the Fever; and to ſuffer it ta go on, weakens 
and diſables the Patient, ſo that he cannot incounter the 
Diſeaſe.

The general Plea for it is, 
that it ventilates and cools the Blood ; whereas on the con- 
trary, the more Space be given to the Blood to boil in, the 
higher it boils. In intermitting Fevers, I poſitively aver, 
that *tis noxious 3 in malignant Fevers, *tis next door to 
cutting the Patient's Throat. And as touching the continual if 
burning Fevers, it ought to be very cautiouſly gone about 
by reaſon of a latent Malignity that oft-times attends them, 
If the Patient be plethoric, young and luſty, if a Vomit 
could not convemently be exmbited in the beginning of the 
Fever, if any wonted Evacuation of Blood be Rop'd, and 
ſuch other Circumſtances indicate Blood-letring, *tis well: 
= however it be, tis never ſafe after the third or fourth 

ay. | 
As for evacuating Remedies, Hippocrates's Aphoriſi is 2 
{ſtanding Rule; namely, that concocted, not crude Humour, 
oug hi to be evacuated. So proper Purgatives are inconvenient 
till after the height of the Diſtemper. Indeed gentle Lenitivs 
that do not reach further than the firſt ways, may be mix 
with digeſtive Salts, and exhibited in the Beginning, or Pro- 
greſs, avoiding the time of the Criſis. Vomits are proper in 
all kinds of Feyers, eſpecially if there be any Inclination 
to Vomit, ſour Belching, Murmuring Noiſe in the Guts, 
Head-ach or Giddineſs. They ought to be adminiſtred or- 
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Fevers they may likewiſe be given. 

Clyſters are proper for mitigating the Heat, and redreſ 
ſing the Diſorders of the Head and Guts. But upon the point WW * 
of critical Evacuations or Eruptions, they are altogetber W-

Sweating Medicines are authorizd by Nature's Example. 

They ought to be frequently repeated, and that not only 3 
after ſigns of Concoction, but during the whole courſe oe 
the Diſeaſe, eſpecially if it be malignant. Such of em as WW 
are ſharp, aromatic, 1oſinous, oily, or. hot, are to be avoi- 
ded; and thoſe which are temperate, as the fix'd Abſorbents i 4

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Sweat do not eaſily inſue, add Opiats to them. Which are 
neyer to be us d without a ſudorific Mixture, nor about the 
time of the Criſis; nor in the very beginning of the Dit- 
eaſe.

In Fevers Sugar and ſweet things ought to be avoided, 
by reaſon that they promote the Fermentation. Thirſt ge- 
nerally attènds Fevers, and proceeds from the Deficiency of 
Spittle, and from Alcalin Salts lodg'd Wthe Palate. *Tis a 
vulgar Error to derive it from Heat; for a few Drops of 
pirit of Sulphur are more efficacious in quenching it, than 
a whole Gallon of Water or cooling Liquors. Wine is 
8 likewiſe of noted Efficacy for quenching Thirſt, corrobera- 
ting the Stomach and Spirits, and promoting. Urine. But. it 
& ought to be of a ſharp thin Body; for the ſweet fat Wines 
from Spain, Florence, 8c. are hurtful. Hippocrates was 
wont to exhibit Wine in all Fevers ; at leaſt in intermitting 
and malignant Fevers tis of ſovercign Uſe. In continual

by plentiful Sweats. Before the Invaſion: of the Paroxyſm, 
the Patient is moleſted with a Yawning and Stretching, a 
Wearineſs of the Joints, and Unquietneſs or Toſſing in Bed. 
The Nails become livid and blew, a gentle Chilneſs ſeiſes 
the Loins and Back, afterwards it creeps to the Belly, and 
by degrees overſpreads the whole Body, eſpecially the ex- 
treme Parts. Then follows a Shivering, and ſometimes a 
violent Concuſſion of all the Parts of the Body. During the 
cold Fit, ſeveral forts of Pains affect the Joints, the Guts are 
grip'd, and make a Murmuring Noiſe; and the Pulſe is ren- 
dered more frequent, but withal weaker and lefler, nay 
ſcarce perceivable. e ee 
When the Cold neſs abates, a Difficulty of Breathing in- 
ſues with a notable Heat and Thirſt; the Pulſe is ſtrength- 
ned and inlarg'd.

Tho' intermitting Fevers may differ in their Periods, and 
ſome occaſional Symptoms, they all proceed from one and 
the fame Cauſe, and require the ſame Method of Cure ; as 
appears by their frequent Permutation. The general effici- 
ent Cauſe of all Motion is the Spirits; but the occaſional ma- 
terial Cauſe which provokes them to ſuch zrregular Motions, 
is a vicious acid Ferment bred in the Stomach and firſt Paſſa- 
ges, by the Depravation or Weakneſs of the digeſtive Faculty, 
This Opinion is juſtified by the preternatural Appetite that 
ſometimes attends Fevers, the frequent Cures perform'd by 
Fafting, by exceſſive Drinking and Vomiting, or by eating 
greedily what was long' d for; and the notable Exaſpera- 
tion or Relapſe of the Diſeaſe occaſioned by any Error in 
Diet, or eating unacceptable Food. is true, ſuch Fevers 
may ſometimes proceed from the Air, or Quality of the 
Food, but very rarely. The Diſorders of the Spleen and Li- 
ver do frequently attend Quartans and Tertians, but they 
are rather their Effects than Cauſes ; or perhaps they may re- 
motely indifpoſe the Body, and render the Paroxyſms more 
obſtinate. The Suppreſſion of the Terms, or Obſtruction of 
any part, may produce the like Effects: but ſtill the imme- 
diate Cauſe is lodg'd in the Stomach, or firſt Paſſages, which 
inſinuates it ſelf into the Remains of indigeſted Food, and 
ſo multiplies the Cauſe of repeated Paroxyſins. 

Now by means of this Acid, all the Symptoms and Periods 
of Paroxyſms are thus accounted for. It the Chyle be not 
well digelted in the Stomach, and duly ſeparated from the 
groſſer Parts by the Interpoſal of the Pancreatic and Choleric 
Juices in the Guts, it degenerates from its temperate, vola- 
til, ſaline Quality, and becomes Acid or Viſèid; and ac- 
cordingly when it joins' the Blood, fixes its ſaline volatil 
oily Particles, and thickens the whole Maſs. Thus its Fer- 
mentation is 1mpair'd, and by conſequence the Pulſe is wea- 
ken d and diminiſh'd, but withal render'd more frequent by 
the Irritation of the Heart. The Heat of the Body is extin- 
guiſh'd, and the Spirits diforder'd by the Indiſpoſition _ 
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vicious Fermentation of the Blood, from whence iſſues the 
Wearineſs of the Joints, When this Acid begins to exert it 
ſelf, it twitches and contracts the neryous and membranous 
Parts, the Coats of the Guts and Stomach, with the annex'd 
Choleric and Pancreatic Veſſels, the fat Membrane or Pan- 
niculus Carnoſus, &c. the natural Conſequences of which are 
a ſhivering, ſhaking, Pains of the Joints, and violent.Vo- 
miting of white or green Matter, which is nothing elſe but a 
mixture of the Pancreatic and Bilious Juices, perverted by 
this irregular Fermentation, and cauling Gripings of the 
Guts, a Coldneſs of the Belly, and many other Symptoms. 

Theſe Symptoms are allotted only to the beginning of the 
Paroxyſin. For after that this Acid has for ſome time ſtifled 
the volatil oily Parts of the Blood, they make head againſt 
it, and the mutual Encounter creates a notable Efferveſcency, 
which ends in diſcharging the vanquiſh'd Acid in a Vehicle 
of attenuated S:ruw by Urine or Sweat. From hence we 
deduce the other Symptoms of Heat, Burning, the Vehemen- 
cy and Largeneſs of the Pulſe, plentiful Sweats, the Clears 
neſs of the Urine at firſt, and its ſubſequent Muddineſs. 
The Acid being thus ſubdu'd and evacuated, the Fever and 
concurring Symptoms intermit, till ſuch time as the remain» 
ing Miaſma's be provok'd afreſh, or ſupplied by new Re- 
cruits from the Stomach. 

If this intermitting Ferment be cramp'd by a viſcid pituĩ- 
tous Vehicle, the Paroxyſm is longer, and the Symptoms 
meeker, than when it is Maſter of it ſelf, and at Liberty to 


diſplay its utmoſt Energy. From whence we gather the diffe- 


rence of acute and chronical, ſpurious and regular Fevers. 
In theſe Northern Countries, tis highly neceſſary to take a 
particular notice of Scorbutic and Hypochondriac Diſeaſes, 
as the frequent Companions of intermitting Fevers. Thoſe 
which we call Erratic are always Scorbutic, unleſs they be 
cats'd by Impoſthumes of the internal Parts, which ſeldom 
happen. The ſigns of a Scorbutic Fever are Anxieries of the 


Breaſt, rending Pains of the Joints, floating Pains or Con- 


vulſions of the lower Belly, (either before or in the Paroxyſin) 
vomiting of green or yellow Matter, and the Eruption of 
livid or red Spots towards the end of the Fit; which fome- - 
times break forth together with the Sweat, and diſappear 
when it is finiſh'd. But the moſt infallible Evidence of a 
Scorbutick Fever is, when red crumbling Clots of Sand ſtick 
to the bottom or ſides of the Chamber-pot ; or in room of 
that a fat Cruſt, or a groſs, reddiſh, ſcurfy Sediment ap- 
pears 1n the Urine, f | Peri- 
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Periodical Fevers degenerate oft- times from their regular 
Meaſures, and either anticipate or poſtpone the Hour of re- 
turning. This may be occaſioned by the Strength or Weak- 
neſs of the Spirits, the greater or leſs Activity of the febrile 
Ferment, or Viſcidity of its Vehicle. | = 
As for their frequent Multiplication, or the Degeneracy 
of {imple Fevers into double, triple, quadruple, &c. tis oc- 
caſioned either by a prepoſterous uſe of fixing Medicines, O- 
jats or Purgatives ; or by eating Fiſh, Summer-Fruits, 
Milks, and over-feeding, juſt before the Paroxyſm. 
I be Diagnoſticks are couch'd in the preceding Paragraphs, 
As for Prognoſticks ; a Tertian, if regular and well-manag'd, 
does not exceed ſeyen Fits; but a Quartan, thogmore tedious 
is leſs dangerous. Malignant intetmitting Fevers are jultly 
3 The ſpurious Tertians, or ſuch as begin meekly 
and ſlowly, are worſe to cure than the regular acute ones; 
and for the moſt part drive out the fourteenth Paroxyſm, 
All benign intermitting Fevers are eaſily cur'd, if taken care 
of betimes; but if neglected, they become chronical, and 
degenerate into grievous Diſtempers. If the Urine, voided 
out of the Paroxyſm, thicken apace, it ſignifies the Shortneſs 
of the Diſeaſe. If at firſt it appear crude, and ſoon after aſ- 
ſume a white Cloud, the Fever will end with the fourth Pa- 
roxy{m. But if it continue ſcanty, reddiſh and unconcocted, 
the E: ver will laſt to the ſeventh Fit; or, if diſcontinued, is 
apt to relapſe. - If all the Symptoms are heightned in the ſe- 
cond Paroxyſm of a Tertian, and relent in the third, the 
fourth, concludes the Fever; but if their Height be put off 
till the fourth, and their Remiſſion to the fifth, the ſeventh 
is the finiſhing Stroke. While a Tertian anticipates its Hours, 
it encreaſes; and declines when it begins to poſtpone. Schir- 
- 7465 in the Bowels ſucceeding to intermitting Fevers, are 
ſad Preſages of chronical Diſtempers. Such Fevers as obſcrve 
regular conſtant Periods, are more obſtinate than thoſe which 
vary. Vomiting is a good ſign; and Convulſions in the 
Fit are not to be fear d. When a copious Sweat ſueceeds to 
the Paroxyſm, oft- times there's no Sediment in the Urine; 
and in that caſe there's no bad Indication ; but if other wiſe, 
tis juſtly ſuſpicious. 

As for Quotidians, they are apt to continue forty Days oc 
longer: It attended by a Heavinets of the Head and Drow- 
ſineſs, they terminate in a Lethargy or Carus. If they are 
por out to a conſiderable length, they degenerate into Drop- :

es and other grievous Diſtempers. If the Paroxy ſins Fo 
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rade by Day, tis a worſe Caſe than if they came by Night; 
and if they continue long without Sweating, while the Ap- 
petite and Strength of the Perſon are very languid, there's 
{mall Hope of Recovery. It the Paroxyſ{ms be ſhort, attended 
by Vomiting in the beginning, and early ſigns of Concoction 
in the progreſs of the Diſeaſe, tis a good Omen. Sometimes

* AdQuartan after the ſixtieth Year of one's Age is mortal. It 
may continue for two and twenty Years together, but the ut- 
E moſt meaſure of its regular Duration is one Year. If its Pe- 
riods be conſtant and regular, they portend ill; if inconſtant, 
they betoken a ſudden Recovery. An Autumnal Quartan 
continues till the Spring Equinox, and then for the moſt 
part ceaſes of its own Accord. A Vernal Quartan, if it do 
not diſappear at the Summer Solſtice, reaches to the Autum- 
nal Equinox. The Duration of Autumnal and Winter Quar- 
uns is longer than that of the Summer ones. Women are 
@ oft-times freed from this Fever, by being got with Child. 
lf it be attended by the Diſorder of any Bowel, it introdu- 
ces a Dropſy, or obſtinate Scurvy. It it dwell long in a 
dry Conſtitution, it ends in a Hectic or Conſumption. An 
irregular Diet, eſpecially in reſpect of Drinking, adds to 
its Duration. Loſs of Appetite is a very bad ſign. Black 
Urine, tho' a dangerous Symptom in other Diſeaſes, ſignifies 

the Solution of a Quartan, unleſs it be attended by a notable 
& Weakneſs, for then it is a ſign of approaching Death. 

= A aundice in the beginning of a Tertian or Quartan, is 
an unlucky Symptom; but if it happen later, may infer a 
ſolution of the Diſeaſe. Tertians are ſometimes cured by 
critical Eruptions in the Lips, Noſtrils, &c. and ſometimes by 
long Faſting; but the moſt effectual way is that of Sweating. 

Now in order to anſwer all the Indications of Cure, let 
the following Cautions be carefully weighed. 

I. That by all means the Cure be commenc'd betimes, for 
intermitting Fevers by delay become obſtinate. 

II. In theſc Countries, Blood- letting does but prolong em. 
Perhaps ſome occaſional Circumſtances may juſtify the uſe 
of it in a few particular Caſes; but in general ttns is an 
unconteſted Maxim, that whatever impairs 'the Heat, or 
does not promote Sweating, is hurtful, _ SIE RT 

III. Vomiting is abſolutely neceſſary in all intermitting Fe- 
vers, eſpecially Quartans, and ought to be repeated m_

caſion requires. Let a Vomit therefore be exhibited two or 
three hours before the Invaſion of the Paroxyſm, unleſs the 
Weakneſs of the Perſon diſſwade; in which caſe, give it the 
day immediately preceding. The Symptomatical Vomitings 
that oftentimes happen inthe Paroxyſm, are ſo far from argu 
ing againſt Artificial Vomits, that they are a plain Indicati- 
on for em.

Then (train and evaporate the 
Sugar, and you will find a Salt or Vitriol, which may be 
further ſubtilis d by diflolving it in Spirit of Wine, and eva- 
porating. If you mix this Salt with Flowers of Antimony, 
it proves an incomparable Medicine againſt Fevers. 

But we ought to remark, that all theſe fix d Specifics are 
offenſive to the Stomach and Appetite, and Enemies to the 
digeſtive Faculty, and if unſeaſonably adminiſtred, are fol- 
low'd by Relapſes, or Schirrss's in the Bowels; Wherefore 
the Paſlages ought to be well cleans'd before we attempt to 
preſcribe em, and when we do, they ought to be mix d 
with other Sudorifics. As, | |

XXVIII. Having thus accounted for the direct Cure of 
intermitting Fevers, it remains to take a View of their Con- 
ſequences. Quartan or Chronical Fevers are oft- times fol- 
low'd by a Schirrus of the Splcen or Meſentery, or a Tenden- 
cy to the Hypochondriac Illneſs. Now, to prevent this In- 
convenience, twill be needſul to join Chalybeat or Splene- 
tic Medicines to the common Specifics, The Extract of 
Steel prepar'd with Juice of Apples, or its liquid Eſſence 
mix d with Spirit of Scurvy-graſs, or the Tincture of Vitriol 
of Steel, are proper for this purpoſe. 

Beſides internal Medicines, ſome are wont to make uſe of 
external Helps. The Symptom of Heat may be abated by 
an Epithema of Roſe-Vinegar, Juice of Houſe-leek and Ni- 
tre ; or a Cataplaſmot Yeſt,. Salt and Vinegar applied to 
the Feet. The material Cauſe of the Fever is in ſome mea- 
ſure evacuated by the Application of Bliſtering, or Corroſive 
Ingredients. Some apply Cataplaſms of Garlic, Onions, 
Saffron, Vinegar, and white Pepper, juſt before the Fit, to 
the Wriſts. Some mix bruis'd Sage-leaves with Soot and 
the Yelk of an Egg; others Salt, Hopps and Raiſins, for the 
{ame purpoſe. Some put a Dram or two of Camphir in a 
Bag, and faſten it to the Pit of the Breaſt, till it be exhal'd. 
Others apply the following Plaiſter to the Stomach. 

Take of Hony two Ounces ; Maſtic and Turpentine, of 
each half an Ounce; boil the Hony to a due Conſiſtency ; 
then mix it with the other Ingredients for a Plaiſter. Or, 

Take of ſhining Soot an Ounce and a half; Turpentine 
ſix Drams; Spider's Webbs an Ounce ; Camphir two Scru- 
ples: With Oyl of Scorpions make a Plaiſter, to be applied 
to the Wriſts. 

Oylof Spiders, living Spiders, and all their Preparations 
are much in uſe. In malignant and Quartan Fevers, the 
following Plaiſter is very ſucceſsful. | 

Take of Venice Turpentine an Ounce ; melt it in a Cop- 
per Kettle; then throw in twenty or thirty living Spiders; 
ſir them about with a wooden Spatula, till the Spiders be 
cover d.

If we ſuſpect any ſwelling of the Spleen or Bowels, tis 
proper to apply to the Region thereof, the Plaiſter of Hem- 
lock, or of Tobacco, or Vigo's Plailter with Mercury mix d 
with Gum Ammoniac. The thicken'd Juice or Extract of 
Tobacco is conducive to this purpoſe, as alſo Sylviz:'s Car- 
minative Plaiſter. If the Region of the Splcen or Belly be 
moleſted with Pains, apply what follows-.

< Primary or Symptomatical. The former are a Diſcaſ: 
ſubſiſting by it ſelf, which, if its Period be ſhort, and its 
Symptoms grievous, is call'd Acute; if it be ſſow-pac'd, and 
advance without any notable Diſturbance, tis called a flow 
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Fever. Both of which are called Compounds, or periodical It; 
continual Fevers, if they admit of any Remiſſion, or Exacer- aches 
bation in their continued Progreſs. But if their Vehemence Mitten. 
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be ſtill the ſame, they are call'd ſimple Synochus 's. 

If Acute Fevers come without the Inflammation of any 
particular part, they are call'd Solitary. And if diſmal 
Symptoms happen, beyond the apparent reach of the Fever, 
= ſtil'd malignant: But if otherwiſe, Benignity is its Cha- 
racter. BY | 

The primary, ſimple, continual, ſolitary, hot, benign 
Fevers are caus'd by the Prevalency of a volatil, oyly, bi- 
hous Salt in the Maſs of Blood, that hotly encounters the 
Acid Particles, creates a violent Motion and Heat, accele- 
rates the Pulſe, tinctures the Urine, and the while —_— 
is undetermin'd, renders it thin and crude; but when theſe 
volatil Parts are ſubdu d, and precipitated by the Acid, the 
Urine depoſitcs a Sediment, and affords the true Signs of

The remote Cauſe for the moſt part, is the Depravation 
of the Chyle, occaſioned by the defect of the Choler, or a 
fault y digeſtion in the Stomach ; for the ſtomachic Digeſtion 
is the Mother and Source of all the Fermentations of the other 
juices in the Body. Now the vicious heterogeneous Parti. 
cles conveyed in the Chyle to the Blood, diſturb its natural 


in order to expel the Holtile Intruders. Thus we fee that 
thoſe, whole Blood is well ſtock'd with bilious Particles, 
whoſe Conſtitution is foul, corpulent, and plethoric, who 
feed high, and drink ſtrong Liquors, are moſt. liable to this 
preternatural fermentation. In like manner, whatever ſtops 
the inſenſible tranſpiration, accumulates oily Particles in the 
Blood, and exalts the Spirits, that, I lay, prediſpoſes the 
Blood for receiving a feveriſh impreſlion. 

The cauſe of acute, compound, periodical Fevers, is ſome 
vicious Acid juice, proceeding from the Stomach, return- 
ing by intervals, while the volatil oily ferment continues its 
courſe without intermMion. They are, as it were, com- 
pounded of a continual acute Fever, and an internutting 
lone, which is always a Tertian ; for Quotidian and Quar- 
tan continued periodical Fevers (if any ſuch there be) are 
ather {low than acute. This compound fort of acute Fe- 
vers, is oft-tunes attended by a notable heat, without any 
hirering. 

If an unſufferable Tlurſt, dryneſs of the Tongue, Head- 
Eiches, Deliriumt, a high tincture and muddyneſs of Urine, 
Attend a continual Fever, us call'd a Cauſus or burning Fe- 
er. The Cauſe oi theſe Symptoms is the hot ingagement of 
A (harp volatil Acid, with the volatil only Particles. Be- 
ſides, the ſtomachic terment being vitiated, and unquality'd 
For its wonted office, the contents of the Stomach degencrate 
nto an alcalin oily texture, which ticks to its pleats, ir- 
Fitates the Membranes of the Gullet, and, by content, the 
Hongue it felt; and morcover, when it joyns the Blood, 
_mpregnates the Lymph which waters the Throat, and is 
oded by way of ſpittle, with a volatil oily Salt. And if 
his vicious Saliva ſtick to the Tongue and Throat, it be- 
omes troubleſome and inflaming; cauſing in theſe parts a 
edneſs, heat and pain, Known by the name of Prunella. 
Continual acute Fevers are ityl'd Lipyria's, when the fu- 
erficial parts of the Body are moleſted with a ſenſe of 
Ad, while thoſe within are beſet with a violent heat.

Some continual burning Fevers are call'd delirious, when 
the Spirits move irregularly in the Brain, cauſing doatins, the C 
inſtifferable Head-achs, ſtubborn watching, and ſometimes ¶ the D 
Convulſions. The cauſe is partly the heat of the Brain and Nappea 
Spirits,occaſton'd by the violent fermentations of the Blood; 
and partly the malignity of the febrile ferment, which de- 
bauches the quality of the Spirits, and galls the membre- 
nous nervous parts, 

If the mal'gnant ferment break out in puſhes and whelks 
in the Face, Mouth or Head, the Fever is call'd Pemply: 
godes. If the Perſon ſweat copioufly the firſt day of the Fe. 
vers invaſion, but without any eaſe or benefit, tis callcd I 
lodet. If the Perſon be diſquieted, and toſs in Bed, t 
called Aſſodec. This laſt Symptom may be cauſed by wear

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neſs, notable malignity, vehement heat, impetuoſity of the 
Spirits, and eſpecially by vicious Humours diſturbing the 
mouth of the Stomach. If the Perſon be moleſted with a 
Hiccough, which always proceeds from the Stomach, tis 
cãlid Lyngodes. If ſhivering and ſhaking attend the whole 
Progreſs of the Fever, as it oft-times docs in the ſuppurati- 
ons of internal Ulcers, and compound continual Fevers, tis 
call'd Phricodes. 2 
Of all the compound continual, or continual periodical 
Fevers, that call'd Switertiana, is moſt worthy our regard. 
'Tis generally look'd upon to be compos'd of a Tertian and 
Quotidian, one of which is a compound continual,and the o- 
ther an internitting Fever. Authors give ſeveral varying ac- 
counts of the Periods of this Fever; but however tis tor the 
moſt part caſt into this form; viz. A continual Fever ſeiſes 


the Patient, and periodical ſhiverings follow'd by a notable | 


heat. Obſerve the order of a Tertian, and gentle ſhiverings 
ſucceeded by a mceker heat follgw a Quotidian period. 

The ſigns of Acute Fevers are manifeſt, A notable heat 
and thirk always attends a burning Fever, Tis uſher'd in 
by a wearineſs of the Body, and perturbation of the Heat for 
ſome days; then by a chilneſs and ſhivering, which inti- 
mates that the volatil oyly Particles have not yet obtain'd 
the aſcendant over the Acid. Afterwards a notable heat ſuc- 
ceeds; the Pulſe is frequent and accelerated, and if the Salis 
of the Blood are equally match d, tis large and <qual; if it 
be ſmall and unequal, it beſpeaks malignity. If the Salts © 
the Blood are very ſharp and exalted, a bing vehement 
heat moleſts the whole Body; if they are temperate, the heat 
is milder. The Urine at firſt, is thick, red, and dark; in 
progreſs of time it diſcovers a Cloud on the top ; and upon 
the Crif;, a copious ſediment at bottom. If at the height of 
the Diſezſe the Urine be thin, *ris a fatal ſign. If at firlt it 
appear thick and dark, and afterwards degenerate into a thin 
Conſiſtence, it pottends unquictueſs, doating, and f:equent- 
ly Death. But for making a duc eſtimate of the Urine, we 
ought to have a particular regard to the Conſtitution of the 
Patient. For the Urine of thoſe whoſe Blood is copiouſly 
temper'd with lymph and nutritious juice, is never 4o high 
unctur'd nor ſo thin; as. that of Bilton, Scorbutic, or 
Phthifical Perſons: Nor can thoſe who fweat much void 
ſuch large quantities of Urine and Sediment as others. The

Acute Feyers come regularly to a Criſis in hot Climates ; 
but in theſe Countries, where we are wont to anticipate Na- 
ture by alterative, diaphoretic, and abſorbent Medicines, 
they are not quite ſo regular. Sometimes they ſpend them- 
ſelves by gradual ſolutions by Urine, Night-ſweats or Saliva: 


tion. 


As for the Prognoſtics of acute · Fevers: A ſudden unac- 
countable lightning or eaſe is a mortal ſign. If the Symp- 
toms are extream high, the Breaſt difturb'd, and the Stomach 
queaſy, or moleſted witha gnawing pain; if in the begin- 
ning of the Diſeaſe a looſeneſs happens, attended by a notable 
proſtration of ſtrength, and a fetid corruption of the excre- 
ments; in a word, if any ſigns of malignity appear, tis a 
dangerous caſe. Vomiting is a good ſign. If the Patient be 
ſome what benefited and not over-weakened by a looſeneſs, 
tis not ſo very dangerous. Sometimes a melting Sweat, in 
which red ſand-like matter is voided, and found in the 
Bed, may perform the cure. White, pale, crude Urine is al- 
ways a bad Omen. The morereddith it appears at firſt, the 
ſooner the Diſeaſe comes to its height. The Fevers that are 
occalion'd by evident cauſes are more favourable; than thoſe 
whoſe cauſe is inviſible, If ſtrength decay apace, without 
any notable evacuation, Death is at hand. If the Tongue 
be moilt and of a natural red colour, all is well; but if it be 
rough, dry, black, livid, ſlimy or chop'd, *tis in a bad con- 
dition, The ſwelling of the Face ſpeaks the length of the 
Diſeaſe. If the ſigns of concoction appear the fourth day, 
the Fever diſappears the ſeventh; if they are put off till the 
{cyenth, the eleventh concludes the matte. 

The Criſis of the Fever ſignifies the period in which the 
uſeleſs and noxious parts are ſcparated and expelled, ſome- 
times by Ulcers in the Lips and Noſtrils, where the skin 1s 
thin, and Blood-veſlels abound ; ſometimes by ſcabs diffusd 
over the body; and fomertumes by Urine, Sweating Saliva- 
tion, Oc. | 

In hot Climates the Diſcaſe is ſometimes cur'd by bleeding 
at Noſe or other places. The bleeding at Noe js for the 
moſt part preceeded by a tingling of the Ears. If this Gif 
be impertect, or diſturbed by an indiſcreet uſe of abſorbent 
fixing Medicines, tis followed by inſufferable pains of the 
Stomach, Guts or Joints, and ſometimes Palſies. 

If a Phyſician know bow to anticipate the Crj/zs, by era- 
cuating the morbific matter betimes, and curbing the impetu- 
ous moticn, he ought to do it. But in many caſe we ” 
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at a loſs how to compaſs it, and therefore are obliged to trace 
Nature's ſteps, and patiently wait her critical hour, eſpeci - 
ally in benign Fevers, where Nature endeavours to throw 
out the oftenſive particles, and purify the Blood. Now to 
thwart her in ſo good a work is dangerous. So that all that 
a Phyſician can do, is to keep Nature upon its Legs, and 
modcrate its efforts. This indication is anſwer'd by clean- 
ſing the firſt paſſages ; tempering the urinous ſharp Salt in 
the Blood; aſſiſting Nature in its deſign'd Evacuation ; and 
mitigating the occaſional Symptoras. Now 1n order to a 
happy attainment of theſe ends, *twilk be needful to ſub- 
joyn the following remarks, 


I. That a malignant Fever in the beginning 1mitates the 
Symptoms of a Cauſus; and therefore the ſafeſt way is to 
commence the cure of the ſame by Alexipharmacal Medi- 
cines, and after the fear of the latent malignity is over, to re- 
turn to the uſual method of cure. 

II. That theſe Alexipharmacal Medicines bught to be 
mix d with precipitating Ingredients, as in the Bezoardic 
tincture, in order to promote a gentle tranſpiration; but 
we muſt not by any means attempt to force ſweating. 

III. That if the ſick Perſons be thirſty and hot, we muft 
not deny 'em drink; only let it be warm and all of one ſort, 
and rather drunk of frequently, than much of it taken down 
at once, for fear of weakning the Stomach, If the thirſt be 
violent, and the Patient be free of a looſeneſs, clarify'd 
Whey with juice of Citrons is a proper liquor. Barly Wa- 
ter is commonly given, but I do not approve of it, for that it 
feeds windy Crudities in the Stomach. Spirit of Sulphur 
drop'd into Water is very good; as likewiſe Water mixt 
with a ſixth part of Wine, and juice of Citrons or Quinces, 
and Gelly of Hartshorn. 

IV. In the beginning and progreſs of the Diſeaſe, if the 
Breaſt and Belly be oppreſs d, and the Body coſtive; if the 
Blood boil high, and the humors move towards the head, 
inject Clyſters, or exhibit gentle laxative Decoctions. If 
the Symptoms advance in a precipitant. forward way, let 
this be done before bleeding | 

V. Vomits are proper in the beginning ; and if the ſtrength 
of the Patient admit, in the progreſs of the Diſcaſe. They 
mitigate all. the Symptoms, which are oft- times caus d or at 
leaſt heightened by the vicious humors lodg'd in the firtt 
paſſages. They muſt be given in moderate Doſes, by reaſon 
that che humors are floating and moveable in cont! * Acute

; If the Patient was in the beginning moleſted with a Propen- 
ſity to vomit, or a Squeamiſhneſs, a bitter Taſte in the 
Mouth, or bitter Belchings, Heart-burnings, Anxieties of the 
| __ \ Breaſt, Swooning, Cc. Vomiting is highly convenient. 
MF VI. Purgatives properly ſo call'd are prejudicial in con- 
po tina Fevers, except in the Dechnation,, when. the fe- 
brile Matter is not totally evacuated by Urine and Stool. Tis 
true in benign Fevers we ought to keep the Body ſoluble, and 
free the Stomach from the overflowing Choler by mild Leni- 
tives. But proper Purgatives exhibited before Concoction 
of the Matter are doubtleſs very. offenſive. For if they do 
not operate they occation Gripes, Swimmings of the Head, 
Swoonings, and an Infinity of Diſorders in the Body without 
any Evacuation; if they happen to work wel}, they infee- 
ble the Body, melt down the Humours, and prolong the Diſ- 
eaſe. The Decoction of Tamarinds in Whey is a proper 
and ſafe Laxative, or, if in the beginning you deſire to 
cleanſe the firſt Paſſages, take what follows.

They are for the moſt part benign; for malignity is a - kin to 
acuteneſs. They are caus d by the ſucceſſive mixture of vi- 
cious Lymph with the Blood, which is either convey'd im- 
mediately to it by the axillary Vein from the Glandules cal- 
led Conglobate, that is, gather'd round into a Globe ; or. 
empty'd into the Conduit of the Breaſt by the Glandules 
call'd Conglomerate, that 1s, roll'd into a heap.

IF the Lymph of the Glandules, ſeated about the Head and 
Breaſt, become ſharp and ſaline, it creates a notable alte-

Thoſe which are independent of any other Diſeaſe, arc 
call'd Primary. And thoſe which follow the Corruption of 
any inward part, or the miſmanagement of a preceding

very near to the primary form. 


Of Independent Now Fevers. 


They are uſher'd in by*a gentle ſhivering, which conti- 
nues for ſome time, and is follow'd by a mild heat, ſome- 
what ſharper in the extreme parts. The Appetite is dejected, 
and after eating, the Stomach and Guts are diſtended, 
and oppreſt with a heavy pain. Towards the Evening, 
or after Meals, they increaſe their force; at which time the 
Pulſe is frequent, and not very large. If the Spittle be no- 
tably viſcous, the Mouth and Throat are cover'd with

The Original cauſe is a vicious Digeſtion, rendring the 
Chyle Acid, or tending to a ſort of Acid ſaline taſte. If the 
Evening Paroxyſms are long, the Strength and Appetite 
much impair'd, tis a dangerous circumſtance. The moſt 
fayourable ſort, if not cautiouſly taken care of, terminates 
in Cachexies, or Hectic Fevers. 112 
Theſe Fevets are cured by retrieving the loſt digeſtion 
in the Stomach; correcting the viſcidity or ſharpneſs of 
The Lymph, eſpecially the Saliva and pancreatic juice; eva- 
Fcuating the crude Phlegm, and Lymph thus prepared: and 
mitigating the Symptoms. |

Of Symptomatical ſlow Fevers. 


Theſe Fevers are frequently occaſion'd by a prepoſterous 
aſe of abſorbents in intermitting and continual Fevers, which 
fix the heterogeneouf Particles, and render the Chyle and 
Lymph viſcid; or by over-feeding in the declination of o- Md af 
ther Fevers, while the digeſtive faculty is weak; by which Nhyle 
means the Chyle is loaded with crudities. They may {MW lit 
likewiſe follow other Diſeaſes proceeding from a viſcous ter, 
Acid. Their Symptoms are the ſame as above, to which {arſe 
we may add, that ſometimes they are accompanied by 2 {Meats 
looſeneſs, or the voiding of liquid pituitous matter. 

Ihe cure conſiſts in tempering the ſaltiſn Acid, attenut- 
ting the viſcid matter, and procuring to it an egreſs by v0. 
miting, ſtool, urine or ſweat. They ſometimes proceed 
from ulcers, eſpecially of the internal parts; retention

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and are curd by removing the reſpective cauſe by Medicines 
alotted to that purpoſe, In general, gentle Vomits and 
Purges are proper; ànd in a word the whole ſeries of Me- 
dicines preſcrib d for the independent flow Fevers. 
Sometimes ſuch Fevers follow an unſeaſonable uſe of ſu- 
dorific decoctions againſt the Pox,before the Body be evacu- 
ated; and are cur'd by vomiting, and the repeated uſe of 
Sal-armoniac. |

Of Hectic Fevers, 
A Hectic is a ſlow Fever, advancing inſenſibly. If it be 


principal independent Diſeaſe, it proceeds from the cor- 


uption of undigeſted Food in the Stomach, immoderate fa- 
gue, ſorrow, watchings, want, over-liberal evacuations, ex- 
eſſive bathings, &c. Oftentimes tis only a Symptom of other 
Diſeaſes, and follows the irregular cure of continual and 
ntermitting Fevers, inflammations of the Bowels, Lungs, 

eſentery, Womb and Kidneys, the French-Pox, &c. 

The part affected is not the habit of the Body, as the An- 
tents fancy'd, but the maſs of Blood, and Lymph : Hence 
he greateſt heat is perceived about the Arteries. As for the 

dependent principal fort of Hectics, the Stoinach and di: 
eſtive faculty are the original ſeat of their cauſe. 
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dull and unactive; indigeſted crudities in the Stomach, or 
the want of Food, occaſion a ſtricter union between the Acid 
and urinous Salts, and their mutual degeneracy into a third 
ſharp ſaline Body; Ulcers both internal and external, cor- 
rupt the Blood by virtue of their ſharp ſaline matter; conti- 
nual and intermitting Fevers, attended by plentiful ſweats, 
exhauit the dewy watry part of the Blood; or the unſeaſon- 
able uſe of abſorbent earthy Powders, adminiſtred for their 
cure, deſtroys the ferment. of the Stomach, and increaſes 
the acrimony of the Blood. Thus they all conſpire to ren-

There are three eſſential ſigns of a Hectic Fever. 1. A 1 
obſcure inſenſible heat, increaſing after eating. 2. The C 
lacceſſive Conſumption of the Body. 3. A ſwift, frequent, Ti 
ſmall, weak, and oft-times a hard Pulſe. To which we P 
may add in ſme caſes Night ſweats, the falling off of the kt 
hair, an univerſal wearinels, inward heat, and averſenes re 
to ſleep in the morning. If aſhy belchings precede the ap 10 
pearance of theſe Symptoms, they ſerve for a confirmation, 1 
In the beginning of the Diſeaſe the Urine reſembles that d ry 
healthy Perſons, unleſs the Stomach be much deprav'd, i 7 
which cale 'tis white, pale, and thick; afterwards, whe 1 
the Appetite and digeſtion are in a manner quite aboliſh! :

The laſt degree is incurable, - If a Hectic be occaſion'd 
by diſorders of the Bowels, or internal Ulcers, if it follow 
continual or intermitting Fevers, or chronical Diſtempers 
if the Hair falls off, and the Perſon be old, or moleſted with 
a Looſeneſs or Lienteria,attended by a ghaſtly Countenance, 
and ſwellings of the Feet and Legs; they are all fatal Symp- 
toms, eſpecially the laſt three, | 

If it be a principal independent uncompounded Hectic, 

the direct Indications of Cure are, to qualifie rhe Acrimony 
of the Blood, and Acid Viſcoſity of the Lymph; and to 
corroborate the Stomach. For which purpoſes obſerve, 
1. That Bleeding, Purging, or any Evacuations are impre- 
per; unleſs the firſt Paſſages be ſtuff'd with Crudities, for 
which a gentle Laxative is allowable, but in a ſmall Doſe,by 
reaſon that Hectic Perſons are very eaſily purg'd. 2. If it 
ariſe from the Stomach, as it frequently does, Vomits, and 
the uſe of Elixir Proprietatis are very effectual. 3. That by 
all means Looſeneſſes and exceſſive Sweats muſt be curb'd; 
the former by Quinces, red Roſes, Chalybeat Milk, &c. 
The latter by Opiates given at night in ſmall Doſes. 4. That 
all ſweet things, Sugar, Hony, &c. ought to be cautiouſly 
avoided, by reaſon that they are offenſive to the Stomach, 
and impart a viſcidity to the humors of the Body. 
If the Fever be Symptomatical, a particular regard muſt 
be had to the principal Diſeaſe, and above all to the Stomach. 
f it follow a continual or intermitting Fever, a Vomit, if 
convenient, may be adminiſtred, and after that there's no- 
thing better than Sal- armoniac, and Poterius's Antihectic. 

f it follow an Ulcer of any internal part, vulnerary Sul- 
phureous Medicines are proper, eſpecially in the Balſam of 
Sulphur prepar'd with expreſs d Oil of Almonds (diſtill' d 
Oyls are too ſharp) or, this Balſam thus prepar'd may be 
mixed witha little Oyl of Aniſeeds. Turpentine diſſolv'd 
in the yelk of an Egg, or human Fat, or the Decoctions of 
vulnerary or pectoral Herbs, are likewiſe proper, 

After the principal Diſeaſes, and the ſtate of the Stomach 
are taken care of, the Hectic Fever it ſelf muſt be account- 
ed for, by exhibiting temperate attenuating Medicines. The 
eſſential Salt of May - de w, or its Spirit, with the Flowers of 
Violets, Borrage, and Bugloſs infus'd in it; the Phlegmof 
Vitriol that comes over betore the Spirit, if it be rectified ;

Some receive great benefit by a Milk Diet of Womens, 
Aﬀes, Goats and Cows Milk. But it ought to commence 
before the ſtrength is very much impair'd, or the digeſtion 
loſt. In a word, twill be proper to mind theſe cautions. 
1. That the Hectic be not attended by a putrid Fever, or 4 
Head-ach, or diſtention cf the Hypochondria, or a foul Sto- 
mach, and weak digeſtion, 2. T hat while Perſons uſe Milk 
they eat or drink littleelſe. 3. That all Acids be avoided, 
and a little Sugar added to the Milk, to prevent its curd- 
ing. 4. That the Milk be taken warm, and with a faſting 
Stomach, either by ſucking it from the Breaſts, or drinking 
it when juſt milk'd, for fear of any alteration from the Air. 
j. That the Phyſician ought to try firſt if the Milk Diet agree 
with the Patients conſtitution ; as after a gentle purgation let 
him

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him' exhibit three or foͤur ounces of Milk, and if there inſue 
no ſenſe of weight about the Stomach, Hiccough, Squea- 
miſhneſs, increaſe of heat, or acceleration of the Pulſe, he 
may exhibit a pint every Morning and Evening. And af- 
ter drinking of it, the Patient muſt not ſleep or uſe violent 
motion. | « 

The Food of Hectic Perſons muſt be temperate and juicy ; 
as Broth, decoctions of Rice or Barley, Pullets, Capons, 
Hens, Ducks fed with Frogs and Cockles, Snails fed with 
Sugar and Meal, and boil'd in Hen-broth; juice of River 
Crabs made up with Butter, or mixt with the Oyl or De- 
coction of ſweet Almonds ; Oiſters, if the Stomach be able 
to digeſt em, and the Appetite covet em; Eels, &c. But un- 
der a Milk Diet, let the Patient abſtain from Meat. 
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Of Malignant Fevers. 


Fever is call'd Malignant, when 'tis attended by more 
diſmal Symptoms, than its vilible cauſe is wont to pro- 
8 duce. Malignity is not inſeparably united to contagion, 
there being ſome contagious Diſeaſes that are not malignant, 
as the Itch, &c. and contra. Oft times it lies latent in the 
Body for three or four days, till the Seaſon of exhibiting 
Antidotes be over; upon which account a Phyſician ought , 
to be very watchful in the beginning of Fevers, 
The Symptoms which lead us to the diſcovery of a latent 
malignity, are theſe following: a ſudden proſtration of 
ſtrength and the appetite dejected, while the other functi- 
ons are regularly performed, ſtubborn Watchings without 
any anxiety, if the head be only affected; but if the Sto- 
mach and Breaſt be diſordered, they are attended with a 
great Perplexity, toſſing to and again, ſometimes the whole 
Body, ſometimes only an Arm or a Leg; towhich ſymptom 
Deliriums and Convulſions frequently ſucceed. The Urine 
reſembles that of healthy Perſons; or, if by virtue of Me- 
dicines, or otherwiſe it happens to thicken, yet it ſtil] conti- 
nues franſparent, and has little or noſediment, unleſs it be 
2 yellowiſh clot of Chyle voided along with it. The pulſe 
is at firſt in ſeeming good order, of a ſudden it becomes 
weak, ſmall, oft-times hard; and towards the height of 
the Fever, unequal, At * a gentle ſhivering may 'uſh- 
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* er in the Fever; to which ſucceeds a very moderate heat 
externally, tho” in the mean while they are burnt ap, with- 
in, which is a fatal ſign of internal Inflammations. And not- 
withſtanding the moderation of the heat, an unquenchable 
thirſt moleſts'em, and their Tongue is dry and rough. Or 
if on the contrary they be extream hot, and withal inſen- 
ſible of thirſt, tis like wiſe a ſign of malignity. Theſe are 
the molt common Symptoms. Sometimes the Fever is at. 
tended by violent Head-aches;' difficult reſpiration, eſpe- 
cially upon the point o cuticular Eruptions, ſtinking Ex- 
| crements; and laſtly, Eruptions of Spots, Puſhes, Wheals, 
— &c. According to which it undergoes ſeveral denominati- 
bons. Sometimes the malignity is arriv'd at that height, that 
Þ the external Parts are corrupted and ſeiz d with Gangreens, 
4 the Perfon poſſeſs d with an invincible averſion to all man- 
| ner of Liquors, Cc. eee 
Malignant Fevers admit of ſeveral degrees. The firſt is 
when the occaſional ſharpneſs and degeneracy of the febril 
ferment, converts a benign Fever into a malign one, 
| | 2. When the ferment is not only ſharp, but contagious, cr 
1 Epidemical. Now the original of Contagion, is an actiue 
| ſpii ituous ferment, eaſily communicable to the Spirits, and 
capable to propagate it ſelf by a fermentative motion, in mat- 
NM ter Gt fo its purpoſe ; which, in company of the Spirits ex. 
| Hal'd from the ſick Perſon, pitch upon thoſe whoſe Conſii- 
tution and Pores give the eaſieſt admiſſion, ſuch as the Re- 
lations of the ſick Perſon, weak People, &c. The manner 
of its reaching and inſinuating into ſuch Perſons, is either 
by immediate Contact, or in the Vehicle of Food, Cloaths, 
Cc. or that of the Air convey'd into the Lungs, where it 
debauchesthe Spirits circulating that way, and in paſting the 
M-uth, adulterates the Saliva, which immediately affect. 
the mo!t ſenſible Orifice of the Stomach : Hence the firſt, 
and moſt diſm.l Scene of tragical Symptoms is laid in the 
Stomach. z. When the ferment is become peſtilent. And, 
4. When *tis fo: m'd into a direct Plague. 

The cauſe of mialigrity, aſſign'd by Willis, is the coagul:- 
tion cf the Blocd ; and that by Sylwzus, is a ſharp volatil 
lixivious Alcali, deſtroying the Acid Sulphur of the Blood, 
and conſequently, its conſiſtence. But the vicious fiudity 

of the Blood attending malignity confutes the former and 
the natural inactivity of Alcali's, the known power of vola- an 

til Acids in extinguiſhing the animal Spirits, and galling the qu 

nervous Sy{tem,- and the Antidota! virtue of Alcali's, — qu 
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volatil and fix d, ſuch as Camphir, Myrrh, and the abſor- 
bent Powders, overturn the latter Hypotheſis. Tis there- 
fore a ſharp volatil Acid that cauſes malignity, partly by 
diſſolving the texture of the Blood, and diſpoſing it for Pu- 
trefaction, and generation of Worms, obſervable by Mi- 
croſcopes : partly by irritating the Stomach, Brain and ner- 
vous parts, and partly by extinguiſhing both the vital and 
animal Spirits, | 

That the Spirits are immediately attack'd as well as the 
Blood and Humors, is made to a ppear by the ſymptoms of 


&c. and by the force of imagination in propagating the 
Contagion, Nay, oft-times the Spirits are principally 
aſſaulted, and the Humors only mediately, thro' their lides. 
Now it will be of uſe in malignant Fevers, to diſtinguiſh 
nicely the original trouble of the animal Spirits and neryous 
Syſtem, from that of the vital Spirits and Maſs of Blood. 
The Symptoms of the former, are an unquenchable Thirſt, 
a rough and dry Tongue, a quick and ſmall Pulſe, attended 
by a moderate heat, Anxiety and Unquietneſs (proceeding 
from the Stomach) a melting Looſenels, rotten {mell of Ex- 
crements, and the thin fluid conſiſtence of the Blood: Thoſe 
of the latter are a violent heat of the Fore-head, the hard- 
neſs of the Pulſe, without the trouble of any membrane in 
the Body; or a laudable Pulſe attended by extream weak- 
neſs, the proftration of the Appetite, Squeamiſhneſs, Vo- 
mitings, ſtubborn Watchings without any viſible. Caule, 
the dryneſs or roughnels of the Skin, and the unaccounta- 
ble thickneſs and crudity of the Urine, 


The remote Cauſes of Epidemical Malignity are, ap- 


proaching to corrupted things, as dead Carcaſes, &c. the 


Salt Subterranean Fumes, Earth-quakes za preceding famine; 
eating of corrupt Food, as of putrify'd Summer Fruits, and 
drinking rotten Water, &c. Inwardly the prevalent acidi- 
ty of the Juice of the Pancreas may fo exalt the Bile to a 
ruſty ſharp quality, that it becomes malignant. Thus be- 


nign Fevers frequently degenerate into malign ones; and 


a fix d Acid, Me not ſo much oppreſs d with malignity or a 
Volatil Acid, as others. 
The prognoſtics of malignant Fevers are very uncertain 
and fallacious. A large and equal Pulſe is a good ſign, A 
quick and ſmall creeping Pulſe is a bad ſign; as alſo an une- 
qual Pulſe; tho' neither the inequality nor in en

Scorbutic ben woe Perſons, who are ſtuff d with 


ſudden Weakneſs, contracted Pulſes, Watchings, Deliriums, 
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ſmallneſs are ſo fatal in malignant as in benign Fevers. If 


doating continue after fleeping, and be not attended by 
Sweats; if the Eye repreſents falſe Colours of Objects; if 
the Urine, after apparent Concoction, become Crude a. 
gain; if it ſtink, if it appear fat, oily, black or livid, with 
a blackiſh Sediment; if a Looſeneſs happen, eſpecially af. 
ter eruptions upon the skin; if the Excrements or Urine 
are bloody, if the Excrements, Serum or Blood, ſend forth 


a heavy imell ; if a redneſs of the Face, Heat and Watch- | 


ings, be attended by a dropping at the Noſe ; if the Tendons 
ſtart ; if a tickling or pricking pain invade the Palms of the 
Hands; if the Perſon attempts to catch Flies, or pick the 
Bed-cloaths if any of theſe Symptoms appear, they threaten 
Convulſions or Death. Deafneſs, tho' it be look'd upon 
as a diſmal Symptom in the beginning of acute Fevers, 
meets with a favourable conſtruction about the height of 
Malignant Fevers. The eruption of Bubo's and ſwellings 
of the Glandules frequently infer the ſolution of the 
Diſcaſe. * 

Ihe Cure is either deſign'd for preſervation from immi- 
nent danger, or removing the preſent Illneſs. Diſtill'd Vi- 


negar, Camphir and Alexipharmacal Ingredients are proper 


Preſervatives. As for the proper Cure of malignant Fe. 
vers, tis perform'd by expelling the poiſonous fer ment, and 
fortify ing the Spirits and Humors, in order to promote the 
expulſion. To this purpoſe, Sulphur, abſorbent Antimoni- 
31 Powders, Camphir, Vinegar, and Acid Juices; precipi- 
tating Powders, {uch as the friable parts of Animals, mix d 
with Alexipharmacal Ingredients, ſuch as Zedoary, Ivy- 
Berries, Juniper and Bay-berries, Myrrh, Angelica, Gen- 
tian and Saffron, with Opium and Sudorifics, are very pro- 
er. But inorder toa regular uſe of 'em, let us mind the 
following Cautions, | 
1. Vomits, eſpecially the Infuſion of Vitrum Anti moni, 
are of admirable efficacy in the very beginning of Malignant 
Fevers; eſpecially whey they're attended by Anxieties in 
the Breaſt, or proceed from an internal corruption of the 
Humors. Bur the Seaſon of exhibiting them muſt be nice- 
ty weigh'd; for if Nature be already endeavou Ng any other 
8 eſpecially through the Skin, they are out of 
Caion, wy? 
(2) Sudorifics are juſtly look'd upon as the baſis of the 
Cure; but they ought to be proportion'd to the malignity 
of the Diſeaſe, and ſtrength of the Patient. If the —_— 
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be of a moderate Character, tis adviſable to begin with 
abſorbentsat firſt, Indeed a violent malignity requires paw= » 
erful Sudorifics; but care muſt be taken that the Patient be 
not ſtifled with weight of Cloaths. And thoſe of the ſweat- 
ing Tribe that are Aromatic and Oily, are only proper in 
the beginning, or during the increaſe. Towards the height, 
or when the heat is violent, tis not amiſs to exchange em 
with fix d Powders, or at leaſt, to qualifie em with Acids, 
ſuch as the Spirit of Nitre, the vegetable Acid Juices, &c. 
Camphir is a Sudorific never to be omitted, unleſs it be pro- 
hibited by a peculiar Antipathy, as in ſome Women, and 
ſtudious Men. 
3. During the time of ſweating, or immediately aſter it, 
let Acid mixtures of the Juice of Citrons, and eſpecially Spi- 
rit of Nitre, &c. be exhibited. They retrieve the exhau- 
ſted Spirits, and procure a due conſiſtence to the diſſolv d 
Blood, and ought always to be imploy'd for a Vehicle to 
Venice Treacle, and ſuch like Compoſitions, 

4. Opiates are of admirable uſe for promoting Sweat, which 
is frequently hindred by anxiety and unquietneſs. Let em — 
be mix d both with Sudorifics, and with the Acid mixtures 
exhibited after ſweating ; but their proper ſeaſon is during the 
increaſe; for towards the Criſis they ought to be avoided. 

5. The Cure of malignant Fevers varies according to their 
reſpective Cauſes. If they proceed from external Conta- 
gion, fierce Sudorifics are required. If from the internal 
corruption of the Humors, they ought to be more tempe- 
rate, and rather abſorbent. If the Animal Spirits are the 
principal ſeat of the Malignity, ſubtil, volati), penetrating 
Ingredients, mixed with Narcotics, are proper. If the 
Blood claim that Character, they ought to be temper'd, 
with Acid Vehicles. The malignity of the Blood is, for 
the moſt part, attended by eruptions of Humors at one part 
or other; that of the Spirits by Deliriums, Watchings, 
Convulſions, &c. and a toleradle Pulſe. 

6. Malignant Fevers are frequently complicated with con- 
tinual burning ones; in which regard muſt be had to the 
. [© boiling heat of the Blood, by inſiſting more on moderate 
r Acids, and fixed Abſorbents, eſpecially thoſe of Antimony, 
and qualifying the volatil oily Specifics. 

7. I he above-mentioned Symptoms relating to the Tongue, 
Hands and Tendons ought always to be inquir'd after; as 
alſo the condition of the Eyes, for if they are rutilant and 
hery, or fierce, they threaten Deliriums, 
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8. There is nothing more fatal than a Looſeneſs; and all 
Artificial Purgations are pernicious, eſpecially if the Diſeaſe 
came by Contagion, or if Nature endeavour cutaneous E. 
ruptions, or if the force of malignity ſurpaſs that of the fe. 
brile efferveſcency. If the firſt Paſſages be tuff'd, let tem- 
perate Clyſters be injected, and even thoſe but very cauti- 
ouſly. In the declenfion of the Diſeaſe a gentle Laxative ig 
not amils. | f | 

9. Blood-letting is highly pernicious, eſpecially if the 
Diſeaſe came by Contagion, or tend to cutaneal Eruptions, 
Sometimes if the malignity be weak, and the Blood boil 
high ina Plethoric young Perſon, accuſtomed to bleeding, 
it may be allow'd ; but with a great deal of Caution and 
Judgment. 

10, Bliſtering Plaiſters are very uſeful. They're appli- 
ed to the Legs and Arms, and in caſe of ſleepy Sy mptoms 
to the nap of the Neck. If the Animal Spirits are much aſ- 
flicted, or if the Eruptions defign'd by Nature advance but 
flowly, or retire afterwards, they are of ſingular uſe, Ste- 
phanus adviſes us not to be over haſty in applying em, till 
Nature have diſcover'd her deſign, and then if ſhe be weak 
to interpoſe their help. Their increaſe, or rather beginning 
of the height, is a proper time to apply em. 

11. The Diet muſt be thin; neither are Victuals to be 
offer'd unleſs the Appetite require em. For drink, let 
Water be boil'd with a third part of Rheniſh Wine, and 
mix'd with the Juice of Citrons and Gellv of Hartshorn. 
Or let Whey be tharpen'd with the Juice of Citrons, or 
Spirit of Nitre. | : 

Having premis'd theſe Cautions, we ſhall next touch at 
the Specifics, ſome of which are volatil, ſome fix'd. The vo- 
til are either lean and thin, ſuch as the Spirit of Sal-armoniac, 
the Spirits and volatil Salts of Hartshorn, of Vipers, of Tat- 
tar, of Urine, of Amber, &£. Or Oily and Aromatic, ſuch ly 
as Camphir,  Elecampane, Birthwort, Rue, Galangah 
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Mary- gold, Orange peel, Germander, Caſtor, Vipers, . 
Baum, Zedoary, leſſer Centory, Rob of Juniper and Elder: f 
berfies ; the diſtill d Oils of Amber, Camphir, Hartshorl, - 


and Tartar; Eſſence of Treacle; Spirit of Treacle cam— 
phoris'd, and the Eſſences of Aromatic Herbs. The fix'd are 
Diaphoretic Antimony, Diaphoretic Gold, native Cinna- 
bar, or that of Antimeny, above all the fix d Sulphur of An- 
timony, mineral Bezoar both Simple and Compound, the 


Bezoar Stone given to half a dram, or in the room of it 83? 
Stone 
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Stone cut out of a Man's Bladder, ſeal'd Earth, Coral, Harts- 
horn, Sulphur, and the preparations of Nitre, &c, Some 
are of a temperate nature, neither properly volatil nor fix d; 
ſuch are the Gelly of Hartshorn, the expelling Seeds, vix. 
Thoſe of Carduus Benedictus, Columbines, Creſſes, Citrons, 
Cc. To which we may add Myrrh, which is a baumy 
Medicine, of excellent uſe for covering the Spirits from the 
ſhocks of the malign ferment. 

From theſe;Simples are prepar'd an infinity of Compound 
Medicines, ſuch as Venice Treacle, or Diaſcordium, (which 
is better) Mithridate, Species of Hyacinth, the Powder 
call'd Saxonicus, &c. As for Venice Treacle and ſuch like 
hot Compoſitions, the beſt way is to exhibit 'em in Acid 
Vehicles, and mix 'em with fixed Specifics. | 

Take of Risberry Water, and that of Water Germander, 
of each an ounceand a halt; Diaphoretic Antimony, half a 
dram ; Cinnabar of Antimony, fifteen grains ; volatil Salt 
of Hartshorn, twelve grains; Camphir, two or three 
grains; (or Laudanum Opiatum, a grain or two) Syrup of 
Carduus Benedictus, an ounce. Mix for two Doles, in order 
to ſweat. This is to be givenin the beginning or increaſe 
of the Diſcale after the general premiſes. As likewiſe theſe 
following, | | | 

Take of Rue Water, anMhat of Viper-graſs Roots, of 
each an ounce ; of the Mixtura Simplex, a dram; rectify d 
Spirit of Soot, halfa dram ; Syrup of Water Germander, 
half an ounce: Mix for two Doſes. 

Take of the Cordial Saxony Water, an ounce; Cinna- 
mon Water, half an ounce; Spirit of Venice Treacle cam- 
phoris d, two drams ; volatil Salt of Hartshorn, a ſcruple; 
volatil Salt of Amber, half a ſcruple; Syrupof Clove Gilly 
Flowers, half an ounce: Mix and give a ſpoonful frequent- 
ly, when Deliriums are threaten'd. 

Take of the Water of Vipers-graſs Roots, and that of 
Water Germander, and Vinegar of Wine, of each an ounce , 


Venice Treacle two drams; Diaphoretic Antimony, two 


ſcruples; Camphir fix grains; Syrup of Rasberries, an 
ounce: Mix for two or three Doſes. It the heat be violent 
exchange the Treacle for Diaſcordium. 

Take of the Water of Carduus Benedictus and that of Water 
Germander, of each an ounce and à half, freih Juice of Ci- 
trons, fix drams ; Venice Treacle, a dram and a halt; mineral 
Bezoar, half a dram; Laudanum Opiatum, a grain 1 - 
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half; Syrup of Mint, dulcify'd Spirit of Nitre, a ſufficient 
quantity : Mix for two Doſes. 52 

Take of the Conſerve of Citrons, and Conſerve of Roſes 

vitriolated,: of each an ounce anda half; Rob of Juniper, 
half an ounce ; Diaſcordium, two drams; Camphir, a 
ſcruple: With Syrup of Citrons make an Electuary. 
Take of Venice Treacle, a dram ; Diaphoretic Antimony, 
fifteen grains; Salt of Wormwood, half a ſcruple : Mix 
for a Doſe or two, to be taken in Vinegar of Wine. This 
is to be given in caſe of great Malignity. | 

When the Diſeaſe is further advanc'd towards the height, 
volatile Sulphureous Medicines muſt be cautiouſly us'd. As, 
take of Fumitory Water,three ounces ; Hartshorn prepar'd 
without fire, two ſcruples; mineral Bezoar, a ſcruple ; 
Extract of Treacle, fix grains; Syrup of Orange-Peel, 
_ drams: Mix for three Doſes. Myrrh may allo be 
added, 

Take of the ſimple mixture ſix drams ; the Spirit de tri- 
bus (diftill'd from Antimony, Sulphur and Nitre) two 
drams; Flowers of Sulphur a ſcruple ; Fumitory Water, 
two drams; Syrup of the Juice of Citrons an ounce : Make 
a Potion for one Doſe, 

Take of Diaphoretic Antim . Cinnabar of Antimony, 

of each half a ſcruple; volatil Alt of Hartshorn four or 
five grains; volatil Salt of Amber, two or three grains; 
Camphir two grains: Make a Powder. I have ſeen the 
good effects of this Powder in the caſe of Deliriums, and 
imminent Convulſions. . 

Take of Hartshorn prepar'd without fire, a dram; mi- 
neral Bezoar, two ſcruples; ſeal'd Earth and mineral Uni- 
corn, of each fifteen grains; Laudanum Opiatum prepar'd by 
fermentation, four grains: Make a Powder for four Doſes, 
Nitrum Antimoniatum, Poterius's Diaphoretic Gold, ſolar 
and Jovial Bezoar, volatil Salt of Vipers and Myrrh, are 
proper Ingredients for the ſame purpoſe. | 

During the uſe of theſe,or ſuch like Alexipharmacal Pre- 
ſcriptions, let Acid Mixtures be exhibited for quenching 
the Thirſt, and comforting the Spirits after ſweating. As, 

Take two freſh Citrons, ſlice em, add of white Sugar, 
three ounces; Viper-graſs Roots, two or three drams; 
Spring, Water, fix pound: Boil them till two parts of 
three be evaporated, and ſtrain it for uſe, 

Take of Mynſichtius his Decoction of Citrons, a pound 
and a half; Gelly of Hartshorn, an ounce and a — N 
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ſyrup of Cherries, and ſyrup of Rasberries, of each an 
ounce: Witha ſufficient quantity of the Juice of Citrons, 


make s Julep. 6 
The ſyrup of Poppies in caſe of violent heat is added with 
ood ſucceſs. , 


Take of the ſhavings of Saſſafras, fix drams; boil them 
in Water; to a pound and a half of the ſtrain d Liquor add 
two ounces of the Juice of Citrons, an ounce and a half of 
the ſyrup of Citrons, and a ſufficient quantity of the Spirit 
of Nitre, to render it grateful. | 

Take of the Decoction of Tamarinds with Raiſins a 
pound; ſyrup of the Juice of Citrons, ſyrup of Rasberries, 
of each an ounce: With a little of the Spirit of Nitre, make 
a Potion. | 

Sometimes the Confe&ion Alkermes, or Diaſcordium, or 
{ Diaphoretic Antimony is diffoly'd in theſe acid mixtures. 

During the time of ſweating ſome apply a little Loaf hot 
from the Oven, the under cruſt being par'd off, and the 
Heart excavated and fill'd with Treacle and Wine: Thus 
they apply it to the Navel to attract the Malignity. 

If the Patient bleed at Noſe, which is a fatal Symptom, 
apply a dry Toad to the Arm-pits; or, take of Vervain 
Water three ounces; Spirit of Wine camphorisd, an 
ounce ; Opium, five grains. Make an Epithema for the 
Forehead 5 which is alſo of uſe to prevent Head-aches and 
Deliriums. If the Stomach be much diſorder'd, apply to it 
a Plaiſter of Tacamahac, Balſam of Peru, and Venice Trea- 
cle. If the Throat and Palate be dry, without any ſlimy 
| cruſt, make a Gargle of fair Water, Spirit of Wine recti- 
ſy'd, and Honey. 

If a Looſeneſs attend a malignant Fever, exhibit two 
ſcruples of the red Powder of Pannonia; or Venice Treacle 
mix'd with Opium and fix'd Sudorifics. Prepar'd Harts- 
horn, Bole Armenic, ſeal'd Earth, mineral Unicorn, are 
alſo proper to be added to Alexipharmacal Ingredients. 

If a malignant Fever be attended by Heart-burnings, and 
gnawings of the Stomach, violent Head-aches, Watchings, 
Deliriums, and a grievous Prunella, t is call'd the Hungarian, 
or Camp- Fever, and is highly contagious. Vomits com- 
mence its Cure; which ought to be follow'd. by Acid Juleps, 
and fix'd or meagre Sudorifics. The Hungarians are wont 
to Cure it by rubbing the Body with a Root of Garlic 
ſoak d in Spirit of Wine, and bruis'd; and then adn, 
up the Perſon in order to (weat, The Prumella is —_—_ 
or 
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for by waſhing the Mouth with a Mixture of Houſe-leek- 
Water, Juice of Houſe leek, and Sal-armoniac. 

Some malignant Fevers are accompanied by Spots in the 
Skin reſembling Flea-bitings. Theſe Spots are allo compati- 
ble to ſome Tertiah and Scorbutic Fevers, that are not 
tinctur'd with Malignity. When they attend malign Fe- 
vers, they are nſher'd in by theſe Symptoms, viz. an univerſal 
bruifing, tearing Pain and Wearinels, a ſudden and unac- 
countable decay of ſtrength, and a moderate heat, with 
little or no Sicknels at firſt ;, follow'd by heavy pains of the 
Back and Head, Watchings, Unquietneſs and Anxiety; 
towards the Evening they grow worſe, and continue fo all 
Night. In the beginning of the Diſeaſe they ſweat eaſily; 
during its further progreſs they ſweat but little, or with great 
difficuſty; and in the height of the Diſeaſe, none at all, ei- 
ther naturally or artificially. About the fourth, ſeventh or 
tenth day, the Spots break forth in the Breaſt and Shoulders, 
afterwards on the Belly and Legs, and at length in the Arms, 
the Face being for the moſt part free. In the declenſion, or 
even in the height of the Diſeaſe, ſometimes there infuſesa 
comfortable ſalivation. The Spots are diſtinguiſh'd from 
Flea-bitings by this Mark, that theſe have a red point in the 
middle, which the Spots have not, and that they diſappear 
by the application of the Meal of Beans with Vinegar, 

If theſe Spots are many, large, broad, and of a high 
Colour, tis a good ſign. But if they are few in number, 
apt to retire, or of a yellow, green, blew, or above all of 2 
black Colour, tis a deſperate Caſe, If they break out before 
we can diſcover any ſigus of Concoction, or after theit 
eruption are follow'd by a bleeding at the Noſe, tis an il 
Omen. If during the firſt days of the illneſs the Perſon 
walk'd about and expos'd himſelf to Cold, 'tis an aggrav- 
ting Circumſtance. In general, all ſpotted Fevers are ſlow, 
and leſs acute than others, 

The cauſe is the ſame, as that of other malignant Fevers, 
as alſo the general Cure, What peculiarly belongs to ſpot- 
ted Fevers is couch d under the following Cautions. 

1. Vomits are of excellent uſe. Purgation, and oft-times 
injecting of Clyſters is noxious, if the Spots are already out. 
2. Blood- letting is fatal. 3. In the beginning and increaſe, 
Venice Treacle, and ſuch like compoſitions, may ſafely be ex- 
hibited. But towards the height thoſe of a fix d Quality are 
preferable. 4. If the eruption be Symptomatical, it ought 


not to be promoted by Sudorifics, but rather moderate 
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Acid Antitodes. If tis Critical, following the ſigns of Con- 
coction, and affording ſome relief to the Patient, it ouglit 
to be gently incourag d by Emulſions of the expelling Seeds. 
5. A Looſenels wy the Eruption ought to be cautiouſ- 
ly handled. Tis not fit to ſtop it directly; but only to 
rſiſt in the uſe of ſweating Medicines ; or if it occaſion the 
retreat of the Spots, then we may adventure to carb it 
ently. 6. Bliſtering Plaiſters are of Sovereign uſe, eſpecially 
i the Spots diſappear unſeaſonably. 7. Wine moderately 
taken is not improper. ll” oy 
There is another ſort of malignant Fever, call'd Purpu- 
rata, which approaches to the nature of acute Fevers; both 
in the time of its Criſis, and in the Symptoms that uſher it 
in. Under the increaſe of the Diſeaſe the Perſon is ſeiz'd 
with a heat, and pricking Pains all round the Breaſt, Shoul- 
ders, Neck, &c. and the Skin becomes rough and red, and 
ſometimes itches, and in the height of the Diſeaſeis cover'd 
with little miliar Eruptions, which are apt to ſtrike in up- 
on the leaſt Cold whatſoever : And in the declenſion of the 
Diſeaſe fall off like Scales. This Diſeaſe frequently attacks 
Women in Child-bed, perhaps by reaſon of the ſuppreſſion 
of their Lochias. It ſeems to partake much of a Scorbutic 
nature, and therefore Antiſcorbutics mixed with other An- 
Wtidotes are very proper. In fine, its Cure is the fame as 
that of other malignant Fevers, to which we may add, that 
all Purgatives, or Clyſters, or the leaſt degree of Cold, 
ought to be nicely avoided. 


4: CHAP, VL 
Of the Small Pox and Meaſles. 


THe Small Pox are not always malignant, as being only 

an effect of Nature's Indeavours to purify the blood 
from the vicious remains of Milk ſuckt from the Breaſts in 
ur infancy, and curdled into an Acid. Some fancy them 
9 proceed from the Corruption of Menſtrual Blood, with 
hich the Child is tainted in the Womb. But the weakneſs 
of that thought is ſufficiently evinc'd, by the unequal pro-

This Acid cauſes the Convulſions and tearing Pains of the 


ſmall Pox, whether common or uncommon. Now the 
order of the common Symptoms is as follows. ; 

A gentle ſhivering is follow'd by a violent heat, and 
heavineſs of the Back and whole Body, piercing, beating 
pains in the Loins, a ſwelling, redneſs and ſcorching Pain 
of the Eyes, and an aptneſs to ſhed Tears, or void Serum, 
and ſometimesa weighty Pain in the Head; or a dry Cough, 
with a quick, frequent, vehement and hard Pulſe. The Re- 
ſpiration is oft-times difficult, the Throat rough, and the 
Voice hoarſe. The Perſon is diſquieted, watches much, 
or dreams of uncouth things, or doats and undergoes ſome 
Epileptic motions. Sometimes he vomits or bleeds at Noſe, 
which is a bad Symptom in the height, tho' not in the he- 


Diabetes or a Looſeneſs. The Urine is for the moſt part 
clear, by reaſon that the Serum moves towards the ſurface 
of the Body. Sometimes indeed when the Blood and Hu- 
mors boil high within, tis muddy or white, and drops: 
Sediment like Bran. | 
Of all theſe ſigns, there are three that are moſt certiin, 
Viz, a Pain in the Loins or Back, and a diſtending Pain, and 
watrineſs of the Eyes. | 
Theſe Symptoms gall the Patient till the third or fourth 
day, that little red Spots appear; and then if they advance 
regularly, the Symptoms diſappear. The Spots ſometime 
yaniſh inſenſibly in a few days, and are called Meaſles ; ſome: 
times they riſe in the form of red Puſhes, and by degrees 
become white in the Center, with a purple or livid Circum: 
ference, Thus they come to ſuppurate, tho' not without 
a ſort of renewed Fever, and in the middle void corrupt 
matter, and fall off ike Scales under the denomination d 
the Small Pox. | 
Theſe Spots or Wheals chiefly poſſeſs the Hands and Fact, 
and bloat em up, and frequently leave behind em Ulcers i t] 
the Head and other parts of the Body; eſpecially if they ©: 
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not come duly forth, or ſtrike in unſeaſonably: In wh} tf 
caſe an infinity of various ills may inſue. | t 
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As for the Prognoſtics, they are accounted favourable when 
the Symptoms diſappear, or at leaſt remit, upon the Eruption; 
when they break out ſpeedily, copiouſly, and all together; 
when the Puſhes are large, ſoft, pointed at the top, round, 
ſeparated from one another, of a red colour, becoming quick- 
ly white in the middle, and retaining a red Circumference; 
when they are moſt numerous in the extreme Parts, 4ppear- 
ing about the fourth day, ripening quickly, and finiſhing 
their Courſe by the fourteenth. The dangerous Symptoms 
are juſt the reverſe of theſe : To which we may add pits or 
black points in the middle of the Puſhes, a livid Circum- 
ference, the interjection or following of malignant Spots, 
convulſive motions continuing after the Eruption, moiſt 
Hands while the Arms are very dry; the diſtention and 
murmuring of the Belly, attended by Anxiety and Unquiet- 
neſs (betokening the Inflammation of the Inteſtines) the 
continuance of the Fever and difficult Reſpiration, after the 
Eruption, ſignifying that the Bowels, Lungs, Midriff,and in- 
ternal parts are inflam'd and beſet with Wheals: violent 
Pains of the Back, accompany'd by an unaccountable Weak- 
neſs, and malignant Symptoms; piſſing Blood, or voiding 
Blood either upwards or downwards, Looſeneſſes and Bleed- 
ing at Noſe following the Eruption, &c. Sometimes indeed 
Bleeding at Noſe in the beginning of the ſickneſs in a large 
quantity, and without the leaſt Interruption, and ceaſing 
of its own accord, is a favourable Circumſtance. Some have 
obſerv'd that the Children of Parents, who were pox'd be- 
fore Marriage, are always in great danger when attack d by 
the Small Pux. Thoſe who die of this Diſeaſe, are ſeiz d 
with Quinſies, or a ſtuffing of the Lungs, Looſeneſſes, Dy- 
ſenterĩes or Convulſions. If they recover, the Eyes are in 
danger of being damag'd the Lungs and Inteſtines of being 
ulcerated; the external Parts of Impoſthumes; and the 
whole Body of Obſtructions and Cachexies. 

The Cure is perform'd by moderating the ſharp Ferment, 
expelling it when corrected, and mitigating the Symptoms. 
In order to a regular purſuit of theſe Ends, let's obſervs 
the following Cautions. | 

1. We ought to diſtinguiſh the time of Separation from 
that of expulſion, During the former the Blood boils high, and 
ought not to be ſpurr'd on by expelling Medicines, (unleſs 
the Patient be very weak) bat appeas'd and arm'd againſt . 
the Influence of the malign Aiaſinas, by abſorbent fixing In- 
gredi :ats. But during the latter, Alexipharmical and expelling 
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Medicines, eſpecially Emulſions of the expelling Seeds,ough t 
to be exhibited and perſiſted in till the Puſhes diſappear. 

2. During the Progreſs of the Diſeaſe, Purges or Clyſters 
are highly pernicious. In the beginning of the Fever, if it 
be very high and free of malignity, and if the ſick Perſon's 
firſt paſſages be ſtuff d, tis not improper to exhibit a gentle 
laxative with ſweet Mercury. After the declination of the 
Pox or Meaſles, tis highly neceſſary to purge with the ſame 
Ingredients, in order to prevent the influence of the Acid 
remains. | 

3. If a Looſeneſs happen after the Eruption, we ought to 
be cautious of ſuppreſſing it, eſpecially if the Fever be not ma- 
lignant, and the humors be putrify'd within. In this caſe 
we ought ſt ill to perſiit in the uſe of Sudorifics which divert 
the Humors to the Surface of the Body. In other Caſes a 
Sy mptomatical Looſeneſs ought to be ſtopp'd by adding A- 
ſtringents. If it proceed from Worms it's frequently fatal. 

4. Blood-letting (in Germany) is highly pernicious z un- 
leſs the Patient be of a full Plethoric Conſtitution,and ſeiz'd 
with a Erenſie; and even then it only takes place in the be- 
ginning before the Eruption, | 

5. Opiates are of excellent uſe for promoting Expulſion, 


fort of Pulſe, are flatulent and prejudicial, Let Gelly of Harts- 800 
horn be diſſolv'd in ſmall beer, mixt with the Tincture of 4 
Columbines, or, in which a bag of Columbine and Turnep 
Seeds is infus'd, for ordinary drinking, For Children let 0 
hot Hor ſes- dung be inius d in what they drink; for it pro- f 
motes Sweat, and defends the Neck and Throat.

Having premis d theſe Cautions, the next thing is to take 
a view of the Materia Medica. For moderating the motion 
of the Blood, and mitigating the Symptoms of the Breaſt 
and Belly, and promoting Expulſion, we uſe mineral Unicorn, 
Diaphoretic Antimony, Cinnabar of Antimony (of excellent 
uſe for preventing Convulſions) and eſpecially Unicorn's horn 
and Emulſions of the expulſive Seeds, viz. The Seeds of 
Creſſes, Columbines, Turneps, and Carduus Benedictus. To 
which we add ſome volatil Ingredients, ſuch as the Salt and 
Spirits of Hartshorn, Vipers and Human Blood, when the A- 
cid afflicts the Nerves, and the Puſhes break out but ſlowly. 

The ſpecific Remedies of greateſt Note, are Myrrh, and 
Caſtor, or their Eſſences, prepar'd with Spirit of Wine tarta- 
ris d; to which we may add Saffron, the dung of Animals, 
eſpecially Horſes or Sheeps dung infas'd in Wine; Figs, or 
their Decoction, to which we add Millet Seeds, ro qualifie 
their looſening Virtue. - 

Take of Hartshorn prepar'd without Fire, and Diaphore- 
tic Antimony, of each fifteen grains; Myrrh, half a ſcru- 
7 Make a Powder to be exhibited before the Eruption. 

f the Patient be troubled with ſhivering juſt upon the point 
of Eruption, add the Salt of Carduus Benedictus. 

Take of Hartshorn prepar'd without Fire; and Cinnabar 
of Antimony, of each half a ſcruple; Caſtor, three grains; 
Myrrh, two grains; volatil Salt of Vipers, four or five 
grains: Make a Powder to be given after Eruption, or 
when the Puſhes advance but (lowly. Or, 

Take of Hartshorn prepar'd without Fire, fifreen grains; 
ſolar Bezoar, half a ſcruple; volatil Salt of Hartshorn, five 

rains; Laudanum Opiatum, half a grain: Mix for one Doſe. 
n caſe of a Looſeneſs, or Unquietneſs and Malignity, add 
two grains of Camphir. Or, 

Take of Scabious Water, an ounce and a half; Eſſence of 
Myrrh, adram ; Hartshorn prepar'd without Fire, a ſcru- 
ple; Mineral Bezoar, half a ſcruple; Laudanum prepar'd by 


fermentation, a grain; Syrupof Carduus Benedictus, three 


drams: Make a Potion. The volatil Salt of Vipers, or 
that of Hartshorn, Camphir, Sennertuss Bezoardic Powder, 


Spirit of Treacle, and, in caſe of a Looſeneſs, ſeal'd Earth, 


may be added by turns. 
Take of the yellow part of Orange Peel, two drams ; 


Citron Seeds a dram; Seeds of Columbines and Carduus 
Benedictus, Myrrh, of each half a dram ; (weet Almonds 
adram: With Viper-Graſs-water make an Emulſion, and 
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ſwe et en it. If the Patient be much diſquieted, add the 8y- 
rup of Poppies and Eſſence of Caſtor. | 
ake of the Tincture of Tartar, two drams; Eſſence of 
Myrrh, prepar'd with the Spirit of Sal-armoniac, a dram: 
Mix and eFhibit forty or fifty drops a day, towards the 
height of the Diſeaſe, or when the Puſhes are well advanc'g, 
and the Symptoms mitigated. After a ſufficient Eruption, 
we ought to promote their ſuppuration, and prevent Pits in 
the Skin, by exhibiting a Compound Powder of Crabs- 
Eyes, Hartshorn, Myrrh, and Salt of Carduus Benedictus. 
Beſides the direct Indications of the Small-Pox and Mea- 
ſles, we ought likewiſe to obviate their incident Symptoms, 
as unquietneſs and inclination to Vomit, if it be proper to 
ſtop it, by the Spirits of Hartshorn ſuccinated, and Extract 
of Treacle, mix'd with Laudanum Opiatum ; a Looſeneſs 
towards the height, accompany'd with a murmuring noiſe 
in the Belly, and frothy Excrements, by ſeal'd Earth, or 
Laudanum Opiatum and Diaſcordium, mix'd with other ſpe. 
cifics; Watchings, Deliriums and Convul ſions, attended 
with a Hardneſs of the Belly, by exhibiting the Cinnabar 
of Antimony, or Spirit of Hartshorn ſuccinated, or in- 
jecting Clyſters, anointing the Navel and Pit of the Sto- 
mach with diſtill'd Oil of Amber; and, in the beginning df 
the Diſeaſe, injecting Clyſters. A bleeding at Noſe ought 
to be promoted, if need be, by ſqueezing or pricking the 
Noſtrils; or, if it exceed meaſure, reſtrain'd by applying 
dry'd Toads to the Arm pits, or mixing Narcotics with 
Abſorbents, and avoiding all volatil Ingredients. A Cough, 
or any diſorder of the Breaſt, onght to be repreſs'd by 
Scabjous Water mixed with Spirit of Sal-armoniac ani- 
ſated, and Laudanum Opiatum, adding, before the Erupti- 
on, incratfating Syrups, ſuchas thoſe of Colts-foot, Jujubes, 
ec. and after the Eruption, attenuating ones, ſuch as thoſe 
of Tobacco, Mint, Hyſſop, ©&c. A weaknefs and proſtra- 
tion of ſtrength ought to be repair'd by exhibiting the 
Tincture of Coral mixed with the Spirit of Stag's Heart, 
or 2 Toaſt ſoak'd in Rheniſh Wine. | 
Theſe Symptoms laſt mention'd precede the Eruption. 
Thoſe which follow the Eruption, are likewife to be ac- 
counted for. As if the Pex or Meaſles retire unſe:ſonably, 
and fall upon the nervous Syſtem, cauſing Delirium, and 
Convulſions, apply bliſtering Plaiſters to the Soles of the 
Feet, and exhibit the Aſhes of Scarlet Cloth in Wine. If 
the ſbarpneſs of the Humor threaten Pits in the Fare 
l 1 exhibit 
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exhibit Crabs Eyes and Myrrh inwardly, and apply out- 
wardly with a Feather, the Spirit of Wine tinctur'd with 
Myrrh, or Roſe water, in which Sugar of Lead is diſſolv d, 
or the Plaiſter of Frogs Spawn with Sugar of Lead: But all 
external applications before maturation are much ſuſpected, 
for fear of repulſing the Matter. Lime-water in which 
Sulphur is boil'd, being mix'd with Roſe-water, or a Ca- 
taplaſm of the Meal of Beans and that of Lupines and Ox 
Urine, are of uſe ſor taking off the Scars. If a Salivation 
ſucceed the Eruption, let the Patient drink plentifully of 
Barly Water, or ſmall Beer, and likewiſe gargle his 
Mouth with tt. | 

If the Small Pox or Meaſles threaten injury to the Eyes, 
either by ſettling in the Apple of the Eye, or diſtending the 
Eye-lid, let the Eye be waſh'd with the Infuſion of the 
Glaſs of Antimony in Plantan and Roſe-water, with Tutty 
and Sugar of Lead. If the Eyes be red and itch, apply a 
piece of raw Beef to the Eye, renewing it every quarter of 
an hour for ſome time. Or let a healthy Woman chew 
Garlic, and breath upon the Eye; or waſh the Eye with 
the juice of Chervil or Rue, mix'd with Fennel Water ; or 
make a Collyrium of Plantan, Night-ſhade and Roſe Water, 
in which Sumac and Plantan Seeds are boil'd, or the Rinds 
of Pomgranats infus'd. The Mucilage of Marſhmallows 
extracted with Fennel Water; or the infuſion of white 
Vitriol and Tutty in Eye-bright Water; or Plantan-Wa- 
ter mix d with Frogs Spawn, and Sugar of Lead; are alſo 
very proper, Or, | | 

Take of Plantan-Water an 'ounce; Eye-bright and Roſe 
Water, of each half an ounce ; prepar'd Emerald, twelve 
grains; prepar'd Pearl, fix grains; Camphir, three grains; 
Saffron, four grains: Mix and drop it into the Eye. Some 
ms to drop into the Eye, a drop or two of the Fat of 

Vipers. a 

f the Eye-lids are beſet with the Pox, and inflam'd, not- 
withſtanding all theſe Precautions ; apply the Decoction of 
Line-ſeed, Fenugrec feed, and Mallows, or that of Meli- 
lot: flowers, and Quince-ſeeds. Some apply Milk; but ! 
cannot approve their Practice, ſince 'tis apt to become Acid. 
If, after all, the Eyes be injur'd, and remain fo after reco- 
very of the Pox, tis proper to uſe Rulandus's Opthalmic 
Water, and apply Bliſtering Plaiſters to the Nape of the 
Neck, and when the Bliſter ceaſes to run, apply two be- 
hind the Ears, mixing one part of the Bliiteriag Plaiſter with 
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five or ſix parts of the plaiſter of Frogs-ſpawn, to keep the 
bliſter open. | 


If the Pox injure the Noſe or Ears, the former is reliev'd 
by applying Vinegar of Roſes impregnated with Camphir, 
and anointing the Cruſts within the Noſtrils (if there be 
any ſuch) with freſh Butter waſh'd in Roſewater. The lat- 

„ ter, viz. the Ears, are reſtor d, by putting into them 

| the Eſſence of Caſtor with Cotton, or fumigating it with 
the Decoſtion of Caſtor, Myrrh, Cologuintida, Fennel- ſeed, 
and a little Saffron Wine; and applying bliſtering Plai- 
ſters behind them. | 

The Throat is frequently infeſted by the Small Pox, and 
conſequently reſpiration diſturb'd. To prevent this incon- 
venience, let the Mouth and Throat be waſh'd with Goats 

4 Milk and Plantan Water, or the Tincture of 2 
3 ers, or with the common Gargles mix'd with Hot ſes dung, 
4 or the Juice of River Crabs and Nitre. After the W heals 
are open, twill not be improper to add Allum and Honey 
of Roſes. Plantan is alſo a noted Specific both againſt this 
Symptom, and that of piſſing Blood. 
lt the Tongue be ulcerated, apply Honey of Roſes 
ſharpen'd with Spirit of Salt, or the following Liniment, 
wiz. Take of the Flowers of Holyhocks, half an ounce; 
Pomgranat Flowers, two drams ; choice Myrrh, a dram; 
Allum half a dram: With Honey make a Liniment, or E 
lectuary. a 
If the Lips be much in trouble, anoint 'em with the mu- 
cilage of the Seeds of Quinces. Sometimes the Small Por 
leave moſt obſtinate Ulcers in the Head, Breaſts and other 
parts, which eludeall common methods, and yield only to 
Mercurial Salivations. | 
The Scarlet Fever is generally reckon'd a retainer to the 
Meaſles. lt invades, for the molt part, Children, and is 
occa ſioned by an Ebullition of the Lymph, and attended by 
the Sy mptoms of a Catarrh. Ir is in ſome meaſure acute, 
and after three or four days from its beginning, breaks ont 
in the Neck, Shoulders and Breaſt, either in the form of 
an equal redneſs reſembling a Roſe, or that of diſpers'd red 
Spots, which fall off about the ſeventh day like Scales. It 
is cur d as the Meaſles ar Small Pox, but has this peculiar 


Property, that tis follow d by ſoft ſwelhings in the Face and 
Legs, that laſt for eight days after its diſappearance, 
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CHAP. VIL 
Of the Plague and Peſtilential Fevers. 


THe Plague is an exalted pitch of Malignity, compatible 
with any Diſeaſe whatſoever. In this place we take it 
for an Epidemical, catching, and highly malignant Diſeaſe, 
proceeding from poiſonous Afraſma's in the Air, and at- 
tended by fiery Botches, Bubo's, Carbuncles, or malig- 
nant Spots. This Miaſm is volatil and ſpiritous, and fit for 


encountering Mens Spirits, and defiling the vital Spirit of 


the Air. Perhaps it approaches near to the nature of Ar- 
ſenic. The Paſſions cf the Mind, Fear and Apprehenſion, 
ſubterranean damps let looſe by Earth-quakes, Famine, 
Corruption of dead Bodies, and ſuch like, are its remote 
cauſes. When this poiſonous Miaſm aflicts Mankind, it 
joins to the Human Spirits, and diſperſes it ſelf where theſe 
meet with the readieſt reception; upon which account, 
Relations are liable to the Contagion, tho' in diſtant Pla- 
ces; and the Beaſts are ſecure, when Mankind falls an uni- 
verſal Sacrifice. 

The Plague is not always accompany'd with a Fever. 
When Nature is weak, it yields to the oppreſſion, and 
makes no Feveriſh reſiſtance. The Symptoms are the ſame 


as thoſe of Milignant Fevers, rais'd to the higheſt pitch; 
to which we may add ſwellings in the Arm pits, Groin, be- 


hind the Ears, or in any glandulous place, witha pricking 
ſhooting pain in the middle, Botches and Carbuncles in the 
Fingers, Noltrils, Eyes and Lips; ſometimes fatal black 
ſpots, or malignant Ulcers all over the Body; a ſudden 
proſtration of ſtrength, violent pains of the Head, without 
any cauſe, or following the paſſion of fear, &c. the dege- 
neracy of the Pulſe from being large and ſwift, to a ſmall, 
languid, intermitting, unequal ſtate; and a burning heat 
within, but moderate an the external ſurface of the Body. 
An imminent Plague is foretold from unwonted ſwarms of 
Inſects reſorting to a Country. TS 5" 

The — * of a Plague are very fallacious. Tis 


an acute Diſeaſe, ending ſometimes in twenty four hours, 


ſometimes in two, three, or ſeven days; in general, thoſe 
who are ſcabby and pocky are in leaſt danger, as being de- 
fended by their pecgant Acid. Preceding Fatigue or Fear 
„ 59. eo Pd 
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are bad Omens. Black livid ſpots are a worſe Symptom than 


Carbancles, and theſe worſe than Bubo's.. Scars or Marks of 


Mortification are always fatal. Many and large Bubo's are 
a good fign, as alſo copious Sweats. But Cold Sweats, or 
many Carbuncles; coldneſs of the extream parts, eſpecially 
the Noſe; a livid Circumference ſurrounding the ſwellings; 
Carbuncles growing upon Babo's in Places full of Tendons; 
the imperfect Eruption, or retreat of the Tumors; a Hic- 
cough ſucceeding to the Eruption ;, the white, blue or livid 
colour of Carbuncles, while the Fever is not abated ; Pains 
of the Throat, and difficulty of ſwallowing, attending Bu- 
bo's in the Neck, or behind the Ears; theſe (I ſay) are 
fatal Symptoms. If Bliſtering Plaiſters raiſe no Bliſters, 
tis an infallible ſign of death in all Diſeaſes, If a Cautery 
applied raiſe a white Cruſt after the application, or if the 
place be dry, or not cover'd with Puſhes, and the Botch 
continue to ſpread further, . or if Iſſues dry up of a ſudden, 
*tis a deſperate Caſe. Carbuncles in the Stomach, Guts, 
Bladder, Eyes and Noſtrils, are plain Indications of death, 
Anxiety of the Breaſt without a Fever, frequent ſneezing, 
a Looſeneſs, Hiccough, Vomiting, Convulſions, Hoarſe- 
neſs, a flux of Blood by Urine or Salivation ; and in ſhort, 
all the diſmal Circumſtances of malignant Fevers (related 
above) are the Companions of fatal Plagues. A continu 
Coſtiveneſs, and numerous Puſhes, filled with laudable 
Matter, appearing after the Application of a Cautery to a- 
ny part, are look'd upon as hopeful ſigns, 

The Cure divides it ſelf into two Branches. The firſt is 
that of preſerving from imminent danger ; the ſecond re- 
{cues from actual Oppreiſion. Preſervatives regard either 
the Air, the common Vehicle of Contagion, or the Bodies 
of People. As for the former, the Air is purify'd by the 
ſhooting of Cannon, by burning Gun-powder or Nitre, 
and Sulphur with Amber, Myrrh, Camphir, Pitch, 
Benzoin, and Juniper-herries ; by throwing the Mineral 
Acid Spirits, or Vinegar in which Vitriol and Verdigreaſe 
are infus d, together with Camphir upon hot Bricks; by 
burning of Goats Horns, and filling the Air with un— 
—.— . ſuch as that of a Houle of Office, of Hogs 

ung, Cc. | 
| Tha other ſort of Preſervatives, arm the Body and Spirits 
againſt the aſſaults of the contagious Miaſmata. For this end 
we ought to avoid faſting or going abroad before eating- 
Butter and Rue Leaves, and a draught of good e 
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Wine, upon which Camphir has been kindled, are fit to be 
taken in a morning, as alſo the Mineral Acid Spirits, and 
the Acid Juices of Fruits; but above all, Vinegar impreg- 
nated with the Virtue of Camphir, Myrrh, ſuniper- ber- 
ries, Zedoary, and other Aromatic Simples. Next to Vi- 
negar are the ſulphureous balmy Ingredients, eſpecially Sul- 
phur, Myrrh and Amber, which cover the Spirits from the 
attacks of the morbific Matter, and ought to be taken in A- 
cid Vehicles. To theſe we may add Opium and Diaſcordi- 
um, Venice Treacle, and ſuch like hot Compoſitions onght 
to be cautiouſly us'd, and always difſolv'd in Vinegar. Su- 
gar of Lead alſo given with Camphir from four to ten 
grains, is of excellent uſe, but tis very volatil, and, if in- 
diſcreetly us'd, may accelerate the Diſeaſe. 

Externally, there is nothing equals the cutting of Ifſues. 
A Spunge wet with Aromatic Vinegar impregnated with 
Myrrh and Camphir may frequently be applied to the No- 
ſtrils. Let Ginger and Zedoary, or Troches made of Myrrh 
and Camphir, and Tragacanth diſſolv d in Vinegar, be of- 
ten chew'd and held in the Mouth. Let the Temples, Wriſts 
and Breaſts be anointed with the Apoplectic Balſam, mixed 
Camphir. Let Sala's magnes Arſenicalis, mixed with Benzoin 
diſſolvd in Spirit of Wine, be form'd into Tablets, and 
hung in a ſcarlet Cloth bag upon the Breaſt. If the Conta- 
gion proceed from ſubterranean Damps, letdry'd Toads be 
hung over the Breaſt; if it proceed from the Air, let Spi- 
ders ſtand in their room. Some recommend crude Mercu- 
ry calcin'd by the fumes of Lead for the ſame purpoſe. 

The direct Cure of the Plague conſiſts in expelling the 
poiſonous Miaſma's by Alexipharmacal Medicines, For 
the regular performance of which, the following Cautions 
will be of ule. | | 

1. Let Sudorifics be repeated every eight hours even after 
the Eruption of Bubo's or Carbuncles; and atter ſweating, 
exhibit a Cordial draught mix'd with Acid Spirits, for 
thickning the Blood, and rallying the diſpers d Spirits. 

2. Avoid ſleep in the time of (ſweating, and for that end, 
ne Vinegar mix'd with Camphir, or Caſtor to the No- 

rils, | 
3. If the Sudorific cannot procure ſweat, let a hot Loaf 
of Bread be excavated and fill'd with Venice Treacle and 
Spirit of Wine camphoris'd, and applied to the Stomach, or 
Navel, the under Cruſt being taken off © 
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4. If obſtinate Watchings threaten Delirium, and pre. 


vent Sweat, let Laudanum Opiatum be added to Sudoritics 
in order to procure ſleep after ſweating. ; 

5. If the fermentation be faint and low, Venice Treacle 
and Mithridate are proper. But if the Fever be high, and 
attended by a violent heat, they are fitly exchang'd with 
Antimonial Powders, and lixivious Salts. 

6. Acids mix'd with Sudorifics are always proper. 

7. Bliſtering Plaiſtersare applied with extraordinary ſuc- 
ceſs to the Neck, Legs and Arms, They ought to be very 
ſharp, and after they are remov'd, the Bliſters kept open 
with a Plaiſter of Melilot, cover'd with the Powder of Car- 
tharides, But if the Bladder be inflam d, or the Urine hot; 
if the Patient be very weak, or with Child, or look for her 
Terms, they are improper. 

8. Blood-letting is always pernicious. 

9. In the begining of the Diſeaſe Vomits are very uſe- 
ful. They ought tobe mix d with Sudorifics. Purgatives 
and Clyſters are not ſafe. | 

10. It the Patient be moleſted with a vomiting, fo that 
Sudorifics cannot be retain'd in the Stomach, let Sweat be 
forc'd, by applying a hot Loaf as above, and covering up 
the Body and Face. 

The Specifics that are ns'd in this Diſeaſe, are Camphir, 
given in ſubſtance, or its Oil mixed with Oil of Amber, and 
that of Citron Peel, called Heinſiuss Oil; Ivy-berries, gi- 
ven toadram in Vinegar and Wine; Juniper and Elder- 
berries, and the Rob of either given in Vinegar; Garlic 
heads bruis'd and exhibited in Vinegar; the Blood of a 
Stork, or its volatil Salt; the Spirit of Hartshorn ſharpned 
with its own volatil Salt, and given to adram; the volatil 
Salt of Vipers (above all) ſprinkled wich Oil of Amber, 
and mix'd with Camphir; Man's Ordure applied external- 
ly to Bubo's, and given internally with the Patients own 
Urine; Sulphur or its Flowers given to a dram in an Acid 
Vehicle; or rather the fix'd Sulphurs of Antimony, which 
in this caſe ſurpaſs all other Medicines ; the Oil and volatil 
Salt of Amber; and Diaſcordium given to two drams in 
Aromatic Vinegar. | 

Take of the Howers of Sulphur, half a dram ; Cinnabar 
of Antimony, fifteen grains ; Camphir, ſix grains: Makea 
Powder. The volatil Salt of Vipers, or that of Hartshorn, 
or prepar'd Amber, may be added by turns, . 
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Take of the Rob of Juniper, three ounces; Diaſcordium 
and Mithridate, of each an ounce and a half; Venice Treacle, 
halfan ounce; Flowers of Sulphur, two or three ounces; 
Myrrh, three drams ; Frankincenſe, fix drams; Camphir, 
two drams ; Saffron, half a dram; Juice of Citrons, half 
an ounce : Make an Electuary. Doſe a dram and a half in 
Wa convenient Vehicle. | | 

Take of the Water of Carduus Benediftus, an ounce and a 
half; Vinegar of Wine, fix drams ; Diaſcordium, a dram 
and a half Camphir, fix grains; Syrup of the Juice of 
Citrons, half an ounce : Make a Potion for one or two Doſes. 

Take of hot. Verdigreaſe a pound, ſprinkle it with three 
ounces of diſtilled Vinegar ; diſtill through a Retort in 
and, with an intenſe heat; then add to the Spirit thus 
diſtill'd, a double quantity of rectified Spirit of Tar- 
tar, and half a dram of Camphir, and a little Opium for every 
ounce of the compound Spirit; and let all ſtand for dige- 
= This is call 'd Elixir Antiloimicum, and is of excellent 
uſe. | 

Beſides the univerſal Cure of the Plague, it is requiſite 
alſo to have a peculiar regard to its incident Symptoms. 

As for Bubo's, or ſwellings of Glandules, they reguire the 
application of attracting, ripening and cleanſing Ingredients. 
If they be black and livid, and threaten a Gangrene, they 
ought to be cut up with a Lancet, without waiting for ma- 
turation ; otherwiſe *twere proper to endeavour their ma- 
turat ion, and attract the Poiſon, by applying roaſted Oni- 
ons, mix d with Muſtard-ſeeds ;, or, in caſe of great Pain, 
the Juice of Onions mix'd with Venice Treacle and Soot. 
Man's Ordure, or a Melilot Plaiſter, mix'd with the Pow- 
der of dry'd Toads, and that of Amber, from which Spirit 
of Wine has been thrice evaporated, are much approv'd for 
the ſame uſe. But of all Plaiſters, Sala s Magneticum Arſe- 
WT vicale, is the beſt. Tis prepar'd thus, F 

Take of crude Antimony, yellow Sulphur and white Ar- 
ſenic, of each two ounces. Set them in hot Sand in a Phiol 
till they melt and become a dusky Maſs. Then take of this 
Maſs, Gum ſagapanum, Gum Ammoniac and Galbanum, of 
each three drams ; Turpentine, and Wax, of each half an 


of Vitriol, a dram: Diſſolve the Gums in Vinegar, then 
ſtrain em through a Linnen cloath, and thicken em again: 
Melt the Turpentine and Wax apart, then add the Gums, 
and make a Plaiſter according to Art. Thi 
is 


ounce : diſtill'd Oil of Amber, two drams, dulcify'd Spirit 
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This Plaiſter will raiſe a malignant Cruſt, which ougbt 
to be taken off by applying the Ointment of Bafilscon,miy'; 
with Venice Treacle. - If the Skin be thick, and the ſwel. 
ling lie ſo low that the Plaiſter cannot reach it, let a ſhary 
bliſtering Plaiſter be firſt applied; or, if that be ineffeQul, 
a Cautery of quick Lime, and Spaniſh Soap, that ſo the Plai. 
ſter may operate more freely. If it cauſe an Inflammation, 
let ſoftening Cataplaſms be applied above the Plaiſter, til 
the Cruſt come off, After the ſwelling is open'd, it ought 
to be cleans'd by the Infuſion of Birth-wort, Myrrh, Aloe, 


and Saffron in Spirit of Wine tartaris'd ; or, Balſam d 


Peru, and Balſam of Sulphur mix'd with Treacle; and 25 
plying Emplaſtrum Album, mix'd with Oil of Tobacco, Af. 
ter tis ſufficiently cleans'd, apply Rulandus's Plaiſter Diaſul 
phuris for Conſolidation. In all Compoſitions relating ty 
peſtilent glandulous ſwellings, Mercury, Vinegar, Opiun 
and Lead ought to be avoided, | 

Carbuncles are the beginning of a Mortification, which 
diſplays themſelves with a purple colour, ſurrounded with 
a red or livid Circumference,incroaching gradually upon the 
adjacent parts, till the mortified part fall off. In order u 
prevent their ſpreading, leta circle be drawn round 'em with 
an Emerald ſtone, till the part become livid; then touch 
the point or top with Butter of Antimony ; and when the 
Cruſt appears, apply Sala's Plaiſter, call'd Magneticum Ar 
ſenicale. Some chuſe to open it firſt with an actual Caute- 
ry, and then apply either this Plaiſter, or attracting ande 
mollient Cataplaſms of Garlic, Water Germander, Marſt 
mallows, Meal of Lentils, Berries of the Herb Paris, Fi 

eon's dung, Black Soap and Hony ; or, in caſe of great 
Pain, the Plaiſter of Hounds Tongue: But, after all, d 
ſure to avoid fat things. After the Matter is evacuated, ap- 
ply a Cataplaſm of Comfrey Roots boil'd, or the Ointmeat 
of Baſilicon, with Balſam of Sulphur and Treacle. 

The Symptom of heat is but ſeldom violent in Malignant 
Fevers, or at lealt ought not to be much reſtrain'd, for 
fear of repreſſing the cuticular Eruptions. If neceſſity re 

.quire that it ſhould be moderated, Antimonial Nitre, and 
all nitrous Medicines taken inwardly,and applied outwardly 
with Juice of Houſe-leek and Roſe-water to the Wrilts 
Forehead, and Temples, will anſwer the Deſign,

Head · aches, Watchings and Deliriums are frequently the 
Companions of peſtilential Fevers. If they happen in the 
beginning they require a Cure; but if their firſt appear- 
ance be put off till towards the time of the Crilis, tis not 
ſafe to oppoſe em. If the hinder part of the head be parti- 
cularly affected, it ſignifies a peculiar diſorder of the Head 
and Animal Spirits, independent of the Fever. If the 
Head-ach ſeize Chiefly the Fore-part, or be attended by 
Anxiety of the Breaſt, and Unqietneſs, it proceeds from the 
Stomach, and ought to be prevented by Vomits, and ſome- 
times Clyſters in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. However, 
for mitigating theſe Symptoms, let Cataplaſms of Rue-leaves, 
Raddiſh-roots, Salt, Pigeons dung, and Elder Vinegar, 
be applied to the ſoles of the Feet, and palms of the Hands; 
or the Temples and Fore-head fomented with the difſolution 
of Nitre in ſome convenient Water, or anointed with the 
Ointment of Alabaſter, and expreſs'd Oil of Poppies, but 
ſo as to have a care of topping the Pores, and hindering 
Tranſpiration. Inwardly, exhibit the emulſions of the cold 
Seeds, Poppy Seeds, c. And add Opium to the other 
Specifics, after the firſt two or three days are elaps'd. 

If a drowſineſs and inclination to ſleep attend the Plagne, 
let Opium, Treacle, andall Compoſitions partaking of it, 
be avoided ; let Tincture of Caſtor and Vinegar be frequent- 
ly taken inwardly, and applied to the Noſe ; or Frankin- 
cence, Bayberries and Pepper, beaten up with the yelk of 
an Egg, be applied to the Fore-head. 

A Sy mptomatical bleeding at Noſe, is cur'd by applying. 
a Toad under the Arm-pits, waſhing the Hands and Feet 
with Vinegar ; applying to the Fore-head, Neck and Tem- 
ples, Cataplaſms of Chalk and Potters Clay, beat up with 
Vinegar ; and giving inwardly large quantities of Nitre, 

irit of Vitriol, Spirit of Salt, and Opiats mix'd with 
altringent Juleps. After the bleeding is Ropp'd, a gentle 
Laxative may be exhibited, if other Circumſtances allow of 
it. Thirſt is alſo abated by Nitre, eſpecially Nitrum An- 
timoniatum, or clarify'd Whey, with Juice of Citrons 
mix'd with the Spirit of Salt, and Gelly of Hartshorn. A 
gnawing at Heart, and vomiting is cur'd by the following 
EleCtuary, 

Take of the Conſerve of Mint vitriolated, Conſerve of 
the Pulp of Citrons, of each an ounce and a half; pre- 
ſerv'd Citron Peel and Diaſcordium, of each fix drams; 
Confection Alkermes, two drams; Salt of ns a 

ram; 
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dram ; with the Juice of Quinces: Make an Electuary. In 
the mean while, foment the Stomach, with a mixture of the 
Spirit of Wine, Apoplectic- water, Venice Treacle, and Cam- 
+ ; or anoint it with expreſs'd Oil of Nutmegs, and the 
diſtilled Oils of Wormwood and Mace, apply afterwards 
the Plaiſter of Caranna, or that of Tacamahac, mixed with 
Venice Treacle, and Balſam of Peru. 

A Looſeneſs or Gripings of the Guts attending a Plague, 
are accounted for, by exhibiting Diaſcordium, Opium, ab- 
ſorbent Powders, Extract of Treacle, or that of Tormen- 
til, Camphir, Vinegar, and dulcified Spirits of Salt. A 
ſuppreſſion of Urine happening about the Criſis, is a token 
of Critical Sweats. If it aſſault the Patient at any other 
time, let the Pubes be anointed with Oil of Scorpions, and 
Ointment of Marſhmallows, and all bliſtering Plaiſters be 
omitted. Swooning, palpitation of the Heart, and anxiety 
roceeding from the Stomach, are alleviated by abſorbent 
owders. If they proceed from clotted Blood, or the con- 
vulſive motion of the Spirit, let the Confe&ion Alkermes, 
Caſtor, Spirit of Hartshorn, and that of Sal-armoniac, be 
exhibited ; externally ſprinkle the Face and Temples with 
Cephalic mixtures, joyned to Caſtor and Vinegar of Roſs, 

A Prunella or Quinſey is mitigated by applying outward- 
ly to the Neck, a bag quilred with Elder-flowers and Saf- 
fron ſprinkled with Spirit of Sal-armoniac or gargling the 
Mouth with the Decoction of Germander, Self-heal, — red 
Roſes in Barly- water, mixed with Nitre and Sal- armoniac. 

As for the Spots reſembling Flea-bitings, which frequent - 
ly appear in the Back, Arms and Legs, the above mention- 
ed Sudorifics, eſpecially Myrrh, Caitor, Camphir, and the 
volatil Salts are moſt proper. All manner of Cold muſt be 
carefully avoided, and the body rub'd all over every day, 
with a bag of hot Salt, or Salt Peter, and Cupping-glaſſes 
frequently apply'd to the Back, Arms and Legs, and fre- 


quently taken off.

Of diſorders relating to the motion of the 
Blood, from the Heart to the extreme 
1 arts. | | 


H ling thus diſpatch'd the diſorders relating to the Fer- 
1 mentation or inteſtine motion of the Blood, we come 
now in order to conſider thoſe of its circular progreſs. The 
Blood receiving new Life in the Lungs, throws it ſelf with 
freſh vigour into the left Ventricle of the Heart, inlarges its 
capacity, and diſtends its Fibres, This diftention or irrita- 
tion of the Fibres of the Heart, aggaſions an unwonted 
crowd of Spirits, which repair thith& from the Brain, con- 
tract the whole Heart, ſtraiten its Cavity, and impetuouſly 
{queeze ont the Blood into the great Artery. In like man- 
ner, the diſtention of the Artery, caus d by the eruption of 
the Blood, ſolicites the Spirits to ſally out, and contract their 
offended Fibres, and drive the Blood forward, till it ar- 
rives at the Veins; thro' which it ſteers an eaſie Courſe to 
the Heart, moving, without offence or irritation, from 
narrow Paſſages into broader Channels; fo that the Veins, 
whole Tunicles are ſoft, and not over-touchy, are in no 
danger of being provok d to Contractions, by a languid 
impoveriſh'd Maſs. | | | 1 
This ſucceſſive contraction and dilatation of tlie Heart 
and Arteries, call'd by the Ancients Syftole and Diaſtole; 
(the former occaſion'd by the Spirits repairing to them, 
and the latter by the violent irruption of Blood) are what 
we call the Pulſe. This we generally inquire after, 
where the Arteries are moſt acceſſible, viz." About the 
Wriſts, Temples and Ancles, in order to diſcover the 
late of the Blood, And if we find the Artery much di- 
ated by turgid Blood, 2 call it a large Pulſe 1 
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if the Blood move forcibly and impetuoully, we term it 
ſtrong ; if the Arteries yield to the touch, and do not ſeem 
to reſiſt or rebound, we ſtile it a ſoft Pulſe; if the Blood 
move ſwiftly, the Pulſe is frequent; and if the Heart and 
Arteries be ſuddenly, and much irritated, tis quick: Now 
ſmall, weak, hard, unfrequent and ſlow Pulſes, are the di- 
rect reverſe of theſe. | 
Circulation is of uſe to renew the ſtrength of the Blood in 
the Lungs, and ſupply all the parts of the Body with 
Nouriſhment. For. tis the united Maſs of Blood and 
Chyle that farniſhes the ſpermatic parts with Chyle, or 
milky imperfe& Blood; and thoſe that are ſanguine with 
finiſh'd Blood, according to the natural demand of the re-. 
ſpeEtive parts. |

Heart. 


WIEN the Blood circulates thro' the Heart, it occaſions 

a regular Stole and Diaſtole. But a palpitation of 
the Heart is a diſorderly, convulſive, unequal, vehement 
Contraction, and ſometimes ſcarce perceivable in the Arte- 
ries ; tho at other times, exalted to that pitch, that it 
makes an audible noiſe. A trembling of the Heart is a weak 


imper fect Contraction. | NR bf 
Both are equally owing tothe irritation of the Heart, but 
with this difference, that a palpitation is attended by a vio- 
lent and reſiſt ing ſtrength, and a trembling by a yielding 
weakneſs.

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Mals of Blood as it paſſes along, or from its irregilar and 
unequal turgeſcence. Upon which. account the ſuppreſ- 
ſion of the Terms, the Scurvy and Hypocondriac ſickneſs: 
are frequently follow'd by palpitations: of the Heart. 
Sometimes it takes its riſe from the ſlow and ſtagnating 
condition of the blood, and by conſequence, from What- 
ever croſſes or thwarts the circular progreſs. But oß all its 
Cauſes, the moſt frequent is, the occaſional diforder of the 
Nerves and Animal Spirits, proceeding either from Fear, 
Anger, ſtrong Smells, &c. or from Hyſteric and Hypo- 
chondriac Paſſions, and the indiſpoſition of the Spleen: For 
the Ner ves of the Heart, and thoſe of the lower Belly, e- 
ſpecially of the Spleen, entertain a mutual Commerce; by 
virtue of which the contraction of theſe Nerves is continu- 
d to the Heart, and in its progreſs reſe mbles the aſſent of 
Fames or Steams from the Spleen and Inteſtines. The far 
ility of this Communication is much enhanc'd by the Scor- 
dutic or Acid Conſtitution of the Blood, Which. is equally 
liſpos d to provoke both the Nerves of the Heart, and thoſe 
of the Bowels. 61941 04954 e to cn, ige de 
As for Diagnoſtics. A Palpitation of the Heart is diſco- 
er d by lay ing one's Hand upon the Breaſt; If it proceed 
om a Dropſie of the Pericardium, or Obſtructions in and 
bout the Heart, the Pulſe is ſmall and flow; reſpiration 
lifficult, and the Body inclining to A Conſumption, and 

eic Fever. If it proceed from Worms in the Hearts 
Purſe, it returns without manifeſt cauſe, the Breaſts mo- 
eſted with gnawing, pricking, corroding Pains; the Pati- 
nt is frequently troubled with a pale Coontenahce, inter- 
itting Pulſe, and a prodigious unquietneſs, and ſometimes 
adden Swoonings or Epileptic Fits. If it take itsriſefrom> 
ne Hypochondriac Diſeaſe, it is frequently interrupted; 
nd hen it comes, is uſher d in by a murmuring noiſe in 
he Belly, or attended by diſorderly Symptoms in the Ab:- 
omen, and a ſenſe of conſtriction of the Heart, as if it were 
ueezed betwixt two Hands. If it Huw from à Scorbutic 
Driginal, it does not invade when the Perſon lies quietly in 
ed, but upon the leaſt motion of Hand or Foot, diſplays it

Opium impairs only the ſenſe of Irritation, but has In 
no influence upon the cauſe it (ſelf ; wherefore it ought to or 
be very cautiouſly us d, eſpecially conſidering that a palpi- pr 
tation, or trembling, is frequently attended by a notable | 
weakneſs. In Hypochondriac or Scorbutic caſes, perhaps yt 
it may not be improper. Blood-letting is alſo dangerous; Ha 
yet if the ſtagnation of the Blood give riſe to the Diſeaſe, or Wh Ma 
if the Patient be young, and the blood boil high, tis in ſome 1 
meaſure allowable; as when a palpitation is caus'd by fear, Sta 
ſuppreſſing of wonted evacuations, or a violent commotion wit

Of all palpitations of the Heart, thoſe of a convulſie þ 
Character, that ſpring from Scorbutic or Hypochondrit oun 
Cauſes, or, in a word, from a prevailing Acid, are the moſt Jun 
frequent, and require a more particular regard. Earthy la- oun 
gredients, Steel, and volatil Salts, are Medicines moſt in uſe, ſtill 
againſt theſe and all other ſorts of palpitations. The Tin- mer 
ture of Coral, prepar'd with a Menſtruum of May-Dew ot two 
Snow, and mixed with ſome cordial Liquor, is an univerkl C 
Specific, Now, of the cordial Ingredient, Baum is the moſt I that 
beneficial. Its Spirit, or primum En, or the Eſſence of Am- ſeiz 
bergriſe extracted with it, is an admirable ſupport for de the 
N caying Nature. The Leaves of Baum, and thoſe of Bor. Sple 
4 | rage, ſprinkled 'with Roſe-water and Vinegar, are applied ay y

ſence bf Saffron given inwardly, and a Bag of Saffron and 
Camphir hung over the pit of the Breaſt, are of good uſe. 
The Eſſence of Ambergriſe and Moſch, are celebrated Me- 
dicines; but Ambergriſe injoys a ſtupifying quality, which 
may he extinguiſh'd by putting it into fermentation, as in 
the preparation of Spiritus Roſalum ambratus.

Oft-times not only the Heart, but the Arteries, eſpecially 
that leading to the Spleen and that of the Temples, are 
ſeiz'd with a Palpitation. The Cauſe is an Inflammation of 
the Place, or Stagnation of the Blood, or Convulſions of the 
Spleen and adjacent parts, affecting the Tunicles of the Ar- 
tery: The firſt two are remov'd by Sudorifics, and the laſt

toms go eaſily off again, and the Patient is reſtor d to health, 
In a Sync ope the Symptoms are more Tragical, the Pult, 
Senſe, and bodily Motion are quite extinguiſh'd, Reſpirat. 
on is ſcarce perceivable, the Heart is much.opprels'd, a cold 
clammy Sweat and Paleneſs covers the Body, and ſome: 
times the Excrements come away of their on accord. [n 
an Aſphyxia all things are yet worſe, ſo that the Patient lies 
as one dead, without any Pulſe, or ſign of Life. Now in 
order to diſcover the cauſe of this diminution of the Pull: 
and want of ſtrength, we muſt call to mind, that the vin 
force of our Body is founded radically in the Blood, but 
exerts it ſelf by the moſt ſubtile, active and moveable part, 
call'd the Spirits; which being volatiliz d by the- inſpired 
Air in the Breatt, like Rays of Light, are diffus'd through 
the whoie Body, either in a vital Capacity, together with 
the Blood in the Arteries; or ſeparately by the Brain and 
Nerves, under the Character of animal Spirits. 
When therefore the Blood by reaſon of its leſs quantity, 
or vilcidity and acidity, or want of active Salts, is unfit to 
undergo the vital Fermentation in the Breaſt, the Spirits 
muſt of neceſlity fail; whence enſues a weakneſs and lan- 
guiſhing, that ſteals on by degrees. This vicious Conſti 
tation of the Blood is oftentimes occaſion'd by ſome error 
in Diet after acute Diſeaſes, or follows the indiſcreet ma- 
nagement of chronical Diſtempers, ſuppoling the Blood to 
be robb'd of its Spirits, and the Chyle to be over powerd 
with Crudities, ariſing from the weakneſs of the ſtomachi- 
cal Ferment and Flatneſs of the Bile. 
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But if on a ſudden the vital fermentation of the blood in 
the breaſt is interrupted, and by conſequence the luminous 
Ray of the vital and animal Spirits fail; or if incident ex- 
ternal Objects pour diſorder and confuſion on the animal 

Spirits; then follows a ſudden proſtration of ſtrength, and 
ceſſation of Senſe and Motion, which according to its vari- 
ous degrees, is call d either Lypothymzia, Syncope or Aſphyxi, 
Now the vital fermentation of the blood is interrupted, ei- 
ther by immoderate evacuations of any Humor or Juice, 
ſuch as the blood, ſeminal Liquor, hydropic Water, cor- 
rupt Matter, &c. or by its coagulation, occaſion'd by Poi- 
ſon, or the unfriendly Miaſms of corrupt Matter iſſuing from 
an impoſthume in the Heart. , | 

The external Objects that diſorder the Spirits, are ſuch as 
excite violent and ſudden paſſions of the Mind, as Frights, 
Grief, Joy, Anger; alſo ſtrong and diſagreeable Smells, 
the fight of Animals to which we have a natural Antipathy, 
and whatever affects the upper Orifice of the Stomach, which 
by conſent influences all the other Nerves of the Body. Up- 
on theſe occaſions, the Spirits are hindred in their wonted 
motions, either by oppreſſion or fixation, as in ſudden 
Frights ; or diſſipation, as in exceſſive ſudden Joy; or devi- 
ation, as in Cramps and Convulſions of the Heart. 

A weakneſs and languiſhing without any manifeſt cauſe, 
prognoſticates the ſudden invaſion of Diſeaſes, eſpecially 
thoſe of a Scorbutic Character. If it ſucceed to acute Diſ 
eaſes, it threatens either a Relapſe, Dropſie, or intermitting 
Fever. In the beginning of any Diſeaſe, tis a ſign of Ma- 
lignity. | Is 

Syncope's and Lipothymy's are more or leſs dangerous, ac- 
cording to the meaſure of their duration, and the Character 
of their Symptoms ; and if after the uſe of ſuitable means the 
Patient is not awak'd, they prove dangerous. Thoſe occali- 
ond by an effuſion of Blood, or other Humors, are ſafer than 
others that ſpring from an internal acute Cauſe. If they are 
attended by anguiſh of Heart and reſtleſneſs, they proceed 
from the Stomach, and are leſs fatal when the left {ide of the 
Orifice is affected. In fine, the more clammy and copious the 
cold Sweat is, ſo much the more dangerous is the Syncepe. 

The Cure is compaſs d by the continu'd aſe of volatil Aro- 
matic Medicines, which promote 4 vital Fermentation, 
exalt the Blood, ſharpen the unactive Bile, remove the 
clammineſs of the Blood; and withal, reſtore the digeſtive 


force of the Stomach. Such are the Spirit of Wine, or gene- 
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rous Wines, impregnated with vegetable Aromatics. Ay, 
Take of Roſemary, curl d Mint, of each a handful : Sage 
and Baum, of each half a handful; Roots of the genuine 
Acorus, Elecampane and Fennel, an ounce ; the four leſſer 
hot Seeds, of each a dram; Cinnamon, Cubebs, Cloves, 
Mace, of each two drams; cut, bruiſe and tye them in a bag, 
to beinfus'd in Wine; of which take a draught in the Morn. 
ing faſting, and at Meals. In Scorbutical and Hy pochon- 
driac cates, Scurvy-graſs, Creſſes, Pepper-wort, &c. may 
be added, together with ſome drops of the Spirit of Sal-ar. 
moniac aniſated, dropt into each draught. _ 

We may allo uſe ſtomachical Eſſences and Elixirs, Agus 
Vitæ, Apoplectic and Epileptic Waters, &c. Volatil oily 
Salts, and a hundred ſuch like, to be taken thrice a day, 
morning, noon, and at bed time; and alſo before eating, 

Now as to ſudden fainting and ſwooning, we muſt en- 
deavour, when the Fit is preſent, to remove it ; and when 
*tis over, to prevent its relapſe. 

There are three ſorts of Medicines in uſe during the Fit, 
vix. 
1. Spiritous, ſulphurous and oily ones; ſuch are all in- 
fla mable Aromatic Spirits prepar d by fermentation, diftil 
led Aromatic Oils, and compound Apoplectic Waters. 

2. Spiritous Alcali's, ſharp volatil urinous Spirits and 
Salts, which are always the better for being well charg'd 
with Oil. 

3. Sharp volatil Acids, eſpecially Vinegar, which wi 
kens the Senſes, and rallies the diſſipated Spirits, Some. 
times we join em to Opiates, for ſtaying the convulſive mo- 
tions of the Spirits. 

Thus the principal Remedies uſed in a Syneope, are gene 
rous Wine; Cinnamon, its Water and diſtill'd Oil, and all 
its preparations; all Apoplectic Waters; Spirit of Lilly of 
the Valley prepar'd by fermentation ; Spirit of Venice T rea: 
cle both ſimple and compound; diſtill'd Oil of Cloves,Cor 
dialand Apoplectic Balſams; all volatil Salts ; Spirit of 
Stags Heart; Spirit of Hartshorn prepar'd with Amber; 
Spirit of Roſes prepar'd with Amber; to which, if the Salt 
of Vipers, or that of Amber is added, tis almoſt an infalli- 
ble Remedy, . 

Moreover, the Eli vir of Citrons, or their Spirit ſharpen'd 
with the volatil {alt of Hartshorn, the Quinteſſences of Baum 
and Angelica; the Eſſence of Saffron mixed with a grain or 
,o oi volatil Salt of Hartshorn; the TinRore of Coral 

prepar d 
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prepar'd with Spirits of Stags Heart; the Tincture of Gold; 
The volatil Salts, impregnated with diſtill'd Aromatic Oils, 
ſuch as rectified ſpirit of Sal-armoniac, joined with Aroma- 
tic ſpirit of Wine, are all of excellent uſe, if exhibited in 
convenient Vehicles; ſuch as Baum- water prepar'd with 
Wine, Penny- royal and Cinnamon-water, Aqua Vitæ, or 
Matthiolus's Elixir Vitæ, Water of Stags heart, Mynſicht's 
hot cordial Water: and for Women, Swallow- water with 
Caſtor, &c. to which may be added, Camphir, or ſpirit 
of Treacle camphoris'd. | 

As for Acids, we uſe ſpirituous and generous Wine, the 
Juice of Citrons, Juice or Syrup of Rasberries, Conſerve of 
the Pulp of Citrons mixed with Diaſcordium, Vinegar im- 
pregnated with Caſtor, Vinegar of Marigold- flowers, or 
the Flowers of the Lilly of the Valley, or thoſe of Elder, of 
Rae, Cc. As for Narcotics, Helmont's Laudanum Opiatum, 
(ina ſmall Doſe) Venice Treacle, Mithridate, Extract of 
Treacle, and ſuch like Compoſitions are proper. 

In the uſe of theſe Remedies, we mult have a principal 
regard to the antecedent Cauſes, For example, if the Su- 
cope is caus'd by poiſon, proper Antidotes mult be added, 
and a Vomit exhibited, eſpecially when the Poiſon lurks in 
the firſt paſſages. When the Cauſe is lodg'd in the Sto- 
mach, or Abdomen, Vomits are alſo proper. Hyſteric 
Cauſes require Zedoary, Caſtor, volatil Salts, and other 
Hyſteric Remedies. 

Externally the fame Remedies are applied to the Noſtrils, 
Temples, Pulſe, Lips and Pit of the Stomach. The Water 


of Lillies of the Valley, the Apoplectic Balſam, Oil of Cin- 


namon, Oil of Citrons, Oil ef Amber, and Oil of Cloves, 
are the common Specifics for that uſe, Some ſay that Fumi- 
gation with Amber alone, is of notable efficacy. 

If the Syncope and Lipothimia proceed from unreaſonable 
evacuations, exceſſive Sweating, Heat, Labour, Fatigue, 
Anger, Joy, or ungrateful Smells; let Acids be exhited, 
as alſo a Vomit, if Gere be occaſion. The Swoonings of 
malignant Fevers are accounted for, by exhibiting Em: 
phir in a ſmall Quantity, mixed with Laudanum Opiatum, 
and other Antidotes. When they are occaſioned by frights, 
exceſſive bleeding, or immoderate ſadneſs, ſpiritous oily 
remedies take place; and if the Paroxyſm is dangerous, 
2 Vein may be open'd. If we fear a Syncope from an 
exceſſive flux of the terms, Opiates join'd with Acids 
and prepar'd Coral, are of excellent uſe. For Old

THE eternal motion of our active principles, diſturbs the 
rxrepoſe of the ſolid parts, unties their bonds, and expo 
ſes em to decay. In order to repair this their loſs, the 
blood laden with Chyle, being finiſhed in the left Ventri- 
cle of the Heart, ſets out from thence, and makes a Tour 
round the Body; it viſits every part, and meaſures out 
ſuitable Recruits, which are ſtrain'd thro' the Pores of the 
Part, and nouriſh it by way of appoſition ; or elſe ferment 
with the Guardian Spirits that defend the Place, and being 
thereby coagulated, and transform'd into a likeneſs wit 
the part, conſolidate and give occaſion to its growth. 
Thus all the Members of the Body are either augmented 


in our youth, or nouriſh'd and preſerv'd from decay, during 7 
the remainder of our Lives, Now, the hindrances of a re- W. 
gular Nutrition, are ſuch as relate either to the deficiency rel 
or want of due nouriſhment; or to its redundancy; or to eith 


its depravation. 
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Of A Conſumption and Pht hiſic. 1 5 
LT Utrition is deficient when the Bones, Cartilages, and 
-* Membranes wither; and the fat and muſcular fleſh, 
which are only capable of Conſumption, are accordingly 
conſum'd. If the fat alone be melted down, it amounts to 
no more than a leanneſs; but if the dewy Muſcles are con- 
ſum'd without reſtoration, we call it a Tabes, or formed 
po Meyer wr: 2 
The cauſes of a Conſumption relate either to the Spirits, or 
nutritious Juice. The former are the deficiency or diſſipati- 
on of the Spirits; the one caus'd by the vicious Crafts of 
Blood, or Indiſpoſition of the Brain; the other by Fatigue, 
Venety, Study or Grief. Thoſe relating to the nutritſous 
Matter, are fir(t its defect, occaſion'd by the ſcarcity or want. 
of proper Food, and conſequently of Chyle ; the obſtructi- 
on of the Vaſa lactea, the Schirrous Tumors of the Pylorus, 
or thoſe of the Meſentery, fo frequently met with; the 
compreſlion or wounding of the Ductus of the Breaſt ; all 
which cut off the Communication of the Chyle with the. 
Blood; Worms in the Guts ſucking up the Chyle ; ex 
ceſſive evacuation of the nutritious Juice, either in compa- 
ny with the Blood, in exceſſive Bleedings, or otherwiſe by 
Looſeneſſes, immoderate Sweats, runnings of the Reins, 
Whites, Ulcers, and exceſſive Venery. The ſecond cauſe 
relating to the nutritious Juice, is its depravation, ccc len 
either by a weak digeſtion in the Stomach, or the faltneſs. 
and viſcidity of the Blood or Lymph, that follows Acute or. 
Intermitting Fevers, or retains to Scorbutic and Hypochon- 
driac Conſtitutions. , mo 2 
In fine, the Crudities of the Stomach, and degeneracy, of, 
the Blood, are the common canſes of a Conſumption, and 
reciprocally promote one another. The former occaſion a. 
ſaline putrid taſte in the Month, and provoke the Lungs 
and Laryax to cough, as they paſs after joining the Blood. 
The latter, viz. The degeneracy of the Blood, renders 3 
| unit 
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unſit for nouriſhing the Parts; and is occaſion d either by 
the crudity of the Chyle, or the Ulcer of ſome Bowel or 
external Part that taints it as it paſſes. In which laſt caſe, 
it procures a Phthific. 

A Phthiſic therefore is generally taken for a Conſumption, 
ariſing from the Ulcer of any Bowel or external part, as of 
the Reins, Liver, and eſpecially the Lungs, which are moſt 

liable to be vitiated by the Air, and the recrements of de- 
generate Blood, Tis diſtinguiſhed from a Yomica of the 

ungs by this Mark, viz. That the latter is a cloſe Ulcer, 
inclos d within its own Membranes, and fill'd with laudable 


Pus; whereas a Phthiſical Ulcer is open, and voids ſordid 


corrupt Matter. | 

Tho' a Phthiſic be generally imputed to an Ulcer of the 
Lungs, yet it may ariſe from the Corrogation, Schirrus, or 
any other diſorder of the Lungs or Bowels, that diſturbs and 
depraves the Blood. Its remote cauſes are: The Acrimony 
and Saltneſs of the Blood or Lymph, which is frequently 
owing to Crudities from the Stomach, and was repreſented 
by the Ancients, as a Catarrh or Defluxion from the Head; 
Wounds, Bruiſes, clotted Blood or heterogeneous Matter 
in the Breaſt, Inflammat ions of the Lungs or Pleura ending 
in Suppuration ; the Corroſion of the ſmall Pox : corroſive 
ſteams, as thoſe of Agua- fortis, Quick-lime, &c. Drinking 
of Acid Tartareous Wines or Vinegar ; ſmoaking Tobacco, 
regular Paſſions of the Mind, &c. A Phthiſic propagates 
it ſelf by an hereditary Succeſſion, and is ſo very contagi- 
ous, that the breath of a Phthiſical Perſon will corrupt the 
Lungs of another, and convey its virulency thro' the Breaſts 
of a ſuckling Woman. 

The ſigns of a Conſumption are theſe : A ſharp Noſe, hol- 
low Eyes, low Temples, the Laps of the Ears contracted, 
the Fore-head dry and hard, the Complexion pale and li- 
vid, the Ribs and Shoulder- blades bend outward, the Car- 
tilage of the Breaſt is bow'd, the Back-bone ſharp and pro- 
minent, the Belly falls low, the Hips are looſe or quite con- 
ſum'd; the Legs, Arms, Feet and Hands, are dry ; the 
Knuckles protuberant, the Nails bow'd, the Skin wrinkled 
and flaggy, the Urine.is cover'd with Fat, the Veins of the 
Body are every where appareat, and the Hair falls off, No-

If a Conſumption, or Phthiſic, proceed from an obſtru- 
Aion of the Glandules of the Meſentery, intercepting the 
Chyle, the Belly is ſwelled, and moleſted with a hollow 
heavy Pain; the region of the Naval is hard, and the Ex- 
crements are liquid or mix'd with Chyle. If it proceed 
from a weak digeſtion, or Crudities from the Stomach, the 
Symptoms obſerve this order, vix. After much care, an- 
ger, drinking, or ſome ſuch Error in the uſe of the non-natu- 
ral things, there inſues a proſtration of ſtrength and inap- 
petency, eſpecially an averſion to meat; in the Morning 
an uncooth taſte invades the Mouth, which, by degrees, 
becomes ſaltiſh, and is attended by a dry tickling Cough ; 
in proceſs of time, the taſte of the Mouth becomes putrid, 
and reſembles that of Aſhes, or rotten Meat; the dry 
Cough prevails towards Night, and brings up ſome thin 
watery Matter; reſpiration is render'd difficult, and the 
Breaſt oppreſs d; eſpecially after eating, at which time the 
whole Body, eſpecially the palms of their Hands, are mo- 
leſted with Heat. The Pulſe is always quick, frequent, and 
ſmall. After ſome time, all theſe Symptoms incseaſe, the 
Cough augments, and copiouſ]y brings up a viſcous white, 
then yellow, green or livid, and at length a true purulent 
Matter; whereupon Night-ſweats, a HeRic Fever, and a 

radual decay inſue. In fine, if a Phthiſic of the Lungs 
be not externally occaſton'd,or depend not upon a preceding 
Diſeaſe, ſuch as a Pleuriſie, or ſpitting of Blood, it always 
flows from the Stomach. 4 * 

From this Induction, we may infer, that in the begin- 
aing of a Phthiſic, the Cough does not always proceed from 
the Lungs, but from the Stomach. Nay, ſometimes tho' 
the Lungs be ylcerated, if the Matter do not irritate the 
Bronchia, thefe inſues no Cough at all. Beſides, the Mat- 
ter which is expectorated by coughing, is not always bred 
in the Lungs, for 'tis ſometimes taken from other ulcera- 
ted Parts by the Blood. In which caſe, tis a difficult mat- 
ter to trace out the part to which the Ulcer belongs. But 
in general, if it lodge in the Ahdomen, the Symptoms 
of the Belly do diſcover it. If the Cough bring up no pu- 
rulent Matter, we conclude that the Phthiſic is owing to 
a Schirrus, or ſome ſuch diſorder among the Vſcera. 
Now the purulency of this Matter is diſcover'd by its 
ſinking in Water, whereas that which is cnly viſcid, be- 
ing porous and dilated with Air, ſwims above. To conclude, 
if the Lungs are exulcerated, the Congh ſcunds ho)- * 
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hollow and at: ; and if they be much conſum d, are void- 
ed by pieces. If the right fide be chiefly affected, the ſick 
Perſon cannot lie but on the right fide, and contra, 

A confirm'd Phthiſic or Conſumption is incurable; while 
"tis yet but growing, there are ſome hopes; eſpecially, if 
the Stomach is not much diſorder d. If it proceed from hard 
ſwellings in the Lungs, Schirrus's or Ulcers in the Bowels, 
from the Scurvy, the Whites, Dropſie, or running of the 
Reins, tis ſeldom cur'd. Ifthe Cough diſappear of a ſud- 
den, tis a Tragical Omen; as alſo if the Hair falls off, and 
the Feet ſwell; or if the expectorated Matter ſtink when 
thrown upon burning Coals, 3 . By 

The Cure is compaſſed by removing the various Cauſes, 
mitigating the Symptoms, and projecting a method for 
nouriſhing the Body. For which end let the following Cau- 
tions be heedfully minded. | | 

r. There's no Remedy whatſoever that equals. Vomite, 
eſpecially in the beginning, nor any caſe ig which they are 
not convenient, except that of ſpitting Blood, and extream 
Weaknels.

2. Purgation, Bleeding and Iſſues are of no uſe. The 
firſt is pernicious, and augments the Cough; or if in the 
beginning of a Phthilic, 'it be abſolutely neceſſary to cleanſe 
the firſt Paſſages, Rhubarb is the moſt proper Ingredient ; 
the ſecond is never allowable, unleſs a ſuppreſſion of Blood 
require it; the third was introduc'd of old, in compliance 
with the exploded Fancy of a Phthiſic's being caus'd by 2 
Catarrh diſtilling from the Brain, which now we juſtly im-

3. Sugar, Hony, and all ſweet Syrups are hurtful. They 
putrify in the Stomach, weaken its digeſtion z and promote 
the corroſion of the affected Bowel, wal 

4. AScorbutic Conſumption is admirably accounted for 
by a Milk Diet, eſpecially that of Goats Milk, mix d with 
vulnerary and Anti- ſcorbutic Syrups. Je 

5. Tho' an inveterate Phthiſic do not admit of a perſect 
Cure, yet the Life may be drill'd on by a Milk Diet, uſing 
vulnerary Medicines, and changing the Air. 

Milk is a Soyereign Remedy, when the Diſeaſe proceeds 
from a ſharpneſs of the Blood or Lymph; it both cleanſes 
with its Whey, and heals with its Butter, Indeed if it 
ſpring from the corruption of a Bowel, 'or default of the 
Stomach, 'tis improper, as being apt tocurdle and putrify in 
a deprav'd Stomach. © Goats Milk, mix d with the Spirit of 
| | | ; Scurvy- 
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Scurvy-graſs, or that of Sal- armoniac, is of excellent uſe 
in Scorbutic caſes; but Woman's Milk ſuck d immediately 
from the Breaſts, without being expoſed to the Air, and 
the Butter made of it, are preferrable to any other. It 
will not be amils to add a little Sugar, or Conſerve of Roſes 
to prevent Curdling. And when the Perſons are confined 
to a Milk Diet, they ought to take of it three or four

But whoever would reap 
benefit by theſe decoctions, muſt reſolve to drink nothing elle. 

Narcotics, eſpecially the Pills of Storax, are of good ule for 
promoting the Maturation and Concoction of the Matter in 
the Lungs, curbing the dry Night Coughs, and preventing 
Night Sweats. Phthiſical Perſons ad mit of large Doſes, and 

_ perſiſt long in the uſe of em without detriment. Towards 
the height of the Diſeaſe, when Reſpiration is difficult, and 
a great deal of viſcous matter lies ready for expectoration, 
tis convenient to diſcontinue their uſe. 

In regard of the ulcerated Bowel, the vulnerary Specifics, 
and the balmy Ingredients above-mentioned, are calculated 
for its relief. Ground-Ivy, Chervil, Scabious and Male 
Speedwel, eſpecially ; firſt, or its Juice, ought never to 
be omitted. Some commend Indian Creſſes, and Roſaſol:s.

For cleanſing the Ulcer in the Lungs, and bringing up the 
viſcous Matter, the Syrup of Tobacco ought to be mixed 
with the other expectorating Ingredients. And if the Mat- 
ter ſtink, or if the Perſon ſpit very much, let Myrrh and 
Hony be always added. But if a Fever ot melting Looſe- 


neſs accompany a Phthiſic, let Hony be avoided, and abſor- 
bent earthy Powders exhibited. 


The Food of Phthiſical Perſons ought to be ſuch as yields 
a ſubſtantial glutinous Juice, namely, Eggs, Raifins, Oyſters, 
River Crabs, and Milk, They ought to avoid drinking 
Wnuch, and what they drink may be impregnated with Fumes 
ff Sulphur. Of Wines the ſweeteſt are the beſt. As for Air, 
hoſe that are emaciated and wither'd, require a thick Sul- 
Phureous Air; whereas thoſe that are otherwiſe find their 
Account in breathing in a clear dry Air. 

It remains now to ſubjoin a few Receipts, in order to 
xemplify the Complication of the above-mention'd Ingre- 
ents.

Having diſpatch'd the general Conſumption of the Body, 
"twill not be improper in this place to take notice of the dry- 
neſs or decay of particular parts of tlie Body, occaſion d by 
whatever intercepts the Blood or Spirits in their Paſſage 
thither, or weakens and cxhauſts the innate Spirit cf the 
part, whoſe Office it is to ferment and aſſimulate the nutri- 
tious Juice. Hence Palſies, Convulſions, Diflocations, Falls, 
Bruiſes, Wounds, Cc. are its utual Cauſes. As for Cure: 
Wurzins his Arcanum of Allum is a Catholicon againſt all 
dry'd or wither'd Parts. Tis this: 

Take of Plumous Allum and melted Salt, of each equal 
quantities; melt em over a ſtrong Fire; then ſet em to 
cool, and they will condenſate into a ſtone, upon which pour

So that the true 
Cauſe of Corpulency or Fatneſs is the temperate Softneſs of 
the Blood, the leſs Conſumption of the nutritious Juice, by 
reaſon of a ſlow Fermentation, and the late Aſſimilation of 
the Chyle, 1n company of the Blood, giving it opportunity 
to be coagulated and appropriated, by the peculiar acid Spi- 
rits that guard the reſpective Parts. | SOLE 
The remote Cauſes of Fatneſs are Abſtinence from Drink, 
eſpecially Hop'd Beer, or Ale made of Malt; or what- 
ever dilutes the nutritious Juice, and. conſequently pro- 
motes its Exbalation; drinking moderately Ale made of 
Corn, which has a peculiar fattening Virtue ; eating 
much Bread, which promotes the Fermentation and Dige- 
ſtion of Food; much Sleep, Freedom from Care, Exer- 
ciſe and Venery.

The Cure is compaſsd by preventing the immoderate In- 
creaſe of Chyle, or evacuating 1t before its Aſſimilation to 
the Part, or melting and diluting it with Serum atter its a 
propriation. The firſt Deſign is anſwer'd by a ſpare thin 
Diet, and eating of Salt Meat. The ſecond and third by 
Purgation with Extractum Catholicum, and ſweet Mercury 
repeated till it ſalivate; or the Pills of Aloes and Elixir 
Proprietatis, which was known among the Antients for a 
drying Medicine. Now that which they call'd drying is 
nothing but the melting down of the nutritious Juice. Hence 
Myrrh, Gentian, Wormwood, Crefles,' and all Diuretic ox 
Diaphoretic Ingredients are of uſe, by reaſon of their atte- 
nuating reſolving Quality, But Vinegar of Squills, Tar- 
tar, Tartar Vitriolated, Nitre, and all Acids, are intitled 
to a Preference. Bleeding, Iflues, chewing Medicines, the 
Decoctions of Woods, Venery, and in a word, whatever 
attcnuates the nutritious Jyice, and dilates it with a ſerous 
Vehicle 1n order to Eyacuation, either by Urine, Sweat, or 
otherwiſe, is recommended againſt Fatneſs. Only this 
Caution ought to be taken notice of, that ſudden and libe- 
ral Evacuations are apt to weaken fat People.

IF the Chyle or Nutritious Juice is not duly digeſted and 

aſſimilated to the Blood, it tindures it with a pitui- 
tous Crudity, ſtifles its ſaline Particles, and cramps its due

Muſcles inſtead of receiving <laborate Nouriſhment, are 


ſtuff'd and bloated up with crude Matter, and {6 render'd 
flaccid: This we call a Leucophlegmacy. And if this crude 
vicious Juice obſtruct the Glandules of the Muſcles, or if the 
Jing be upon any account obliged to ſtagnate, the 
Blood becomes ſerous, and a Collection of Serum or Wa- 
ter lodg d under the Skin cauſes an 2 45 Now a Ca- 
chexy is a general Term importing the Crudity of the Maſs 
of Blood, and its weaker Fermentation, which give riſe to 
theſe two Diſeaſes.

Alfter the Ute of Steel is the proper Seaſon for exhibiting 
the Infuſions or Decoctions of the ſharp, bitter, aromatic 
Herbs and Spices, to which -we add ſome gentle Laxative, 
eſpecially Rhubarb, which retrieves the Choler, and ſubdues 
the Acid. The Ingredienes of this nature are Wormwood, 
Agrimony, Turmenic, leſſer Centory, Carduns Benedictus, 
Elecampane and Cuckow- pint Roots; Roſemary, Hyſſop, 
Mint, Horſe-Radiſhes, Creſſes, Scurvy-graſs, Cinnamon, 
Galangal, Zedoary, Cloves, Ginger, & c. The Rob of ]u- 
niper and Pulp of Raiſins are much approv'd for the ſame 
effect ; and if we add ta them Extract of Steel, they prove 
more effectual. And after all, towards the end of the Cure, 
we order the Patient to. take every Morning and Evehing 
ſome drops of volatil ſaline Spirits, till he become perfectly 
well; ſuch are the Spirit of Sal-armomiac, or Elixir Propris- 
tatis prepar'd with it, the Eſſence of Wormwood, the Car- 
minative Spirit de tribus, the Nephritic Tincture, the Spirit 
of Hartshorn ſuccinated, Cc. | OL. 

In a perfect Anaſarca the ſame Remedies are convenient, 
To which we may add the Lye made of Wine, and the Aſhes 
of Wormwood and Broom ; ſudorific Decoctions of Woods 
and Juniper-berries, and that of Swallow-wort and Elecam- 
pane ; the Sced oi St. John's Wort given to a dram in Wine; 
or diuretic Infuſions and Decoctions of Aſarabecca, Briony, 
red Chiches, Cc. mix'd with Emmenzagoga in a Suppreſſion 
of the Terms, which frequently follows a Cachexy or Ana- 
ſarca. In ſcorbutic cafes, let Earth-worms be added to the 
Aromatic Decoctions. | 

_ Externaily Burdock Leaves bruis'd, and applied to the 
Joints and ſoles of the Feet, are very uſeſul. The natural 
fulphureous Baths are of known Efficacy; as alſo the dry 
Bagnois ; or in the beginning and declination of the Diſeaſe, 
the way of procuring Sweat by kindling Spirit of Wine. 
Some order the Cachectic Body to be put into hot Sand, As 
tor the Forms of pretcribing, they are as follows.

ART. II. 


Of an univerſal Dropſie. 


A Dropſie is a Collection and Extravaſation of S:rwm, cau- 
ſing a Diſtention, Tumor, and Softneſs in the external 
parts. Sometimes a viſcous Humor accompanies the Sram, 
and then tis a ſpurious ſort of Dropſie, complicated with 
an Anaſarca. A Tympany goes generally by the name of a 
Dropſie, but for ſo much as it proceeds frota Wind, we "ey 
a 5 er

fer it to the Chapter of Wind in the Stomach, A Dropſie 
is call'd univerſal, when it proceeds from the general infir- 
mity of the Body. A particular Dropfie is-ow1ng to the in- 
firmity of that part from which it receives its denomination, 
The moſt common fort of Dropſie is that call'd Aſcire, 
which begins at the Feet, and in a ſhort time reaches the 
Belly and Scrotum. E - | 

This Serum, whoſe Extravaſation cauſes a Dropſie, for 
the moſt part is drop'd into the reſpective Cavitics, by the 
Blood circulating in the Arteries. *Tis true, the Rupture 
and Obſtruction of the Lymphatic and Milky Veſſels, may 
cauſe a Stagnation or Extravaſation ; but that happens by 
accident. Whereas the ſtanding and direct ſource of Drop- 
ſies is the vicious Crafis of the Blood, as being unqualified 
for digeſting and aſſimilating its Sum; and its languid 
Motion giving the Serum an Opportunity of ſqueezing 
through the Veſlcls, eſpecially about the Capillary Arte- 
ries, Where the Influence of the Heart the primum mobil:) 
is but very ſmall, and more eaſily communicable to the 
thick reſiſting Blood, than to the weak yielding Serum. 
Now that the {low motion of the Blood will occaſion a 
Tranſmiſſion of the Serum, is plainly made out by Dr. Los- 
ers Experiment of tying a Ligature about the Vena Cava, 
under the Heart; and that the vicious Crafis or Crudity 
of the Blood occaſions an 1mperfect Turgeſcence, and a 
weak Propulſion from the Heart, is too evident to need a 
proof. I grant that there are ſome melting Dropſies, that 
proceed from the Colliquation of the Humors originally 
contained in the part, without the Aſſiſtance of foreign S- 
rum, as in Hectic Fevers, and after hot acute Diſeaſes; but 
theſe are not proper Dropſies, as being only Symptoms of a 
Colliquation. 

According to this Hypotheſis, we med not be at a loſs to 
ſcan the Influence of remote Cauſes. Tis an obvious Con- 
jecture, that whatever weakens Digeſtion, acccumulates Cru- 
dities, enfeebles the natural Functions, and in a word, all 
Cachectic diſorders are apt to degenerate into Dropſics. The 
ſuppreſſion of Urine and that of inſenſible tranſpiration, are 
either the Cauſes or inſeparable Companions of a Dropſie. 
Nay, I doubt much if an univerſal Aſcites can ever take 
place, unleſs the Kidneys be diſordered. And *tis a notor!0us 
obſervation to this purpoſe, that whoever drinks much, and 
does not piſs proportionably, may juſtly make account to en- 


counter a Dropite e're he dies; and that whoever attem Ph the 
| | ure 
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are of a Dropſie without Diuretic Medicines, is but lamely 
Equip d for his Office. The drinking of Brandy and Sulphu- 1 

eous Liquors that melt down the Humors, ſharpen the 4 
Lymph and relaxate the Stomach: the inconſiderate uſe of 1 
old Water, immediately after violent Heat; the ſuppreſſion 
Pf any wonted Evacuation, and Exceſs of any Flux, whe- 
her of Blood or other Humors; the attenuation of the Serum, 
by the uſe of Mercury; the Jaundice and Inactivity of the 
Wile; Chronical Agues miſmanag'd; Afthma's, Phthiſics 
and Spitting of Blood; and in fine, whatever weakens Na- 
ure, renders the Blood uncapable to aſſimilate the Chyle, or 
etard its circular Motion, and diſturbs its due Tergeſcence 
heſe, I ſay, are the natural Authors of a Dropſie. The tu- 
ors of the Meſentery, Liver, and other Bowels do generally 
2 this Diſeaſe, but oft- times are rather Effects than 
auſes. W 

The Symptoms of a — — diſplay themſelves after this 
ethod : The Feet at firſt begin to ſwell, and receive Pits 
dy the preſſing of one's Finger; in the Night- time the ſwel- 
ing abates, but regains new force the ſucceeding day; by 
egrees it reaches to the Abdomen and Scrotum, and frequent- 
y aftets the Prepuce and Teſticles.

Opiates in general are *. tho in ſome ſingular In- 
ſtances they may pacifie the Spirits, appeaſe the itritatec 
Fibres of the Kidneys, and ſo indirectly promote an Evacu- 
ation by Urine. WITS r 120 
Diuretics are the choiceſt evacuating Remeches. But they 
ought not to be exbibited till after the uſe of Laxatives, at- 
tenuating and opening Ingredients, nor us'd without the 
addition of Chalybeat or Corroborating Medicines. A 
ſeum, Wormwood, Elecampane, and Gentian, lead the 
Van. The Juice or Infuſion of Celandin the greater, is a 
celebrared Specific; to which we may add the Decoction of 
Swallow- wort in Wine, or its Extract, it being peculiarly 
calculated for ſuch Dropſies as proceed from Scrophulous 
tumors in the Meſentery. Hore- hound is much recom- 
mended againſt an Hydropical Jaundice. The Infuſion, 
Decoction, or juice of Garlic is a powerful Diuretic, as alſo 
Turmeric and Madder. The Decoction, Infuſion, Spirit 
and Rob of Juniper Wood and Berries are of excellent uſe, 
and ſeem to claim a preference before the Decoctions of 
Guaiacum and Saſſafras. The Juice of the Herb Kali given 
to half a dram is much applauded, but it ought not to 
= taken above three days in a week, for fear of over 
oing. | | 
In thoſe Dropſies which approach to Anaſarca's, fix d Salts 
are very ſerviceable, and perhaps preferable to other Diure- 
ucs. But in an Aſcites tis not improper io ſhift 'em, for 
Wl thoſe of a volatil nitrous Character. The heads of the fix d 
fot are the Lixivious Saks of Vine-twigs, Bran-ſtalks, 
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en the Diſeaſe; eſpecially if they do not operate quickly

Glandules and Bowels, they are uſeful, and ought to be gi. 


ven in {mall quantities, leſt a ſtronger force ſhould weaken 
the Patient. Juniper-wood, Millet-ſeeds, and Vegetable 
Aromatics, together with volatil Salts, are the moſt - proper 
Ingredients ; and ought to be adminiſter d in a liquid form 
- waa Mercurial Salivations are alſo of uſe in deſperate 
Dropſies. | bed ont e Ag 
After the internal Remedies for evacuating the hydropical 
Serum, we come in the next place, to what aſſiſtance 
external Operations can afford. If the Navel be much 
rais'd we apply apperientsto it ; and if they do not op:l 
it, we tap it with a Needle. A Paracentefis is allo fle- 
quently perform'd on the {ide of the Belly with good ſuc 
ceſs. But we ought to remember, that in Dropſies 
Peritonæum is very thick; that tis dangerous to take out a- 
bove eight or ten ounces of Water at once; that if the Diſ- 
eaſe be confirm'd, and the Bowels beſet with Schirrus's, 0! 
already corroded by the Water; and if the larger Lymph 


tic Veſſels be broken, or if the Droſie be univerſal, a Pars. 
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centeſu is of no uſe. Sometimes, if Nature tend that way, 
the Serotum opens of it ſelf ; or if it do not, tis. artificially 
open'd with a Cautery or Launce. But it ought to be 
carefully defended, by proper Preſervatives, from a Gan- 
grene , to which tis very liable. Slight ſcarrifications of the 
Legs are oft-times of good uſe 5 but the Wounds mutt 
be gently handled, and frequently fomented-with the Spirit 
of Wine camphoriz'd, in order to prevent: a Gangrene, If 
Bliſters riſe in the Legs, we apply Cole-wort leaves to 
'em; nay, oft-times the leaves of Water-plantane bruis d 
and applied, raiſe bliſters of themſelyes, which void a 
great deal of Srum. Bliſtering Plaiſters are uſed with 
good ſucceſs; but they ought to be cautiouſly applied to 
the outermoſt Parts, becauſe they extinguiſh the native heat 
and promote a Gangrene. Upon which account, Cau- 
ſtics, which fortifie the Part with an Eſchara, and do not 
attract the Humours ſo violently, are more proper. But if 
the Diſeaſe be confirm'd, and if the perſon be weak and 
cold, then they may introduce a Gangrene, or, at leaſt, * 
will only give vent to the Water under the Skin, as not 
being able to extend their Influence to the Cavities. Some 
chooſe to pare the Nails of the Toes very cloſe, and tye 
ſtrait Ligatures upon the Parts. The former Stratagem 
drains the Water, and the latter cuts oft all further Sup- 
plies, and forces the impriſon'd Matter either to retire in- 
to the Lymphatic Veſſels, or march out by the proper 
Paſſages. | 
Having thus diſpatch'd the firſt Indication, we are ar- 
rir d at the ſecond, which was to corroborate the Stomach, 
and Craſit of the Blood; for which end Chalybeat Medi- 
cines otght to be mix d with the above-mention'd Ingre- 
cents, eſpecially to Wormwood and Ground-Ivy; which 
laſt is of excellent Uſe both inwardly and outwardly. The 
Salt of Wormwood coagulated with the Spirit of Salt; 
The Tincture of Tartar, Tincture of the Vitriol of Steel 
the Terra foliata of Tartar, and the Lapis Fulminaris, 
pounded with Alcohol of Wine, and mix d with the Pow- 
der in Snakes Calt-Coats, are much applauded for the ſame 
purpole, : 
If the Fibres of the Skin be weak and relaxated, it will 
not be improper to bath it with the Spirit of Wine and 
ttrong Waters; as for aſtringent Fomemations, I doubt 
they do more harm than good. If the Veſſels or Organs 
broke, we may add vulnerary Ingredients to the above- 
mentiou'd 
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mention'd Specifics. If the difficulty of breathing be very 
trouble ſome, tis uſual to give a dram of Sperma Ceti in Spa- 
niſh Wine, after vomiting. If Hydropical Perſons be ex- 
tream thirſty, we muſt be oy cautious of pleaſing them, 
or anſwering their demands, fince abſtinence from drink is 
the better part of the Cure. Nitre melted in the Mouth, 
Wine temper'd with juice of Citrons, the dulcified Spirit of 
Salt; Vinegar diluted with Chalybeat Water, and the De- 
coction of Juniper-berrics in Whey, given for ordinary 
drinking, are of uſe for mitigating this Symptom. 
In the mean while, it will not be improper to inject Cly- 
ſters of Hydropical Purgatives, and Aromatic Ingredients, 
or of Herrin-pickle, or of a Child's Urine, impregnated 
with Carminative Seeds in caſe of Wind; or mix'd with 
Turpentine and Nitre. Nor will it be amiſs to apply diſ- 
cuſhve Aromatics to the Soles of the Feet, Belly and Cod. 
Such are the Leaves of Celandine the greater, bags quilted 
with Aromatic Seeds and Bran; Man's Ordure; Goats 
dung boil'd in Mint- water, or mix d with Man's Urine in 
the form of a Cataplaſm ; Horſes dung mix'd after the ſame 
method, with Meal of Barley and Vinegar. Quick-lime- 
water, mix d with Spirit of Wine is of excellent uſe for 
bathing the Legs, Belly and Scrotum, eſpecially when a 
Gangrene is threaten'd by the appearance of ſpots. Cata- 
plaſms made of Cockles bruis'd together with their Shells, 
and mix'd with Goats dung, are particularly recommended 
by Thonern:. It theſe Cataplaſms prove uneaſie, they may be 
ſhifted for Aromatic Oils; ſuch as the Oil of Scorpions, 
diſtilld Oil of Juniper, Oil of Bays, Oil of Toads, mix'd 
with the Ointments Agrippæ Martiatum, Cc. Or, an Oint- 
ment made of Sulphur, Quick-lime, and the Extracts of 
ſharp Plants, Some commend Bathing, but 'tis only of uſe 
againſt Anaſarca's, | 
It remains only to annex a few Recipe's for illuſtrating the 
Method of preſcribing. 

Take of the Extract of Elaterium, fifteen or twenty grains; 
Roſin of Jalap, from two to five grains; Troches Alhandal, 
one or two grains; diftill'd Oil of Juniper, two drops: 
With Eſſence of Wormwood make Pills tor a Hydropica 
Purge. To which we may premiſe the J incture, Spirit or 
Salt of Tartar, as a digeſtive.

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Take of the Conſerve of Peich- flowers, a dram; twelve 
grains of Mercurius Vitæ, mix d with fifteen grains of ſweet 
Mercury; Extract of Elaterium, a grain or two: With 


the Syrup of Buckthorn, make a purging Bolus for one Doſe. 


Take of the Rob of Juniper, an ounce and a half; Extract 
of Steel prepar'd with juice of Apples, half an ounce; 
Powder of Rhubarbz two or three drams : With Cinna- 
mo!1- Water, make an Electuary for corroborating the Sto-

Take of Swallow-wort Roots, two ounces; Leaves of 
Celandine the greater, Hore-hound and Worm wood, of 
each a handful ; Citron and Orange-peel, of each fix drams ; 
Seeds of the Aſh tree, of Cumin, Fennel, and Annis, of each 
two or three drams ; Juniper-berries bruis d, an ounce and 
a half; Galangal, Cloves, Ginger, of each a dram ; Salt 
of Tartar, fix drams: Infuſe them in Wine, of which, let 
the Patient take a draught frequently. | 
Take of the Salt of Vine-twigs, or that of Pigeons dung, 
of each a dram ; Powder of Toads, two ſcruples: Make a 
Powder for two Doſes. 

Take of the Carminative Spirit de tribes, half an ounce : 
Spirit of Sal-armoniac, two drams : Mix. Doſe half a 
dram twice a day. 

Take of the Decoction of Camomil-flowers, half a pound; 
Man's Urine, three ounces ; lenitive Electuary, fix drams : 
difill'd Oil of Turpentine, a ſcruple: Make a Clyſter. 

Take of the Carminative Decoction, fix ounces ; Man's 
Urine, three ounces; Yett, a dram; common Salt, a ſcru- 
ple; Hony of Roſes, an ounce: Make a Clyſter. 

Take of Cockles and their ſhells bruis'd, a pound; Pow: 
der of Caraway-ſeeds, twoounces ; Goats dung, an ounce: 
Make a Cataplaſm, to be applied to the Belly and Cod. 

Take of the Ointment of Sowbread, an ounce; Oint- 
ment of Agrippa, half an ounce ; Oil of Scorpions, an ounce 
and a half; ditiill'd Oil of Toads, three drams : Mix for a 
Liniment, and anoint the Belly frequently.

of the Yellow, Black and White Faundice. 


A Jaundice is a Cachectic diſpoſition of Body, attended 

by a preternatural Colour of the Skin; it is caus d ei- 
ther by the corruption of the Chyle in the Stomach; or its 
vicious fermentation with the Bile and juice of the Pan- 
creas in the Duodenum; or by the immediate putrification of 
the Maſs of Blood. The firſt cauſe defiles the Maſs of 
Blood, and taints it with various Recrements according to 
the manner of its Corruption. Hence Milk curdled in the 
Stomacs of Children, Summer Fruits, Cucumbers, Fiſh, Cr. 
being converted into a muſty Crudity will cauſe a Jaundice, 
by mixing the corrupt Chyle wich the Blood, which being 
unht for nouriſhment or aſſimilation, is thrown out in 3 
ſerous Vehicle upon the Glandules of the Skin, and ſome 
times upon internal Glandules. 

The Jaundices which follow Fevers, or extreme bleed- 
ing, which are attended by vomiting of yellow corrupt Mat. 
ter, muſty Belchings, Heart-burnings, and Excrements co- 
lour'd as in a healthy ſtate, ſeem to ariſe from this caulc, 
and are accordingly cur'd by Vomits, and bitter ſtomachi- 
cal Medicines. 

The ſecond cauſe takes place when an Acid prevails, 
and the Bile is lazy or unactive, and either cannot make 
good its ſecret ion through the Liver, and conſequently re- 
coils into the Blood ; or, when ſeparated, ſtagnates in the 
Gall-bladder, and hardens into Stones, ſo as to cauſe an Ob- 
ſtruction of the Paſſage. Hence Sulphureous ſtrong Li- 
quors, that exalt the Oil of the Bile, and cramp its active 
volatil Salt, are frequently charg'd wich cauſing a Jaundice. 
Sometimes the Convultions* of the neighbouring Mem- 
b anes may contract the Gall-bladder, and ſo ſhut up 
the Paiſage. upon which account Vomiting, Cholic-pains, 
Hyſteric Paſſions, and hard Labour in Child-bearing, are 
obſerv'd to introduce this Diſeaſe. The prevalency of an 
Acid in the Duodenum, ariſing either from the aultere Re, 
crements of the Stomac, or the degeneracy of the juice of 
the Pancreas, will alſo pervert the Chyle, and conſequently 
the Maſs of Blood. So that the greateſt part of Jaundices 


are wholly owing to a preternatural corrupt Acid in the 
1 Stomac 
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stomach or Duodenum, and the inactivity or imperfe di- 
ſtribution of the Chyle. | 

As for the third Cauſe, vis. The immediate putrefication 
of the Maſs of Blood, tis occafion'd by Poiſon, bitings of 
Vipers or Mad Dogs, malignant Ulcers, ſuppreſſion of the 
Terms, the Scurvy, Ge. And when a Jaundice ſprings 
from this cauſe, the Stomach, Bile, and colour of tne Ex- 
crements, continue in their natural ſtate. 

Now any of theſe three Cauſes will occaſion a preterna- 
tural colour of the Skin, which always attends the Jaundice. 
For the Blood being vitiated and tinctur'd with corrupt 
Recrements, precipitates and throws 'em out in 2 ſerous 
Vehicle upon the Skin, where the miliar Glandules are 
moſt plentiful; and theſe vicious particles die the Skin, 
according to their various texture. If an urinous Oil pre- 
vail, the colour is yellow; if an Acid from the firſt Paſ- 
ſages, it becomes green or black, and frequently a yellow 
Jaundice is converted to that of a green or black colour, 
by the growing 2 of the Acid. Tis true, the 
Ancients fancy'd that the Yellow colour proceeded from a 
redundancy of Bile, and the black from a melancholic 
Humour imputed to the Spleen. But Experience teaches 
us, that the genuine Bile is apt to cauſe a red colour ; that 
ſuch Medicines as whet and volatilize the Bile, are proper 
againſt this Diſeaſe ; that a yellow Jaundice becomes black 
without any influence from the Splecn, and that there are 
ſeveral yellow Jaundices, in which the Bile is not redun- 
dant nor ſtop'd in its paſſage, as thoſe which proceed from 
corrupt Chyle bred in the Stomac, Cc. 

The Jaundice is call'd Secondary, when it follows other 
Diſeaſes; and if it be accompany'd by ſigns of Concoction, 
tis Critical; if not, tis Symptomatical. But if it be in- 
dependent, and come of itſelf, tis a Primary Diſeaſe; and 
is uſher'd in by theſe Symptoms: Firſt, a preſſing ſt ait- 
ning Pain girds the Breaſt, wearineſs poſſeſſes the Limbs, a 
loathing invades the Stomac, the reſpiration becomes d iffi- 
cult, and Giddineſs, Head-aches, and Swoonings ſome- 
tunes cloſe up the rear. The Urine at firſt is pale. after- 
wards (hen the Blood begins to precipitate its Recrements) 
It becomes thick, obſcure, as of a dark red colour, and 
dies a cloth yellow like Saffron. The Whites of the 
Lyes being enrich'd with many little Arteries. appear yel- 
low, the Mouth is dry, and frequently moleſted with a 
bitter taſte, and averſion to Ale. Sometimes a Fever ac- 
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trieving the due texture and diſtribution of the Bile, and 
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companies a Jaundice, and ſometimes it does not. When 
the Bile is ſtopp'd, the Belly 1s coſtive, the Excrements 
white, and a violent pain moleſts the right Hypocondrium, a; 
being ſuppos'd to proceed from Stones in the Gall-bladder, 
In other caſes, the Belly is open, and the Excrements repre. 
ſent a bilious colour. A Jaundice is dangerous when tis black, 
or proceeds from a prevailing Acid, or ſucceeds to Chronic] 
Diſeaſes, Quartan Fevers, obſtructions of the Liver or Spleen, 
or Stones in the Gall bladder; in which laſt caſe, tho curd, 
it frequently relapſes. When the Urine becomes thick and 
black, it prognoſticates a happy Delivery. 

The Cure conſiſts in correcting the Acid and Auſtere Fer. 
ment proceeding from the Stomach and Inteſtines; or . 


romoting the ſeparation of the heterogeneous Particles, 

o obtain theſe ends, let an Antimonial Vomit be firſt ex- 
hibited. Purgation is improper. eſpeciali'y when the Vel- 
ſels of the Gall are ſtraiten'd, rather than obſtructed : in 
which, the Vomits themſelves are not ſo uſeful as in other 
caſes. If it be needful to clear the Paſſages. Gum. Am- 
moniac. and Tartar vitriolated, or ſome ſuch laxativ, 
will ſuffice. 

Of Specific Alteratives, the filings of Steel. or its Ex- 
tract prepar'd with juice of Apples, or Chalybeat Wine, 
and prepar'd Blood-ſtone, which partakes much of Steel, 
are much the beſt; to which we join the juice, infuſion, 
or decoction of Celandine Roots in Wine; the Eſſence, 


lumbine- Seeds ; the Conſerve of the Flowers of Broom, and 
St. John's Wort; the Powder of M:dder Roots; the Tin 
cture, or Eſſence of Swallow-wort; the Decoctions of 
Silver-weed, Agrimony, Wormwood, leſſer Centory, Su- 
thernwood, the five opening Roots, Cc. Some recommend 
the Decoction of Raiſins and Straw-berry-leaves, for oidi- 
nary drinking. ; 

Beſides the Vegetable Specifics, Earth-Worms or Wood- 
lice, given in Powder to a dram ; or the Spirit prepar'd 
from em; the Spirit and TinQure of Tart +r, the Carminativ: 
Spirit de tribus, (drawn from Tartar, Nitre and Spirit 0 
Wine) the Spirit of Sal-armoniac. Spirit of Man's Urine; 
and the Urine itſelf drunk with the juic- of Hore- hound; 
theſe, I ſay, are all of noted efficacy. The dung of Geeſe; 
or that of other Animals, given in Powder to a dram, 5 


much approv'd, Some recommend the Stone taken out g 
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the Gall of an Ox, given to a dram; and the Bezoar Stone; 


or the Lapis Fulminaris, given to half a dram. Some order 
three or four living Lice to be ſwallow'd. 74?

In the declination of the Diſeaſe, gentle Laxatives mix'd 
with the above mention'd Specifics,” are allowable, eſpeci- 
ally Rhubarb given in Powder or Infuſion; or the Infuſion 
of Senna with Salt of Tartar ; or the Flowers of Acacia, 
or thoſe of the wild Plum-tree, infus'd in Wine, or in the 
ordinary drink. In a black Jaundice, the Extract of black 
Hellebor, mix'd with that of Steel, and Gum Ammoniac, 
is very uſeful. 8 ä Fay 

Theſe are the internal Medicines proper to be given a* 
gainſt a Jaundice, as being all calculated for ſharpening the 
Bile, ſubduing Acids,-and promoting a regular Chylihca- 
tion: In the uſe of which, we ought ſtill to continue till 
the Urine become thick and black. 

Externally ſome apply the Leaves of leſſer Centory, or 
Celandine Roots to the ſoles of the Feet: and bath the Bo- 
dy in hot Water, impegnated with Specific Plants, in order 
to open its Pores; or rub it all over with bags of the Meal 
of Barley and Beans dipp'd in hot Water. Cataplaſms of 


the L:aves of Hore-hound, Celandine Roots, and Miſleto 


of the Oak, beaten up with Wine and Vinegar, and applied 
to the Feet, are of excellent Uſe for big-belly'd Women, 
who dare not venture upon the Uſe of internal Specifics. 

It remains only to annex a few Examples of Recipe's. 

Take of Aloes and Extract of lefler Centory, of each a 
ſcruple 3 Extract of Troches Alhandal, ſix grains; Mercu- 
rius Vite, two grains: Make Pills for four Doſes. 

Take of Columbine Seeds, fix drams: With Celandine- 
Water make an Emultion 3 to which add Powder of Ivory, 
2 dram and a half. 


Take of Columbine Seeds in Powder, fix drams ; Saf- 


fron, one dram ; Tartar vitriolate, half a dram : Make a 
Powder for ſeven Doſes, to be taken in Rheniſh Wine. 
Take of Chalybeat Diaphoretic Antimony, and Turmeric 
Roots, of each half a Dram ; volatil Salt of Hartſhorn, half 
a ſcruple: Make a Powder for two Doſes. 
Take of Madder-roots, and thoſe of Celandine, of each 


an Ounce ; Leaves of Hore-hound, and tops of Wormwood, 


of each a handful 5 Salt of Tartar, two drams: Make a 
Eag to be infus'd in Wine. 
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Take of the Pulp of Raiſins, half a pound; choice Rhu- 


barb, three drams ; Tartar vitriolated, two drams: With 
Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb, make an Electuary. 


ART. IV. 
Of the French Pox. 


T HE Symptoms of the French Pox diſplay themſelvez 
moſt in the part, thro which the virulency is firſt con. 
vey'd. If a Nurſe be infected by a ſucking Child, her 
Breaſts are firſt attack d. It the Diſeaſe be contracted by 
lying in Bed with a foul Perſon, the Skin and ſurface of the 
; Body are the chief place where its Retainers aſſemble, If 
| the Embraces of a foul Woman give being to it, the Yard, 
'k Groin, and adjacent Parts are the firſt Scene of its tragici 
; appearance. About two or three days after the Venere 
9 Adventure, a Heat and Inflammation ſeizes the Genital, 
the Urine ſcalds, a ſharp corroding Matter iſſues from the 
_ Yard, inflames the Prepuce, and beſets it with Puſhe, 
which in tract of time degenerate into Ulcers ; Bubo's, 

hard ſwellings appear in the Groin ; Red, yellowiſh ſpot; 

are obſerv'd in the Belly, Breaſt, Back and Privities, which 

when preſs'd, aſſume a whitiſh colour, but quickly retrieve 
the former, In proceſs of time, the Wheals or Ulcers 
ſpread over the Body, eſpecially the Forehead, Face and 
N Palate ; their colour is livid, inclining to a yellow; ſome- 
; times they are dry, ſcaly, and of an unequal ſurfac-, at other 
| times they void ſharp corrupt Matter, which frequently 
1 corrodes the ſpungy bones of the Noſe and Palate. Th: 
| bones are cover'd with hard ſtony Concretions, and the 
Limbs tortur d with violent Night-pains, but ſo as that 
the Joints are free; and in inveterate caſes, become cor- 
rupt and rotten, Little Swellings call'd Condylomata, cove! 
the Breech, and cruſty Warts invade many parts of the 
Body. The Palms of the Hands, and Soles of the Feet ate 
chopp'd and moleſted with a burning Heat ; the Hairs fall 
off from the Head, Eye-lids, &. the Palate of the Throat 
being relaxated or corroded, alters the Voice; the Ears tin 
gle ; and in fine, the whole Body becomes mangy and ſor- 
did, and, by degrees, moulders away. The Symptoms of 
Women differ not from thoſe of Men, excepting what fe- 
dards the form of their Genitals. 
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The material cauſe of the Pox is a corroſive acid Ferment 
join d to a viſcid Vehicle, which affects chiefly the Glandu - 
jous and Nervous Parts; it depraves the Lymph and Serum, 
the nutritious juice of the Bones, and the dewy Liquors of 


the whole Body; it corrodes the ſolid parts; twitches the 
Membranes, and is every way qualified for being the bane of 


Life, and ruin of Mankind. Tis very infectious, and oft- 
times propagates itſelf among Bed. fellows, by Sweat or 
Matter iſſuing from the Ulcers, by kiſſing when the Lips are 
ulcerated, by hereditary Succeſſion, and many other ways, 
beſides that of perfect Enjoyment. | n 
If it be inveterate, or hereditary, or return after Salivation ; 
if attended by the Scurvy, or obſtructions of the Bowels, or 
troubleſome Catarrhs; and if the Bones of the Head are cor- 
roded ; it is not eaſily cur'd. Dry hot Conſtitutions are more 
in danger than thoſe whoſe Bodies are moiſt and open. The 
forwardneſs and Suppuration of the Bubo's facilitates the 
Cure. If the Blood drawn forth become florid, and free of 
thoſe livid blewiſh ſpots that uſe to appear in its ſurface, and 
withal be not over ſerous, tis a teſtimony of a perfect Cure. 
The Cure of the French Pox, which conſiſts in attenuating 
the viſcid Humors, correcting and extinguiſhing the Acid, 
and evacuating both, is obtain d either by ſudorihc Decocti- 
ons, or mercurial Salivations. The former are calculated 
for a recent Pox, and bilious, ſcorbutic, or melancholic 
Conſtitutions, to whom Mercury is ſo pernicious ; and ought 
to be preceded by Purgatives. *The moſt noted Sudorific In- 
gredients are Guajacum and Saſſaparilla. The Doſe of the 
former ought to be inlarg'd for cold Conſtitutions ; and that 
of the latter, for ſuch as are hot. To theſe two I chule to 
add Juniper- wood. | 5 
The other Specifics are Burdock Roots, Soap-wort, Saſ- 
ſafras, Box-wood, Maſtic- wood, Oak-wood, Arſmart, &r. 
The common Vehicle for Sudorific Decoctions is Water; but 
when the Stomac is weak, we may add Wine towards the 
end of the Decoction: For emaciated Perions, ſome boil *'em 
in Whey. When theſe Sudorifics are firſt usd, we ought not 
to be too haſty in forcing the Patient to ſweat ; but to wait 
ſome days till the Humors are gradually prepar'd, and the 
ody incline to it. Beſides, if they happen to operate more 
by Urine, than by Stool, tis not proper to recal the Hu- 
mors that move that way; nay; on the contrary, we ought to 
add Diuretics, and endeavour to diſcharge the virulent mat- 
ter by the paſſage to which Nature directs. When the Hu- 
T 4 mors 
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mors are ſufficiently prepar'd and diſpos'd for ſweating, the 
Patient may be moderately cover'd up, and the Vertue of the 
Sudorific promoted by drinking warm Broth (the Decoction 
itſelf being alſo drunk warm) or kindling Spirit of Wine; 
and while he continues thus to ſweat daily, let a Purge be 
exhibited every ſeyenth Day, _ 

Take of the ſhavings of Guajacum, ſix ounces, the rinds 
of Guajacum, two ounces ; Saſſaperilla Roots, two ounces : 
ſhavings of Saſſafras, an ounce ; Quick-(ilver purify'd by the 
addition of an Alcali, and Antimony in coarſe Powder, both 
ty d in a bag, of each a pound; macerate them in common 
Water for forty eight hours; then boyl them till two thirds 
be evaporated. Some add Soap-wort, Hyſſop, Speed well, 
Liquorice Roots, Raifins, Burdock Roots, Fennel Seeds, 
Se. The Doſe of ſuch a Decoction is from four to eight 
ounces, according to the Circumſtances of the Patient: To 
be taken only in the morning for two or three days without 
ſweating. But after theſe preparatory days are over, let 
the Patient be put into a dry or wet Bagnio, according as 
his Conſtitution is moiſt or dry, about an hour after taking 
a Doſe. And after an hours ſweating, let him retire to a Bed, 
where the ſweat may finiſh its progreſs of its own accord, 


— 


But in the mean while the ſweat muſt be carefully rub'd off, 


and the Sheets or Cloaths ſhifted after ſweating, and well 
walh'd and air'd before they be us'd again. This method 
muſt be perſiſted in for four or fix Weeks, till all the Symp- 
toms diſappear, and the Diſeaſe be totally rooted out. In the 
Interim let the Diet be thin and dry. A ſecond Decoction 
of the ſame Ingredients may be given for ordinary drinking ; 
and Raiſins, or ſome ſuch light thing, for Supper. 

If the Diſeaſe be inveterate, it will he needful to raiſe a 
Salivation by the uſe of Mercury; ſince ſudorific Decoctions 
cannot of themſelves reach the Cure, tho? they may {till be 
uſeful during the progreſs of the Salivation, for attenuating 
and preparing the Humors; but they muſt be ſo order'd, 
that they do not procure ſweat. The beſt preparation of 
Mercury for internal uſe, in order to ſalivate, is the red Pre- 
cipitate from Quick-filver diſſolv'd in the Spirit of Nitre and 
Alluin, given to four grains, and repeated twice or thrice. 
Sweet Mercury is rather a Laxative, unleſs it be fix d by fre- 
quent Sublimation, and mixd with Yelks of Eggs. But 
the moſt effectual way of procuring a Salivation, is that of 


inunction with mercurial Ointments. As,

Take of Quick-lilver purify d, fix ounces; Hogs Fat, not 
ſalted, a pound; mix them exactly, and add of the Gelly 
of Ox Feet, half an ounce; Turpentine, three ounces ; 
diſtill'd Oil of Turpentine, an ounce: Make an Ointment, 
with which anoint the ſoles of the Feet, palms of the 
Hands, Wriſts, Ancles, Elbows, Knees, and Backbone, 
from the Shoulders down to the Os ſacrum, twice a day 
for three ſucceſſive days. Two ounces of the Ointment 
will ſuffice for each inunction, and about the fourth day if 
the Salivation advance one inunction more will ſerve. If it 
do not, we mult continue to anoint ; and if all prove inef- 
fectual, we ought to obſerve nicely where the Impediment 
lies. If the Stagnation and Viſcidity of the Humors about 
the Breaſt retard the work, let a Vomit be exhibited; if 
want of Strength and Spirits, let the Sudorific Decoctions 
be Adminiſtred. The Salivation being obtain'd, muſt be 
continued till the Saliva become fetid and viſcous, and apt 
to fall to the bottom in a Veſſel full of Water, or ſtick to 
its fides. If the Salivation exceed its due bounds, let Opiats; 
Clyſters, and Purgatives be us'd, as alſo Gold both held in 
the Mouth, and given inwardly. e 

After the Salivation is over, it will be requiſite to ſhift the 

Bed · cloaths and wearing Cloaths, and to continue the uſe 
of the Decoctions of Woods; which if the Salivation was 
imperfect may recal the Nocturnal Pains, by driving the 
remaining Acid, diſſolv'd by the Mercury, into the external 
Parts; but their continu'd uſe, with that of Mercury, 
will overcome *em. Purgation is alſo proper after the Sa- 
livation, | 
Before the Commencement of the Cure, as well by a Sali- 
vation as by Sweating, *twill not be amiſs to cleanſe the firſt 
paſſages by Vomits and Purges, that ſo the humors may be 
more pliable, and the troubleſome Symptoms of the Breaſt 
prevented, It the Pox be inveterate, or if the virulent Matter 
be fix d in the external Parts, one or two Purges will ſuffice; 
ſince we ought to be cautious of recalling the humors to the 
Center. When the Matter is joined to the fluid juices, repeat- 
ed Purgation is of uſe. For which end, Coloquintida and 
{weet Mercury are the toping Ingredients. As, 
Take of the extract of black Hellebor, and iweet Mercu- 
ry, of each fifteen grains; Scammony Sulphurate, à d ex- 
tract of Troches Alhandal, of each two grains: With Eſ- 
ſence of Fumitory, or that of Woods, make Pills, 
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Take of the Conſerve of Fumitory, a dram ; Rofin of 
Jalap, Sulphurate Scammony, of each {ix grains; Turbith 
Mineral four grains: Make a Bolus, . 
Some add Purgatives to the Sudorific Woods; as like. 
wiſe volatil Salts, urinous Spirits, and Cinnabar of Anti- 
mony ; together with the extracts and diſtilłd Oils of 
Woods. As, | f 
Take of the ſhavings of Cuajacum, four ſcruples; Dis. 
-phoretic Sulphur of Antimony, a ſcruple; volatil Salt of 
Vipers, twelve grains: Make a Powder for two Doſes.

Take of Matthiolut his Quinteſſence, half an ounce; 
Spirit of Venice Treacle, a dram; Clyſſus of Antimony, 
half a dram, Spirit of Guajacum, two drams : Mix for a 
Doſe, to be pour d into each draught of the Sudorific De. 
coction. | 

Before we take leave of this Subject, it will be requilite 

to conſider the Symptoms, and point to their particular 
Cures. The firſt that offers itſelf, is the Clap, or virulent 
[ running of the Reins. This Symptom appears 1 
1 by itſelf without the Pox, but if it be not ſpeedily cur' 
* diegenerates into it. The cauſe of it is ſome ſharp Miaſma's 
[ proceeding from Ulcers in the Womb, which in the time 
* of Coition inſinuate themſelves thro the Urethra and inlarged 
Pores of the Yard, into the Proſtatæ, and by fermenting 
corrupt their watery juice, which in time becomes corroſive, 
\\ Ulcerates the Glandules, and Excoriates the Vrethra and Pre- 
ö puce. Hence the Symptoms of a Clap are, a violent pain 
it about the Root of the Yard. where theſe Glandules are ſcat- 
ti ed; a continual Efflux of diſcolour'd matter, as being hilt 
18 * . yellow, then green and blue; the Inflammation, and oft. 
| times Ulceration of the Nut of the Yard ; the Corroſion of 
i the Vrethra, follow'd by Caruncles ; an inſufferable Heat of 
| Urine ; and a ſqueezing pain girding the Yard, eſpecially in 
the Night-time, or when it attempts Erection. If a Clap 
continue long it excoriates and watts the Glandules, and 
ſometimes the malign ferment reaches the Stones, and caules 
their Swellings and Bubo's. 

The firſt ſtep towards the Cure, is to cleanſe the Body by 
purging with Coloquintida, the extract of black Hellebor 
[. and (ſweet Mercury, or rather the green precipitate prepar'd 
with Quick- lime; which tho' it may ſeem at firſt to exaſ- 
'Y perate the Symptoms, yet it Jays the Foundation of the Cure. 


After Evacuation we proceed to balmy, cleanſing and bot 
| in 
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ing Ingredients, in regard of the Ulcer of the Proftrate, 
Such ate the diſtill'd Oil of Turpentine, the Turpentine 
Balſam of Sulphur, join'd to Quercetanuss Clap Water, the 
juice of Lemons mix'd with S;\irit of Turpentine and Cam- 
phir, the Balſam prepar'd of Sugar of Lead and Oil of Tur- 
pentine, Oil of Juniper, Extract of Tormenrit, Rofin of 
Guajacum prepar'd with Tincture of Tartar, the Decoction 
of Quick-filver in Water, the Balſam of Fern, and above 
all that call'd Capaivi,or its Eſſence prepar'd with Tartaris'd 
Spirit of Wine, Some commend the infution of Cantha- 
rides in Wine. To theſe we may add the bone of a Cuttle, 
Diaphoretic Antimony, Chalybeat Bezoar, and whatever 
Ce creveitieg Acid. It the Intection have already 
reach'd the Blood. it will be needful to adminiſter Decocti- 
ons of Woods, and the abovemention'd Sudorihcs, mix'd 
with the Eſſences of Woods, and 1 incture of Coral. 

Take of Turbich Mineral, tix or eight grains ; With Con- 
ſerve of Roſes make a Bolus. | | 

Take of Extratium Catholicum, fifteen grains; the green 
precipitate Mercury, fix grains: Extract of Troches 4lhan- 
dal, two grains: With the Eſſence of Woods, or diſtill'd 
Oil of Amber, make Pills. 

Take of the Extract of Tormentil, an ounce ; Sugar a 
Lead, half an ounce; Camphir, two drams: With dittill'd 
Oil of Turpentine make Pills. 

Take of the Balſam of Sulphur, prepar'd with Oil of 
Turpentine, two drams ; Balſam of Capaivi, a dram: Mix. 
Doſe fifteen drops, twice a day. 

Externally for cleanſing the Ulcers, we inje& Quick-lime 
Water, in which Aloe, Myrrh, Hony of Roſes, Sugar of 
Lead, and {ſweet Mercury are diflolv'd. If the Ulcers tend 
to a Cancer, we add Unguentum Aigyptiacum ; or if an Ul- 
cer appear in the Nut of the Yard, we waſh it with a ſolu- 
tion of ſublimate Mercury in the ſame Water. If the Te- 
ſticles are inflamed, we apply Cataplaſms of the Meal of 1 
Beans and Cumminſeeds boil'd in Vinegar and Water, and A 
mix d with Litharge ; or anoint em witha Linament of the | 
Balſam of Sulphur, Oil of Cummin, 'and Ointment of 
Marſh-mallows ; and if any hardneſs remain, diſcuſs it with 
a Plaiſter of Gum Ammoniac, and the Plaiſter of Hem- 
lock. The Plaiſter de Ranis with Mercury is of excel- 
lent uſe for other places; but for the Teſticles *tis not ſo 
proper, for fear the Mercury ſhould extinguiſh their fer- 
ment, If the Prepuce be inflani'd, foment it with the

A Clap in Women is cur d after the ſame manner, and 
attended by Symptoms of the ſame Nature. 

The next Symptom we take notice of, is that of Bubo's or 
Glandulous ſwellings, occafion'd by the Stagnation of viſcid 
Lymph. Their Suppuration ought to be promoted by ap- 
plying Sala's Magnetic plaiſter, or Toads ſoak' d in Vine. 
gar, or the Plaiſter de Ranis with Mercury, ſoften'd with 
Oil of Cuajacum or fetid Oil of Tartar, or the plaiſter of 


Hemlock mix'd with Soap. When the Bubo's are ſuffi. 


ently foften'd, let em be open d with a Cauſtic, or 2 
Launce, and kept long open by applying the Balſam of 
St. Fobn's wort, with Oil of Tartar, and the plaiſter 0pe- 
deldoch,. If either the Suppuration or Cleanſing advance 
but ſlowly, Cupping glaſſes are of uſe, for attenuating the 
ſtubborn Matter. But after all, if there be any ground for 
ſuſpecting a Cancer, we muſt lay aſide the thoughts of 
Suppuration, and indeavour the Cure internally, by ad- 
miniſiring firſt the Decoction of Guajacum, then Purga- 
tives, and in the laft place the Spirit and Salt of Vipers; 
and if theſe prove ineffectual, by the univerſal Method for 
the Pox. 

As for the puſhes and pimples that attend the Pox, tis 
convenient to waſh em, with the Decoction of Woods, and 
Oil of Tartar ; and touch 'em gently with ſome Spirit im- 


lowing mixture. 

Take of Plantane Water, ſix ounces ; Sublimate Mercury, 
four fcruples ; Allum, half an ounce : Mix and apply with 
a Feather. This mixture is alſo proper for the Swellings of 
the fundament, unleſs they be very large; in which caſe 
we root em out with Ligatures, or with a knife, and ap- 
ply the mixture to the remains. Warts are remov'd by 
applying Oil of Vitriol or Aqua Fortis, 

The Ulcers uſually difappear after Salivation. Other- 
Wile they are cleans'd by applying the Solution of Sublimate 
Mercury in Plantane Water, or an Ointment of common 
Oil, Ceruſs, Red Lead, Sublimate Mercury and white Wax. 
After they are ſufficiently cleans'd, which the laudable 
colour of the Pas and tides of the Wound will diſcover, 
we apply the Decoction of Woods and vulnerary Plants, with 

Sugar of Lead and Lime Water, and the plailte: Diaſulphu- 


ris with that of Norinberg, The external Ulcers o 125 
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Yard are treated after the ſame manner. If they are inter- 
nal, we inje& the above mentioned Liquors, or put in a 
Wax Candle coverd with the foregoing Ointment. For 
thoſe of the Womb, the ſame Method will ſuffice. As for 
Ulcers of the Mouth and Palate, we mutt take care that the 
Cauſtic, when applied, be not ſwallowed down ; if they are 
ſeated in the upper ſide of the Palate, we inje& the healing 
Decoctions thro* the Noſe. Such are the Decoctions of 
Plantane. Self- heal, Scahious, of each a handful: red Roſ 
two little handfuls; Saſſaperilla, an ounce ; Guajacum an 
red Sanders, of each fix drams ; Sumac, half an ounce 2 - 
To two pound and a half of the firain'd Liquor, we add 
two ounces of the Syrup of dry Roſes, and as much of that 
of Mulberries. The Ulcers of the Noſe ought to be firft 
waſh'd with emollient Decoctions and Oils, by reaſon of 
their cruſt ; and then with the Aſtringent Vulnerary Deco- 
ctions, mix'd with Allum and Lime Water. 

The Chops of the Hands and Feet are waſh'd with the 
Decoction of Woods, {ſweet Mercury, and Quick- lime; to 
which if the Chops be hard, we add emollient Ingredients ; 
after waſhing we anoint 'em with Sublimate or ſweet Mer- 
cury, and the Oil of Tartar, incorporated with Vnguen- 


tum Enulatum, OY | 
If the Bones be rotten, we ſcrape 'em with a knife, or, if 


that method prove ſucceſleſs, we apply a hot Iron, and 
then waſh em with Spirit of Wine. The Bones of the 
Palate muſt be cover d with a plate of Silver or Gold. For 
pains in the Bones remaining after the general Cure, we 
apply the following plaiſter. Take of Vigo's plaiſter, with 
a quadruple quantity of Mercury, an ounce and a half; Ex- 
preſsd Oil of Nutmegs, and Opium diſſolvd in Vinegar 
of each half an ounce ; thicken'd juice of Tobacco, an 
common Cinnabar, of each an ounce ; Saffron, fix drams: 
With Turpentine make a plaiſter. If a ſwelling remain af- 
ter the pains are over, apply clouts dipp'd in freſh Butter 
boil'd in Wine till it Evaporate. 

The hard ftony Concretions that frequently beſet the 
Bones yield to a Salivation, interlac'd with preparations from 
Vipers and Antimony. Externally we apply in ſuch caſes, 
Vigo's plaiſter, with a quadruple quantity of Mercury, ſoften- 
ed with the diſtill'd Oil of Cuajacum, or the following Com- 
poſition. Take of Diachylon, with Gums, and Oil of O- 
lives, of each four ounces; new Wax, an ounce ; black 
Pepper, half an ounce ; common Salt, two drams; Spaniſh 
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Flies, a dram ; Muſtard-ſeed, a ſcruple; thicken d Hony, 
two ſcruples: Make a Plaiſter to be applied, above a piece 
of very fine Linnen, and ty'd faſt to the part, the Linnen 
underneath being chang d twicg a day. If theſe hard ſwel- 
lings are very painful, apply a Liniment of the Oil of 
Turpentine, diſtill'd Oil of Guajacum, Quick · ſilver and O- 
pium. Some apply a plate of Lead cover'd with Mercy. 
ry; or a plate of malleable Mercury prepar'd thus. Take of 
Lead a pound, and melt it; while tis yet liquid, put a Bar 
of Iron into it till it begin to thicken ; then ſhife the Iron, 
and put an ounce of Quick ſilver iuto its place, where 't will 
congeal; after tis thus congeal'd, ſeparate it with a Knife, 
and boil it thrice in a pound of Oil, till che Oil be ſet on 
fire every Time. : h 

If this Method prove ineffectual, apply bliſtering-plaiſters, 
and cut Iſſues above the part, or open the Tumor with an 
actual Cauſtic, and keep it open for a long time. 
The Scab and Tetter that ſometimes attend the Pox, are 
remov'd by touching 'em with the ſolution of ſublimate 
Mercury in Arſmart-water; and applying the Oil of Tar- 
tar per deliquium, with Hog's- fat. . 

The Head aches are cur'd by applying Vige's plaĩſter, with 
Mercury, Caſtor, aud Laudanum Opiatum ; or by trepana- 
tion, if the Venereal virulency be extinguiſh'd. The ting- 


ling in the Ears is curd by injecting the Infuſion of Gus. 


jacum, Caſtor and Mint in Aﬀes Urine, or the following

Of the Hypocondriac and Scorbutic Diſeaſes. 


Tres a ſort of Cichexy that frequently reigns in our 


Northern Climates, whoſe Symptoms appearing moſtly 
in the Hypocondria, occaſion d its being call'd the Hypocon- 
driac Evil. When its Symptoms are very fierce and exalt- 
ed, tis intituled the Scurvy ; a Name given it by the Saxons 
in North. Germany, who are moſt liable to it. The better 
part of Authors upon this Subject, being amus d with its 

Symp-

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Symptoms and Effects, have vainly fancy'd to eſtabliſh its o- 
W riginal ſcat in ſeveral Bowels, that are only accidentally 
concern d. For if they traced it to its fiate of Infancy, and 
firſt beginning, they had pitch'd upon the Stomac for the 
place of its Nativity; and the Acid Viſcous Crudities that 
W a faulty digeſtion occaſions, for its cauſes. 
For our further ſatisfaction in this matter, we ſhall briefly 
mn over its Symptoms; and if we find that they owe their 
being to an Acid Crudity in the Stomac, ſhall reckon that 
we have made our point good. fn the firſt place, the Appe- 
tite is oft-times over keen in Hypocondriac Perſons, their 
digeſtion being weak, and follow d by Convulſive or Weigh- 
ty pains in the Stomac, Belchings, Wind and Noiſe, eſpecial- 
*. the left ſide of the Belly, where the Colon is ſtraiten d; 
they are always Coſtive, and Laxatives operate better in 
them than proper Purgatives. If an Artificial or Natural 
Vomiting happen, they throw up Acid Matter, which ſtu- 
pities the Teeth, and corrodes a Copper Veſſel, fo as to ren- 
der it ruſty. After eating they are oft. times ſeiz d with a 
gnawinz Pain in the Stomac, reaching along the Back, from 
the lower part of the Neck of the Gullet, (which ſome mi 


wringing Pains in the Guts, palpitations of the Heart, per- 
turbation of Mind, and a difficulty of breathing, occaſion d 
either by viſcous Crudities diſtending the Stomach, or Con- 
vulſions of the Middriff and Muſcles of the Breaſt, or Wind 
in the Abdomen hindering the deſcent of the Middriff. In 
proceſs ot time, hard Tumors ſometimes infeſt the Intrails, 
and theConvultive contractions of the Fibres of the Branches 
of the Arteria Cæliaca cauſe beatings about the Loins. While 
their Stomac is empty. they are apt to be giddy and dull; 
they are liable to Head- aches, loſs of Memory, Fear, Grief, 
aukward Dreams, and vain Imaginations. Their Pulſe is 
very inconſtant, and all their Symptoms liable to periodical 
Exaſperations, Frequently they are ſenſible (as it wer) of 
Fumes riſing upward from the Belly, and the Paroxyſm re 
ſembles a Hyſterical Fit, In the Paroxyſm the colour and con- 
liſtence of their Urine is inconſtant; but when 'tis over, re- 
turns to a natural order. Theſe are the Symptoms of Hy- 
pocondriac Perſons; but all of em are rarely to be ſeen in 
one Perſon. The moſt certain Symptoms that always at- 
tend, are Gripings and Wind in the Guts, a weak Stomac, 
Coliivencſs and perturbation of the Head.

I The Symptoms being thus premiſed, let us now enqui 
after hel Cauſe. The firſt Cauſe is a vicious Acid 10 the 
Stomac, enlarging the Appetite; but unfit for digeſtion, 
Hence enſues an Acid Crudity in the firſt paſſages, which 
depraves the Crafis of the Blood, prevents the due ſepara- 
tion of volatil Spirits; upon which the Lymph becomes 
Acid, and the Bile inactive. 

Theſe are the ſources of all the preceding Symptoms, ſince 
Wind. Noiſe, griping in the Guts, and coſtiveneſs, are the 
natural reſult of a viſcous Acid in the firſt paſſages; as fluſh. 
ings in the Face arife from its efferveſcence with the Bile, 
The Convultions of the nervous Membranes in ſeveral parts 
of the Body, are the effect of its irritation ; its Crudity im- 
pairs the due fermentation of the Blood, and cauſes a pal. 
pitation of the Heart, and difficulty of breathing; it depraves 
the Nutrious juice of the Bowels, which ſettles into hard 
Swellings, and occaſions a degeneracy and auſterity in the 
Spirits; hence Fear, Melancholy, irregular Thoughts, and 
uncooth Emotions enſue, 

The remote-cauſes that promote Cruditles, are Acid Li- 
quors, or ſalt Victuals, or ſuch as are dryed in ſmoak ; ſince 
both partake of the Acid Spirit of Salt or Soot: Want of 
motion to promote digeſtion, and the ſpeedy affimilation 
of Chyle; nocturnal Study or Care exhauſting the Spirits; oC 
impoveriſhing the Blood, and rendring the Lymph Acid, to 
So much for the Symptoms and Cauſes of the Hypocon- 


driac Diſeaſe. | 
When this depravation, deprived from Acid Crudities in 


the Stomac, is carried ſo high, that the Blood, Lymph, and lel 
all the juices of the Body are notably perverted, and the vi- | 
cious Acid becomes volatil, malignant, and apt to multiply vo 
its influence by Contagion or Hereditary Succeſlion, it is ſtiled ane 
the Scurvy; and is generally attended by ſuch a numberlels Pi] 
train of various Symptoms, that *tis cuſtomary to charge it gte 


with every uncommon Symptom even of other Diſcaſes. 
The peculiar Qualities of this ſcorburical Ferment, are theſe, 
1. An aptneſs to attack the Glandules, and pervert theit 
Lymph. 2. A mortal enmity to the nervous Syticme; 28 
appears by the following enumeration of its Symptoms. 
Scorbutical Perſons are troubled with a wearine(s, weak- 
neſs, ſenſe of weight, and a dull obſcure pain in the Limbs: 
Their Appetite is either too fierce, ot quite dejected; thet! 
Gums are li:ble to Excreſcences, Swellings and Ulcers 3 


and when rubbed, void either a ſaltiſhy bloody, or ſerous by

ſtinks; their Spittle is very ſalt, and ſometimes plainly 
Acid, eſpecially in a Morning; they are oft- times moleſted 
with Nocturnal Sweats; and red, yellow, or black Spots 
upon the Arms and Legs, ſometimes as ſmall as Flea- bites, 
ſometimes as large as a Crown piece; and ſometimes the 
Limbs are beſet with rough ſcaly Swellings like Meaſles ; 
their Skin oft-times itches, and when tis ſcratched, be- 
comes red, or tends to a ſordid Ulcer. n 

Their Urine is high colour d, or precipitates a red {andy 
fleſh-colour'd ſediment, or leaves a red friable ſand upon 
the ſides and bottom of the Urinal; a fat crutt or skin 
ſwims on the top, and if look'd upon ſide-ways, appears 
party-colour'd like a Peacock's Tail; after the Urine is 
thrown out, the Urinal retains a bluiſh colour, which 15 
not eaſily waſh'd off. | | | 

They are infeſted with a difficulty of Breathing, and wan” 
dring painsgird the Loins and Back, and wring, nay, ſome- 
times diſtend and harden the Belly, and are oft-times fol- 
low'd by red Pimples in the Skin, which diſappear ſuddenly. 
Sometimes they are ſeiz*d with nocturnal pains in their Limbs 
{hifcing from the Arms to the Feet, and contra, After vios 
lent wringing pains, their external parts frequently be- 
come paralytic. SometimesConvulſtons and Hyſterical Symp- 
toms ſeize em. Sometimes ſettled hx'd pains invade the 
Head and Limbs, eſpecially in the Night- time; and reſem- 
ble thoſe of the French Pox. Sometimes their Legs are in- 
feſted by hard ſtony Concretions that are void of pain, un- 
leſs they walk. The Stomac is frequently provok'd to vos 
miting; and their Inteſtines to bloody Stools, which are 
voided without Gripings, and after the other Excrements, 


and ſo are eaſily diſtinguiſhed from the Blood y- flux or the 


Piles. They are alſo liable to frequent Fluxes of blue or 
greenith Blood from other parts of the Body; and to 
a St. Anthony's Fire in their Legs, which if indiſcreetly ma- 
naged, becomes a Gangrene or a malign Ulcer. Their 
Pulſe is unequal, frequently very ſmall, and oft-times in- 
termits, When the Diſcaſe is inveterate, they're ſub- 
ject to Catarrhs, Defluxions, Excoriations, Ulcers 
Conſumgtions. | | 
From theſe premiſes we draw this Concluſion, that the 
immediate cauſe of the Scurvy ts a volatil ſaline Acid; which 
irritates the Ner ves and Membranes, ſharpens the Lymph;

Charleton diſtinguiſhes a hot Scurvy 
proceeding from a Sulphur and a fix'd Salt, from that 
which is cold, and ſprings from an Acid; as likewiſe Willi 
who refers the cauſe of hot and cold Scurvies to the pre- 
valency of Sulphur or Salt. But all theſe Differences pro. 


ceed only from the various Conſtitutions of Patients,

A Scurvy frequently joins itſelf to other Difiemper, 
inſomuch, that without a particular regard to it, they can- 
not be cur'd.

If the Scurvy be recent it admits of a Cure. If inve- 
terate, it requires a continued vſe of proper Medicines 
for a long tine ; and frequently terminates in fatal Drop- 
lies, Cachexies, Obſtructions of the Bowcls or Con- 
ſumptions. If a difficulty of breathing attend it, tis 


very dangerous, and frequently finiſhes the Tragedy ina 


Swoon. Cottiveneſs and ſuppretlion of the Piles ot 
wonted Evacuations are bad Omens. A weak and un- 
equal Pulſe is leſs to be fear'd than in other Dilcaſcs. Black 
Urine, without a Fever, is well look d upon, as being 4 
lign of the ſolution of the Diſeaſe. Red ſpots are 4 
good ſign. But black, livid, or blue ones and Ulcers 
are very bad.

The Cure of Hypocondriac and Scorbutical Diſeaſes con- 
fills in correcting and evacuating the Crudities of the firſt 
Paſſages, fortifying the Stomac, retrieving the due Craſis 
of the Blood, and reſtoring all wonted Evacuations to their 
former courſe, In order to compaſs theſe ends, let the fol- 
lowing Rules be heedfully minded. | Fe 7 

1. Blood letting and Iſſues are of no direct uſe. Some- 
times indeed, ind irectly, a ſcorbutical Catarrh may reap be- 
nefit from the latter; as the Head - ach and fixed pains in 
the Legs, may juſtifie the former. | 

2, Duretics are always proper, and a plentiful evacua- 


ton of u ine was ever obſerv'd to give Relicf. In the be- 


ginning of the Diſeaſe gentle Diuretics are beſt, for fear of 
draining the Morbifical cauſe out of the firſt Paſſages into the 
Veſſels, Such are the volatil and fix d Alcali's, wiz. Arca» 
num Duplicatum, Spirit of Earth- worms, Tincture of Tar- 
tar, Spirit of Sal- arinoniac, Cc. 

3. Dry Vomits given in large Doſes, uſher d in by Dige- 
fives; and in cafe of Coſtiveneſs, proper Clyſters; are the 
Balis of the Cure of the Hypocondriac Diſeaſe. In a form'd 
Scurvy we frne improper, as being apt to ſtir up and exaſ- 
perate the {harp ſcorbutical Juices. 

4. Purgatives weaken the Symptoms of the Belly, and 
upon that Account are julily avoided. But Laxatives are 
very uſeful. | | 

5. Attenuating Gums, and other ſuch Ingredients, are al- 
ways uſcful for cutting the viſcous Humors that give being 
to the Hypocondriac Diſeaſes. | 

6, The Belly ought to be always kept open, 

7. When Aperients, by opening and unlocking the Ob- 
ſtructions of the Bowels, cauſe a Flux or Dyſentery, let the 


Guts be corroborated by Elixir Proprietatis, Tincture of 
Coral, Cs. 
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8. Chalybeats and dry Abſorbents are not always ofequa] 
uſe in the Hy pocondriac Diſeaſe; for, if the Bowels are 
moleſted with hard Swellings, molſt, liquid Aperients are 
preferable. TE EO | 

9. Antiſcorbutics are uſeful againſt the Hypocondriac 
Diſeaſe as well as againſt the Scurvy. | | 
10. Bilious Conſtitutions, or ſuch as are rul'd by a vo- 
latil ſharp Alcali, are oft-times offended by volatil Antiſcor- 
butics, and oily Aromatics. Wherefore 'tis advilable in that 
caſe, toqualitie the former with Spirit of Nitre or Whey; 
- and ſhift the latter for meagre thin Salts, and Chalybcat 
Abſordent Powders. 

11, Vinegar is pernicious. But the Juices of Acid Fruits 
are allowable. 

12. Volati!, ſharp Antiſcorbutics, ought always to he 
uſher'd in, and ſometimes interlac'd, with Chalybeat Poy- 
ders, or Alcalin Salts. 

13. When the ſcorbutical Acid is corrected, and the Sto. 
mach able to digeſt, Milk mixed with Spirit of Sal- arm. 
niac, or that of Scurvy graſs, is of excellent uſe ; it tem- 
pers the Acid, qualifies the ſharp Salt, and bedews the 
nervous parts. For Hypocondriac Perſons 'tis not fo proper 
as Whey. 7 

14, Sweet Mercury is fitly mixed with Laxatives for Hy- 
pocondrical Perſons; but tis pernicious to ſuch as are icor- 
butical, tho* Antimony be very uſeful. 

Having premis'd theſe cautionary Rules, we prececd to 
the Method of Cure. In which, digeſtive Preparatives 
lead the van. Such are Cetrach, Hyſſop, lefler Centory, 
Saſſafras, Myrrh, China root, and the fixed Salts of Plants; 
Crabs-Eyes, Caſtor, Amber, Coral, Steel, and Abforbent 
Chalybeat Powders, exc-pting the Powders of Stones pa- 
taking of Steel, ſuch as Blocd- ſtone, the Load-iione, &c. 
ſince the number of their Aſtringent earthy parts ſurnuounts 
that of the Chalybeat, and joins with the Acid in the 
firſt Paſſages into a ſtyptic Body, cauſing Coliivenels. 
From the abovementioned Ingredients, we diaw ſeveral 
Preparations, ſuch as the Extract of Steel 5 the Tinctures 
of the Vitriol of Steel, of Tartar, and of the diols of 
the Regulus of Antimony ; the Hypocondriac digeliive 
Salt, (viz, the Caput mortuum of the Spirit of Sal-arms- 
niac) Tartar vitriolated; the Terra Foliata of Tartar, 
(prepar'd by impregnating Salt of Tartar with Vine, 7;

Next in order are gentle Laxatives, eſpecially in a hot 
Scurvy; ſuch are the Pills of Armoniac, or thoſe of Tartar 
mixed with ſweet Mercury, which is of excellent uſe againſt 
Coſtiveneſs: For Reſinous Purgatives ought to be avoided, as 
being endowed withan aſtringent quality, Wherefore Aloes, 
whoſe Gummy part is of good uſe, ought always to be dif- 
ſolved in a watry Vehicle, that ſo its Roſin may be ſepara- 
ted. Sometimes we mix Laxatives with Specitick Altera- 
tives, and continue their uſe for ſome time, and whet em 
if there be occaſion, with Coloquintida or Troches Alban- 
dal, Raiſins, Prunes, Tamarinds, and ripe ſweet Apples, 
or their expreſs'd Juice, are of great efficacy againſt Coſtive- 
neſs ; but Sugar and other ſweet Things, ought to be care- 
fully avoided.

of Whey, or rather of Milk injected every other Day in a 
contirm'd Scurvy.

The Patient's Body being thus prepared, we advance tò 
Alteratives. Such are Steel and all fixd Salts, or what- 
ever ſubdues an Acid. To theſe we join either the, Ape- 
rients, Diuretics and bitter Stomachical Aromatics, or the 
ſpirituous volatil Salts, Thus the filings of Steel, all its 
Aperitive Crocus's, the vitriol of Steel calcin'd, the ſolar 
Liquor of Steel, the natural Spaws conſiſting of Steel diſ- 
ſolved in Sulphur, the Tincture of the vitriol of Steel, 
the ſolution of Steel prepared with the juice of ſweet Ap- 
ples and mixed with the Spirit of Scurvy-graſs, Chaly- 
beat Diaphoretic Antimony, Chalybeat Bezoar, the Be- 
zoar ſtone. Cc. Theſe, I ſay, are all of good uſe. But 
when the Bowels are ſtuffed or threatened with hard ſwel- 
lings they are improper. Beſidee, while Spaw Waters are 
drunk, *twill be requiſite to defend the Stomach by ſome 
Stomachical Ointment or Platiter, 

Next to the Steel are the bitter Plants, dedicated to the 
Stomach and Spleen; ſuch are Fumitory, leſſer Cen- 
tory, Juniper-berries, Wormwood, Agrimony, Cuckow- 
pint, and Elecampane ; their Decoctions, Eſſences, and 
above all, their fix'd Salts, and the Salt taken from 
the Caput Mortuum of the Spirit of Sal-armoniac. Myn.- 
ſiehtiuſ's Arcanum Duplicatum is of excellent uſe, eſpe- 
cially when the Perton is liable to fluſhings and ſudden 


Inflammations, Elixir Proprietatis prepared without an 


Acid, and mixed with the Spirit of Scurvy-graſs and that 
of Sal-armoniac is alſo proper. The volatil Salt and Spirit of 


Tartar; the Tincture of Tartar mixed with the Spirit of 


Sal-armoniac, and given to forty drops; the Carmina- 
tive Spirit prepared from Tartar, Nitre, and Spirit of 
Wine; the Spirit diſtilled from a Mixture of Quick- 
lime, Spirit of Sal-armontac and Spirit of Wine impreg- 
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nated with Aromatics; the Spirit of Sal-armoniac, mixed 
with Antiſcorbutic Spirits, and eſpecially the Liquor of 
the Terra Foliata of Tartar, mixed with Spirit of Sal- 
armoniac ; are very much approv'd both in the Hypocon- 
driac and Scorbutical Diſtemper, eſpecially when the Perſon 
Is liable to heats and fluſhings, and apt to be offended by 
the Oily Aromatic Ingredients: In which caſe purify'd or 
Antimonial Nitre is alſo uſeful. Nay. ſome are very diffuſe 
in their Encomiums upon a mixture of Nitre, and the Pow- 
der Diacumini.

The Specthics that are peculiarly devoted to the Scur- 
vy, are of two ſorts: Namely, 1. The volatil ſharp 
Ingredients that amend the indiſpoſition of the Blood: 
2. Balmy Oily Medicines that repair the loſſes of the 
ſolid and nervous parts. Of the hiſt fort are Scurvy- 
graſs, Marſh Trefoil, Water Creſſes, Celandine, Pile- 
wort, the Herb call'd Trinity, Arſmart eſpecially its. di- 
ſtilled Water, Horſe Radiſhes, Muſtard-ſeeds, and thoſe 
of Garden Creſſes, Rockets, Scurvy-graſs, and Colum- 
bines, To theſe we add the juices of Sorrel, Citrons, 
Oranges, and ſuch like Acids, to temper the volatil ſharp- 
neſs that frequently offends young hot Conſtitutions. Of 
the Jatter fort are the Buds and Bark of the Pine or Fir 
Tree, the Pine Apple, or Pine Wood, Safſafras, Guajacum, 
China, Roots. Juniper Wood, Winter Cinnamon ; the P. 
Rings of the Aſh- tree, Tamarisk, Citrons and Oranges; wer dl

ter Germander, Fumitory, Wormwood, Elecampane, Ze- 
doary, Galangal, Angelica, Lovage, the Fruit of the Knot- 
berry- buſh and its Electuary, Cacoa Nuts; the flowers of 
Broom, St, John's-wort, Elder and Saffron ; Earth-worms, 
and Gooſe dung given to a dram in Wine. | 

The Antiſcorbutics of the former ſort being volatil, won't 
admit of Decoction. Upon which account we chuſe to 
infuſe em in Wine for cold, in Whey for bilious, and in 
Milk for dry wither'd Conſtitutions. As, 

Take of freſh Scurvy-graſs, Fumitory and Water Creſſes 
of each a handful ; Horſe Radiſh Roots, three ounces ; 
freſh Elecampane Roots, an ounce ; Currans, fix drams 
cut, bruiſe, and tye them in a bag, to be infug'd in Wine, 
Whey, or Milk, of which exhibit a draught thrice a day. If 
they be infus'd in Wine. *twill be proper to add half a dram 
of Crabs-eyes to every draught, for preventing the bad ef- 
fects of the acidity that prevails in Wine. 

Take of freſh Scurvy-graſs and Water Creſſes, of each 
a handful ; Elecampane 1 an ounce and a half; Acorus 
Roots, an ounce; ſhavings of Saſſafras, and filings of Steel, 
of each two ounces ; Orange-pecl, Citron-peel, and Galan- 
gal, of each two drams: Tye em in a bag as above, If we 
deſire to render em Purgative, we add Senna Leaves, black 
Hellebor, Rhubarb, and Salt of Tartar. 

Take of the Juices of Scurvy-graſs, Water Creſſes, and 
Fumitory, of each three ounces ; Citrons and Wood-ſorrel, 
of cach two ounces ; clarify'd Goats Whey, three pound: 
Let'em ſtand till they become clear, then ſtrain the Liquor, 
and give five ounces for a Doſe twice a day, adding to every 
draught a convenient quantity of the Eſſence of Steel, pre- 
par'd with the Juice of Apples. 

Take of the Chalybeat Cachectic Powder, two drams ; 
Cuckow-pint Roots, and Arcanum Duplicatum, of each a 
dram ; diſtill'd Gill of Scurvy-graſs, eight drops: Make a 
Powder, 

From the above-mentioned Simples we draw Spirits. 
Firſt by Fermentation, then by frequent Cohobation up- 
on freſh Ingredients. Theſe Spirits digeſted with the 
Extract of Steel, or with the Extract and thickened Juice 
of the other Ingredients, yield noble Antiſcorbutic Ef- 
ſences, that are given from half a dram to a dram. To 
theſe we frequently join the diſtilled Oils of the ſame 
Plants, and the volatil Spirits of Animals, eſpecially the 
boirit Sal- Armoniac, and that of Earth-worms. | of 
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Of the balmy Antiſcorbutics that are calculated for the 
diſorder of the Nerves and ſolid parts, Saſſafras, China 
Roots, the wild Pine-tree, and the Pine-apple are the moſt 
noted. As, 4147 2 
Take of the Buds of the wild Pine- tree, two ounces; China 
Roots ſliced, an ounce; infuſe em in two pounds of Ale, 
and boil em till the half evaporate : Exhibit a draught of 
the ſirain'd Liquor warm, Morning and Evening, in order 
to ſweat. Juniper-berries, Fir-tops and Raitins, are alſo 
proper Antiſcorbutics. 7 $1 
The Extract of Juniper-berries, or the thickened Decocti. 
on of the Pine-apple, reduced to Eſſences with the Spirit of 
Scurvy-graſs, are admirable for this purpoſe, being given 
from forty to fifty drops. But withal we ought to take no- 
tice, that all Remedies prepar'd from the Pine- tree, are 
enrich'd with a plentiful volatil Oil that dejects the Appe- 
tite, and if too long us'd cauſes Fevers, Puſhes, or cuticular 
Eruptions in young People. | 
But both the Indications of ſubduing the ſcorbutical Acid, 
and relieving the ſolid parts, are admirably well aniwerd by 
a Milk diet. The time of exhibiting Milk, comes after the 
general Evacuations, and the ute of Steel. Goats Milk 5 
accounted the beſt, and for thoſe who are Feveriſh we cul: 
Whey. If the Patient be of a lean dry Conſtitution, and 
if the Scorbutical Acid be fiery and tharp, Milk aloneis 
beſt ; but otherwiſe we boil Antiſcorbutical Ingredients in 
the Milk, or add their Juices and Spirits. As, 
Take of Goats Whey a quart, and boil it in a cloſe Vel- 
fel with a handful of treſh Fumitory Leaves; then ftrain 
it, and add *to every draught twenty drops of the Spirit 
of Scurvy-era's, and a li'tle Sugar to prevent its curdling, 
Thus let the Patient continue the uſe of it for ſome time, in- 
terlacing a laxative every fourth day, remembring always t 
walk after taking it, in order to promote Urine, and ab- 
- ſtain from M ine and Acid Liquors. This method of infu- 
ſing or boiling Antiſcorbutics in Milk, ought to be follow 
during the Spring and Summer; but in the Autumn Win? 
is the more proper Vehicle. 
The general Cure of the Scurvy being thus diſpatch- 
ed, it remains to account for its. particular Symptoms 
Theſe are, 8 
I. The Laxity. Swelling, Bleeding, Ulceration, or Putt 
faction of the Gums. For removing ſuch Inconveniencies, 
we uſe Gargariſms, Tinctures, Powders and Oinemane 
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The Gargariſms are made of the Juice of Sage and Scurvy- 
graſs; a Decoction of Sage and Scurvy-grafs, in Milk, 
Whey or Wine. Or of Private Wood, Pine-tree tops, Creſ- 
ſes and Allum; in Milk, Whey or Wine. To which we 
add by Turns, Snake-weed Roots, Tormentil, Birthwort, 
Mvrrh, Lac, Spirit of Salt, Ce. As, * want 

Take of Sage-leaves, three handfuls; Scurgy-graſs and 
Water Creſſes, of each half a handful; Flowers of Mallows, 
two hand fuls; Polypudy Roots ſix drams; boil them in two 
pound of fair Water till the half be conſumed; then ſtrain 
the Liquor, and add of the Hony of Roſes, an ounce and a 
half; bumt Allum, a dram; purify'd Nitre, three drams ; 
ſeal'd Earth, and Florentine Lac, of each a dram : Mix 
for a Gargariſm. If the Gums are putrify'd, boil leſſer 
Centory, Plantain, Savin, Water Germander, Roſes, Birth- 
wort-Roots, and Maſtic, in auſtere Wine; and add to a 
pound and a half of the ſtrain d Decoction, an ounce and a 
half of the Ointment AÆgyptiacum, and a dram and a half 
of crude Allum, 

Take of Plantain, Self-heal, and Roſe-water, of each four 
ounces 3 Tincture of Roſes, Spirit of Scurvy-graſs, of each 
two drams ; Spirit of Salt, Spirit of Vitriol, of each a ſcru- 
ple: Mix and rub the Gums. + 1e 

After Gargariſing the Mouth, *tis proper to rub the Gums 
with Tinctures, eſpecially Mynſichtius his Tincture of Lac, 
which may be improved by adding Myrrh, and ſhifting the 
phlegm of Allum for that of Vitriol. The following Tin- 
Cture is alſo very effectual, viz, Pour warm Water upon 
Quick-lime. and boil it, then let it Rand till it be clear, and 
ſtrain it; draw off this ſtrain'd Lye till a Salt remain at 
bottom ; now take of this Salt, three drams ; of the Gum 
Lacy, two drams ; Cyprus Vitrio), fix grains; Roſemary and 
Sige-waters, of each an ounce and a half: Mix, and diſ- 
ſolve with a gentle heat. 

As for Powders : Take of Snake-weed, and Tormentil 
Roots, and the Rinds of Pomegranets, of each a dram; 
Blood-ftone, Frankincenſe, burnt Allum, and Sal-armoniac, 
of each halfa dram: Make a Powder for rotten Gums, 
Or ſprinkle it with the diftilled Oil of Cloves, and Spirit 
of Scurvy-graſs.

a Liniment. Borellus recommends Allum, with the Oil of 
Sulphur and Conſerve of Roſes. If the Ulcers are malignant 
and (ſtinking, apply the Ointment of Columbines, with the 
Juice of Sage, and Spirit of Salt; or the Ointment Ag yp. 
tiacum diluted with Hony, or Platerus's green Waters. Note, 
the Spirit of Vitriol always makes the Teeth black. 
II. Scorbutical Tooth-aches are cur'd by applying the De- 
coction of Pine-tree, Leaves with Spirit of Scurvy-graſs; 
or the Juices of leſſer Houſe-leek and Scurvy-graſs, with the 
Decoction of Henbane, Roſemary, Rue, Plantane, Sage, 
Snake- weed and Fearn. If the pain reach the Temples and 
Face, foment em with the weaker Spirit of Scurvy-grafs, 
mixed with the Spirit of Earth-worms. | | 
III. The ſpots on the skin ought to be promoted by exhi- 
biting inwardly the volatil ſpecifics, mixed with ablor- 
bent Powders, and the Tincture of Columbine Flowers, 
or Emulſions of its Seed, or the Antiſcorbutical Tindur: 
of Coral. If the ſpots be red, we add Acid Juices; if 
blue or livid, Scurvy-graſs and volatil Ingredients. Ex- 
ternally if they diſorder the skin, and are apt to excor- 
ate, apply, after ſweating, a Liniment of Muſtard. ſeeds 
mix'd with Vinegar; or, if that be too ſharp, with the 
Oil of ſweet Almonds, and freſh Juice of Citrons. The 
Ointment of the Roots of Florentine Orris, and white Hel 
lebor, mix'd with the Oil of ſweet Almonds, is lookd 
upon by ſome as infallible for this purpoſe. If the kin 
itch, and be moleſted with little miliar Eruptions, exhibit 
the Decoction of Pine-tree buds ; and let the Hands and 
Feet be lick'd by a Dog. | 
lv. The fixed pains in the Legs are removed by bleeding 
in the Arm; applying Bliſtering plaiſters near the affected 
part; exhibiting Sudorifics, eſpecially the Decoctions 0i 
Woods, and Pine-tree buds, the Eſſence of Saſſafras, Spirit of 
Scurvy-graſs, Spirit of Venice Treacle camphoris'd, and 
Spirit of Elder-berries mix'd with the Eſſence of Opium and 
Laudanum Opiatum ; and by fomenting the part with the 
Spirit of Juniper- berries camphoris'd,Spirit of Earth-worms, 
and Aqua Articularis ; or by ſoaking it in Tanners Lye, mix 
with Man's Urine; or in hot fermenting Wine; or in the 
Decoction of Ants; the perſon being put to a warm Bed im. 
mediately after. Some recommend the Decoction of Sage, 
Chamomil and Elder-flowers, Water Creſſes, and Heir 
bane Leaves, in Milk or Whey for a fomentation; or & 
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Rob of Juniper, mixed with the thicken'd Juices of Water 
Creſſes, Chamomil and Elder Flowers, in the form of a Ca- 
taplaſm; or hot dry bags of Millet-ſeeds, Salt, Bran, Worm- 
wood-tops, and Chamomil Flowers, to be appli:d to the 
parts; however, if all prove ineffectual, we muſt have re- 
courſe to the natural hot Baths, or artificial ones of Sulphur 
and Quick-lime. 

v. The Cholic pains, or thoſe reſembling the Nephritic, 
as proceeding from the Cramp and Convulſion of the Guts 
and the Meſentery (which is ſeated in the Loins) are cu- 
red by cleanſing the Inteſtines, and appealing the tumultu- 
ous motions. The firſt delign is compaſs'd by Raiſins, 
Goats-Whey, Oil of {ſweet Almonds, and the Decoction 
of Marſh-mallows. Proper purgatives are very pernicious. 
But if the pain be recent, and not very violent, we may 
venture to exhibit a gentle purge, mix*d with Opium, the 
Body being firſt prepar'd with Digeſtives. If the irritating 
Matter he hot and ſharp, Whey, in which China Roots, 
Borrage-Flowers, and Clove-Gilliflowers are boil'd, the 
Emulſions of cold Seeds, Sugar of Lead, or the Antiphthi- 
ſical Tincture, and earthy abſorbent Powders are proper; 
but if the Urine be laden with a ſandy Tartar, all Le- 
nitives are in vain till that be remov'd by meek Diu- 
retics, ſuch as Turpentine, the Syrup of Marſhmal- 
lows, &c, In other caſes we exhibit the volatil oily 
Salts, mix'd with Opiates, eſpecially the Spirit cf Nitre 
dulciti'd with the Spirit of Scurvy-graſs, the Carmina- 
= Spirit de tribas, and the Spirit of Earth- worms. Or 
thus, 

Take of Dornerellius his Carminative Water, and the An- 
tiſcorbutic Water, of each two ovnces; the Spirit of Scur- 
vy-graſs, and the Carminative Spirit de tribus, of each a 
dram; the Eſſence of Opium, half a dram; Syrup of 
Orange- peel, an ounce. 

Emollient Anodyne Clyſters are alſo very proper, I mean 
ſuch as are uſually preſcrib'd againſt Cholic and Nephritic 
pains, eſpecially thoſe of the Decoction of River-Crabs. 
But it*they do not quickly give relief, tis adviſeable to ſet 
em aſide, for fear of inflaming the Guts, and to foment the 
Belly with the Decoctions defign'd for em. *Tis alſo uſual 
to anoint the Navel with the Oil diftil'd from Galbanum 
and Turpentine, and then apply either a hot Brick, or the 
plaiſter of Galbauum, mix'd with the Balſam of Peru. Pote- 
1185's plaiſter Diaſulphuris applied to the Loins, is of * 
uſe; 
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uſe; as alſo Fomentations, or Cataplaſms for the Belly, 
of Chamomil and Elder- flowers, Juniper-berries. Henbane- 
leaves, Creſf[-s, Cc. boil'd in Milk. If the Clyſters prove 
ſucceſsful. let em be ſtill continu'd and ſharpen'd with 
purgative Ingredients; after the Paroxyſm, exhibit the 
Decoction of Pine. apples and Juniper-berries, and other 
Antiſcorbutics. n 

VI. The wandring Gouty pains that follow the Scurvy, are 
owing to the Convulſive influence of the Scorbutical Salt, up- 
on the vervous parts, eſpecially the Membranes that cover 
the Bones. They are diſtinguiſhed from a proper Gout, b 
theſe Symptoms: They are very inconſtant, and apt to ſhift 
the place of their abode, and return again on a ſudden, 
Thus rubbing with a warm Cloth, will occaſion their te. 
moval and appearance in another part. They never riſe upin 
hard ſtubborn ſwellings. Their ſolution is frequently accom. 

pliſhed by Sweat and Urine; and by cuticular Eruptions, 
with an unſufferable itching. The Cure conſiſts in allaying 
the impetuoſity of the Spirits and Humors, evacuating the 
Scorbutic Salt by Sweat and Urine, and removing the radi. 
cal cauſe after the Paroxyſm is over. 
Firſt of all, it ought to commence by bleeding in the oppo-

[ JNder the head of deprav'd Nutrition, we allot an ft 
” ticle for Cuticular Eruptions: And firſt for the Scab, 
which proceeds from the Depravation of the nutritive Juice 
of the parts under the Skin, occaſioned by a preternaturil 
Arid. This Acid takes its riſe from ſudden cold, ſucceed- 
ing to heat, and ſhutting up the ſteams of the Body within 
the ſtraiten'd Pores; from the Contagion of an external 
Ferment; and ſometimes, but very rarely, from internal 
Cauſes, ſuch as the Scurvy, French-Pox, &c. But, for the 
moſt part, the Blood and internal parts are not at all taint- 
ed, it being only the nutritive Serum about the ſurface of 
the Body that is depray'd; tho' 'tis true, that by continu- 
_ ance it may at laſt infe& the Blood. If the nutritious Juice be 
very ſerous and apt to corrupt, the breakings-· out run much; 
if the Juice be balmy, and impregnated with à volatil oily 
Salt, they are cruſty and dry. 3 
As for the Cure of a Scab; we adminiſter inwardly Pur- 
gatives and Sudorifics. The Purgatives are the Extract o 
bi«ck Hellebor, or Scammony ſulphurated, mix'd with

If the Blood be tainted, we 
adminiſter the Decoctions of bitter and ſcorbutical Plants, 
and Spices mix d with purging Ingredients, in Wine, Whey 
or Water, and continue their uſe for ſome time. The Su- 
dorifics are the Decoctions of Woods, the volatil Salt of Vi- 
pers, Hartshorn, Ivory ; the fix'd Salts, the Sulphur and 


Cinnabar of Antimony, Diaphoretic Antimony, and the 


Syrup of Elder Flowers. As, 

Take of Elder Flower Water, an ounce ; the Spirit of 
Venice Treacle camphoriz'd, half a dram; Diaphoretic An-

And 
when all proves ineffectual, a Mercurial Salivation may not 
be amiſs. 

Outwardly we apply Ointments of Sulphur, Mercury, 
eſpecially that precipitated with the Spirit of Nitre, and 
Sugar of Lead; but we ought to take care that the Pores be 
kept open, for fear the ſcab ſhould ſtrike in. Upon which 
account, let Salt of Tartar be always added. As, 
Take of Unguentum Enulatum, and Album Caphoratum, 
of each half an ounce; Flowers of Brimſtone, three drams ; 
ſweet Mercury, a dram; Salt of Tartar, or Oil of Tartar 
per deliquium, a dram and a half, with the Oil cf Tobacco, 
or of St. John's wort: Make an Ointment; to which add of 
the Balſam of Peru half a ſcruple; Oil of Roſe-wood, fix 
drops: Mix, and anoint the Limbs, eſpecially the Joints at

After ſweatin 
by internal Sudorifics, the ſcabby perſon may bath in them,

A Leproſie proceeds from a ſaline corrofive Acid, reigning 
in the Serum as being nothing elſe but a fort of exalted 
Scurvy. It is oft-times the Hereditary Infirmity of a Fa- 
mily, or follows a bad Piet, Chronical Diſeaſes, and the dup- 
preſſion of wonted Evacuations. The ſigns which accompr 
ny it, are either internal or external. The internal are Acid 
or Muſty Belchings, Coſtiveneſs, Thirſt, a ſtinking Sweat, 
thick Urine, inſomuch that the Powder of Lead will ſwim 
upon it; an extreme propenſity to Venery ; thicknels, 
viſcoſity, and unctuoſity of the Blood when drawn forth, and 
little clots of Sand (ticking to the Cloth, thro' which tis 
ſtrained ; frequeney and weakneſs of the Pulſe, difficult 
re{piration, ſtinking Breath, a wearineſs of the Limbs, Chil- 
. ſtupidity, and a hoarſe Voice, as if it came thro' the 

oſe. 

The external Symptoms are theſe: The Skin appears li- 
vid, black or yellow; it wrinkles, when expoſed to the 
cold; it isnotably rough and oily, inſomuch that Water 
will nat ſtick to it; it is covered with a Purple or whit? 
Dandriff; little moveable painleſs knots and ſwellings beſet 
tne Forehead,Chia and Joints; a dry Ring-worm and Puſhes 
cover the whole Body, and affect not only the Skin, but 
tne Maſcles; an eternal Itch, like the gnawing of Worms, 
or pricking with Nezdles, moleſts em; when they ſcratch 
any part, it turns dry and ſcaly, but voids no Matter; the 


hair of their Heads and Eye-brows falls off; their Fore.

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head is farrow'd with wrinkles; their Ears ſtretched and: 
ſwelled ; the Eye-brows callous and raiſed; their Eyes 
round, red, ſparkling, infeſted with little hard ſwellings in 
the corners, and apt to water; the upper part of their Noſe 
contracted, while the inferior is inlarged, troubled with fre- 
quent ſneezing, and infeſted with a Polyps, and cancrous' 
corroſive Ulcers; the Face and Lips are pale, hard, lividand- 
chop'd 3 their Tongue and Mouth liable to Hard ſwellings, 
chops and corroſion; the Gums rough and ſwoln ; the 
Spittle viſcous ; the Breaſts hard, and their Veins ſwoln z 
the Joints withered and beſet with callous indolent Ulcers, 
that are apt to bleed upon the ſlighteſt touch; the Muſcles 
of their Hands, eſpecially thoſe of the Thumb and firſt 
Fing e much conſumed; the Fingers and Toes be- 
nummed, the Joints diſtorted and knotty, and the Nails 
black, bowed and choped. 

The Cure of a Leproſie is the ſame as that of a ſcab. If 
what was recommended upon that Head prove ſuccelsleſs, 
we muſt have recourſe to the following Medicine, viz. Take 
four quarts of Lye, and a pound of white Arſenic ; boil 
them for an hour or two, till the Lye be almoſt conſumed ; 
then add freſh Lye and boil them again till the Arſenic be 
diſſolved; then pour off the Liquor by inclination into a clean 
Veſſel, and add two pound of Ceruls, diſſolved in Vinegar, 11 
and filtrated. This will yield a precipitate which ought to 388 
be dulcify'd, and given for eight days together, from three - A 
to ten grains. 

The Diſeaſe called by the Arabians Elephantiaſis, does not 
ſpread ſo univerſally over the Body as a Leproſie; as being 
only a red, livid or black ſwelling in the Feet, attended by 
Ulcers in the Veins,that void a ſharp clearSerum, It general- 
ly happens to old People that have drunk much Wine; and is 
frequently critical, Upon which account we ought to be 
cautious of applying repulſing Medicines.

HE Inflammation of the Muſcles of the Neck; eſſ pecially 
* thoſe of the Wind-pipe and Gullet, is tid a Quinſey ; 
nder which we comprekend all Inflammations relating to 
he Chops. If the Internal Muſcles of the Throat, or Head 
o the Gullet are inflam d, tis call d Synanche ; if the Exter- 
al, Paraſynanche ; if the Internal Muſcles of the Head of the 

ind- pipe, Cynanche ; if the External, Paracynanche. If a 
winſey proceed from the fimple Stagnation of pure Blood, 
tis accounted Genuin; if the Viſcidity of the Lymph be the 
(lt occaſion of the Swelling, and ſo accompany or ratheg 
uſe the Stagnation, tis a ſp#rious or white Quinſey. 
NM. Cauſes of a Quinſey are the unſeaſonable ſuppreſſion: 
a Flux of Blood; malignant 1 in the Air 3 5 
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the Throat and Wind- pipe, the aſſumption off corroſite 
Liquors, which provoke the Muſcles to Contractions; cold 
Air, Bones, Pieces of Glaſs, or whatever happens to diſturb 
the Repoſe of thoſe Parts, or thicken the Blood, or Lymph, 
The Viſcidity or Sharpneſs of the Lymph, has a peculiar 
tendency to the Inflammation of the Tonſil le or Glandules 
in the Throat; which cauſes em to throw out large 
Quantities of glutinous Lymph upon theTongue and Jaws, 
An imminent Quinſey is uſher'd in by a difficulty of 
Breathing, Swallowing, and Moving the Neck ; and a no- 
table Heat in the Throat. The Symptoms that accompany 
it are a difficulty of Breathing , eſpecially in a Cynanche ; 
the tumor, pain, and redneſs of the Neck and Tongue, a 
viſcous Film or Cruſt proceeding from the Tonſille and co- 
vering the Tongue, a difficulty of ſwallowing, eſpecially in 
a Synanche. A genuine Quinſey is alſo attended by an acute 
Fever, and a diſtending Convulſive Pulſe, like that ina 
Peripneumonia; but a ſpurious one by a flow Fever and mor: | 
gentle Symptoms. 

If this Inflammation be not quickly diſcuſs'd, it either 
choaks the Patient, or becomes an Ulcer, which ſometimes 
diſtils a purulent Matter into the Lungs, and ſo occaſions 
cragicalSymptoms.If theSwelling andRedneſs diſplaythem- 
ſelves viſibly upon the external Mulcles,'tis a good Circum- 
ſtance. But if the internal Swelling, and difficulty of Breath- 
ing increaſe without an apparent Tumor, and be attended 
by Froth in the Mouth ; if the Fever obſerve the Period of 
a continual Tertain ; if the Vein under the Tongue, when 
open'd, do not bleed, theſe, I fay, are bad Omens. It the 
Swelling diſappear of a ſudden, without the Signs of con- 
coction in the Spittle, or diminution of the anxiety of the 
Breaſt ; or if the Head, Pleura, or other Parts are ſciz'd 
with Pain and Inflammation, by vertue of the tranſlation 
of the morbific Matter, we look for Death. 

The Cure is either internal or external : The former is 
the ſame with that of Inflammations in general, provided 
a due regard be had to the peculiar conſtitution of the 
Parts, as appears by the following Rules. 

1. The volatil Salts and abſorbent Powders above men- 
tion'd, join'd to the dulcifid Spirit of Nitreand Laudanum, 
ap given with good Succeſs in order to ſweat ; eſpecially 

orſe Dung, and the Dung of Birds, as being plentitully 
impregnated with a volatil nitrous Salt. Nitre diſſolv d in 
the ordinary Drink, is alſo much approy'd. Fo 
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2. Amber, Myrrh, Spirit of Harts-horn, and all Medi” 


cines recommended for Catarrhs, are very proper in Quin 
ſeys, by reaſon that the Lymph is always faulty, as wel 
as the Blood. | # 

3. In the beginning of the Diſeaſe, we firſt open a Vein 
in the Leg, then in the Arm, and towards the height, under 
the Tongue. Before the Invaſion ofa Quinſey, if the Patient 
be not Plethoric, nor the Blood very high, we may order 
Blood-letting under the Tongue; but in no other Caſe be- 
fore the height. If the Piles or Terms are ſuppreſſed, we 
muſt always let Blood in the Leg. In deſperate Caſes we 
apply ſcarify'd Cupping- Glaſſes to the Neck, Shoulders and 
Chin, In fine, the Conſtitution of the Patient, and other 
incident Circumſtances, muſt be our Directory for regula- 
ting the Meaſures of Bleeding, 

4. Epidemical Quinſeys, or ſuch as proceed from the 
malignity of-the Air, muſt be treated as malignant Diſeaſes, 
without Bleeding, or Purging. And the Phyſician ought 
to avoid their Breath, for tis very catching. 

5. Antimonial Vomits are of ſingular ule in the begin- 
ning of the Diſeaſe, eſpecially if it be epidemical, or if the 
Patient be moleſted with a bitter ruſty Taſte in the Mouth, 
a tickling heat in the Gullet, and a loathing of Meat. They 
are improper at any other Time, beſides the very height of 
the Diſeaſe, when the Suppuration is in ſome meaſure ad- 
vanced, and the Swelling cannot be laid open. Then indeed 
2 Vomit is the laſt refuge. If the Perſon cannot ſwallow 
any Liquor, let the Throat be tickled with Mercurins Vite 
and Hony upon a Feather. 8 * 

6. Purgatives are improper, as being too apt to augment 
Inflammations. Perhaps in the beginning 'twill not be im- 
proper to cleanſe the firſt Paſſages with a Laxative. But 
Clyſters ought to be injected every Day, during the whole 
progreſs of the Diſeaſe. TT KP 

7. Bliſtering Plaiſters applied to the Neck, after the firſt 
Blood-letting, are not improper. | 

8. If the Inflammation of the Toxſil/2,arifing from viſcid 
Lymph, be apt to relapſe frequently, let an Iſſue be cut in

9. We muſt be very nice in diſtinguiſhing a Quinſey from 
a Prunella, which generally follows Fevers, and requires the . 
application of ſuch Medicines as are improper fora Quinſey.

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The external part of the Cure of a Quinſey is perform'd, 

1. By Gargariſms, Ointments, Cataplaſms, and Plaifterg 
of diſcuſſing Ingredients, ſuch as Chamomil and Elder-flow- 
ers, Mint, Penny-Royal, Wild Marjoram, Sage, Hyſſop; 
the Seeds of Dill, Rapes, Muftard and Cummin ; Saffron, 
Camphir, Swallow-wort, the Dung of Animals, the Juice 
of River-Crabs, the Perſon's own Urine, the Spirit of Wine, 
Sal. Armoniac, and the Juice of Houſeleek. The common 
Practitioners generally add aſtringent Ingredients, whereas 
they are very pernicious, and augment the Inflammation, by 
hindting the Bloods acceſs to the Veins, upon which Account 
we only uſe attenuating volatil Ingredients; as, for a Gargz- 
riſm, the Decoction of Rapes mix d with Sal- Armonzac, Or, 
Take of Lovage-Roots, ſix Drams ; Smallage-Roots, three 
drams; Elders-flowers, a handful and a half; Mallow- 
Leaves, a handful ; boil them in Barley- Water, and addty 
the ſtrain'd Decoction, Hony of the Herb Mercury, a 
punce ; Spirit of Venice Treacle, fix drams; Spirit of &. 
Armoniac, a dram: Make a Gargariſm. 

After the beginning of the Diſeaſe, Gargariſms are 1mpro- 
per, as requiring a motion prejudicial and painful to thein- 
flam'd Parts. Upon which Account, we order the Patient 
only to let the Liquor lye in the Mouth for ſome time. As 
for diſcuſſing Cataplaſms, thoſe of bruis'd WOoomwodd 
leaves mix'd with Hogs-Fat ; or of a Swallow's Neſt boil 
in Wine, and apply'd to the Swelling, are of excellent uſe, 
For a Plaiſter, we apply that of Melilot ſoften d with diftilld 
Oil of Amber: For an Ointment, the Oil of ſweet Almonds 
mix'd with Sal-Armoniac : As alſo the following Oil. 
Take Brimſtone pulveris'd, and Salt of Tartar, of each 
a drain; melt them, and let them ſtand till they grow cold; 
then pulveriſe the Maſs, and add of the Oil of ſweet Ab 
monds, three Ounces ; Oil of Camphir, half a dram : Mix, 
and ſet them to digeſt for three days. 5 

2. If the Tumor be not quickly diſcuſs d, we muſt ſet afids 
all ſharp provoking Ingredients, and endeavour to bring it to 
maturity by ſoft, temperate, ripening Medicines. Such are 
the Decoctions of the Herbs Mallows and Melilot, Marlh- 
mallows-Roots, and Figs, in Whey or Milk, and ſweeten d 
with Hony for a Gargaraſm ; or the Oil of ſweet Almonds, 
and Ointment of Marſh-mallows, with which we anolnt 
the outward Parts, and then apply the following Cataplaſm. 

Take a Swallow's Neſt, with the Dung, three roaſted Oni- 


ons, and two or Three handfuls of Elder-flowers ; boil 1 
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in Milk; beat the Pulp thro' a Sieve, and add half an ounce of 
Album Grecum ; half a dram of the dittil'd Oil of Chamo. 
mil; and a ſufficient quantity of the Oil of white Lillies, 
in order to make a Cataplaſm. | 

3. The Tumor being thus ripen'd, we muſt endeavour to 
open It, by anointing the Jaws with Hony mix d with Dog's 
Dung: Or if that be ſucceſsful, by adminiftring a Gargariſm 
of Muſtard-ſeeds, boil'd in Mead; or of the Oil of Vitriol 
mix'd with White-wine; and ordering the Patient to 
Cough, and Hauk ; and in the laſt extremity, by exhibit- 
ing a Vomit, or opening the Larynx. I | 

4. When the Ulcer is open'd, it ought to þe cleans'd by 
the Decoction of Barly, or Speed well, mix'd-with Hony of 
Roſes, or Black-ſmiths Water, for a Gargariſm. If it prove 
very ſordid, we may add the rectifid Spirit of Salt, or Spirit 
of Vitriol ; and, in deſperate Caſes, touch the Ulcer with 
Unguentum Aigyptiacum, or Platerns's green Watermix'd 
with Hony. After tis ſufficiently cleans'd, touch it with 
an Ointment of Myrrh, Florentin Orris Roots, Burnt Al- 
lum and Hony of Roſes ; and gargle the Mouth with vul- 
nerary aſtringent Mixtures. | | 
As for the Thruſh, or Excoriation of the Mouth, it fre- 
quently attends Fevers, when the Stomach is ſtuffd with 
green ruſty Humours, and the Phyſician neglects to cleanſe it, 
and then it reaches from the Stomach to the Tongue. In 
other Caſes it proceeds from the ſharpneſs of the Spittle. It 
the Cruſt is black, livid, green, flat, and continues long 
dry, it portends a tedious Diſeaſe, The Cure conſiſts in 
moiſtening and ſoftening the affected Part. For which end, 
let the Juice of Rapes, or Mucilage of Quinces, with Nitre 
or frelh Butter and Sugar, be applied to the Tongue. If it 
degenerate into Ulcers, gargle the Mouth with the Decocti- 
on of Speedwell mix'd with Hony; or waſh the Ulcers 
with the Phlegm of Vitriol and Plantan-water. In Scor- 
butical Caſes, . add the $pirit of Salt, and that of Vitriol; 
and for Venereal Caſes,” Platerus's green Water. 
The Falling of the Vvula, is curd by applying to it Sal- 
Armoniae and Pepper, gargling the Mouth with the De- 
coction of Self-heal, mix d with Sal- Armonizc and crude 
Allum ; or the Decoction of Hemp-ſeed in Vinegar and 
Water, and applying tothe Crown of the Head, a mix- 


ture of Leſt, Spirit of Wine, Maſtic and Amber.

dorifics recommended above for Inflammations in general, 
are the Raſis of the Cure; eſpecially Antimonial Nitre, or 
the dulcih'd Spirit of Nitre, mix d with the Decoction of 
Liquorice for ordinary drinking; the Sugar of Lead mixd 
with Pot#rius's Antihectie, Pulp of Tamarinds, Mineral Beꝛo- 
ar, and Tartar vitriolated.

As for the Cure: Since the Fever and Symptoms are not 
acute, Bleeding is improper; or if any be allow'd, that of 
the Hemorrhoid Veins is only convenient. Purgatiyes are 
hurtful 3 but emollient Clyſters are of excellent uſe, The 
better part of the Cure depends upon Diſcuſſing Sudoritics, 
eſpecially the Tincture and Spirit of Tartar, the carminatiye 
Spirit, the Eſſence of Steel, the Eſſences of hitter Herbs, 
ſuch as Wormwoad, Centory, Fumitory, Cc. The Effence 
of Gum Ammoniac, and Chalybeat Diaphoretics. External- 
ly, we apply the Plaiſter of Gum Ammoniac with that of 
Hemlock, provided it does not exaſperate the Pain; if it 
fo, we conclude that the Inflammation is become an Impoſt- 
ume, and the Plaiſter ought to be remov'd. When the 
Impoſthume breaks, and the purulent Matter is voided by 
Urine, it runs firſt plete and afterwards intermits ; 
nay, oft-times the Urine itſe f is very plentiful, and ſeems 
to precipitate a laudable Sediment to the bottom, which is 
nothing elſe but the melting of the Humars of the Body, 
and is juſtly look'd upon as a very bad Sign. Now when 
we are apprehenſive of an Impoſthume, twill be requiſite to 
give Diuretics and Abſtergents, eſpecially Turpentin diſ- 
ſolv'd with the Yelk of an Egg, and mix'd with Chalybeats; 
the Balſam of Peru, Rhubarb ; the Decoction of Saſſafras, 
China, Liquorice, and Jujubes ; and the Decoction of Agri- 
mony, St. John's Wort, Cichory, Oc. in Whey, 
The Inflammations and ſubſequent Schiarus's and Impoſt- 
humes of the Sweet-bread, are of the ſame nature as thoſe 
of the Meſentery, and equally apt to diſguiſe themſelves un- 
der the cover of Chronical Diſeaſes, that in effect owe their 
Birth to them.

T HE Blood being expos'd to the influence of Air in the 
- Lungs, is apt to cauſe Inflammations in the adjacent 
Parts. When the Lungs, or both their ſides are inflam'd, we 
call it a Peripneumonia ; if the Pleura and only one fide of 
the Lungs are affected, tis a Pleuriſie. Sometimes the Me. 
diaſtinum, Midriff, and the backpart of the Breaſt, or the 
Membranes of the Shoulders and Neck, ſhare of the In- 
flammation by turns. | 
The cauſe of ſuch Inflammations is a vicious Acid, 
which both provokes the Parts to Contractions, and diſpo- 
ſes the Blood for Curdling. The remote Cauſes are cold 
Air, or cold Drink, after great Heats, violent Motion, ex- 
ceflive drinking of Spiritous Liquors, the ſuppreſſion of the 
Terms, or of a Dyſentery (which does not radically differ 
From a Pleurifie) a Malignant Conſtitution of the Air, the 
unſeaſonable retreat of a Scab, or Cuticular Eruptions, ex-

nant or Epidemical, as proceeding from the Air; ſome are 
principal Diſeaſes; others only retainers to other Diſtempers, 
as Fevers, Oe. ſome are imple Inflammations only of ote 
Part; others complicated, as when theMidriff is inflam'd at 
the ſame time with the Pleura; ſome are continual z others 
pea! and apt to return frequently after intermiſſions, 
y reaſon of ſome ſmall remains of the Acid Ferment that 
were not extirpated in preceding Inflammations; ſome Pleu- 
riſies are call'd Aſcend ing, when the ſeat of the Pain is above 
the third Rib, reckoning from the Neck, in which Region 
the Intercoſtal Veſſels are deriv d from the Auxiliary; others 
deſcending, when the Pain is ſeated betwixt the third and 
ſeventh Ribs, where the Intercoſtal Veſſels are deriy'd from 
the inferior Trunk of the great Artery. Laſtly, Some Pleu- 
riſies are Genuin, accompany'd by Fevers, and other Symp- 
toms relating only to the Pleura, and one fide of the Lungs ; 
others ate ſpurious, as being free from acute Fevers.

Fever is low, or there's none at all; the Pulſe is not very 
hard; the Pain is gentle and does not ſhoot, nor is it much 


exaſperated by touching, and the Patlent is eaſie when he 


lies on the oppoſite fide. 2. When the Lymph or Serum 
impregnated with a vicious Acid ſtagnats in the Pleura, 


without inflaming either it or the Lungs. This ſort of Ba- 


Gard Pleuriſies frequently invade ſcorbutical Perſons, or 
thoſe whoſe nervous Syſtem is infirm. Its Symptoms are, 


a ſhooting Pain in the Side; without Fever or Thirſt, a lau- 


dable Pulſe, and little or no Coughing. 3. When a ſharp 
ſerous Humour diſtends the Pleura and intercoſtal Muſcles. 
This Kind of Pleuriſie is generally imputed to Wind and 


Vapours. Its Symptoms are a wandering periodical Pain, 
that does not ſhoot, a freedom from a Fever, from Cough- 


ing, and bloody Spittings, and a ſenſible eaſe accruing by 
gon the ons {ide to the Part affected. 4. When 
the Worms in the Guts occaſion all the Symptoms that at- 
tend a genuin Pleuriſie, and are only diſcovered by the 
Diſorders of the Belly and Uneaſineſs of the Stomach, 
complicated with Pleuritical Symptoms. Tt 
TheSymptoms common to all Inflammations in theBreaft; 
ate, 1. A difficult and frequent Reſpiration. 2. A continual 
acute Fever, Head-ach, Thirſt, and Watching. 3. A fre- 


quent, hard, quick, and intermitting Pulſe, 4. The Redneſs 


and Inflammation of the Face and Eyes, and eſpecially of 
that ſide of the Facecorreſponding to the inflam'd fide of the 
Lungs. 5. A troubleſome Cough, which at firſt is dry, but af- 
terwards caſts forth a thin parti-coloured Matter, and in pro- 
greſs of time, Blood itſelf. Towards the Declenſion of the 
Diſeaſe, the Spittings become white, thick, and concocted. 


The peculiar Sy mptoms of a Peripneumonia, are a notable: 


difhculty of Breathing, and fear of Suffocation, a heavy pain 
in time of Coughing towards the lower and hinder part of 
the Thorax, a propenſity to Vomit during the firſt Days of 
the Diſeaſe, and a peculiar exaltation of all feyeriſh Symp- 
toms. Pleuritical Perſons are moleſted with a prickingStitch 
in the Side, eſpecially during the time of Inſpiration, and 
are not ſo apt to vomit. When the Midrift is inflam'd, Re- 
ſpiration is more unequal, a dull ſenſe of Pain girds the Belly 


and Backa Jittle above the Loins; Inſpiration is attended by 


uneaſineſs about the Sternum, and lower Parts of the ſhort 


Ribs; the Hypocondria ſeem to be diſtended; and the Cough 


is notſo moiſſ as in otherInflammations. 2

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the Mediaſtinum reſembles a Pleuriſie in all its Symptoms, 
excepting that of a heavy ſort of Paln towards the middle 
of the forepart of the Breaſt, without pricking or Ainging, 
Tf the Inflammation tend to Suppuration, tis attended by a 
Shivering and increaſe of Pain, a Fever, and other Symp- 
toms; which diſappear upon its maturity, and return for x 
ſhort time while the Skin or Membrane of the Tumour is 
breaking | e 
Inflammations in the Thorax are either diſcuſs d, or eva- 
cuated by Spitting, Sweats, Bleeding, Looſeneſs, or a ple 
tiful Flux of Urine. The Inflammation of the Midriff is apt 
to cauſe fatal Phrenſies. A Pleurifie is not ſo dangerous as 
a Peripneumonia. If the Patient ſpit white ſmooth Matter 
about the Fourth Day, the Pleuriſie diſappeats on the Se. 
venth; if theſe Spittings be put off till the Seventh; the 
Diſeaſe is ꝓrolong d to the Fourteenth. If the Perſon ſpit 
but little, and that a thin crude Matter; or pure Blood, ot 
a bilious ruſty Humor, with great Pain and Difficulty of 

Breathing, tis 4 deſperate caſe, The Urine affords no c:t- 
_ tain Prognoſtic in theſe Diſeaſes; ſince all the true figns of 
Concoction belong more naturally to the Spittings, which 
are oft-times concocted when the Urine is crude, and con- 
tra. In the beginning of a Pleuriſie, or Peripneumonia, bi 
lious Vomitings are well logk'd upon; but during the fur- 
ther progreſs of the Diſcaſe they are pernicious. A Peri- 
neumonia tupervening to a Pleuriſie, or Quinſey, is very dan- 
gerous ; but a Pleuriſie following that is a good Omen, 
Phrenſies and Doatings with a ghaſtly Countenance, and a 
ceſſation of Pain, attending Pleurifies are for the moſt part 
fatal. In a word, the good or badPrognoftic of Pleuriſies and 
Peripneumonia's depends upon the meekneſs or fierceneſs of 
the feveriſh Symptoms; only the ſmallneſs and intermiſſion 
of the Pulſe is not ſo formidable as in other Caſes, If theſe 
Infl:mmations are not quickly diſcuſs'd they become Im- 
poſthumes, which, if manag'd amiſs, occaſion a Phthiſic. 

As for the Cure, the Indications are threefold. 1. To 
diſcuſs the ſtagnating Blood. Or, 2. To promote its eva- 
cuation by Spitting. Or, 3. To ripen and bring it to a 
Head. In purſuance of theſe Deſigns, let the following 
Rules be taken notice of. HE, 

1. In a Hripneumonia, Bleeding is of no Uſe: in a malig- 
nant Pleuriſie tis pernicious; in a benign one it may be fer- 
viceable, when the Blood abounds, and the Diſeaſe is very 
acute; but for the moſt part, tis not ſo ptopet as Salone 
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nor ſo effectual a preventer of Suppuration. When 'tis put 
in practice t will be of uſe to diſtinguiſh an aſcending Pleu 
riſie from the defcending ; in the former we bleed for Re- 
vulſion in the Leg, and forAverfion in the Arm; in the latter 
for Revulſion in the Arm, and for Averſion in the Arm of the 
oppoſite fide. However we ought to draw forth but a ſmall 
Quantity at one time, and repeat the Operation after ſhore 
intervals. 2. Purges and Vomits are improper, either in 
pluriſies, or Inflammations of the Lungs. The former are 
apt to cauſe a Looſeneſs, and retard the Concoction of the 
Spittings. The latter draw Humours to the Breaſt, and ſo 
cannot chuſe but be pernicious, unleſs the Original of the 
Evillie inthe Stomach, or the Inflammation be degenerated 
into an Ulcer, Clyſters indeed are very convenient, when 
the Belly is coſtive. 3. Of all Medicines Sudorifics are the 
belt,eſpecially for Pleuriſies. ln the beginning we exhibit vo- 
latil Salts and Opiats, notwithſtanding the violent Heat of 
the Diſeaſe ; and towards the height, fix d Diaphoreticss e- 
ſpecially Diaphoretick Antimony. 4. Expectorating Reme- 
dies ought not to be adminiſtred till towards the height of 
the Diſeaſe, when the Matter begins to cencoct. If they are 
given ſooner, they promote Coughing, and conſequently the — 
fruſtraneous and painful concuſſion of the inflam d Parts, not 
to ſpeak of the prepoſterous attempt to evacuate crude Mat- 
ter. However when their Seaſon comes we ought to beware 
of mixing em with Sugar, Hony, or {ſweet Acids. 5. Opi- 
ats are only uſeful during the increaſe of the Diſeaſe : they | 
allay the Pain, and promote the Concoction of the Matter; 
but in the height, when the Matter is already prepar'd, they 
hinder its due evacuation. 6. There's nothing more pernici- 
ous than cold Drink. It hurts the Lungs, increaſes the 
Inflammation, provokes the Cough,hinders Concoction, and 
thwarts Evacuation. Therefore let their ordinary Drink be 
always warm, and ſuch as the Decoction of Barly and Li- 
quorice, mix'd with the Tincture of Poppy- flowers. 
Now, as for the Specifics that -diflolve ſtagnating Blood; 
thoſe for a Pleuriſie are equally uſeful in all Inflammations 
of the Breaſt. Such are red Poppies, Carduus Benediius, and 
Carduns Marie, eſpecially their Seeds; Chervil- water, the 
Decoction or Powder of Burdoc-roots, the Juice of Dande- 
lion, the Soot of Wood-fire given to a dram in Eldeg vine- 
gar; the Pizzel of a Whale, or Hart, given in Powder to a 
dram, or by way of Decoction; the Powders of Boars- teeth, 
Pike · bones; Pearch and Carp- ſtones, given to two —_—_ 4 
5 NN 5 . the- 
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the volatil Salt of the Jaw-bone of a Pike ; the Blood of 1 
Goat, or of a Hare ſtrangled after Hunting, dried and given 
in Powder to a Dram; the Infuſion or Juice of Horſe or 
Sheeps Dung; the Powder of Pigeons Dung; Sperma Ceti 
given to a dram with Caſtor ; the Spirit of Nitre dulcifyd 
with the Spirit of Wine, impregnated by Cohobation with 
Antipleuritical Ingredients, given to two drams ; the Bezo- 
ard ic Tincture, given to a dram ; the Flowers of Sulphur, or 
Gunpowder, given to a dram; and Antimony calcin'd by 
the heat of theSun. TheForms of Preſcription are as follows,

ounce and a halt: Mix and exhibit two Spoonfuls every

Take of the Extracts of red Poppy- flowers, Holy-hocks 
and Miſletoe of the Oak, of each a dram and a half; ſha- 
vings of Boars- teeth, and Unicorn's Horn, of each two 
drams; Jaw-bone of a Pike, a dram and a half; the inner 
Rinds of Filberts, a dram ; Antimonial Nitre, half a dram; 
Magiſtery of Coral, a dram and a half: With the thicken- 
ed Juice of Scabious, make a Maſs; of which a ſcruple is a 
Doſe, to be given in Poppy- flower Water. 

Take of the Waters of Carduus Marie, Chervil, and red 
Poppies, of each an ounce; the Spirit of Venice Treacle 
camphoriz'd, three drams; Diaphoretic Antimony, and 
Jaw-bone of a Pike, of each half a dram ; volati! Salt of the 
Jaw-bones of a Pike, twelve grains; Laudanum Opiatum, 
three grains; Syrup of red.Poppies, an Ounce, Mix and 
give a Spoonful now and then.

If theſe diſſolving Medicines cannot diſcuſs the Inflam- 


mation by Sweating, we muſt endeavour to promote the

coction thoſe of an attenuating force. Of the former ſort 
are the Decoctions of Barly, Liquorice, Elecampane, Sca-

We excavated, ſtuffd with a Dram of Frankincenſe, or 
Maffle, and half a Dram of the Flowers of Sulphur ; and fo 
roaſted, and exhibited with Carduus Benedictus Water; the 
Spirit,of Sal Armonzac, the Conſerve of Violets, the 5 
of Poppies with the Flowers of Benzoin, and above all the 
freſh Oil of Linſeed given to three ounces in a convenient 
vehicle; or in want of that, the expreſs d Oil of ſweet Al- 
monds.

Sediment, *tis proper toadd Diuretics, in order to diſchary: 
the Matter by Urine, according to Nature's Direction. Ex- 
ternally oily fat things wou'd not be ſo cqgvenient, as dy 
hot Bags, or Frictions with a hot Cloth, and a Plaiſter of the 

volatil Salt of Urine and Turpentin. The third fort is ap 
cur'd by volatil Salts and Diaphoretics, mix'd with Opiats; 
to which in ſcorbutical Caſes we add Antiſcorbutics. And 
hftly, the ſpurious Pleuriſies that proceed from Worms, at 

_ admirably accounted for, by exhibiting Carduus Benedidu 
Water, in which Quick-filver is boil'd, and the Spirit d 
Sulphur, or dulcify'd Spirit of Vitriol, ;

INfammations of theLiverare frequently occaſion d byte 
L external application of hot Plaifters, and Cfpping-glalks 
not to ſpeak of the common Cauſes of other Inflammatiomꝭ 
As for Diagnoſtics, *tis needful to obſerve. that when tht 
convex part of the Liver isinflam'd, tis attended moſtij by 
the Symptoms of a Genuin Pleuriſie; and when the Co! 
© caye is chiefly troubled, the Symptoms of the Stomach anc 
Inteſtines, ſuch as Vomiting, Looſeneſs, Inappetency,Loitn 
ing, Sighing, Hickup, & c. are the moſt preſſing. The Pain® 
an inflam*dLiveris alwaysobſcure,heavy,and diſtending:fo 


the ſhooting Pains, that ſometimes infeſt the right H yy 
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drium, are juſtly charg'd to the Colon, The Fever, heat, 
and ſuch like Symptoms, are not ſo acute as in other Caſe 
by reaſon that the Liver injoys only a ſmall quantity o 
arterious Blood. Oft-times the Midriff ſhares the Inflam- 
matiqn with the Liver, by means of the Ligament which 
anne xes the one to the other; and then the Perſon is ſen- 
ible of Pain in the Throat, as if it were pull'd downward 
when he breaths, he is troubled with a dry ineffectual 
Cough, difficulty of Breathing; and a quick unequal Pulſe, 
and chuſes rather to lye on his Back than on either fide. 

Thus the Inflammation of the Liver isdifiinguiſh'd from 
a Pleuriſie in the Right- ſide, by the remiſſneſs of its Symp= 
toms, the abſence of a Stitch or ſhooting Pain, the dryneſs 
and meekneſs of the Cough, the largeneſs and openneſs of 
the Pulſe, the ſenſe as it were of a Weight hanging upon the 
Right-fide of the Thorax, and the eaſineſs of Expiration in 
reſpe& of Inſpiration. *Tis diſtinguiſh'd from the Colic by 
the Fever, Cough, and dithculty of Breathing, which the 
Colick is a ftranger to; as alſo from the Inflammation of 
the Muſcles of the Belly, by the anxiety of the Breatt,com- 
parative inviſibility of the Tumor, intenſeneſs of its Symp- 
toms, and the abſence of a beating Pain. Sometimes 2 
reddiſh black Line appears in the right Hypocondrium, and 
by its Pain diſcovers the Inflammation of the Liver. Some- 
times the Liver reaches to the very middle of the Belly, 
and diſcovers its Tumor in the Centre; ES 
As touching the Prognoſtics, the Inflammation of the 
Concave part is more dangerous; than that of the Convex; 
eſpecially if attended by a Hiccough ; if the Fever be very 
acute, the Belly (woln, and the external Parts cold, while 
the internal burn, or if black greeniſh Matter be vomited, 
tis a deſperate Caſe. If the Inflammation and Fever con- 
tinue above twenty Days, it degenerates into an Ulcer or 

Shirres ; and the purulent Matter is voided moſtly by 
Stool or Urine, or at leaſt but very rarely by Vomitting or 
ds Spitting. If a copious Evacuation of Urine follow the uſe 
tha of Nitre, *tis a good Omen. | 3 
The internal Cure is compaſs'd by Antipleuritical Medi- 
eines, ſuch as the Sugar of Lead; or rather the Cryſtals ot 
Lead; with Spirit of Nitrez Antimonial Nitre, Diaphoretic 
Antimony,volatil Salt of Vipers, and the commonsudorifics 
mix d with Baudanum Opiatumʒ and bitter Aperients. Exter- 
nlly we apply the Spirit of Wine camphoris d with Plan- 
tan water, or Nitre with Vinegar of Roſes, and a

Sometimes theInflammation of the Liver proceeds from 
exceſſive Venery, and 'tis cur d thus. Take a living bla; 

Cock and cut out his Liver, which bruiſe in four ounces a 
Vinegar of Roſes, till it be quite diſſolv'd; then ſtrain the 
Vinegar, and exhibit it warm for a Draught. In the men 
while, let the Patient take every Morning a Draught of th:

If notwithſtanding theſe Precautions the Inflammatit 
come to a head, which will appear by the Fever, Heat, n 
Shiverings that attend it, and their abatement when'tis oye: 
in that Caſe we exhibit inwardly the Decoction of Chiu 
roots, Liquorice and Raiſins; and apply emollient Catz 
plaims, with Saffron and Wormwood-tops. If the Sue 
ling be ſeated in the convex Part, it may be opened with:

broken follow the conduct of Nature, in promoting the l.

If it recoil into the Stomad, 
and cauſe a Vomiting, we forward it with fat Broth, Ol 
of ſweet Almonds, &c. If it corrode the Membran, al 
calt itſelf into the Cavity of the Abdomen, tis a very dt 
gerous Caſe, in which tome chuſe to open the Abdom 
and give vent to it, in the mean while we exhibit inwa 
ly the Decoctions of China, Sarſaparilla, and the Vulne" 
ry Ingredients, to which we add Turpentin diſſolv d in tl 
Yelk of an Egg, or the Balſam of Sulphur prepar d vi 
Oil of Turpentin.

TheInflammations of theSpleen ought to be nicely difi 

_ guiſh'd from thoſe of the adjacent right Kidney; the form 

being attended by a beatingPain, towards the fore ſide * 
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Abdomen, difficulty of Breathing, a moderate continual Fever; 
whereas the Inflammations of theKidney diſplay themſelves 
moſtly in the Back, and their Fever is very high, without 
any ſenſible Pulſation. In Inflammations of the Spleen, 
Bleeding at the left Noſtril, Fluxes of the Piles, a Looſeneſs, 
and plentiful Evacuations of Urine, attended by the ſigns of 
Concoction, are good Omens. Their Cure is the ſame with 
that of other Inflammations; internally all Preparations ef 
Lead, mix'd with Diaphoretics; and externally, the Plai- 
ſter of Hemlock with the Oil of Camphir, and the Syrup 
of Elder with Sugar of Lead, are of excellent uſe

ART. Vs 
Of Inflammations and Ulcers of the Kidneys. 


TI E Inflammations of the Kidneys may proceed from 
Riding, Falls, Jumping, Stones in the Kidneys, exceſ- 
five Venery, c. Their Symptoms are; a heat of Urine 
and Strangury; a ſenſe of heat and pain in the Loins, which 
by the Correſpondence of the Membrane, frequently rea- 
ches upwards to the ſhort Ribs, and along the Back, ſo that 
the Perſon cannot bow his Body,/ and befides is frequently 
moleſted with Vomiting ;and likewiſe downwards towards 
the Ureter,Bladder, Huckle-bone and Thigh, cauſing a num- 
neſs in the Legs. Sometimes when one Kidney is inflam'd, 
the other is either by Sympathy ſeiz d with Spaſmodical 
Contractions, or ſo oppreſsd with the Quantity of Blood, 
that *tis unfit for ſecretion, and cauſes a Dyſuria: To theſe 
Symptoms we add Coſtiveneſs and the Chilneſs of the ex- 
ternal Parts. Sometimes a ſimple Stone in the Kidneys, apes 
the Symptoms of an Inflammation ; but the continual Du- 
ration and Pulſation of the Pain, the acute continual Fe- 

ver, the heat and difficulty in making Water, that attend the 
latter, and are ſtrangers to the former, will point out the 
Diſtinction. If an Inflammation of the Reins happen to 
weak puny Perſons, or be attended by doating, or if it be- 
come an Ulcer, tis very dangerous. The Flux of the Em- 
roids is a good ſign ; but white purulent Urine, with the 
abatement of the Fever, and extenuation of the Legs and 
Thighs, is a certain forerunner of Death. : 

As for the Cure, the external Remedies are the ſame with 
thoſe preſcrib'd for a Quinſey, and the internal are the Spe- 
cifics for a Pleuriſie, . Nitre, Sugar of Lead, _ 
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the Juice of River-Crabs, given with the Decoction of 
Prunes, or the Emulſions of cold Seeds. Purgations are 
noxious, unleſs Crudities diſturb the Stomach, in which 
Caſe the gentleſt Laxatives are only allowable. Emollient 
Clykers, or thoſe of Milk, Turpentin, and the Yelks of 
Eggs. are proper. Diuretics in the beginning increaſe the 
Inflammation, but when the Matter is concocted, the more 
temperate ſort of em is uſeful, eſpecially Winter-Cherries, 
Liquorice, Furpentin, Cc. Or, 

Take of the Waters of Winter-Cherries, Broom and 

St. John's Wort, of each an ounce; diſtill'd Vinegar, fix 
drains ; dulcity'd Spirit of Nitre, half a dram ; Tartar vi. 
triolated, fifteen grains; Syrup, of Groynd-Ivy, half an 
ounce : Mix. Doſe a Spoonful or two. 
_ Externally, we firſt blood the Patient in the Arm, then 
in the Ancle ; and apply the Juice of Houſe. leek, with the 
Juice of River-Crabs and Camphir ; to which we ſome- 
times add the Oil of Henbane, or expreſs'd Oil of Poppies; 
Langius recommends an Ointment of crude Allum, mix'd 
with the Whites of Eggs. If by theſe Means the Inflam- 
mation cannot be diſcuſs d, we muſt promote its Suppu- 
ration inwardly by the Decoction of Liquorice, Barly, Pel- 
litory of the Wall, &c. and outwardly by Cataplaſms of 
emollient Ingredients boil'd in Milk. 

Ulcers of the Reins are ſometimes the Effect of Inflam- 
mations, and ſometimes of the Corroſion ofa Stone. The 
former are leſs dangerous, and are attended by a whitiſh 
Urine, which by ſtanding precipitats a white purulent Se- 
diment, whereas in the latter Caſe the Sediment is aſhy 
colour'd, and the Pain in the Loins more biting and gnaw- 
ing. In either Caſe fetid Stools are a good ſign. For Cure 
we firſt exhibit a Vomit, in order to cleanſe the Ulcer, 
then Pills of ſweet Mercury with Turpentin or Balſam Ca- 
paivi; the Decoction of Woods, Parſley, Chervil, Chiches 
and Agrimony, and above all the Troches of Winter- Cher- 
ries, and the Powder of dried River-Crabs, Or the follow- 
ing Decoction. «

Of Inflammations and Ulcers of the Bladder. 


KE Bladder, having 6007 2 few ſmall Blood - Veſſels, is 


Saniſh Flies, or the cutting of the Stone. The Symptoms are 
a Diltention, Heat, Hardneſs, Tumor, and unſufferable 
Pain in the Pubes; a ſuppreſſion of Urine, Teneſmus, Co- 
ſtivenels, acute Fever, and ſometimes Doating. It is adan- 
gerous Diſeaſe, as being very apt to degenerate into a Gan- 
grene, unleſs it be ſeated in the muſcular Neck of the Bad- 


det in whichCaſc it oft: times ſuppurats and becomes a trou- 


bleſome Ulcer. The Suppuration is diſcover'd by the Re- 
miſſion of the Symptoms; and when the Ulcer breaks by 
evacuation of Purulent Matter with the Urine; without it 
break into the Cavity of the Abdomen, in which caſe it fre- 
quently gains a Paſſage by Impoſthumes in the Groin. 
For Cure, we treat theſe Inflammations after the ſame 


manner, as thoſe of the Kidneys, in order to diſcuſs 'em. - 


As for Injections of cooling Liquors they're altpgether uſe- 
leſs; partly becauſe they do not reach the Part, and partly 
becauſe, ſuppoſing their entrance into the Bladder, they 
cannot conveniently be voided again. The Ulcers of the 
Bladder ought to be carefully diftinguiſh'd from thoſe of 
the Urethra, which frequently void purulent Matter. with- 
out the Urine, and cauſe a violent Pain in making Water, 
which is not found in Ulcers of the Bladder, unleſs they be 
ſeated juſt in its Neck. Ulcers are cur'd by dulcifying 
the Humors of the Body, and conſequently the Urine z 
cleanſing and conſolidating,the Ulcer, and mitigating the 
Pain. The Ingredients that are proper for theſe Purpoſes 
are frequently mentioned above. The Forms of Keeipy's

Take of the Herbs Agrimony, Plantan and Horſe-tail, of

| THE Inflammation of the Membranes, and ſome part af 
the Subſtance of the Brain, was call'd by the Ancients 
| Sphacelus ; as that of the Midriff, was call'd Phrenitis, from 
* Peeps, ee and indeed all derivative Words end. 
| ing in tic, ſignify the Inflammation of the Part, whol: 
| Name they're deriv'd from, as Pleuritis, Hepatitis, Nepbritin 
| Cc. However, that we may not depart from the cuſtoma- 
Ty Way of ſpeaking, we ſhall treat of the Inflammations 
of the Brain under the Name of Phrenitides, or Phrenſics, 
Their Symptoms are a viſible beating in the Carotid Arte 
rles, and an unſufferable tearing Pain in the Head, obli- 


ging the fick Perſon to throw, toſs, and as it were, * 
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his Head, and furiouſly pull at the Hair. They are attend» 
Jed with doating, and are apt to degenerate into fatal Gan- 
orenes, at which time Convulſions, poſtration of Strength, 
and a ſort of Lethargy enſue. The Urine is pale, crude, 
and white; and if the Stools be alſo white, if the Teeth 
Ignaſh, the Noſe drop, and the Perſon tremble, ſhake, and 
pick at the Bed-cloaths, tis a deſperate Caſe. Sometimes 
PhreneticPerſonsare only moleſted with pan wt ms, 
and a timorous inward Doating, without any Notlſe, which 
is a worſe Symptom than open Fury, loud Outcries, and 
violent Toſſings of the Limbs. A Phrenſie is diſtinguiſh'd 
from a {imple Delirium, by the unrelenting vehemence of 
the Fever and Head-ach, and a Difficulty of Breathing. 
Sometimes, but very rarely, a Phrenſie terminates in criti- 
cal Sweats, Bleeding at Noſe, Looſeneſſes, Cc. Sometimes 
it terminates in an incurable Impoſthume in the Brain. A 
true Phrenſie for the molt part is incurable ; however its 
Cure is attempted by Bleeding, Vomits, Clyſters, and Dia 
phoretics.

Genuin Inflammation of the Eyes is either Sanguine or 
S:rous. The former is calFd Ophthalmia; the latter Epi- 
phora,or „ An Ophthalmia is an Inflammation of the 
Tunicles of the Eye, eſpecially the Conjunctive, which by 
reaſon of their Derivation from, and being of a piece with 
the Membranes of the Brain, are apt to communicate their 
Diſorder to the Brain ; as on the contrary, the Diſorders of 
the Brain are frequently diſplay d in the Eyes. The External 
Cauſe is whatever provokes the Fibres to contraction, and 
conſequently obliges the Blood to ſtagnate in the ſmall Arte- 
ties, which are very plentiful in the Coats of the Eyes; as 
che ſharp Efluwinms of the Air, Duſt, Steams of Metals, &.

toChildren, ceaſes. Sometimes an Inflammation proceeding 
from the Eflaviums of theAir,is epidernical; and ſometimes 
tis catching, The Symptoms of anOphthalmia are, the Heat 
Tumor, Redneſs, Pain and Watrineſs of the Eyes, In its

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higheſt pitch, the Eyelids are likewiſe inflam'd, and unable 
to ſhut, and the white of the Eye 1s ſwell'd up above the ad- 
Jacent Surface, with a ſort of Chink betwixt em.

Firſt, is call d the Beginning, viz. When the Humor is thin 
and plentiful. The Second, the Increaſe, when the Pain grows q 


and the Humor thickens. The Third, the Height, when 
the Humor is concocted, and makes the Eyelids Rick toge- 
ther.

The Inflammations of the Eyes, proceeding from the Diſ- 
orders of the Membranes of the Brain, are very dangerous, 
If the Pain continue long, *tis an ill ſign. If the Inflam- 
mation be very tedious, or apt to relapſe, it threatens a 
thickneſs of the Membranes, or Webs, Scars, and lofs of 
Eye-ſight. If it tend to ſuppuration, it threatens a Gan- 
grene, which, if the Eye be not quickly extirpated, is apt 
to invade the Brain, the conſequence of which is certain 


Death. A dry or ſpurious Inflammation is tedious, but not 


ſo dangerous as a wet one. Sometimes critical Looſeneſſes 
give the ſolution of the Diſtemper; As for Epipbora's, if 
they prove inveterate in adult Perſons, they degenerate to 
a Fiſtula Lacrymalis, which is oft- times incurable. » * 

As fog the Cure : When the Inflammation proceeds from 
n Cauſes, a few external Medicines may give relief. 
But when the Caſe is internal, we proceed thus : Firſt of 
all we open a Vein in the Leg, then in the Arm, and after- 


wards, but no fooner, in the Forehead, if it can be done 


without ftraitening the Neck. In deſperate Caſes, we open 
the Jugular Veins, and ſometimes the Temporal Artery. 
Blittering Plaiſters apply*d to the Nape of the Neck, are of 
excellent uſe, for that they occaſion a plentiful Flux of Blood 
into the outer-branch of theArtery of the Neck, which muſt 
needs drain the inner- branch that viſits the Eyes. They are 
beſt — of Emplaſtrum Citrinum, mix'd with the Powder 
of Cantharide without Acids; and the Blilters ought to be 
kept long open with the Plaiſter of Ceruſs mix d with a ſmall 
quantity of the Powder of Cantharides. In Hydropical 
Perſons, or ſuch whoſe Skin do:s not eaſily heal, Bliſtering 
Plaiſters may be omitted. In difficult Caſes we order I= 
ſues in theArm or Leg, of the ſame ſide with the inflam d 


Eye, and a Setam in the Neck. Inſtead of a Setum, iome 
chuſe to make a ſort of Iſſue in the Ear, thus: Take the Root + 


of Hellebore, or Mezereon, dry it, and ſlice it into !itcle 


round pieces, which macerate in the Solution of Nicre in 
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Water, or the Lye of the Aſhes of Vine-twigs. Bore a 
Hole in the Ear, and promote its Suppuration for three 
Days with a Thread daub'd with Butter, and then put in 
one of theſe Pieces thus prepar'd, renewing em every Day, 
Internally. we exhibit Jalap for a Purge, and the Deco- 
ctions of China- roots, Saſſafraſs, Sarſaparilla and Funiper- 
wood ; to which we add the Cephalic Dryers, ſuch as Fen.

If the Rheum 
be very ſharp and corroſive, we inſiſt much upon fix d ab- 


ſorbent Powders ; if it be thick and ſlimy, diluting Me- 


dicines and gentle Aſtringents are convenient: Theſe In- 
gredients are preſcrib'd in various Fortis. As, 
Take of the Mucilages of the Seeds of Quinces, Clary, and 


Fenugrec, extracted with Celand in- water, of tach half an 


ounce; Sugar of Lead, twelve grains: With Fennel or 
Eye-bright- water, make a Collyrium. Take 
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Take of Plantan and Eye-bright-water, of each an ounce ; 
prepar'd Tutty, half a fcruple ; Camphir, five grains; Saf- 
fron, two grains: Make a Collyrium to be us'd after the 
Small-Pox. * 

Take of Tormetail or Plantan- water, of each an ounce; 
mix em with the White of an Egg, and ten grains of Al- 
lum: And apply it warm to the Eyes. 

Take of the Glaſs of Antimony in Powder, from ten to 
fifteen grains; infuſe em in three ounces of the Water of 
Frog's Spawn: let em ſtand all Night in a hot place: Strain 
the Liquor in the Morning, and add to it ten grains of the 
Sugar of Lead in fine Powder, and ſix grains of Camphir. 

Take an Egg, boilit hardy and take out the Yelk, put-

External Remedies ougbt 105 
be very cautiouſly us d. At firſt, we muſt endeavour to 
diſcuſs it by dropping into the Ear the Balſam of Sulphur, or 
Oil of Chamomil in which Earth- Worms or River-Crabs 
have been boil'd 3 or the Oil of theYelks of Eggs, with the 
Juice of Houſe-leek; and fomenting the Ear with the Deco- 
| ions of emollient and diſcuſſing Ingredients; or applying 
to it the Spirit of Wine, or Spirit of Sal- Armoniac, with 
hot Bread. If it be not quickly diſcuſs'd, we muſt promote 
its ſuppuration by applying a Cataplaſm of the Crumbs of 
Bread boiled in Goats-milk, mix'd with theYelks of Eggs, 
Oil of Roſes, and Saffron ; or of roaſted Onions, Butter, 
Oil of Chamomil, Oil of Sweet- Almonds, and Saffron. 

The Ulcers of the Ears are either the effect of a preceding 
Inflammation, or of a corrofive ſharp Humour ; ſometimes 
we meet with a Flux of corrupt bloody Matter, that re- 
ſembles that of Ulcers in the Ears, tho' in the mean while 
there be none ; in which caſe we only waſh the Earclean 
with Man's Urine, but are cautious of ſtopping it, eſpeci- 
ally in moiſt Conſtitutions, or thoſe who are liable to 

Diſorders of the Brain, or Eruptions in the Head. 

The real Ulcers of the Ears are cur'd internally by Pur- 
gatives and Sudorifics, eſpecially the Decoctions of Woods. 
Externally they are cleans'd by dropping into em Child's 
Urine with White-wine am Hony ; or applying a Tent 
dipt into it. If the Ulcer be inveterate, we add the Oint- 
ment Ægyptiacum; the Juice of Wormwood, Hore-hound, 
or Onions mix'd with Hony, are alſo recommended for 
the ſame Uſe. When the Ulcer is cleans'd, and the Flux 
of Matter abates, we add Tutty and Pompholyx, for con-

Stand or Sit, of which they are freed when they lie on their 
Backs. When they ſtoop they are in danger of Suffocation, 
by reaſon of the weight incumbent upon the Midriff. The 
Fever which at firſt was acute becomes flow, hectic, and lia- 
ble to nocturnal Exaſperations. They are ſubje& to frequent 
Palpitations of the Heart, Anxieties of the Breaſt, nocturnal 
melting Sweats and Fluſhings in the Face, eſpecially the 
Cheek of the ſame fide with the part affected. When the 
Diſtemper is far advanc'd, a rotten aſhy taſte invades the 
Mouth. The Pulſe in the Wriſt of the ſame fide intermits 
while that in the other obſerves its regular Periods. A 
ſoft Tumor frequently beſets the Ribs, which perhaps pro- 
ceeds from the tranſpiration of the thiner part of the Mat- 
ter, and the Patient finds moſt eaſe by lying on the ſame fide. 

As for the Prognoſtics of Epyema's ; thoſe of the Brain 
attended by Vomiting are Mortal ; nay oft-times the Patient 
dies before the clotted Blood comes to a Head. Thoſe of 
the Abdomen are frequently diſcharg'd by Impoſthumes in 
the Groin. Thoſe of the Breaſt, if they be not cur'd be- 
times, are apt to cauſe Phthiſics and Conſumptions.

The Cure conſiſts in diſſolving and evacuating the clotted 


Blood; or promoting its ſuppuration, evacuating the Pur and 


reſtoring the injur d Part to its due firength. As for the 
evacuating Indication, the Efforts' of Nature muſt be our 
Directory; as, if it incline to void the Matter by Urine, 
Sweat or Stool, it muſt be accordingly aſſiſted. If the clot- 
ted Blood be lodg d in the Abdomen, we give it Vent by a 
Paracenteſis; if in the Breaſt, by opening the Interval between 
the fifth and ſixth Ribs, reckoning downwards ; if in the 
Brain, by a Trepanation. All theſe Operations are both 
proper and ſafe, if they be perform'd betimes, and not put 
off till the Patient's ſtrength be exhauſted; or the Matter be 
alter d, and render'd unfit for evacuation.

the latter are mentioned above; the former are iter eine, 
Sweat, Stool, or Spitting. Empyema's of the Breaſt, (which, 
may ſerve for a Pattern to all others, as to the Cure) for 
the moſt part empty themſelyes by Spitting and Urine, tho, 
the Paſſages, thro' which the Matter reaches either the 
Mouth or the Reins, are yet undiſcover'd. However *tis a 
Phyſician's part, when he deſcries purulent Urine, to exhi- 
bit Diuretics; and when the Matter moves upwards, and 
provokes Coughing, to adminiſter expectorating Medicines, 
or rather a Vomit, which is of wonderful efficacy: Suppo- 
ſing ſtill chat there be no danger of ſpitting Blood: For in 
that caſe it ought to be omitted, and ſhifted for expectora- 
ting Medicines, temper'd according'as the Matter is ſharp 
or thick.

CHAP. III. 


Of Bleeding, or the Burſting of the Blood-Veſſels. 


Nx HE ſtagnation of the Blood in its own Veſſels, and its 
= extravaſation in the Cavities of the Body, being alrea- 
dy diſpatch'd ; it remains now to account for its effuſion 
out of the Body. The Cauſes of which are, either 
I. An Anaſtomoſis, or ſpontaneous disjoining of the Ca- 
Plllary Veſſels, and eſpecially of the Arteries, whoſe Blood 
in all Natural Bleedings runs by Drops, as depending upon 
the ſucceſſive Pulſation of the Artery ; whereas that of the 
Veins (which, for the moſt part, never burſt without a vio- 
lent cauſe) runs with a conſtant and united Stream. 
2. A Diereſis, or Breaches violently made in the Veſſels, by 
external cutting, pricking, or btuiſing Inſtruments ; by 
Coughing, Sneezing, Vomiting, or Crying; by excefhve Joy, 
Grief, and vehement Paſſions of the Mind, eſpecially. in the 
Flux of the Terms; by the Aſſumption or Inſpiration of ſharp 
corroſive things, ſuch as Hellebor, violent Purgatives, Sup- 
poſitories, & c, and laſtly, by ſharp corroſive Humors incor- 
porated with the Blood, which both fret the Blood, and 
gnaw its Veſlels, eſpecially in ſcorbutical Conſtitutions, the 
Fibres of whoſe Veſſels are lank and weak. Some Authors 
aſſign yet a third Cauſe of Bleeding, viz. A Atari; Of 
the Tranſudation of the Blood thro? its Veſſels ; but tis not 
accountable, that any Liquor ſo thick as Blood ſhould ſweat 
thro' the ſtrong tough Coats of the Veſſels, eſpecially thoſe 
of the Arteries, without a breach or Anaftomofis, Tis true, 
the thin Serum may glide thro” ſometimes 3" but the Con- 
fiſtence of the Blood robs it of that Privii'eze. =

2. An apparent Plethora, or the Ebullition of the Blood, 
obliging ir to diſtend its Veſlels, as in Fevers, and the Small

Exerciſe of the Body. This Ebullition is moſt apt to cauſe a 


burſting of the Veſlels in fat Perſons, by reaſon that their 
Veſſels are ſtraitened by the incumbent Fat, . 
3. The thinneſs and ſeroſity of the Blood, which at once 
unbends the Fibres, and qualities the Blood for making a 
Paſſage thro em. In this caſe the Blood, when it runs out, 
appears thin and pale, whereas in other cafes tis brisk an 
florid. This ſeroſity of theBlood was by theAncients charg- 
ed to the Liver, as being tardy in its Office of Sanguifica- 
tion; but as our later Anatomiſts have juſtly imployed the 
Liver for other Uſes, fo the imperfe& Digeſtion in the Sto- 
mach, and fermentation of the Chyle in the Duodenum, will 
naturally account for the want of conſiſtence in the Blood. 
4. The Convulſive Contractions of the Coats of the Veſſels, 
eſpecially the Arteries, which by ſtraitening one Branch, oc- 
cation the extraordinary Diſtention of the next. Thus ſple- 
ne tic Perſons are liable to a vomiting of Blood, becauſe the 
Artery in the Spleen denies a free admiſſion to the Blood; 
and the obſtruction of the Blood in the Head is frequently 
5. The Convulſive Contraction of the Parts, incompaſſing 
the Blood · Veſſels, which are apt to ſtraiten the Veſſels, eſpe- 
cially the Veins, that are leaſt able to reſiſt their force. 
Critical and cuſtomary Effuſions of Blood, or ſuch as fol- 
low the ſuppreſſion of a wonted Evacuation, are not to be 
ſtopp'd, without they exceed meaſure. When a Bleeding is 
attended by a ſenſible Pulſation of ſome adjacent Artery, tis 
a fign that it proceeds from the Compreſhon or Contraction 
of that Artery.

As for the Prognoſtic: ADiæreſis is worſe than an Anaſto- 
moſis; and Bleedings from external Cauſes, are more favour- 
able than thoſe from internal.

As for Cure: The various Cauſes muſt be remov'd by 
proper Medicines ; a Plethora by Bleeding, Scarifying, and a 
thin Diet ; the Ebullition of the Blood by ſuch Medicines 
as temper a volatil Acid, namely Vinegar, Spirit of vi- 
triol, Nitre diſſolv'd in Water, the Tincture of the Flow. 
ers of Dailies, the Sugar of Lead, the Antiphthifical Tin. 
cture, Coral, ſeal'd Earth, Purſlain, Plantan, Opium, Cam- 
phir, &c. the ſeroſity of the Blood by thickening Ingre- 
dients, and ſuch as evacuate Serum, either by Stool, Urine, 
or Sweat; the Convulſive Contractions of the Blood-Veſſcls 
by Chalybeats ; the ſharpneſs of the Blood, by temperat Medi- 
cines, ſuch as Milk, Raiſins, Steel, &c. the corroſion of the 
Veſſels, by vulnerary Aſtringents; the Laxity of the Parts, by 
corroborating Medicines, ſuch as Aſs-Dung, the Ankle of a 
Hog, Crollizs his Powder, call'd Sperniola, Opium, Steel, &. 
However, we ought to obſerve, „ 
1. That Blood- letting is only proper, when the Blood a- 
bounds or boils too high; and tis better to bleed often, for 
Revulfion.

From theſe Premiſes we infer, that the internal Medicines 
proper. againſt 2 are the vulnerary Aſtringents, 
abſorbent Powders, (eſpecially Steel, which is both Aſtrin- 
gent and Anti-acid to a notable Degree) Diuretics and 
Purgatives in ſerous Caſes, and temperat Ingredients, eſpe- 
cially Raiſins, and Milk, for mitigating the ſharp Humors. 
The Medicines which jointly anſwer theſe ends, are either of 
the Vegetable, Mineral, or Animal Families. Thoſe of the 
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Vegetable Province are Plan tan, - Purſlain, the Syrups E 


Comfrey, Ground-Ivy, and Myrtle-berries ; the Syrup made 
of the Juice of the Root of Baſtard Acorus with Sugar; the 
freſh Juice of the common ſtinging Nettle, given to two or 
three ounces; the Moſs of Man's Skull, given to a ſcruple, 
or half a dram, in the Water of Shepherds Purſe, with the Sy- 
rup of Coral ; Maſtic, Sarcocol, Amber, Frankincenſe, Rai- 
fins, Camphir, Opium, and Rhubarb, which not only-eva- 
cuats the Serum, but corrects the Craſis of the Blood, Dra- 
gon's Blood, if it be Genuin, 1s very becher but ſince tis 
2 adulterated with ſome noxious tuft, weought to 
The Mineral Province preſents us with Coral, Bole Ar- 
menic, Nitre, Spirit of Vitriol, Sugar of Lead, the Powder 
of Blood-ſtone mix'd with Vinegar or the Juice of Pomgra- 
nats, the Vitriol of Steel mix'd with Sugar of Lead, Hart-

per Deliquium, or the Lie of the Salt of Tartar, and "twill

all Bleedings ; Its Doſe is thirty or forty Drops in a conve- 
nient Vehicle.

The Animal Province affords us burnt Hartſhorn, Uni- 
corns-horn, the Powder of green Frogs, the Water of Frogs- 
ſpawn, Crollas's Sperniola, given to fifteen grains; the Juice 
of Aſſes 4"d Hogs Dung, mix'd with the Juice of Nettles, 
or with Sugar in the form of a Syrup, or their Powders, 
with the Powder of the Dung of a Dog that's wont to gnaw 
Bones; and the Powder of the Blood ö 
Bleeding, it being dry d and given to a Dram in ſome pro- 
per Vehicle. The Forms of Recipe's are as follows:

ings in Malignant Fevers, we add Alexipharmical Ingredi- 
ents: If a Bleeding be caus'd' by Cantharides, we exhibit 
Milk and the Decoctions of Raiſins, Iſinglaſs, and Miſletoe 
of the Oak, with Gum-Arabick, Tragacanth, Cg. 
Take of the Juice of Freſh-Afſes Dung, Syrup of Purſlain, 
and that of Myrtle-Berries, of each half an ounce ; Plantan- 
water, an ounce ; Mix for a Draught.

After the Bleeding is thus ſtopp'd, we exhibit ſuch Medi- 


cines as diſſolve and evacuate clotted Blood, eſpecially if it 


proceeded from an internal Part. In the mean while, we uſe 
likewiſe external Medicines, viz, Such as either cement the 
Veſſels by their glutinous Vertue, as the Whites of Eggs, Ma- 
Ric, Aloe, Eeans, and a living Pigeon or Hen cut up and appli 
ed to the Part, whoſe Blood curdles upon the Orifice of the 
Veſlels, and thuts'em : Or ſuch as wring the Veſſels by their 
auſterity; or imbibe the Blood and ſtick cloſe to the Ori- 
fices; of the former ſort are Vitriol, Vinegar, &c. of the lat- 
ter are Bole-Armenic, ſeal'd Earth, Allum, ' Potters-Clay 
mix d with Vinegar,” Ge.

Te? E ſmall Arteries inſerted into the Membrane of the 
Noſtrils are liable to frequent Bleedings, by reaſon of a 
prevailing Moiſture that relaxes *em. The Symptoms and 
Cauſes of this Bleeding are related above. If it be very co- 
pious, and unwonted, or unſeaſonable, it prognoſticates the 
Diſorders of the Spirits; in acute Diſeaſes, eſpecially about 
the height, tis an ill Omen; but in the beginning of the 
Small Pox, or when it follows a Deafneſs after the height of 
2 Fever, tis not ill. In the Diſorders of the Liver or Spleen, 


if the Noſtril of the ſame fide with the Part affected void 
Blood, *tis well; if that of the oppoſit fide, tis a bad Sym- 


ptom, according to Hippocrates, 

In regulating the Method of Cure, we muſt have a parti- 
cular regard to the various Cauſes, viz. the redundancy, tur- 
geſcence, ſeroſity, or ſharpneſs of the Blood; and ſingle out 
proper Medicines, according to the Directions given for 
Bleedings in general, To which we ſhall only add this one 
Obſervation, that in habitual Bleedings at Noſe, freſh Mint, 
or its Juice taken frequently, is of ſingular uſe. l 

Externally we endeavour to divert and appeaſe the Spirits, 
to curb the turgeſcence of the Blood, and to ſhut the Ori- 
fices of the Veſſels. For compaſling the firſt Deſign, we uſe 
painful Ligatures, Frights, Cauſtics apply d to the remote 
Parts, cold Things ſuddenly applyd to the Scrotum or 
Breaſt; a dry'd Toad hung under the Armpits, or tied 


to the Forehead, or its Powder apply'd to the Noftrils ; - 


a Blood- ſtone, or genuin Jaſper, held in the Hand till it be- 
come warm; Aſh- wood apply'd to the Noſtrils, &c, For 
the ſecond End, we ſometimes bleed by way of Revul- 
ſion and Deri vation; or apply ſcarrifying Cupping-Glaſles 
to the Neck, or to the Calf of the Leg; thoſe which the 
Ancients order d for the Liver and Spleen, being very dan- 
gerous and of no uſe, Cataplaſms of Fullers Earth, and 
Vinegar, and Epithemg's of the Juice of Houſe-leck, Vine- 
gar, Nitre, and Camphir ; or of Soot, Vinegar, and the 
Whites of Eggs; or of Allum, Frogs Spawn, and Vinegar,

Spitting of Blood is of itſelf manifeſt : But to trace out 
hePart from whence it proceeds is a piece of difficulty. For 
his end the Phyſician ought to weigh the antecedent Cauſes, 
uch as exceſſive Crying, Falls, Bruiſes of the Breaſt, and 
iolent Coughs, which generally arraign the Lungs, while 
ther Cauſes are apt to affect other Parts. Beſides, the Cir- 
umſtances attending the evacuation will give ſome further 
ght into the Matter; as if the Blood be clotty, if it be 
oided without Coughing or much Hauking, and that in 
mall quantities, then it proceeds from the Palate, Gums, 
hroat, Cc. and not from the Ereaſt; if it be copiouſly 
oided with a Cough, that not only accompanies but pre- 
des the evacuation, and makes a hollow Noiſe, then it 
omes from the Windpipe or Lungs ; and if theReſpiration 
de difficult, if the Blood be florid, thin, and frothy, (as being 
aity'd by the Air) and if a Pain beſet the lower part of the 
Preaſt, it certainly takes its riſe from the Lungs. If the 
Blood be black, clotty, and thick, and voided with a Cough 
and hollow Noiſe, it ſprings from the Veins in the Cavity 
of the Breaſt, | 

As for thePrognoſtic : ASpitting of Blood from the Lungs 
is mott dangerous, and apt to degenerat into a Phthiſic or 
Ulcer of the Lungs, eſpecially if it took its rife from the cor- 
rotion of a ſharp Humor. If it be only a Symptom of ano- 
ther Diſeaſe, as of a Pleuriſie, Peripneumonia, &c, it is not ſo 
dangerous as when it ſtands upon its own Legs. If a Spit- 
ting of Blood, occaſion'd by a Suppreſſion ot wonted Evacu- 
ations, or by the Turgeſcence of Blood, be unſeaſonably ſtop- 
ped, it degenerats into a Peripneumonia, or a Conſumption. 


he Cure is perform'd in the Paroxytm, by removing the 


Cauſe, appealing and thickening the Blood, and repairing the 
Lofles of the Veſſels : out of the Paroxyſm, the clotty Blood 
marning in the Breaſt, ought to be diſcuſs d, and the Lungs 
irengthen'd.

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SECT, XIX. 


Of Diſeaſes relating to the Alterations of the Blood, 
in the Spleen, Liver, and Kidne)s. 


AS the Blood viſits the Bowels for their nouriſhment, ſo 


it is variouſly alter d according to the Nature of every 
Bowel. In the Spleen tis impregnated with a volatil four 
Ferment, that prepares and qualifies its Parts for ſeparation ; 
in the Liver tis ſeparated from the Bile, which is conve d 
thence into the Colon, either directly thro? the Dudius He- 
paticus, or, after ſome ſtay in the Gall-bag, thro the Ductus 


ſticus, Now there are ſeveral Caſes in which this ſepars- 
ion

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tlon is lamely perform'd, vis. When the Animal Spititz 
are exhauſted or diforger'd ; or the Innate Spirits of the 
reſpeRive Bowel vitiated ; or when Inflammations or Tu- 
mors invade the Part, as in Chronical Diſeaſes. Not, as if 
the Obſtructions or Tumors of the Spleen or Liver were the 
Cauſes of Chronical Diſtempers, but only as being their 
Effe cts, or at leaſt troubleſome Companions, that ought to he 
accounted for in the Cure of thoſe Diſtempers, it being g. 
nerally compaſs d by Chalybeats, or ſuch Medicines as con. 
quer an Acid, and clear the firſt Paſſages, which are the ori. 
ginal Source of all Obſtructions. ; 

In the Kidneys, the Blood being carry'd thither by the 
Emulgent Arteries, is diſſolv d by a lixivious Ferment, and it 
Serum laden with acid and urinous Salts, invelop'd with 

oily Particles, is ſtrain'd thro the ſmall Fibres that conveyit 
to the Corpus Papillare, from whence it ſweats thro! into 
the Pelvis, and paſſing thro' the Ureters and Bladder, is 
voided under the Name of Urine, If the Salts of the Urne 
be exactly united together, they intitle it to tranſparency; 
if the ir mixture be unequal], it is muddy or crude, and be- 
tokens the unequal temperature of the Salts in the Blood. 
But ſo ſoon as the Blood has conquer'd thegrevailing hetero. 
geneous Salt, that over-match'd and difturb'd the Harmony 
of the reſt, then the Urine precipitates em as a Sediment, 
and becomes clear. In perfect Health, it contains nothing 
but theſe Salts incorporated with Oil and a ſerous Vehicle; 
but when the Chyle is not elaborat or perfectly digeſted, 
then its Crudities, and the ſulphureous vicious Salts occa- 
fion'd by them, are voided with the Serum, and impart to it 
a pigh or flat Tincture, according to the various Exaltation 
e 


of the Salts, and their mixture with Sulphur.

ART. L 


Of an Iſchuria in the Kidneys, or a Suppr effion of 
Urine ariſing from the want of a due Separation in 


Ihe Reins. | 


THE Cauſes of an Iſehuria in the Kidneys relate either to 

the Blood or the Kidneys. The former are the Re- 
dundancy of the Bloed, or its vicious thickneſs and the 
cloſe coheſion of its Parts, occaſion d by an acid or viſcous 
Lymph; and an imperfect Fermentation, as in Fevers before 
the height, in chronical Diſeaſes, Obſtructions of the Bow- 
els, Ge. The latter relating to the Kidneys are, 

1. The Obſtruction of their Paſſages, occaſion d by clot- 
ted Blood, as in. the caſe of a Fall; Purulent Matter either 
reſiding there, or convey d thither from other Ulcers; viſ- 
cid tough Humors, a Stone in the Kidneys, external Cold 
contracting the Fibres, nephritic Tumors, Gr. 

2. The Paralytic Laxity of the Fibres, occaſion d by a 
weakneſs or de ficiency of Spirits, by preceding Wounds or 
Ulcers, by the diſcorders of their Nerves, the diſlocation of 
the Vertebre of the Back, &c. | 

2. The convulſive Contractions of the Fibres, which are 
frequently occalion'd in one Kidney by a Stone in the other, 
thro” the correſpondence of the Nerves, 

4. The flatneſs of the Ferment in the Kidneys, or its de- 
generacy from a volatil ſalin Acrimony, as in Dropſies, Ca- 
chexies, Cc. | 

A Supprefſion of Urine ariſing from the Diſorder of the 
Kidneys is diſtinguiſh'd from that in the Bladder, by a ſenſe 
ot weight about the Loins, the inſufficiency of a Catheter 
for procuring Urine, and the abſence of a Tumor or Pain 
about the Pubes or Pærineum; ſometimes 'tis attended by 
ſtinking Sweats, or ſuch as ſmell like Urine; a ſtinkin 
Breath, Anxieties in the Breaſt, Vomiting, an univerſ. 
Numneſs, Epileptic Symptoms, and Tumors of the 4b. 
amen and Legs. If the Urine before the ſuppreſſion was 


thick 


thick and muddy, with a copious ſlimy Sediment, the Bo- 
dy being univerſally infeſted with tough groſs Humors, 
then the ſuppreſſion is causd by Slime ſtopping the Paſſages. 


If the Urine before the ſuppreſſion was bloody, or if a Blow, 
Fall, or violent Riding occaſion d it, then clotted Blood is 


the immediate Cauſe, If the Urine was mix'd with Puru- 


lent Matter, or if any conſiderable Bowel be ulcerated, the 
Obſtruction is caus'd by the corrupt Matter. If the Urine 
was voided without any other remarkable Symptom, than 
that of loſing its wonted Smell and Taſte; the Ferment is 
faulty. 


An Iſchuria in the Kidneys is werſe than that in the Blad. 


der. If it be attended by Symptoms diſturbing the Breaſt, 
tis very dangerous. If the Urine force its Paſſage before 
the Seventh Day, it affords a comfortable Prediction, tho 
not infallible, eſpecially if the Blood and ſolid Parts be 
much corrupted, Some Inſtances there are of a total ſup- 
preſſion of Urine; for ten, fourteen, or twenty Days, that 
has been cur'd ; but theſe are unfrequent ; beſides, they are 
generally attended by a perpetual Sweating, Vomiting, or 
{ome notable Evacuation of Serum, otherwiſe they would 
prove mortal. If a ſuppreſſion of Urine be free from pain, 

it proceeds from the Paralytic Laxity of the Fibres, andis 

always mortal. PING 

: The Cure varies according to the Difference of the Cau- 

ſes. In general, gentle Laxatives mix d with Diuretics, and 

Turpentin Clyſters are proper, as being apt not only to li. 

ritate the Guts, but to promote Urine. If the Obſtruction 
be caus'd by clotty Blood, Madder, Sperma Ceti, Crabs 
Eyes mix d with Vinegar, Chervil, Ground-Ivy, St. 7obn's 
Wort, eſpecially its Seed, and above all the volatil Salt of 
Amber, are proper Ingredients. If the Obſtruction be occa - 
fion'd by Purulent Matter, we exhibit the Balſam of Sul - 
phur prepar d with Oil of Turpentin, the Eſſence of A- 
grimony, Juice of Ground-Ivy, and ſuch like vulnerary 
Medicines. If a ſlimy Humor beſet the Kidneys, we mull 
firſt evacuate the ſlimy Crudities by Laxatives, before we 
attempt to uſe Diuretics, for fear they ſhould augment the 
Evil, by cauſing a greater afflux of pituitous Matter. After 
evacuation we adminiſter the Juice of Rhadiſhes, the Infuſi- 
on of Horſe-Rhadiſhes in Wine, the Juice of Limons to 
two or three ounces, with Oxymel, the dulcify'd Spirit of 
Salt, the philoſophical Spirit of Vitriol, or rather the ac! 


Spirit of Sal-Armoniac, with the Decoction df Parſley-roots

If the Ferment of the Kidneys be defective, we exhibit the 
ſharp ſalin Diuretics, mix'd with the temperat oily Ingre- 
dients ; eſpecially the Decoction of Garlic-Heads, the Seed 
of Hedge-Muſtard given to a dram in Wine, the Juice of 
Parſneps, the Spirit and Salt of Urine ; Amelungius's nephri- 
tic Tincture, prepar'd from Tartar, Nitre, Antimony, and 
the ſolar Flint-ſtones ; the carminative Spirit, the volatil Spi- 
tit of Tartar, the Spirit of Sal- Armoniac, the volatil Salt or 
diftill'd Oil of Amber, the Spirit or Juice of Earth- worms; 
the Powder, Juice and Infuſion of Wood-lice ; the Infuſion 
of Spaniſh Flies in Wine, or their diuretic Eſſence prepar'd 
with the Tincture of Tartar ; the Infuſion of Horſes Dun 
in Rheniſh Wine; the Urine of a Goat; Crabs Eyes mix 
with Wine or Vinegar ; the Decoctions of red Vetches, Cher. 
vil, Madder, or St. John*s-wort ; the Shells of Hens Eggs or

G Tones in Man's Body, are nothing elſe but a vicious 4. 
cid congeal'd with a volatil Alcali. This vicious Acid, 
for the moſt part, is bred in the Stomach, and being mixd 
with the Blood, attacksa naked volatil Alcali where-everit 
meets it, with which it conſpires to make up a third Con- 
crete or Stone. Now the Kidneys being plentifully ſtockd 
with a volatil Alcali, are moſt liable to the ſhocks of this 
Acid, *Tis true, that in a healthy ſtate, the Alcali of the 
Urine in the Kidneys, is naturally qualiti'd with an Acid, 
and then *tis ſecure from the Efforts of the vicious Intruder; 
but for as much as the Urine is oft-times liable to altera 
tion, or corruption, which ſets the volatil Salt at liberty, 
much after the ſame method as when it has been expos d to 
the Air in an Urinal and begins to ſmell ; therefore the Kid- 
neys are in ſuch caſes in danger of being moleſted with Stones. 
Thus the generation of a Stone ſuppoſes two concurring Cau- 
les; one is a prevailing Acid in the Body, occaſion d molily 
by imperfe& Digeſtions in the firſt Paſſages, or by ſuch thing 
as are apt to become acid; viz, Milk, Cheeſe, and eſpecial!) 
Wine : The other is the Putrefaction and Liberty of the vc 
fatil Alcali of the Urine ; occafion*d generally by the Weak- 
neſs of the Ferment, as by Aſparagus and ſuch Diuretics a 
enfeeble the Ferment, and cauſe a putrid Smell in the Uri:

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I. Arthritic and Melancholie Perſons, who are much mo- 
leſted with vicious Acids. are very liable to the Stone; 

whereas thoſe of a bilious Conſtitution are commonly free

2. Thoſe who live near the Danube, and are wont to drink 
much Wine, are frequently troubled with the Stone, by 
reaſon of the prevailing Acid in the Wine, which is apt to 
congeal with a volatil Alcali: As, if you take Nitre very 
well fix d, and mix it with Flint - ſtones, then melt it upon 
a ſtrong Fire, twill become like Glaſs; pulverize this Glaſs, 
and pour Spirit of Wine upon it, after ſome time, pour that 
off, and add freſh Spirit of Wine, which in a Month's time 
will become a red Oil, containing the Acid of the Nitre 
exalted with the Spirit of Wine. Now if you put a few 
Drops of this volatil acid Oil into a Glaſs of Wine, 'twill 
gather it into a hard Subſtance. 

3. The chymical Analyſis of the Stones preſents us with a A 
fetid Oil, an urinous Spirit, a volatil Salt, and a Caput mor- 1 
tuum, like Quick- lime: Not to ſpeak of its effet veſcence | 
with any alcalin Salt.

When the Stones thus ingendered of the volatil Acid and 
Alcali are growing together, they ſometimes take in a vil- 
cid Mucilage, being the deprav'd Nouriſtment of the Kid- 
neys, which rendeis the Stones white; ſometimes they cor- 
rode the {mall Veſſels, and take in ſome Drops of Blood, 
which make the Stones red; ſometimes tke pure Salts join -- 
together,, without any other Mixture but ſome earthy . 
Particles, caus'd by the Putrefaction of the Urine, and then | 19 
the Stones are yellow. But at other times the Membranes, 1 
and the whole ſubſtance of the Kidney, make a part of the 
Concrete.

A Stone in the Kidneys, while it lies quiet and does not 
ſtir, is attended by few or no Symptoms. But when it be- 
gins to move, or, as the Practitioners ſpeak, in the Parozyſm, 
it grates upon the Membranes, which by means of the im- 
mediat 8 of their Nerves wich all thoſe from 
the Meſenteric Plexus, communicat their Diſorder to all the \þ 
adjacent Parts. When its Metjons* in the Kidney firſt com- ' 8 
mences, the Perſon is moleſted with a heavy dull Pain in the h 
Loins, inclining to the right or left ſide, and ſometimes reach- 
ing to the reſpective fide of the Head, according as the right 
or left Kidney is difturb'd, When the Stone is ad vanc d ; 
from the Pelvis to the Urerer, then the Pain ſhoots, pricks, | 
and raf\(s a ſenſe of diſtenſion = raging, and does not * 
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till it either reaches the Bladder, or retires to the Kidney, 
Immediately before the invaſion of thz-Paroxyſm; the u- 
rine is ſcanty, watry, and very ſharp. Sometimes when the 
Stone is in motion, the nutritious Juice of the membranous 
Parts being deprav'd, is voided together with the Urine, 
rendring it thick, pale, and glutinous, eſpecially towards 
the bottom of the Urinal. Sometimes tis high tinctur'd, and 
thick, as being copioully impregnated with diſſolv'd Salts; 
and ſometimes tis actually mix d withBlood,by reaſon of the 
Stone's offenſiveneſs to the Blood-Veſſels. Often-times Sand 
is alſo voided, but then it falls to the bottom, and is hard, 
not friable ; otherwiſe if the Sand be friable and reddiſh, it is 
only a Coagulation of ſcorbutical Salts. Sometimes the Urine 
is totally ſuppreſs'd, the other Kidney being contracted by 
the provok'd Nerves. p 

During the Paroxyſm, the Perſon is unable to ſtand up- 
right, or bow his Body, and the Pain glides along the Ute. 
ters to the Bladder ; ſometimes it draws up the Teſticle, and 
benums the Leg of the ſame fide; ſometimes it cauſes a vo- 
miting, inappetency, contractions of the Fingers, a tickling 
Pain in the Nut of the Yard, and difficult reſpiration, the 
Midriff being by ſympathy affected, and girding the Region 
of the ſhort Ribs with a ſenſe of conſtriction. But above al 
the molt common Symptoms are, Gripings in the Guts, Co- 
lic Pains in Men, Hyſteric Symptoms in Women, and in 
big- belly'd Women Pains reſembling thoſe of Child- birth. 
The Pulſe for the moſt partis hard, by reaſon of the convul- 
five Contractions of the Fibres of the Arteries. All theſe 
Symptoms are not always-to be met with, neither are they 
peculiar to this Diſeaſe ; but thoſe which are moſt certain, 
and diſtinguiſh this Diſtemper from the Colic, are the be- 
numedneſs of the Leg, inability to ſtand upright, or to ſtretch 
the Back, the continuance of the Pain without Remiſſion, 
the diſorders of the Urine, and theabſence of the Symptoms 
peculiar to the Colic. _ 

A Stone in the Kidneys is a dangerous Diſeaſe, eſpecial- 
Iy to Women with Child. It frequently cauſes mortal Con- 
vulſions, Suppreſſions of, Urine, Inflammations and Ulcers 
in the Kidneys, Cc. eſpecially if it be rough and large. 
If the Urine, that was at firit thin, becomes thick an 
muddy, as being laden with Sand and ſmall Stones, tis 2 
good ſign. But if the Urine be ſuppreſs'd for a conſider: 
time, and if the external Parts be cold, or ſeiz'd wit': cold

3. That the firſt Paſſages ought always to be kept clear, 
leſt their Impurities ſhould aggravate the Symptoms of the 
Abdomen. Upon. this account, emollient and anodyn Cly- 
ſters are very ſerviceable, eſpecially in the beginning of the 
Paroxyſm. Such are thoſe of the Decoction of Speed well, 
Camomil-flowers, Marfh-mallow- roots, Cc. in Milk; or of 
Rape and Linſeed- oil. But we ought to take notice, that

Timeus recommends the Juice of 
the wild Tanſey gather'd in May before the,Sun-rifing ; and 
that of green Rie, mixt with red Wine. To theſe we add 
the volatil Salt of Amber, the Salt of Urine, Nitre, Spirit 
of Nitre, and all nit rous Salts, eſpecially that of Pigeons 
Dung; or the Infuſion of Pigeons Dung in Vinegar, mixt 
with Honey; or the following Salt: 
Take Nitre well fix'd, and expoſe it to the Air, twill melt 
to the conſiſtence of Pap, then mix it with an equal quanti- 
ty of the red Oil of Vitriol: When' their Ebullition ceaſes, 
draw off the Liquor with a ſtrong Fire, and *twill leave a 
white Salt, of admirable efficacy againſt the Stone. 
The Mineral and Animal Stones are likewife recommended 


in this caſe, eſpecially nephritic Stones, Crabs Eyes, Pearch 


or Carp Stones, the ſhells of Eggs, eſpecially Oſtrich Eggs. 
They are not directly Diuretic, but they drink up the Acid 
that gathers the Stone, and if difſolv'd in the compound Spirit 
of Salt are converted into a third Concrete that proves an ad- 
mirable Diuretic. The Lie of calcin'd Egg-fhells, and the 
lixivious Salt of Quick- lime, calcin'd with Sal-Armoniac, are 
alſo much approv'd. The Decoction of Quick. lime in Wa- 
ter being ſtrain d and congeal d, yields a fix d Salt, which is 
either us d in Powder, or infus'd in rectify d Spirits, to which 


it gives a notable red Tincture that's much commended. Hel- 
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vetius boil'd Quick: lime in Vinegar, and evaported the de- 
canted Decoction; the remaining Salt he made red hot in a 
Crucible, and extracted a notable nephritic Tincture with 
Spirit of Wine. The Spirit of putrify d Earth · worms is alſo 
a proper Diuretic; lor the Powder of Scorpions, firſt waſh' d, 
then infus'd alive in Spaniſh Wine for twenty four Hours, 
and bak d in an Oven in a Pot cover'd with Sage- leaves; 
their Doſe is four or five grains in a potch d Egg. If the 
Wings, Head and Feet of Crickets be lopp'd off, and its Bo- 
dy be macerated in Parſley-water, . twill become a milky . 
Liquor that's very diuretic. The Eſſence of Wrens is much 
applauded, as likewiſe the following Pills : 52 * 
Take black Beetles gather d in May, without touching em 
with one's Hand, ſuffocat em in Spirit of Wine, then dry 
'em, cut *em into pieces,and in the middle of their Body you 
will find a viſcous Liquor, which mix with their Powder, 1 
to the conſiſtence of a Balſam; then take of this Balſam a 
dram; diftilPd Oil of Anis and that of Cloves, of each 
three drops: Make Pills, of which exhibit two grains once 
or twice in Elder - flower- water, in the Morning with a faſt- 
ing Stomach. They will cauſe a Strangury that ſhall laſt 
tor thirty Days. 
If diuretic Medicines prove ineffectual, we ought to diſ- 
continue their uſe for ſome time, leſt the 2 s be over- 
charg'd * with Crudities. The ſtrongeſt of theſe Diuretics 
ate by ſome calPd Litbontriptica, or diſſolvers of the Stone in 
the Body; but I doubt much if any ſuch Medicines be yet 
diſcover d. Tis certain that Spirit of Nitre will diſſolve a 
Stone out of the Body; but the Alteration it undergoes in 
mixing with the various Humors in the Body cramps its 
Virtue within us. And therefore whoever pretends to the 
knowledge of Lithontriptica's muſt have found out ſuch a 
Medicine as is not liable to be chang'd by the Humors of the 
Body, and beſides, that is neither an Acid nor an Alcali, but 
conſiſts of both as the Stone itſelf, and is peculiarly calcula- 
ted for its Pores, as Aqua fortis is for Silver. Some have ex- 
ploded all Lithontriptica's, as being too corroſive and apt to 
Injure the Stomach, Gums, &c. But they ought to conſider, 
that all ſharp diſſolving Menſtruums are not corroſive to the 
taſte, as Arſenic, Quickſilver, Mercurius Vite, &c. which are 
atogether inſipid. And beſides, ſome Liquors are qualify'd 
for diſſolving hard Concretes, that would not peck upon 
lofter Objects ; as Vinegar diſſolves the ſhells of Eggs, while 
their inner Membrane is left entire. in 
er 
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After the Paroxyſm is over, and the Stone voided, we 
ought to prevent the generation of new 2 by proper Pre- 
ſervatives: As, 1. By keeping the firſt Paſſages clean with 
Laxatives, and once in three or four Months a Vomit, oy 
ſtronger Purge. 2. By correcting the Acid in the firſt Paſſi. 
ges with abſorbent Powders, and the fix d Salts of diuretic 
Plants. 3. By cleanſing the Reins, and evacuating the fin 
Rudiments of the Stone, with volatil Diuretics, the Spirit and 
valatil Salt of Tartar, the Spirit of Urine, that of Sal- 4rny. 
niac, the Spirit of Worms, Elixir Proprietatis, Turpentin, fit 
Broth, Whey, Cc. Some commend WIIk, but its Curd gif. 
ſwades us from uſing it. However we ought ſtill to remem. 
ber, that the Diuretics muſt be of the meeker ſort, and ex. 
hibited only once or twice in a Fortnight or three Weeks, 
and that at ſome diſtance from the times of eating, but not 
till the firſt Paſſages are cleard. 4. By ſtrengthening the 
Reins, retrieving their Ferment, and preſerving the Urin: 
from Corruption, with balmy Medicines, ſuch as Turpen- 
tin, the Balſam of Sulphur, Juniper, St. John s-wort- ſeeds t,

0 a Diabetes, or excefſive Flux of Urine: 


A Diabetes is either genuin or ſpurious. The former it a voids 
A ing of Liquors by Urine without any ſtay or alteratiqn in 
the Body. The latter is a voiding of a much larger quantity 
of Urine than that of Liquids receiv'd into the Body. The 
cauſe of the former is'theLaxity and Openneſs of the Paſſages, 
which lead directly from the firſt Paſſages to the Reins. 'Tis 
true theſe Paſſages are not yet diſcover'd, but the quick Pal- 
ſage of ſome Liquors, and their being voided without any al- 
teration in colour, taſte, or conſiſtence, according to the Ob- 
ſervations of Galen, Bartholin, Hildanus, &c. do ſufficiently 
evirce their neceſſity. The cauſe of the latter is a ſharp vo- 
latil Salt or Ferment bred in the firſt Paſſages, that diflolves 
the fat Acid in the Blood, Chyle, and muſcular Fleſh, un- 
locking their Texture, and melting the Ferment of the Reins. 
Thus the balmy and nutritious Parts of the Blood being melt- 
eddown, and tinctur d with à ſharp Acrimony, they ſtimulat 
the Kidneys, and force their paſſage. This volatil alcali Salt 
is not unlike that which ſometimes cauſes melting Looſneſſcs, 
or that of Spaniſh Flies and Beetles, and is frequently the 


follower of violent Diuretics. Perhaps it alſo ſucks in the — 
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W midity of the Air in the Body, by vertye of which it melts, 
and ſo increaſes the quantity of Urine, which ſometimes ex- 

ceeds that of the Juices in the Body. The Symptoms of the 


ſpurious Diabetes are the crudity, thinneſs, and ſweet taſte of 


the Urine, with a fat Scam ſwimming upon it; a notable 
weakneſs, leanneſs, dryneſs of the Mouth, thirſt, a heat and 
pain in the Loins, a flow Fever, and in ſhort, all the Symp- 
toms of a Hectic. If it follow immoderat Labour, Venery, 
or Chronical Fevers, 'tis uncurable. 568 

For Cure of a genuin Diabetes we exhibit Aſtringents and 
Aromatics, ſuch as we generally preſcribe for defending and 
fortifying the Stomach and Bowels in the uſe of Spaw Waters. 
Thus the aſtringent Crocus of Steel, the Tincture of the Sul- 
phur of Vitriol, Bole Armenic, ſeal'd Earth, Conſerve of 
Roſes vitriolated, the Decoction of Orange-peel and Plan- 
tan in Chalybeat- water, are very proper. Some recommend 
as an Arcanum, a- Cocks- comb calcin'd, and exhibited 
with one's own Urine. As for the Cure of a ſpurious 
Diabetes; we muſt endeavour to correct the Acrimony, of 
the volatil Alcali; to prevent the colliquation of the Juices 
by Narcotics, and proper Aftringents, Firſt of all, their 
Diet muſt be the ſame as that of hectic Perſons, In the 
next place Vomiting is very proper; to which we ſubjoin 


the Powder of the natural Blood-ſtone, or of the artificial 


one, made of the Vitriol of Steel, and Sugar of Lead; the 
Antiphthiſical Tincture prepar'd from the fame Ingredients ; 
the Tin&ure of the Sulphur of Vitriol ; the aſtringent Cro- 
cus of Steel, the Powder or Spirit of Allum; Amber, and its 
Troches, or thoſe of ſeal'd Earth, taken in an acid Vehicle; 
the Tincture of Magiſtery of Coral, prepar'd with the Juice 
of Citrons, or a Mixture of Coral and Vinegar, 

Take of Plantan- water, three ounces ; diſtilFd Vinegar, fix 
drams ; red Coral pulveriz d, (not prepar'd) a dram; Lau- 
danum Opiatum, two grains; Syrup of Purilain, an ounce z 
Mix, and exhibit a ſpoonful frequently. | 

Quicklime-Water, given to four or five ounces thrice a 
Day, is of ſingular aſe in this Diſtemper; as alſo Milk, eſpe- 
cially chalybeat Milk, or that in which hot Iron has been fre- 
quent ly extinguiſh'd ; Aſſes or Goats Milk are the belt, and 
next to them Cows Milk. The Emulſions of ſweet Almonds, 
and white Poppy-ſeeds are alſo very proper. Externally 
ſome apply to the Kidneys, the Juice of River-Crabs, or Bags 
ot Plantanand Oak-leayes boil'd in chalybeat Milk, 
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Of Piſſing of Blood. 


THE Urine is ſometimes tinQur'd with Blood, and that 
more or leſs according to its quantity. The Blood 
ſprings either from the Kidneys, Ureters, or Yard ; or from 
the Contuſions of other Parts. The Cauſes are the ſame a 
thoſe of all Bleeding, viz. Either an Anaſtomoſis or Dięreſit: 
The former is caus d by the laxity of the Pores of the Reins, 
violent Motion, Jumping, Falls, exceſſive Venery, violent 
Diuretics, and a redundancy of Blood in the Body: The lat. 
ter by ſharp corroſive Humors, as in malignant Fevers, the 
Small Pox, and the Scurvy ; or by the application of 
Cantharides, without mixing and qualifying them with As 
cids ; by the Stone, Ulcers, Ge. 5 
The bloody Urine is diſtinguiſh'd from that which is only 
tinctur'd with Salts, by its thick intranſparent Conſiſtence, 
and a red blackiſh Sediment, like clotted Blood at the bot- 
tom of the Urinal. When the Blood proceeds from the Kid- 
neys, or Bladder, a heavy or gnawing Pain beſets thoſeParts. 
When the Blood is plentiful and well mix'd with theUlrine, 
and is not curdled, but liquid when it falls to the bottom, 
it comes from the Kidneys. When the Blood is ſcarce, un- 
equally mix'd, "voided with Pain, and gives a clotty Scdi- 
ment, it takes its riſe from the Bladder. If the Blood 
be voided without the Urine, or fall to the Bottom im- 
3 upon the making Water, it proceeds only from 
the Urethra. If a ſharp Urine be voided with a ſharp gnaw- 
ing biting Pain, and if a ſtrangury or difficulty of making 
Water went before, the flux of Blood is caus d by the col- 
roſion of the Veſſels. If it proceed from Cantharides, the 
Perſon is moleſted with an erection of the Yard. If it pro- 
cecd from the coroſion or ulceration of the Bladder, tis 
very dangerous; but that from the corroſion or weakneſs o 
the Reins, is yet more ſuch. 3 a 
For Cure, the Cauſes muſt be enquir d after, and remov's 
after the ſame method, as in ſpitting of Blood. A redun- 
dancy of Bl od admits of bleeding. But the ſharpneſs of the 
Serum prohibits both that and Purgation. Rhubarb indeed 
may be allow'd, as being an Alterative and Fortifier of the 
Reins, as well as a Laxative. Sylvizs's Mixture of Coral, Dra- 
gons-blood, Laudanum, and Syrup of Myrtles with Vigo, 
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and Plantan and Cinnamon- water, is a general preſcription 
for all Hemorrhagia's. However the Acrimony of the Urine 
W ought always. to be accounted for by the Juice of Plantan, 
or Purſlain, or the Syrup of the Juice of Comfrey and that 
of Plantan-leaves; the Decoction of Ground-Ivy, or the 
following Decoction. : 

Take of the Herbs, Agrimony and Yarrow, the Tops of 
St, Jobn's-wort,, and the Moſs of Bullace-trees, of each a 
handful ; Comfrey-roots, two ounces; St. John's- wort- ſeeds, 
two, three, or four drams ; boil em in Chalybeat Milk, or 
Whey, or Blackſmiths Water; ſweeten the ſtrain d Decocti- 
on with the Syrup of Comfrey, and add to every Draught, 
Crabs Eyes diſſolv'd in Vinegar. 

The Decoction of Ground - Ivy, or Ground · pine; Sheeps- 
Milk exhibited to four ounces, with a dram of Bole-Armenic; 
Amber, and eſpecially its Troches given to a dram, with 
half a dram of Bole-Arrnenic and a little Vinegar in Plantan- 
water, or with Crabs Eyes and Sugar of Lead ; the Tin- 


prepar'd Blood - ſtoſle exhibited with Milk, (eſpecially when 
the Diſeaſe is caus'd by Cantharides) and che Emulſions of 
milky Seeds ; theſe, I ſay, are all very proper, and ought 
to be frequently interlac'd with Laudanum Opiatum. To theſe 
we add vulnerary Ingredients, eſpecially the Juice or Pow- 
der of River-crabs, and Turpentin, either given in Pills 
with Rhubarb, or diſſolv'd with the Yelk of an Egg, in 
ſome convenient Vehicle. The Spirit and Oil of Turpen- 
tin are too ſharp, If the Bladder be ulcerated, we may 
inje& the Troches of Amber mix d with Plantan water, or 
the Juice of Plantan with the Powder of Blood- ſtone. When 
the piſſing of Blood is over, we ought to diſſolve the clot- 
ted Blood that may remain in the Bladder, with Amber and 
its Productions. | |

HE Urine being ſeparated in the Kidneys, is convey'd 
1 thro? the Ureters to the Bladder; and when its diſtend. 
ing quantity, or its ſharpneſs provokes the Bladder to Con- 


tractions, is voided thro' the Urethra, * 

This natural Evacuation is ſuppreſs'd either thro” the de- 
fault of the Bladder, or of its Sphincter, ot of the Urethra. The 
Bladder is faulty when its Fibres are heedleſs and ſtupid. s 
in malignant Fevers; or relaxated, and unable to contract it. 
This may be occaſion d by ſtaying long in cold Water, by 
Wounds, Blows, Bruiſes in the lower part of the Back, or 

any Injury done to the Nerves of the Part; by an exceſſive 
quantity of Urine forcibly retain d in the Bladder : by Worn, 
Ulcers, Inflammations, Tumors, &c. in the Bladder and adja- 
cent Parts ; and by the remiſſneſs of the Muſcles of the Abdo- 
men, Which ought naturally to preſs its Fibres. The Sbindter 
is faulty when it ſhuts the Oriſice, by virtue of its conſtant 
Contraction. *Tis provok'd to ſuch Contractions by Cholic 
and Nephritic Pains,. Scorbutical Pains in the, Abdomen, and 
the Application of Spaniſh Flies. The Urethra or Paſſage 
which leads from the Bladder is faulty, when Inflammations, 
Tumors, or Venereal Excreſcences beſet the Neck of the 
Bladder, Proftate or Perinæaum; or when tis block'd up by 2 
Stone, clotty Blood, or viſcousglutinous Humors occaſion 
by ufing Diuretics immediately after eating before the Chy]: 
be transform'd, or by giving bad Milk tonew-born Children, 
who are naturally liable to that Symptom. 

The Symptoms of this Diſtemper are theſe : When the 
Bladder is over-diſtended by a large quantity of Urine, the 
Perſon is moleſted with a grievous Pain, and vain deſire 
of making Water, and the ſuppreflion is difficult to cure; 
when the Bladder is paralytic, tis inſenſible of Pain, or of 
any Provocation to evacuat; when the urinary Paſleg: b. 
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cucted, a painful Tumor appears gin the Pubes, and is "Bl 
exaſperated b touching. If clotted 21054 cauſe the Obftry- _ 
ion, tis diſcover by preceding Falls, Bruiſes, piffing of 
Blood, &c. If glutinous Humors block up the Way, an- 
tecedent Cauſes, and Slime voided with the Urine, will 
give us to know. it. If a ſuppreſſion of Urine in the Blad. 
Ter be free of all Pain, and attended by a Teneſmus, and 
Hiccough, it prognoſticates Death. That from a Schirrus 
in the Neck of the Bladder, or adjacent Parts, is not eaſily 
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"The Cure is varied according to the Cauſes, If the Blad- 
der be paralytic, and inſenſible, we give inwardly cepha- 
lic Medicines, eſpecially the Elixir and diftil'd Oils of 
Juniper; the diftill'd Oil of Amber, or that of Turpenting 
the Brains of Magpies, & e. and inject Clyſters, firſt of emol- 
lient Ingredients, and afterwards of Centory, Colequin- 
tida, &c. Or we ad miniſter gentle Purgatives, and order the 
Perſon to keep in his Breath, and ſqueeze the Abdomen. If 
theſe Methods be ineffectual, we open the Paſſage with a 
Catheter, or rather a Wax-Candle, anointed with Hony and 
Oil of ſweet Almonds. When the Bladder is erapty'd, we 
inje& the Decoction of Sage, Penny-royal, wild Marjoram, 
Calamint, Rue, Caſtor, &c, in Wine; and foment the ex- 
ternal Parts with a Spunge, or apply Cataplaſms of Pellitory, 
and Oil of Scorpions; or anoint the Pxbes and Perinæum 
with a Liniment of the Ointment of Marſh-mallows, Oil of 
Scorpions, and diftilFd Oil of Juniper, applying afterwards 
to the Os ſacrum and Pubes the Plaiſter call d Nervinum, ſof- 
ten d with the Oil of Amber, If the ſuppreſſion be ve- 
ry obſtinate, we order bathing in the Decoctions of emol- 
lient and nervous Plants. exhibiting at the ſame time ſome 
gentle Diuretic. In malignant Fevers, we, apply the ſame 
Ointments and Decoctions, and order the Patient to walk 
vp and down the Room. When the Bladder is diſtended, - 
we uſe the ſame Method. When the Sbhincter is contracted, 
we exhibit inwardly the Specifics for Convulſions, mix'd 
with Opiats; and anoint with a Liniment of the Ointment 
of r mix d with the Oils of Poppies, Caſtor, 
and Amber. | | 


If the Paſſage be Ropp'd by clotted Blood, we exhibit 
Crabs Eyes with Vinegar, the Decoctions of Chervil. Spep- 
wacen, &c. and foment or bath with the Decoctions of 
Antipleuritical Ingredients; applying likewiſe Cataplaſms of 
freſh Cows Dung, If viſeid Humors block up the Paſſage, 
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we give firſt a gentle Purge; then the Juice of Limons with 
Spirit of Turpentin, or Spirit of Salt; the Juice of Ra-

-plaſms of Pellitory(growing upon the Rubbiſh of old Walls) 


with roaſted Onions, Garlic, Oil of Scorpions, and Oil of 
Juniper; or anoint with the ſame Oils mix'd with Rock. 


ART. II. 
Of the Stone in the Bladder. 


JT HE Stone of the Bladder is, for the moſt part, firſt bred 

in the Reins, and introduc'd by Nephritic Pains; and, 
when it deſcends through the Ureters into the Bladder, re- 
ceivesa conſiderable increaſe from the Mucilage, or deprav'd 
nutritious Juice that ſticks to it, and becomes hard as it 
ſelf. Thus we find that Stones in the Bladder are coverd 
like an Onion with ſeveral diſtinct Coats, and have a Ker- 
nel in the middle, which repreſents the Stone as it came 
from the Kidney. The Symptoms are; a ſudden ftopping 


of Urine in the very time of making it, follow'd by a vio- 


lent and vain Defire of tiniſhing that Evacuation, and of 
going to ſtool ; a dull ſenſe ot weight about the Perinæum 
and Pwbes ; a Pain and itching in the Nut of the Tard. and 


its perpetual Erection, occafton'd by the irritation of the 


inner Membrane: When the Perſon ſtoops to pull up any 
thing from the Ground, he feels a pricking Pain about the 


Pubes ; when he jumps, he feels it move, unleſs it be grown 
to the Membrane, as when the Bladder is tore; in which 
caſe jt muſt be ſearch'd with a Catheter, When the Evil 
Is inveterat, the nutritious Juice of the injur d Parts is w_ 
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Err and voided" in the form of à Mocilage like Witte 
lay, which ſome are apt to take for the Matter of which 
the Stone is bred, whereas tis properly its effect! "The 
Stone in Women is more eaſily cur d than in Men, whoſe 
Bladder is more inacceſfible. If it be inclos d in a peculiar 
Membrane, tis fcarce curablſmmſGee. . 
The internal Cure is the ſame as Mat of a Stchhe in the 
Kidneys, to which we refer the Reader. The Blood and Urine 
of a Goat, and the Juice of Wood. lice bruis'd with the Spiri 
of Juniper -berries, or Tincture of Tartar, are particulatl 
recommended; as alſo Pills of the Salts of Tvy-berries an 
Water - Creſſes mix d with the Cryſtals of Nitre and Tartar, 
and with Turpentin. If the Stone be in motion, and be ll 
ly 


very large, we may give a Vomit to drive it out. Externa 
we inject proper Liquors for diſſolving the Stone; for wh 
purpoſe ſome commend the warm Blood of a Goat or Fox; 
or the Solution of calcin'd Pigeons-dung in Pellitory-water. 

We likewiſe order Fomentations and Bathing in proper De- 

coctions; and anoint the Pubes and Perinenm, with a Lini- 

ment of Rock-oil, and the expreſs'd Oils of Poppies and 
Henbane 3 or apply a Cataplaſm of white Onions boiPd in 
Wine, and mix'd with the Oil of Scorpions. As for Cly- 
ſters, their Virtue is ſufficiently known. When all proves 
ineffectual, the Stone muſt be cut; and if the Inflammation 
ind Gangrene of the Bladder can be prevented, there's no

A Dyſuriz is a voiding of Urine with a great deal of Pain 
and Heat. It differs from a Strangury in this, that the 
Urine 1s not voided by Drops, but in a due quantity; that 
the Pain vaniſhes after making Water; that ir cauſes no vain 
defire of Piſſing, or going to Stool; and that its Pain is ac. 
Won wy fe with a burning Heat, The Cauſe for the molt 
part is the Inflammation, Corroſion, or Ulceration of the 
Neck of the Bladder, Urethra or adjacent Parts. Thus the 
Stone ſometimes galls the Parts as it paſſes, and cauſes a Heat 
of Urine.

If the Fancy be awake 
while the external Senſes are ſhut up by Sleep, and attended 
by frantic Outcries and irregular Motions of the Members 
of the Body, tis call'd a Waking Coma; which ſeldom 
comes alone, but is generally follow'd by Phrenfies and Con- 
vulſions, and diſappears upon their Removal. 
Sometimes the firength of Imagination is ſuch, that while 
the Perſon is aſleep, he not only ſpeaks and moves, but gets 
up and walks about, and attempts many fearful things, that 
when awake he would ſhrink to think of. This is rather 4 
natural Infirmity, than a proper Diſeaſe, It is influencd *

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At ſick Perſon be ſeiz'd with a ſleepy Coma, and withal 


a ſlow Fever, and a forgetfulneſs of what he does, ſpeaks, or 
demands, tis calFd a Lethargy ; which is the only ſleeping 
Diſtemper that requires Conſideration in this place. 

The immediat Cauſe is the dulneſs of the, Spirits. The re- 
mote Cauſes are, 1. A Paucity of Spirits, occaſion'd by 
Bleeding, Venery, Watching, Fatigue, &c. 2. A watry cr 
pituitous Humor, gw erf from the Blood by the Glan- 
dules of the Brain, that blocks up the Paſſages and dr »wns 
the Spirits. Thus Children, hydropic and arthritic Perſons, 
and thoſe of a phlegmatic moiſt Conſtitution, are often times 
obnoxious to this Diſtemper.

Narcotic Medicines, and ſulphu- 
rous Liquors, or poiſonous Fumes, which ſtupiſie the Spirits, 
by making ſuch Alterations in the Humors of our Body, as 


our Body turn narcotic, and have the like influence upon the 
Spirits; as new Wine by fermentation acquires a ſtupifying 
Quality, which formerly it had not. 4. The ſtagnation 
of the Blood, Contuſions, or Tumors in the Brain; which 
compreſs the Spirits, and ſtraĩten their Paſſages. | 

Sleep diſtinguiſhes theſe Diſtempers from all others. The 
particular Symptoms that diſtinguiſh one ſlcepy Diſtemper 
from another, may be gather'd from what isalready ſaid. 

As for Prognoſtics: Sleep in general is a bad Omen, and 
is more or leſs to be ſuſpected, according to the degree of 
ſſeeping. A Coma is very dangerous inthe height of an acute 
Fever, If the Fever intermit, or be accompany'd by evacua- 
tions, ' tis leſs hazardous, unleſs it happen in the beginning. A 
Lethargy generally brings Death in ſeven Days: But if the 
ſick Perſon ſurvive the ſeventh Day, he recovers. If tis fol- 
low'd by Evacuations by Stool, by the Noſtrils, the Ears, or 
| alivating Glandules, tis a tolerable ſign, eſpecially it the 
Fever and other Symptoms relent. If the Symptoms are 
heighten'd, and the Body in the interim oppreſs'd by other 
Diltempers, eſpecially thoſe of the Head, together with cold 
Sweats, *tis a deſperat Caſe. A Phrenſie preceding a Le- 
thargy, makes it mortal; whereas if it follow after, *tis a 
lign of Recovery. If a Trembling ſucceed, it portends ill, 
It it come of its own accord, without the impulſe of an ex- 
ternal Cauſe, 'tis mortal. 5

There is a near reſemblance betwixt theſe Diſtempers; 
and what we call a Catalepſis ; in which the Patient is de- 
priv'd of all Senſe and Motion, and ſeiz'd with a ſtiffneſs in 
his Members, tho movable by any external impulſe, and 
apt to remain in the poſture they're left in. It is an uncom- 
mon Diſtemper, and very ſurpriſing, being accompany'd with 
a ſtaring of the Eyes, and diſtortion of the Countenance.

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in the Brain. This ſecondary Motion of the Spirits within, 
occaſion d by the Impulſe from without, is the Foundation 
of internal Senſe : by virtue of which we form Idea's ex- 
actly parallel to the Motion of the external Object. Thus, 
when the Arm is cut off, there oftentimes remains an 
imaginary Pain, as if deriv'd from the firſt Finger, 

I beſe outward Senſes are five in number, among which 

that of Seeing is juſtly intitled to the nobleſt Character. 


CHAP. I. 
Of the Diſeaſes belonging to the Eyes. 


TH E Rays of Light are either convey'd to us in a direct 
: Line from a luminous Body, or reflected from the Sur- 
face of a dark ſolid Subſtance. If this refle&ing Body be 
ſmooth'd and poliſh'd, the Rays are return'd in the ſame con- 
dition and manner as they're recetv'd ; if it be rough and un- 
equal, they ſuffer various determinations according to the fe- 
ſpective Figures and Texture of the Parts; from-whence er 
ues the admirable variety of Colours, f 
Theſe Rays terminat in the Retina, where they form the 
inverted Image of the Object, after having ſuffer'd a Decuſ- 
fation in the Cryſtallin Humor: And the ſize of this imagi- 
nary Picture is augmented or diminiſh'd according to the 
proportional largeneſs of the Angles of Interſedion, 

The Senſe of Seeing may be extinguiſh'd or diminiſh'd, 
when the Rays of Light have not a free acceſs to the Eye; 
as when the Eye-lids are ſeiz'd with a Palſie, which is cur d 
by applying a Plaiſter of Tacamabac and Caran, or difiill'd 
Oil of Tartar with Wax, or an Ointment of Balſam of Peru 
end Aqua Vitæ. 

Sometimes the Rays are not admitted, by reaſon of a Web; 
or preternatural Tunicle covering the Eye; which proceeds 
from a corroſion of the Glandule in the internal corner of the 
Eye, by the ſharpneſs of the Serum, and ſome diſorder of the 
general Coat call'd Adnata. The nutritious Juice of this Coat, 
and the Serum ſeparated by the Glandule, being thus vitiated, 
congeal into a thicker Subſtance, which encreaſes by degrees, 
and at length covers the whole Eye. If the ſmall Blood- 
Veſſels, adjacent to the Glandule, be likewiſe vitiated, ſome 
ſtrokes of Blood appear in it, which is a ſign of Malignity 3 
and if it be thick, rough, and painful withal, it approaches 


to a Cancer, and ought to be meddled with. If it be — 
9 | clear, 
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clear, and white, tis a good Sign. If it be inveterat, or 
attended by a ſuffuſion, tis ſafeſt not to touch it. : 

In curing the Diſeaſes of the Eyes, the following Cautions 
are fit to be taken notice of. 1. That all ſharp irritating 
Medicines are improper.. 2. That they ought to be neither 
very cold nor very hot, but temperat. 3. That when the 

Humors are ſharp, and apt to inflame the Part, Wine is not 
convenient. Tho 4. When a cold Moiſture prevails, Wine, 
Fennel, Eyebright, and eſpecially the Decoction of Saſſafras, 
are incomparable internal Remedies. 5. That drinking of 
Spaw-waters is very conducive in the end, tho' it ſeem to 
offend the Eyes at firſt. 6. That Alcali's are always pro- 
per. Quercetanus prepar d an excellent Water, thus, 

Take of Child's Urine, half a Pound; white Vitriol and 
Tutty, of each four ounces; Juice of Celandin, two 
pounds; let them ſtand to digeſt for ſome Days; then di- 
{til and reſerve the Spirit for uſe. Others thus,

then diſtil, putting a dram of Camphir in the Alembic; re- 
ſerve one half for uſe, add to the other half two drams of- 
Crocus Metallorum ; let it ſtand for the ſpace of two Hours, 
and then ſtrain it. *Tis an admirable Water for the Eyes. 
Hartman's Eye- water was thus prepar d. LD | 
Take of Fennel-water, Aniſeed- water, of each a pound; 
diſſolve in them half an ounce of the pureſt white Vitriol ; 
then infuſe in it the Roots of Elecampane in Powder; ſtrain 
the Liquor, and reſerve it in a Glaſs.

The beſt Method of uſing theſe liquid Remedies, is that 1

Having thus confider'd the firſt Obſtacle to the paſſing of 
the Rays of Light, the next is when the Horn Coat or 
White of the Eye is diſorder'd. This may happen, 1. When 
it is unequally nouriſh'd ; or ſome Parts of it elated, while 
the others are depreſs'd by reaſon of the Viſcidity of the 
nutritious Juice. 2. When white Scars remain in this Coat, 
after the Stnall-Pox or any other Ulcer. 3. When by an 
external Accident the Blood is forc'd out ot its Veſſels, and 
creates an Inflammation. x 

The Signs are theſe : In the firſt caſe this Coat appears 
white and thick. In ths {ſecond we diſcover as it were a 
white Spot upon the Eye. The third is known by the blue 
livid Colour that attends it. 

Children are more caſily cur'd of theſe Maladies than 
adult People. If they are of a long ſtanding, 'tis a difficult 
Matter to remove them; only the laſt is generally more 
tractable, | | 

As for the Cure : The Viſcidity of the Chylous Juice 
and the Scars upon the Coat, ought equally to be remov 
by attenuating ſharp Medicines; - which ought to be ſome- 
what - ſharper in the latter than in the former caſe. The 
Seeds of Clary applied to the Eye, are converted into a Mu-

cilage by the Lymph which waters thoſe Parts, and thus 


prove an incomparable Medicine in this caſe. | 
The Gall of a Pike or of a Partridge, and Ox Gall, or a 


Water diſtilld from it, are much commended ; they are us'd 


with the Water of Frog's-Spawn. If the Scars or Clouds 
in the Eye ſucceed the Small-Pox, apply what follows. 

Take of Fennel Water, two ounces ; of the Gall of an Eel, 
from a dram, to a dram and a half; Sugar Candy in fine 
Powder a dram ; Mix, and let them ſtand warm for the 
ſpace of a Night. | 


The Spirit of Urine diſtill'd with Vitrol ; the Juice of 


Eye bright or Fennel new drawn, mix d with a little Fall 
of Peru; or rather the Juice of Fennel, mix'd with Sugar 
Lead, are very proper to this purpoſe. : 
The Liver of a Lamprey melted into an oily Liquor, is 
accounted a Specific. Tis a ſharp Medicine, and ought only 
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handful; Sugar- candy four ounces : Diſtil in a Balneum 
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to be applied to the Eyelids, unleſs the Malady be inveterat. 
The Scar may be gently anointed with Oil of Paper or burnt 
Rags, with a Feather, or with the white Water of Hoy, 


If the Cloud or Scar be inveterat, take the yellow Water of 


Hony, or the following Compound Water. 
Take of Hony from the Combs, two pound ; tops of 
Elder Flowers, Eyebright and Fennel Tops, of each halt a 


Marie with a ſtrong Fire. | 

The Juice of Celandin the greater, or of Rue, or of Brook- 
lime or its Water, either dropp'd into the Eye alone, or 
mix'd with Hony of Roſes, are of excellent uſe; as alſo 
the Water of Quick-lime with Sal- Armoniac, as above pre. 


ſerib'd; or Platerus's famous Experiment, eſpecially if the 


Serum be ſharp, or apt to inflame the part, viz. 

Tanke of the Pulp of four Apples half a pound; chop 'em 
ſmall, and boil them in Roſe- water and Fennd- water, to the 
Conſiſtency of a Mucilage ; then add two or three ounces of 
the Mucilage of Fenugrec-ſeeds, and two or three Yelks of 
Eggs, half a dram or a dram of prepar'd Blood-fione, and 
two drams of the Rinds of Pomgranats pouder d: Mix and 
make a Cataplaſm, to be applied and continually kept upon 
the cloſed Eye, and renewed twice a day. 

The Waters diſtill'd from Cichory-flowers, or Blue: bot: 
fle-flowers, according to Schroder and Hoffman's Method; 
Fennel-water with the Gall of an Eel, the Powder of the 
Bone of a Cuttle with white Sugar, the compound Powder 
of Crabs Eyes, and the Caſtcoats of a Serpent, either blown 
into the Eye, or diluted with a convenient Vehicle, arc all 
noted Specifics. 

But above all ſublimat Mercury is the moſt effectual Me- 
dicine, exhibited as above. | 

When Children are ſeiz d with theſe Diſtempers, the Nurls 
or Mother may chew a little Fennel- ſeed, and then breathe 
upon the Child's Eye, or touch it with her Tongue. | 

When the Eye is beat black and blue by an external Ac: 
cident, apply Cloths dipt in Chervik water, Hyſſop- water, 
or the Water of Blue-bottle-flowers. The chewing of Cu- 
min-ſeed, or Fennel-ſeed, or Cloves, and then breathing up- 
on the Eye, is a celebrated Remedy. Fomentation with 
Wine, in which the Tops of Hyſſop have been boil'd, is ve- 
ry ſucceſsful ; But fora forlorn Hope take what follows. 

Teke of the Roots of Comfrey the greater, and of the 


leſſer, of each half a pound; Chamomile and Melilot-flow- 
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ers. of each two ounces; Meal of Beans, four ounces; freſh 
Butter, three ounces 3 Fenugrec-ſeeds, one ounce ; Saffron, 
half an ounce: Boll them, and foment with the Drcoction; 


which is better than a Cataplaſm, by reaſon that all fat olly 


ings offend the Eyes, Or, 
chez of Rin bottle Mowers, and Flowers of Comfrey- 
Royal, of each a little handful ; tops of Hyſſop, halt a hand- 
ful; Comfrey-roots, three drams; Roots of Solomon's Seal, a 
dram and a half; chop and beat them ſmall, and then boil 
them in a ſufficient quantity of Wine: Add to two or three 
ounces of the ſirain*d Liquor two or three drams of Spirit 
of Wine camphoriz d. 1 

If there happen a Collection of Matter under this Coat: 
it muſt be drawn forth by the Hand of a Surgeon. 

Sometimes little Bliſters appear upon this and the native 
Tunicle, which are caus d by the ſuppreſſion of ſharp Hu- 
mors. They are cur'd by applying Hartman's vitriolated 


Water; or a ſimple Solution of white Vitriol ; or by blowing

Having thus diſpatch d the Diſorders that may affect the 
Coats of the Eye, let us next conſider thoſe of the watry 
Humor. | 139 

The watry Humor is indiſpos'd when a viſcid Matter is 
mix'd with it, and interrupts the Rays of Light. This is 
calbd a Suffuſion. If the Matter harden into a Membran, 
tis call'd a Cataract. It generally ſticks cloſe either to the 
Horn, or Grape Tunicle, and ſeems to proceed from a pre- 
ternatural Extention of its membranous Fibres. *Tis always 


ſeated in the watry Humor, tho' it ſometimes appears before - 


the Coat call'd Vvez, and ſometimes behind it. 
If this Membran cover the whole Eye, the Sight is quite 
loſt; if it cover but the half,, the Objects appear halv'd ; if 
it exceed not the bigneſs of a ſmall Point in the middlg of 
the Eye, and the Circumference is left open, the Objects ap- 
pear as if Holes were made in them. This laſt caſe is a true 
Suffuſion. 15 
The Signs are theſe: In the beginning the Patient com- 
plains of Flies, Smoak, Cobwebs, Filaments, and ſuch like, 
before his Eyes; the Colour of Objects is alter d; and they 
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appear either multiply d, or in halves, or cut aſunder. Thus 
by degrees the fight is darken'd, and the Apple of the Eye 
grows dusky. Some are ſeiz d with Cataracts all of a ſudden 
without any preceding Signs, | If the Colour of the Eye 
turn perfectly white tis a compleat Suffuſion. | 
As for Prognoſtics: A young Suffuſion is curable by the uſe 
of Medicines, but an inveterat one is only to be cur'd by: 
chirurgical Operation. If Light when brought near be quite 
imperceptible, Surgery itſelf can afford no Relief. If the 
Eye affected be watry, and its Apple dilated while the 
other Eye is compreſs d, tis ſome Incouragement for a mg. 
mal Operation. If not, *tis a deſperate Cafe. If the Catz. 
ract be not ripe, and come to a ſufficient Conſiſtency, it 
ought not to be touch d with a Needle, for fear the diviſion of 
it ſhould diſturb the watry Humor, ot it ſhould reunite and 
become more callous than before. If it be of a long ſtanding, 
it Ricks ſo cloſe to the Coats of the Eye, that it cannot be 
ſeparated without rending them. An aſhy colour'd Cataract 
is generally ripe in five or fix Months. But if white, it re- 
quires as many Years. If blue or green, tis incurable, If 
yellow, it muſt be taken in Time, elſe it becomes hard like 2 
Horn. If the Cataract appear perfectly white, it is a lign of 
Ripeneſs, and withal of its remarkable Thickneſs. In old 
Age a confirm'd Cataract from an internal Caule in one Eye 
portends the Invaſion of anqther in t'other Eye; and if 
couch'd, it generally returns. If the Head-ach either precede 
or accompany a Cataract, tis an ill Omen. 

In the Method of Cure, regard muſt be had to the de- 
grees of the Suffuſion; if the Patient be only moleſted with 
the appearance of Flies, Hairs, Oc. before his Eye“, tis in 
its firſt degree. When theſe Filaments that cauſe ſuch ap- 
pearances are gather'd into a Membran, tis arriv'd at the 
ſecond degree. If the Membran be ſo thick and confirm d 
_ there remains no manner of Sight, tis finiſh d to the lat 

egree. g 

In the firſt degree Medicines are only proper. In the ſe- 
cond they may likewiſe take place, but yield to manual Ope- 
ration. 

Internally we uſe Hog-lice, Eyebright, Vipers boil'd in 
Ophthalmic Waters, the Decoction of Woods, Celandin, 
Vervain, Fennel, Betony, and ſuch like. CES 

The external Remedies muſt be very penetrating 5 Anti- 
monials are preferable to all others, by reaſon of an acid ſubs 
til Sulphur couch'd within em. As, | |

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Take of Glaſs of Antimony in Pouder, from half a ſcru- 
ple to fifteen grains; infuſe it in Water of Blue. bottle flow- 
ers, Eyebright- water, and Fennel-water of each an ounce: 
Let them ſtand warm for the ſpace of a Night, in the Morn- 
ing ſtrain the Liquor, and add fix grains of Camphir. Drop 
it into the Eye, while the Patient is laid on his Back. Or, 

Take of the Eggsof Ants four ounces, and thirty Galls of 
Lampreys : Mix and diſtil with a flow Fire. It yields a 
muddy Water, which ought to be ſtrain d and apply'd to 
the Cataract in the Evening.

The diftill'd Water of human Dung, with the Gall of a 
Lamprey, and Sugar-candy difloly'd in it, is much com- 
mended. Celandin the greater, and River-crabs half putritied 
and diftill'd, yield an Alcalin Water, of excellent uſe. | 
= Hf theſe Medicines prove ineffectual, we muſt have re- 

courſe to Quercetanus his Ophthalmic Water prepar'd from a 
Child's Urine, and Vitriol: To which the Juice of Celandin 
may be added. 84 : 

The White of an Egg harden'd and fill'd with white Vi- 
triol and Sugar-candy, and hung up in a Cellar, meltsintoa 
Liquor, which if diluted with Eyebright-water, is of admi- 
rable uſe in this caſe. 

The Spirit of Sal-armoniac ſharpen'd with Quicklime is 
the molt penetrating Spirit, and cefirable to Spirit of Wine, 
- which we are wont to dip Rags, and apply them to the 

= 
Bliſtering Plaiſters, Iſſues and Setaces are ſerviceable in 
the beginning, but are of no uſe in an inveterat Suffuſion. In 
the room of them we may then uſe what follows: 

Take the Roots of Mezereon, and macerat them in Water 
in which Nitre has been diſſolv'd, or in the Lees of Wine- 
alhes, and afterwards dry them. Make a little Hole in the 
Tip of the Ear with a Needle, and put ſome of this Root 
thus prepar'd into it, after the manner of an Iſſue, It drains 
a great deal of Matter from the Head and Eyes.

lides the genuin Suffuſion above-mentioned, we meet 
ſometimes with a ſpurious ſort, which enſues upon Hypochon- 
driac Fits, long Faſtings, and the Paroxyſms of intermitting 
Fevers. It generally depends upon the Diſorders of the Sto- 
mach, and oftentimes . upon cating, or at leaſt is 
«rd by fiomachic Medicines, vi. Aloe, Maltic and — 
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A Cataract ought likewiſe to be carefully diſtinguiſſid 
from what we call a Glaucoma, that is, when the Chryſtal. 
lin Humor loſes its Perſpicuity, and aſſumes a grey dusky 
Colour. Old People are naturally obnoxious to it, by rea- 
ſon of their Scarcity of Moiſture. For if we take out the 
Cryſtallin Humor, and put it betwixt us and Objects, it 
magnttics them; but if we dry it or boil it in hot Water, it 
becomes thick and untranſparent. Tis in vain to attempt 
the Cure in old Perſons. If the Patient be young, we fo. 
ment the Eye with Spirit of Wine, or a Cloth dipt in it, 
and apply'd to the Eye over Night. Or infuſe Borrage or 
Bugloſs flowers in Spirit of Wine, and then uſe it. Some 
commend a Tincture of Bugloſs extracted with weak Alum 
Water, and diſtill'd Water of the Whites of Eggs. 
Thus much for the Obſtacles which may embarraſs the 

Paſſage of the Rays of Light. If the Patient be inſenſible of 
their Influence when they have a free Admiſſion, the fault 
muſt lie in the Optic Nerve, and 'tis call'd a Gutta Serena. 

Obſtructions or Compreſſions of the Optic Nerve interrupt 
the Paſſage of the Spirits to the Eye, and fo cauſe the Blind- 
neſs. And a Tumor, or Collection of watry Humors in the 
Brain, or a violent Commotion occaſion'd by a Fall, Snee- 
Zing, Cc. An unſeaſonable Uſe of ſudoritic Medicines, or 
the Tranſlation of a morbific Matter to the Head, may oc- 
caſion this Diſorder of the Optic Nerve within the Brain, 

It nothing diſturb it within the Brain, the Error muſt be 
lodg'd in its Expanſion called the Retina, as when it becomes 
paralytic, languid, or otherwiſe indiſpos'd by a Blow upon 
the Eye, a Fall upon the hinder part of the Head, violent 
Sneezing, ſtrong Convullions, or a continu'd gazing on the 
Sun or full Moon, the Violence of whoſe Rays weakens and 
reſolves the Fibres of the Tunicle, Colic Pains, and eſpe- 
cially exceſſive Venery (a mortal Enemy to the Eyes) may 
produce the ſame effect. Child-bearing Women are ſome- 
times {ciz'd with this Diſeaſe, which diſappears upon their 
Delivery, In like manner it is ſometimes causd by a Sup- 
preſſion of the Terins, and vaniſhes upon their Return. 

A Gutta Serena is diſtinguiſh'd from the other ſorts of 
Blindneſs by this ; that theſe advance by degrees, according 
to the gradual Diſorder of the part which cauſes'em ; where- 


as that ſeizes on a ſudden, and quickly arrives at its Height. 


The Signs drawn from the Dilatation and Conſtriction of 
the Apple of the Eye are not to be credited,

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This Diſeaſe is not eaſily cur d. If the Nerves be tore, 
ver recover, for the Relaxation of the Optic Nerve is natural 


imperfect, there remains ſome ground of Hope. 5

As for external Applications, May- Dew gather'd from 
Fennel, Antimonial Infuſions, diſtill'd Waters from the Gallz 
of Fiſhes or Gooſe- dung, are celebrated Remedies. The Li- 


quor or Oil of the Liver of a Lamprey, the Fat of Vipers, 


and the juice of Ants clarity d by ſtand ing, are all good. The 
Oil that melts from Earth- worms, Glaſs, and fermented 
Bread, 1s very effectual; it muſt be ftrain'd thro' a thick 
Cloth, and ſharpen d with a little Camphir, and gently laid 
upon the Eye. Brendelius admires the following Ointment. 

Take of Honey of Roſemary- flowers, ſcumm'd, Ginger in 
Pouder, Cloves pouder'd, and common Salt, of each halt an 
ounce: Mix them for a liquid Ointment, of which put 
about the bigneſs of a Muſtard ſced into the Eye. It will 
make it ſmart at firſt, but is a very innocent Medicine. 

Chewing and Sneezing Remedies are likewiſe not impro- 
per. Bliſtering Plailters may be applied behind the Ears, of 
to the Pit of the Neck, or to the Head itſelf; and Iflues or 
Setaces may be cut in the Neck. 


CHAP. II. 
Of the Diſorders of the Ear. 


. 


HE Senſe of Hearing is occaſion d by the Motion of the 


Air in the Ear; and is rendred agreeable or diſagreeable, 


violent or flat, according to the Proportion of the Air's 
impulſe upon it, which is communicated to the Brain by 
a particular Nerve, ſet apart for that Purpoſe. This Nerve 
detaches a ſmall Branch to the Teeth, which occaſions the 
Sympathy that is obſerv d upon the approach of any ungrate- 
ful Sound. | 
This Senſe is ſometimes weaken'd or quite loſt, and ſome- 


times vitiated. The former may be'caus'd by malignant, 


acute or chronical Diſtempers, and is taken for a good ſign 
in Fevers. It inſues upon the cutting off or wounding 0 


the external Part of the Ear; which Defect is in ſome oy 
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ure ſupplied by holding one's Hand or ſome artificial Inftru® 
9b in its . It may be caus d by an Obſtruction in 
the Paſſage for Hearing, or a Diſorder in the Membran 
which preſerves the Nerve and internal part of the Organ 
from external Injuries. This Membran may be injur d by 
violent Sounds, Ulcers in the Ear, or a Redundancy of Se- 
rum in the Brain, which unbends it, and fo indiſpoſes it for 
receiving the Impreſſion of the Air. It becomes ſometimes 
paralytic, and liable to Convulſions, and is oftentimes affected 
by the Diſorders of the Stomach. | 

If the animal Spirits have not a free Paſſage in the hearing 
Nerve, Deafneſs will inſue. Their Paſſage may be diliurb'd 
by a wrong Inſertion of the Nerve, by a Comprethoan or 
Obſtruction, occaſion'd by external Accidents or Defluxions 
within, or by the above-mention'd Diſorders of the Mem- 
bran, which is nothing elſe but the Expanſion of the hearing 

Nerve. | 
Deafneſs is manifeſt of itſelf. The greateſt difficulty. is 
to diſtinguiſh the Cauſes, which muſt be indeavour'd by in- 
quiring into the Patient's Conſtitution, the Accidents. that 
preceded, and the Paflions or Diſorders which accompany it. 
In the buſineſs of Prognoſtics, we muſt have regard to its 
Companions. If it ſucceed a chronical Diſtemper, or be- 
comes a formal Diſeaſe by itſelf, tis a difficult Matter to 
remove it. In acute Diſeaſes, if the Urine remain crude, 
and the Perſon is ſeiz'd with a Deafneſs, it portends Doat- 
ing. If it be accompany'd with the ſigns of Concoction, it 
ſignifies the Solution of the Diſeaſe. It attended by a Per- 
turbation of the Eyes, a Heavineſs in the Head, and a Di- 
ſtentation of the lower Belly, it beſpeaks a Bleeding at the 
Noſe; eſpecially if the Patient be apt to rub it. A Deafneſs 
ſucceeding to Doating, is a better Circumſtance than if it 
went before. Fad) 
As fox the Cure: In acute Diſeaſes it diſappears upon the 
Solution of the Diſeaſe; or if it continue longer, tis cur d by 
Cupping behind the Ears, or ſmoaking Tobacco, or putting 
into the Ears a little Cotton dipp'd in Aqua Anhaltina. It it 
ſubſiſt by itſelf, without any Dependance upon other Di- 
ſtempers, the Cure muſt be accommodated to the Cauſe that 
produces it. If it ariſe from an Obſtruction in the Paſlage, 
occaſion d by the hardening of the Ear- wax or other wiſe, tis 
cur d by injecting the Juice or Eſſence of Wormwood, or 
Child's Urine, or the Spirit of Urine unrectify'd. If it pro- 
ceed from other interna Guy a tender regard mutt be had

Take of Oxs Gall and Spaniſh Wine, of each equal quan- 
tities; diſtil from them a Liquor to be dropp'd into the 
Ear, or applied upon Cotton or Linnen-cloth. 

Take of the Roots of black Hellebor, half a dram ; Roots

CHAP. III. 4 
Of 7 he Senſe of Feeling, and the Diſorders "tis ob- 


 moxIous To. 


HE third Senſe is that of Feeling, occaſion'd by the In- 
© fluence of external Objects upon the nervous Glandules 
ſeated in the Skin. Tis true, the nervous Fibres within the 
ody that are not glandulous, are deeply ſenſible of the 
lighteſt touch; but their Senſe is painful and preternatural, 
whereas that of the Glandules is equal and agreeable to Na- 
ture, upon which account Feeling is their peculiar Proper- 
ty; and the Liver which has no. Nerves or nervous Glan- 
dules is deſtitute of that Senſe. 

This Senſe is quite extinguiſh'd in Apoplexies, Palſies, 
> 16 ſtupitying Diſeaſes. Of which more in their proper 

- 

The moſt remarkable Depravation of the Senſe of Feeling 
is what we call Pain; that is, when the Object makes ſuch a 
ſenſible Impreſſion upon the Organ, as to provoke the ani- 


mal Spirits to irregular Motions, and diſturb the Repoſe of 
Ee 3 the 
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t he nervous Fibres, which readily impart their Diſorder to 
the Brain. It may be call'd a convulſive Motion of the Fi- 
bres ; and Experience teaches us, that Convulſions and 
Pain are reciprocal Cauſes to one another. 


. 
Of Pain in general. 


6 H E remote Cauſes of Pain are innumerable, for every 
particular Object has a peculiar way of affecting the 
Nerves. The external Cauſes are manifeſt : The internal 
Cauſes are generally the Off-ſpring of vicious Acids, which 
partake of ſharp and ſtiff Parts, that are apt to make painful 
Impreflions upon the nervous Fibres. This Acid for the 
molt part owes its being to ſome Defect in the Stomach 
and firſt Paſſages ; and variesthe Nature of the Pain accord. 
ing to its changeable Circumſtances. If a volatil ſharp Acid 
be join'd to a viſcid vehicle, it takes deep routing in the 
Part, and creates immoveable Aches, as in venereal and cho- 
lic Pains. If the Acid be more gentle, and join'd to a thin 
Vehicle, it produces a moveable floating Pain. If it proceed 
from a particular defect in the Part affected, tis apt toreturn 
and cauſe Relapſes. According as this Acid is diſpos d, the 
Pain is either continu d or intermitting; it either obſerves 
ſet Periods, or attacks indifferently in all Seaſons. And 
ſometimes it cauſes Swellings, by contracting the Fibres, and 
fraitning the Pores of the Part, ſo as to put a ſtop to the 
Circulation of the Blood. | 
In order to form a diſtinct Idea of Pain, I ſhall divide it 
into ten ſorts. The firſt is a weighty burdenſom Pain, ariling 
from a Collection of inſipid or viſcid Matter lodg'd in a leis 
ſenſible Part, as the Swelling of the Liver. 2. A pungent 
Pain, arifing from a ſharp pricking Acid in a membranous 
Part, as in a Pleuriſie. 3. A pointed penetrating Pain, fe- 
ſembling the Senſe of a Hole made by an Aul, proceeding 
from a viſcid Matter that partakes of acidity ; as in St. Au- 
thony's Fire and arthritic Pains. 4. A beating Pain, whic 
generally keeps pace with the Pulſe of the Artery. It p10” 
ceeds from a violent Diſtention of the Fibres, which ale 
exaſperated by the Incurſion of the Blood; as in Head- aches, 
or when one's Finger is prickd by a Thorn, Cc. 5. A 
breaking Pain, peculiar to the Perioſteum, reſembling the 
breaking of the Bone. Tis produc'd by a ſharp Acid 100 0 
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in a tenacious Matter; as in venereal Caſes, 6. A rendring 
or diſtending Pain. The former is peculiar to hypochondriac 
Perſons, and Parts that have no exquiſit Senſe, but are in- 


veſted with a ſenfitive Membrane. The latter is caus'd by. 


Wind, or any thing that overcharges the Part, and ſtretches 
the ſurrounding Membran. 7. A tearing Pain peculiar to 


the Membranes, and frequent in ſcorbutic Caſes. 8. A burn- 


ing Pain, peculiar to Fibres and Membranes, arifing from 
a volatil Acid, and the boiling of the Humors within the 
Part. 9. A ſtupid chilly Pain. And, 1c. A biting gnaw- 
ing Pain, CA, 

If Pains be accompany'd by an intermitting Pulſe, *tis no 
juſt Cauſe of Fear; for when the former diſappears, the 
latter returns to its wonted Order, Bas 

There are three ſorts of Medicines made uſe of for Pains. 
1. All Alcali's apt to deſtroy a prevailing Acid: As Worm- 
wood, Dill, Elder, Mint, Chamomile, Bay-leaves, Pellito- 
ry of the Wall, and the other ſoftening Herbs; Fumigations 


with Amber, or the Spirit of Amber both inwardly and out- 


wardly. The volatil Remedies prepar'd from human Urine, 
and the Parts of Animals, are all proper Antidotes againſt a 
volatil Acid. As for example 

Take of Aqua Articularis (for external Uſe) from an ounce 
and a half to two ounces ; Spirit of Urine, or Spirit of Sal- 
armoniac prepar'd with Quicklime, fix drams ; putrify'd 
Farth-worms, orEarth-warms mix'd with a volatil Salt, two 
or three drams : Mix and bath the Part affected. Or, 
Take the Leaves of Tobacco, of Sage, of Roſemary, of 
each one handful ; Angelica roots, half an ounce ; Roots of 
Cuckow-pint, and Pellitory of Spain, of each two drams ; 
Roſemary- flowers, Lavender-flowers, and Flowers of Ara- 
bian Stechas, of each two little handfuls ; Rocket- ſeeds, fix 
drams; Caſtor, three drams ; pour upon them two Pints of 
Spirit of Wine and one Pint of the Spirit of Earth- worms: 
Let them Rand warm for ſome Days in a cloſe Veſſel, and 


then ſtrain the Liquor to be us'd as above. 


Venice Soap diſlolvd in Spirit of Wine is good for arthri- 


tic Pains, In cafe of a burning Pain it ought to be mix'd 
with Water of Frogs-ſpawn, or Spirit of Wine with Cam- 
phir and Saffron, Camphir, Oil of Frogs, and the Oil of 
the Juice of DwarF-elder, and all emollient Oils, are conve- 
nient in arthritic Pains. © Paracelſus's Oil prepar'd from 
Galbanum, with Turpentine, and Oil of Spike, and the Oils 
diliill'd from Aromatic-ſeeds, from the Bones and Fat of Ani- 
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wals, or from Wax. digeſted with Spirit of Wine, are ce- 
lebrated Medicines in all Pains ariſing from an Acid. Or, 
Take of Balm of Peru, one ounce ; diflolve it with the 
Yelk of an Egg, and add three ounces of the Spirit of juni. 
per- berries, or of Elder-flowers : Mix for external Uuction. 
The Gums and Plaiſters prepar'd from em are proper in 
the caſe of a viſcid Acid ; and likewiſe Cataplaſms of human 
Dung, or the Dung of Animals with Oil of Rofes. Among 


Purgatives in this caſe ſweet Mercury is the belt. And Su. 


dorihcs are the beſt internal Medicines. 

2. All anodyn pacific Medicines are us'd for Aches, As 
Milk, Emulſions, Mucilages or Oils of ſoftening Herbs, Catz 
plaſms made of white Bread, Milk and Saffron. Or, 

Take of the Crum of white Bread a ſufficient quantity, 
let it ſoak in Cows-milk ; mix it with Yelks of Eggs and 
freſh Butter, and an ounce and a half of the Oils of Cha- 
momile, Dill, white Lillies and Earth- worms: Apply it to 
the Part affected with a warm Cloth. Swallow. water, 
with Caſtor, Liniments of the Fat of Animals, and emollient 
Oils, and all oily ſoftening Liquors or Ointments, are all 


proper for external uſe. : 
3. Narcotic Medicines ſtupifie the Part, and ſo leſſen the 


Senſe of Pain; but where a, viſcid Acid prevails, they are 
inconvenient. In caſe of a ſharp Serum they are not amils, 


Cake of the hypnotic Ointment, two drams; expreſs'd 
Oil of Nutmegs, two ounces ; Oil of Henbane-ſeeds, one 
ounce: Mix, Or, 

Take of Oil of Dill and expreſs'd Oil of Poppies, of 
each a dram ; Oil of Henbane, half a dram : Mix. 
The Oil of the Seeds of Henbane mix'd with Camphir, 
Saffron, and Spirit of Wine; then cover'd with fermented 
Dough ; and bak'd in an Oven; yield an incomparable Li- 
quor tor Pains of the Legs.

Take of the Leaves of Tobacco, Leaves of Origanum, Flow- 
ers of Elder, of each one handful ; Roots of Angelica, an 
ounce ; Roots of Cucxow-pint, and of Pellitory of Spain, 
of each two drams ; Flowers of Arabian Stechas, of Laven- 
der and of Lilly-Convally, of each two little handfuls ; 
Rocket-ſecds, fix drams ; Caſtor, three drams ; infuſe them 
in two Parts of Spirit of Wine, and one part of Spirit of 
Earth- worms: Let 'em digeſt for ſome Days, and ſtrain the 
Liquor for uſe. | ;

ART a. 
Of the Toot hach. 


THE Toothach proceeds from an acid Huinor that cor- 


todes the Membrane ſurrounding the Tooth. Some- 
times the nutritious Juice of the Teeth is vitiated, and cauſes 


the Pain. Sometimes an acid Humor is diſtilld from the 


neighbouring Glandules, or collected in the Cavities of the 
Bones-of the upper Jaw under the Eye, and gives riſe to it, 

This Corruption of the Humor ſometimes runs to that 
height, that the Subſtance of the Teeth is caten away, and 


little Worms ingendred in 'em. | 
The Membrane is the original Seat of the Pain, which 


often-times ſeizes the whole ſide of the Head, attended by an 


Inflammaticn of the Jaw, or a Swelling of the Face. For 


the nervous Fibres being contracted in Sympathy with the 


Membrane, the Paſſages of the Blood and other Juices are 
ſtraitened. 

The remote Cauſes are a Depravation of the Juices of the 
Body, and conſequently of the nutritious Juice of the Teeth, 
as in ſcorbutic and venereal Caſes; the uſe of acid Liquors, 
Sugar, or Honey, which terment and acquire a notable Acid, 
very prejudicial to the Subltance of the Teeth. 

The Toothach is not dangerous of itſelf; but may be 

follow'd by Convulſions, Inflammations, Tumors and Ulcers. 

If the Tooth be corrupted, it muſt be drawn. If it pro- 
ceed from a ſcorbutic Cauſe, Antiſcorbutics muſt be added 
to the Remedies exhibited. If from a venereal Cauſe, the 
Decoction of Guajacum, or its Oil, mult be us'd. 

As for the common Remedies, ſome uſe Decoctions of 
Herbs. For inſtance, | 

Take of the Herb Arſmart, Mother of Thyme, of each 
an handful; Dock. roots, Nettle- roots, of each an ounce; 
Pellitory of Spain Roots, the Shavings of Boxwood, the 
Shavings of Lignum Sandi um, of each half an ounce ; Seeds 
white Henbane, a dram ; boil them in a ſufficient quantity 
of Water: Strain the Liquor for a Gargal. | | 

Heurnius commends the Decoction of Tobacco with Cha- 
momile flowers. Or, 

Take of black Pepper, Roots of Pellitory of Spain, Seeds of 
Staves-acre, of each an equal quantity: Boil them in Wine, 


and uſe it for a Gargal. Or.

Spirit of Sal-Armoniac prepar'd with Spirit of Wine 
and Quicklime, with Camphir diffolv'd in it, applied with 
Cotton to the Tooth, gives preſent Relief, The Eſſence of 
Saſſafras prepar'd with Spirit of Wine is very proper: But 
above all the Eſſence of Benzoin, Elixir Proprietatis prepar'd 


without an Acid is often- times uſeful. The armoniac diftill'd 
Oils («ſpecially of Savin) mix'd with Oil of Henbane, are 
| preferable to Efſences. Sulphur Auratum Antimonii, Oils of 


Amber, Hazel, Boxwood, ©. are ſometimes ſucceſsful. 

The Surgeons are wont to apply Plaiſters to the Temples, 
or the following Plaiſter to the whole Part inflam'd. 

Take of Treacle of Andromachus, Tacamahac, of each half 
an ounce ; Balſam of Peru, a dram: Spread it upon a Linnen- 
cloth for uſe. If the Toothach cauſe an Inflammation like 
to St. Anthony's Fire, | 

Take of Treacle of Andromachus, from half an ounce to 
fix drams; Salt of Wormwood, Balſam of Peru. of each a 
dram : Mix and apply. It it be attended by a Swelling of 
the Jaws, tis not fit to provoke em to Suppuration. But, 

Take of Chamomile-flowers, Elder-flowers, of each a 
handful ; Roots of Florentin-Orris in Pouder, half an ounce : 
Mix em with expreſs'd Oil of Poppies ; make a quilted Bag, 
and apply it hot to the Part affected. 


Sometimes indeed there happens a little Tumor in the ) 


Gums, at the very Root of the Tooth, which ought ro/be 
ſuppurated by warm Milk or roaſted Figs, and afterwards 

kept clean with Honey or the like. \- 
If the Toothach be inveterat, and do not yield to the or- 
dinary Medicines, 'tis neceſſary to purge with Jalap, and let 
Blood, and apply Cupping- glaſſes to the Neck and Shoulders. 
If the Tooth be corrupted, it mutt be drawn with a pro- 
per Inſtrumeni. Before drawing tis not amifs to apply the 
following Ointment, in order to looſen the Tooth: Ex

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Tanke of Gum-ammoniac, Seeds of Henbane, Juice of Hen- 

bane, of each a dram and a half: With the Fat of a green 
Frog, and a littleWax, make an Ointment. | 

In the caſe of Worms inthe Teeth, the Decoction of Sa-

AN Inflammation, or the ſharpneſs of the Serum, or ex- 

> ternal Accidents, may cauſe Pains in the Eyes, If any

Sometimes the whole Head is ſei⁊ d with an univerſal Pain; 
at other times only a particular part, as the hinder part 
of the Head in Women, which generally flows from the 
Diſorders of the Womb ; the external Membranes ſurround- 
ing the Scull, in venereal Caſes ; and the internal Membrane 
calld Dura Mater, from the Indiſpoſition of the Blood, 
which it receives by an infinit number of capillary Veins. 
If the Headach be nat originally caus'd by ſome Diſorder 
in the Head. it often-times proceeds from thoſe of the Stor 


mach, the Spleen, tbe Kidneys, the Womb, &c. by reaſon of 
the mutual Commerce eſtabliſhA betwixt them and the 


Head, by virtue of their Membranes and Nerves. 

If it proceed immediately from ſome defailance in the Head, 
it may be caus'd accidentaily by external Wounds, uſe of 
Mercury, immoderat Drinking, &c. and diſappears upon their 


removal. If it become habitual and inveterat, it proceeds ei- 


ther from an Inflammation of the Blood in the Veſlels of the 
Brain, or the Depravation of the Lymphba ſeparated by its 
Glandules, or a Collection of ſome heterogeneous Humor 
which often. times ſettles into a viſcid S and *

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The only uſe of Signs in this Caſe is to diſtingtiſh the 
Cauſes. If tis inconſtant, and apt to relent, or be accom- 
pany'd by Diſorders in the lower Region of the Body, with- 
out any viſible defect in the Head, it is owing to the influ- 
ence of theſe other affected Parts. If it be habitual, or ob- 
ſerve ſet Periods in returning, and beinfluenc'd by the Sun 
and Moon, 'tis an eſſential Headach. And if it cauſe a Senſe 
of beating, like to that of an Artery, and a burning Heat, 
it proceeds from the Blood. If it increaſe after eating, or 
vaniſh after ſleep, it ariſes from the D:pravation of the 
Chyle./ If attended by a Drouſineſs, a Senſe of Weight, 
and a ſeeming Diſtention of the Brain, it proceeds from 
ſome ſerous or viſcous Matter lodg'd in the Head. If fol- 
low'd by ſcorbutic or venereal Symptoms, they diſcover the

As for Prognoſtics : If in Fevers it ſuddenly vaniſh with- 
out any Evacuation, tis an ill Omen. If attended by grie- 
vous Symptoms, as Giddineſs, Convulſions, Vomitting, Oe. 
tis not eaſily cur'd. If a drouzy Headach ſeize a Child- 
bearing Woman, ir is dangerous. If accompany'd by a 
Coldneſs of the external Parts, it betokens an inward In-

In order to a regular Cure, tis needful to obſerve the fol- 
lowing Cautions. 1. If it ariſe by conſent with other Parts, 
it yields to Vomiting, Purging, and the Reſtoration of the 
diſorder'd Part.

2. Opiats are not very proper in eſſential Headachs. At

The Paroxyſm is uſhered in by a Conſtipation of the Belly, 
difficulty of Breathing, and unſufferable Heat at the Stomach, 
Thirſt, and loſs of Appetite, In the Gout the great Toe is 
firſt affected; in the Seratica the Huckle-bone, where it re- 
ceives the Bone Of the Thigh, and all the Membrans from 
thence downward to the Foot are contracted. If the Acid 
be ſharp and hery, theſe Symptoms are aggravated ; if ir be 
viſcid, and what we call cold, the Symptoms are weaker, 
and the Fits of a longer Duration. We 

In formingPrognoſtics, we may expect the Paroxyſm when 


the wonted Excrements betwixt the Toes diſapear, and the 


Belly is conſtipated. The Sciatica is more obliinat than the 
Gout ; which if inveterat. hereditary, or attended by Nodes, 
is incurable in old Men. If the Joints adjacent to the Origi- 
nal of the Nerves be ſeizd, it portends Death. If any part 
be put out of Joint by arthritic Pains, tis a hard matter to 
ſet jt fight. The frequency of bad Symptoms, and che mo- 
ving of the Pains towards the Throat and upper Parts beto- 
kens Death. If che Paroxyſm do not finiſh its-Courſe, but 
break off abruptly, tis an ill Omen. 

As for the Cure. When we foreſee a Paroxyſm, tis 
convenient firſt toexhibit the Pouder of Crabs-eyes with Salt

This Senſe is aboliſh d or impair'd by the apoplectic, pa- 
ralytic, and convulſive Diſorders of the Spirits, by the ob- 
ſtruction of the Paſſages, or compreſſion of the nervous Fi- 
laments that reach to the Noſtrils; and by the relaxation of 
the Membrane; which may be occation'd internally by co- 
pious Defluxions, and externally by the forcible Impreſſions 
of odoriferous or ſneezing Things.

As for the Cure. The Diſorders of the Spirits ought tobe 
redreſs' d, the Defluxions prevented, and external offending 
Objects remov'd betimes.

Of the Diſorders of the internal Senſes and © 
' Animal Functions. 


TH internal Senſes depend upon the various Motion and 
Agitation of the Spirits in the Brain, The Organs of 
extern: Senſe communicate the Impreſſions they receive 
from Obje&s to the Original of the Nerves, where a Motion 
not unlike to their own inſues. and is called Common Senſe, 
This Motion in the common Senſory is N to the Spitits 

in the Corpus Calloſum, where Fancy reſides. The Spirits 
thus mov id, roll to and again among the Paſſages of the Ce- 
rebrum and Cerebellum; and their frequent returns thro' the 


- 


ſame Paſſages areterm'd the Memory. 

Theſe Faculties are equally compatible to Men and Bfutes; 

and are diltinguiſh'd from thoſe of the rational Soul by their 

unacquaintedneſs with reflex Knowledge. If they are diſ- 

order d, all the Functions and Motions of the Body ſuffer 

by it. The natural and involuntary Motions of the nervous 
Fibres that ſurround the Stomach and Guts, depend upon 

the regular Recruits of Spirits convey'd' thro? the Nerves 
from the Cerebellum; and thoſe of the Muſcles which obey 
the Command of our Wills, are owing to the due diſtribu- 
tion of the Spirits from the Crebrum. This Motion of the 
Muſcles is perform d by contraction. The Spirits croud into 
the Cavities of the Fibres, and by extending their width a- 
bridge their length, and in the interim the arterial -Blood 
flows copiouſly into the middle of the muſcolary Fibres, 
where it meets with leaſt reſiſtance. Thus the bloated Muſ- 
cle contracts itſelf, and exchanges its Kbombordes Figure for 
a Rectangular Form. |

ons; and, when the Fit is over, is perfectly ignorant of all 


that paſs d. Melancholic Perſons are obnoxious to it; and

Bat the third ſort is very common, that is, when the Body is 


thrown upon the Ground, all Reaſon and Senſe aboliſhed, 
the Thumbs ſhut cloſe within the Hands, the Feet tremble, 
the Arms toſs about, the Teeth gnaſh againſt one another, 
and bite the Tongue -and Lips, Froth is caſt forth at the 
Mouth, and the whole Body is ſucceſſively lifted up and de- 
reſſed.

If the Brain, or what it contains, be immediatly affected, 
without the intervening of any Part, tis call'd an Eſen- 
tial Convulſion. But if another Part be firſt affected, tis 
Sympathical; as when Convulſions are caus'd by Worms, by 
the Diſorders of the lower Belly, Ulcers or Aches of external 
Parts, the ſuppreftion of the Terms or Piles; neglect of 
Venery, cauſing a Corrupijʒ f the ſeminal Liquor in Wo- 
men; the Indiſpoſition of . mach, the Dilorder of the 
Kidneys, Bladder and My ry; arthritic, melancholy and 
cholic Fits; Painsof Childbirth, &c. 8 | 
When a Convulſion proceeds from any inferior Part, it re- 
ſembles the Motion of a cold Vapor riſing from the Part to- 
Wards the Brain. But there is neither ſpace for that Va- 
por to. move in, nor a ſufficient force to put it in Motion: 
Therefore 'tis a falſe Imagination, and ought to be rectified. 
The plain Caſe ſtands thus: The Part being irritated by the 
offending Cauſe, the Spirits repair in a diſorderly manner into 
it, and contract the Fibres; theſe Spirits are follow'd by 
large Numbers of others, that not finding room in the cor- 
tracted Part, rebound; this Convulſion is continued to the 
Original of the Nerve, and creates a Diſorder in the Brain, 
which affects all the other Nerves, and produces the univerſal 
Epilepſie.

In the vegetable Province: Male Piony is a famous Speci- 
fic, if gather'd in its proper Seaſon z the negle&, of which 
has abridg'd its Reputation. It ought to be gather d at Noon- 
day in July or Aaguſt; or before the Sun-riſing, when both 
the Sun and Moon are in Aries, during the Wain of the Moon, 
It is both given inwardly, and ty'd about the Neck, with 
good ſucceſs, | 

Next are the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley. They ought 
to be gather d before the riſing of the Sun, while they are 
wet with the Dew, and preſently diſtill'd with Spaniſh Wine; 
Which may be diſtilld again ſeveral times upon freſh Flowers, 
If you infuſe Caſtor in this Spirit, it extracts a noble Eſſence, 
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Hlazelwood yields an excellent Spirit and Oil. The Mit. 
ſelto of this Tree, and the Catkins that grow upon it, are 
endow'd with an anodyn Sulphur, and are very ſucceſsful 
Specifics againſt this Diſeaſe. The Miſſelto ought. to be py. 
ther'd in the Wain of the Moon in March, and may be given 
from half adram to a dram. Miſſelto of the Oak is likewiſe 
uſeful. But while theſe Miſſeltoes are us'd, 'tis needful to 
purge now and then, leſt their fixing Quality ſhould occaſion

Exceflive Drinking may occaſion a Prevalency or Redun- 
dancy of Serum in the Brain, that preſſes down the Walls 
of the Paſſages.

In the be 
ginning of burning Fevers, the former occaſions the Agility 
and Perturbation of the Spirits; and conſequently the 
Watchings and light Deliriums that then moleit the Patient, 
(If theſe Symptoms happen without a notorious Effernel 
cency, tis a fatal ſign of Malignity.) The latter inflame 
the Membrans and cortical Part, and ſo cauſes a Phr.nlt, 
properly ſo call d. This Inflammation is made to appear dy 
diſſecting phrenetic Perſons atter Death; and is juitly julpett 
ed when Pleuriſies and Inflammations of the Lungs or any cl. 
ter nal Inflammations diſappear of a ſadden, and are ſucceeds 
ed by Phrenſies. N 4] 
I be remote Cauſes are exceſlive Heat, drinking of ſpitt 
tous Liquors, ſuppreſſion of any uſual Evacuation of Blood, 
or of a virulent Gonorrhy, Anger, and the exalted Paſiton 
of the Mind. TY | 
It ought to be remark'd, that tho' all Phrenſies are attend 
ed with Fevers, thzy do not always proceed from the Feve! 
as in malignant Fevers, where the Blood dues not boil high 
Sportive ridiculoas Phrenſies ought to be carefully ditin 
guiſh'd from thoſe of aicrious, angry, and eager Charadtl 
According to Hippocrates, the former are of 4 more bs 
Stamp than the lat ter, |

for the Symptoms: An actual Delirium is eafily pe- ü 
A» An imminent Delirium is diſcover'd by a ſud Aye: 
reration of the Patient's Humour, a bold, fierce way of 
talking much, unquietneſs and toſſing in Bed; the nauſeous 
repitition of one thing, or forget fulneſs of what was ſaid or 
done; obſtinat Watching, or the interruption and uneaſi- 
neſs of ſleep. When the Delirium has actually ſeiz'd upon 
em, they become moroſe aud furious, leap ont of Bed, and 
talk ſtrangely; the Urine is at firſt thick, and in a little 
time after grows thin and tranſparent; the Head feels hot; 
the Eyes look glittering, fiery, and very moveable (if they 
appear ſtiff and ſtaring, tis an infallible ſign of a furjous 
Phrenſie. ) In the beginning of an acute Diſeaſe, the Per- 
ſon complains of a Pain of the Eye. balls, or an Inflammation 
of the Eyes, or be apt to imagin ſtrange Colours, tis a fatal 
Preſage of Doating and Convulſions. * 
A proper Phrenſie which proceeds from the Inflammation 
of the Membrans of the Brain, is fore ſeen from the violent 
beating of the Arteries in the Neck and Temples. It is at- 
tended by an unſufferable Pain of the hinder part of the 
Head; a difficult Reſpiration; an invincible Heat, and con- 
tinual Fever free from the ſenſe of Thirſt; a proneneſs to 
rub and toſs the Head, and pull up the Hairs. When the 
Inflammation relents, it tends to a Gangrene, Which occa- 
ſions Convulſions, Lethargies, and a total Inuctiwity. 
A true Phrenſie proceeding from the Inflammation of the 
Brain, is very dangerous, If it increaſe after ſleeping ; If it be 
ſerious and fierce if a clammy cold Sweat drop from the Head, 
while the Body is unconcern'd ; if it be attended by a diffi- 
cult Reſpiration, immoderat Watching, Head-aches, notable 
Weaknels, a ghaſtly Countenance, an invincible Forget fulneſs, 
a Hiccough, gnaſhing of the Teeth, trembling of the Tongue 
and Hands, and involuntary voiding of Excrements; if the 
Perſon be ſpeechleſs, apt to gather up or pick the Bed cloaths, 
or become lethargic; it the Noſtrils drop, and the Urine be 
not Tinctur'd; all theſe Symptoms portend Death. A Para- 
phrenitts, proceeding only from the Heat and Efferveſcenſy of 
the Blood and Spirits, is more tolerable. hes Lowers 
A Symptomatical Phrenſie is a proper Subject of Cure; 
but a Critical one ought not to be meddled with. It is fol- 
low'd for the moſt part by bleeding at the Noſe, and is 
diſtinguiſh'd by the following Symptoms. The Urine af- 
fords ſigns of Concoction; the Pulſe is unequal, but ſtrong 
and large; the Eyes ſparkle, a murmuring Noiſe _—_— 
the 
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the Ears, the Noſtrils itch, the Face is red, and the towes 


| impos'd upon by drunken Perſons, whoſe Phrenſies reſemble 
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Belly ſoftly diſtended. Sometimes tis uſher'd in by a ſug. 
den Head-ach; or the fick Perſon is young and 2 to bleed 
at the Noſe. If theſe Symptoms are abſent, the Phrenſie 
is ſymptomatical, and ought to be cur'd by allaying the Heat 
and Turgency of the Blood and Spirits, or removing the 
Stagnation. | | 

In the firſt place let the Phyſician take care, that he be not 


thoſe of Fevers. In the next place, if the phrenetic Perſon be 
moleſted with Headaches and immoderat Watchings, Nar- 
cotic Medicines are very proper; but ought to be cautiouſly 
adminiſtred, for fear of exalting the Phrenſie, or convert- 
ing it into a Lethargy. In order to avoid ſuch Conſequen- 
ces, let us take notice of the following Cautions. 1. That 
in acute hot Diſeaſes, Opiats ought to be prepar'd with Vi- 
negar. 2. That they ought nor to be adminiſtred in the 
beginning or heighth of the Diſtemper, but only during its 
increaſe. 3. That when the Perſon is very weak, they ſhould 
be omitted, 4. They ought ſtill to be mix'd with Bezoar- 
dic, Diaphoretic Pouders. 

Blood-letting is always convenient unleſs the Fever be 
very malign; and ought to be liberally performed, and in 
the following manner. 1. Let a Vein in the Hams be firſt 
open d, then in the Arm, and afterwards in the Forehead, 
In caſe of a particular Suppreſſion of Blood in the lower Re- 

jon, let the Vein in the Ancle be firſt open'd. Inſtead of 

reathing the Vein in the Forehead, fome recommend the 
Application of ſcarrify'd Cupping-glafſes to the forepart of 
the Head. 2. Let the Surgeon, while the Vein is open, lay 
his Hand upon the Patient's Head, and mind the beating of 
the Artery, in order to adjuſt the quantity of Blood to be 
drawn forth, and the ſtrength of the Patient. 3. Let the 
Orifice of the Vein be ſtopp'd, and open'd by turns, by the 
Surgeon's Finger. Thus the ſtagnating Blood is evacuated 
without impairing the ſtrength of the Patient in fo great 4 

eaſure as otherwile. ; 

As for external Applications, all ſtrong ſmelling things 
except Camphir, ought to be avoided; Vinegar mult 
added, but in ſmall quantities, becauſe its ſharpneſs hinders 
ſleep. i | 

A ſymptomatical Phrenſie diſappears upon the removal of 
the principal Diſeaſe, Cooling and Nargotic Medicines 
are its proper Cure; to which Diaphoretic Feb fig att

3. They all ſleep little or none at all; or if they happen to 
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Subject; and fo the Perſon is inſenſibly wrought into the fix d 
Opinion, that Frogs are lodg'd in his Belly. Now that the 
Spirits being forcibly driven into new Channels are apt to 
perſiſt in the ſame courſe, and are unwilling to return to their 
wonted Devoirs, is evidently made out by the influence of 
Paſſion, or any weighty Concern upon Watchings, or the 
Dreams of ſleeping Perfons, which is only owing to the prone- 
neis of the Spirits to retain the ſame new Paſſages, as the 
preceding Buſineſs, and the Commotion it occafion'd had ſo 
effectualſy cut out for em.

The Doating that follows Melancoly being thus account- 
ed for, our next Buſineſs is to offer the Cauſes of Melanco. 
ly it felf, They are either external or internal. The for, 
mer are ſuch Objects as are apt to occaſion violent Paſſi. 
ons, Which immediatly diſorder the Spirits, and conſequent- 
ly the Blood and firſt Digeſtion. The latter are ſuch Cir: 
eumſt ances of Diet and Way of Living as alter the Juices of 
the Body, which impart the reſpective Quality to the Blood 
and Spirits. 

This Conſtitution of the Blood and Spirits is often-times 
natural and hereditary, ariſing from the Nature of the Seed] 
for fo much as moſt of our Humours and Propenſity to particu. 
lar Paſſions is owing to the natural Idio-fiacrafſy of the Blood 
and Spirits, Ft | 
All melancolic Diſpoſitions that have a tendency to Doat- 
ing, owe their immediat Original to ſome vicious Fermer 
tation or Digeſtion in the firſt Paſſages. The remote Cauſe 
may, be ſometimes external, ſometimes internal; but they 
never reach the length of Doating, till they have ſtamp' 4 
vicious Character on the Abdomen and its Entrails. Some 
imagin a chymeric Melancoly proceeding eſſentially from the 
Head; but if they view the Matter throughly, they'll find 
cauſe to acknowledge their Error. 1 | 

'Tis uſual to aſcribe Melancoly to the Spleen : And doubt 
leſs in melancolic Conſtitutions the Spleen may be damag! 
by the Stagnation of the Blood in the Arteries, and may ſerve 
to exaſperat the Diſeaſe ; it being a part enrich'd with g 
ftore of Nerves, and communicating with the wandring a 
intercoſtal Pair, cannot well miſs of being prejudic'd by f. 
membranous Convulſions that hypocondriac Perſons are fi 
ject to. But originally the Spleen is faultleſs, and the pri 

cipal Cauſe muſt needs be a vicious Acid bred in the n | 
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Etmullerus's Practice of Phyſic. 493 
paſſages, that thickens the Blood, and deſtroys its due Fer- 
mentation. This is evinc'd both by the Symptoms and Me: 
thod of Cure. The former are a voracious Appetite, a con- 
ſtipated Belly, and acid Belchings; the viſible Effects of an 
Acid ſculking in the Stomach or firſt Paſſages, As for the 
Cure, it turns upon abſorbent anti-acid Medicines, 

The Blood thus perverted by the prevailing Acid, ſtands 
accountable for the difficult Reſpiration, beating of the 
Heart, and the like Symptoms. It is not ſo productive of 
volatil luced Spirits as otherwiſe; upon which account they 
become ſtiff and more fix d, and conſequently apt either to 
move irregularly in the Brain, or {till to retain the ſame 
courſe of Motion, In the former Caſe the Doatings are wan- 

dring and undetermin'd, In the latter, the whole force and 
vigour of Thought is confin d to one Object, ſo that oſten- times 
the melancoly Perſons are enabled to diſcourſe and reaſon 
about it with much more accuracy than in their healthy ſtate, 
when other Objects claim a larger ſhare in their Thoughts, 
and cramp their Application to that one. Oftentimesthe ſiK MM 
Perſon reaſons calmly on any other Obje& beſide that of his 1 
Melancoly, by reaſon that the Spirits are nor fo keen and MM 
eager in purſuing the former. 

The change of Air and Seaſons, or of any not natural thing, 
ſenſibly alters the Caſts of the Blood and Spirits, and conie- 
quently the Nature of this Delirium; either by quite extin- 

uiſhing, or heightning, or depreſſing it; or by removing it 
rom one Object to another. As Wine by altering the ſtate 
of the Blood and Spirits, firſt makes ſome Men cheerful, then 
inſpires em with a talkative Humour; afterwards diſpoſes em 
to Strife, Anger, Madneſs, &c. and laſt of all, covers dem 
with Drouſineſs and Sleep. | | 

Melancoly being grounded on the Conſtitution of the Blood 
and Spirits, becomes an inveterat Companion, and often-times 
38 it ſelf by an hereditary Succeſſion, eſpecially among 

omen, who convey the Legacy to their Daughters, that

If Melancoly ſteal on by degrees, without the influence 
of external Objects, and be follow'd by wandring vnfix'd De- 
liriums, it proceeds from the hypocondriac Diſtemper; and 
is attended by the Palpitation of the Heart, Anxiety of the 
Breaſts, acid Belchings, a murmuring Noiſe in the Guts, con- 
ſtipation of the Belly, Wind, an uneaſie ob{care Pain in the 
left fide of the Abdomen, with a Pulſation in the ſame place, 
or in the Back, a notable Heat in the Forehead, and wan- 
dring Inflammations over the Body. | 

If it proceed immediatly from the Depravation of the 
Blood, it remits now and then ; the Patient is querulous and 
anxious, oppreſs'd with Grief and Sorrow, and a frequent 


Palpitation of the Heart, 


If Melancoly be caus'd by Paſſions of the Mind, or ex- 
ternal Objects, tis much more eaſily cur'd than when it owes 
its Original to the internal Indiſpoſition of the Blood and 
Spirits. If it be follow'd by Doating, recur frequently, or 
claim a hereditary Privilege, it accompanies the Perſon to 
the Grave, If it be occaſion'd by preceding Diſeaſes, as 
Fevers, Phrenſies, Cc. a regular Diet carries it off, It is 
more uncommon among Women than among Men; yet the 
Cure of the former is more difficult, eſpecially if they be 
With Child, or paſs'd the Seaſon of their Terms. If the 
Countenance be chearful, if the Deliriums begin to relent, 


if the Urine exchange its thin Conſiſtence for that which 
appears thick, muddy and black; if a Flux of the Emrods or 


Womb inſue, if a Scab and ſuch like Eruptions beſet the 
Skin, we hope a Recovery. If the Perſon be ſubject to un- 


couth Laughter or Crying, immoderat Grief attended by a 
fort of Fury, it tends to a Palſie or Apoplexy, or Convul- 
ſions; if he obſtinatly decline eating or drinking, or to-

If the 
Cauſe be internal, as ſuppreſſion of the Terms, the hypocondri- 
ac Diſeaſe, &c. it muſt be particularly taken care of. In ge- 
neral the hypocondriac Specifics and comfortitig Nepwney 
Medicines are always proper. 2. Vomiting is an eſſential part 
of the Cure, and ought to be frequently repeated. 3. Let 


the Phyſician be very cautious in viſiting the Patients alone, 


for they hate the Perſon that pretends to cure em, and re- 
tain the Odium even after they are cur'd, 4. When the 
melancolic Fancy is deeply lodg'd within 'em, they ought- 
to be undeceiv'd by the means of ſome Stratagem or Trick. 
5. By all means the Belly muſt be kept open: If it do not 
anſwer every day of it ſelf, let Clyſters or lenitive Draughts 
rovoke it, 6. During the Solſtices and Equinoxes, the Per. 
on ought to ply proper Preſervatives, for fear of the Relap- 
ſes which are wont to happen, at thoſe times. 7. Blood-let- 
ting is improper, excepting the Caſe of Suppreſiions, In- 
flammations and Plethora's, or where Madneſs is fear'd. 
Willis fancies, than when the old unactive Blood is drawn

It only invades 
Virgins and Widows, or Women retir'd'from Men; and is 
heedfully to be diſtinguiſh'd from the Cachexy or evil Dif- 
polition of Body that's common to both Sexes. 

lt is difficult to be known; however, if no Error in Diet, or 
the Uſe of the ſix Nonnaturals; no Obſtra&ion of the Courſes, 


or other manifeit Cauſe have preceded; or if the Patient of

ANother Source of Diſeaſes, commonly term'd hyſteric, 
is the Suppreſlion of the Terms, from which a nume- 
rous Train of Evils proceed, eſpecially if it happens on a ſud- 
den; by reaſon ond of the quantity and deprav'd quality of 
the ſtagnating Blood. For when there is too great a quan- 
tity of Blood, its due Circulation, and fermentative Tur- 
geſcence being reſtrain'd, it becomes leſs ſpiritous and vo- 
latil, yea groſs and viſcid, and as it were, flat and uſe- 
les, And as touching its Quality, we ought to remem- 
ber, that tho' all the Maſs of Blood is originally of the 
ame condition and nature, yet that which by the monthly 
Fermentation is meaſur'd out to be expell'd, undergoes a ſin- 
gular Change in the Veſſels of the Womb, whereby it waits 
for Paſſage, and acquires a certain corroſive Acrimony, or 
luminous Tincture.

If al theſe Means prove ſucceſleſs, we muſt have recourſe 
to Sneezing Medicines, made of Hellebor, Marjoram, To- 
bacco, Pepper, Caſtor, & c. and if theſe be ineffectual, to 
Mercurius Vite for a Vomit, Sometimes luſty Women, ac- 
cuſtom'd to drink Wine, or that live in hot Climates, are 
reliev'd by Blood- letting. If the Mother be ſeiz'd by Con- 
yulfjons or Bleeding from within the Womb, ſhe ought to 
be immediately laid by a skilful Hand. If the Mother be 
dead, and the Child live in the Womb, it ought to be cut 
out, 

Often-times Child-birth- is render'd difficult by the Death 
of the Child in the Womb; in which caſe the ſame expelling, 
Medicines are to be us'd, but in larger Doſes. Beſides the 
external Applications already injoin'd, ſome recommend a 
Fumigation of the Womb with the Smoak of rotten. Ber- 
ries thrown into boiling Water; or with the Smoak of Tro- 
ches made of Myrrh, Caſtor, Snakes caſt Coats, Pigeons-dung, 
Madder-roots, and Ox-gall thrown upon the burning Coals. 
If all the Means above · mentioned fall. ſhort of expelling the 
dead Child, it muſt be pull'd out either all in one piece by 
Hooks, or cut into ſeveral Pieces. 

This Symptom of a dead Child ought to be carefully mind. 
ed, not only about the time of Delivery, but during the 
whole Courſe of the Womay's being with Child, ore 
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of Miſtake in giving Aſtringents to prevent miſcarryim 
when ttis actually dead; or of indeavouring its Expul* 
as being dead, while tis yet alive. Now to prevent ſuch 


_ Miſtakes, the following Signs will be of uſe. When the 


Child is quite dead, neither the Mother nor Midwife 
are ſenſible of the i Motion; the Mother's Share- bone. 
Lips, Face and extreme Parts are cold, her Breaſts that 
were turgid, are now become flaccid, and their Milk ſerons.

and diſmal Convulſions; her Pains intermit of a ſudden; the

From this Source it were. eaſie to det 
pe all the particular Diſeaſes of Children; their violent 
Cripings, and voidin of diſcolour'd Excrementsz the gene- 
ration of Wind, and diſtention of the Belly ; Vomiting and

Now foraſmuch as all theſe Diſeaſes of Children are de- 
tivd from one Cauſe, and conſequently demand the ſame 
Method of Cure, *twill be needleſs to trace every diſtitft 
Symptom apart; and therefore we ſhall content our ſelves 
with a general Account of the Method of Cure. And indeed 
if the oregoing Hypothefis be duly conſidered and under- 
ſtood, twill be an obvious Conſequence that the Baſis of the 
Cure falls upon Alcali's, or ſuch Medicines as diſcuſs a viſ- 
cid Cradity, and imbibe an acid.

It 
operates more fiercely in weaned Children than thoſe that 
ſuck, by reaſon that the Milk tempers it. 

Thele Medicines, if diſcreetly manag'd, will anſwer all 
Diſeaſes in Children, particularly the Gripings they are ſo 
liable to, Which are attended with a prodigious Unquietneſs, 
and voiding of clotted or green Excrements, or at leaſt ſuch 
25 are firſt yellow, and afterwards become green by reaſon 
of the freer Efferveſcence of the curdled, Acid with the Bile. 
Theſe we cure by the above-mention'd Clyſters, ( or thoſe 
of Milk when the yellow Excrements are thin and fharp ) 
and Mixtures of aromatic Waters, volatil Salts, and fix'd 
Alcalies; and when all prove ineffectual, by exhibiting a 
rain or two of Aurum Fulminans in black Cherry-water, 
Exterually we anoint the Belly with the diſtilld Oils of Mace 
and Aniſe mix'd with the expreſs'd Oils of Nutmegs; or if 
the Matter be very vifcous, with an Ointment made of Gum- 
ammoniac, Turpentin, Aloes, Hogs Tallow, freſh Butter, 
and diſtill'd Oil of Aniſe.

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Oil of Coloquintida; or in caſe of Extremity the Ointr, 
of Sow-bread mix'd with Bull's Gall, and Git of ions, 
da. Ofrentimes the ſtagnation of ſharp Sweat, or the nepled 
of ſhifting the Child, galls the tender Skin under the Arm-pitg 
or about the Genitals ; then we order the Part to be firſt wah;

Some- 
times a watry Tumour diſtends the Scrotum, and feigns 2 
Rupture; this is curd by fomenting with the Juice o 
Goats Dung, and applying the the Dung it ſelf as a Cataplaſm, 
A Teneſmus or Down- falling of the Anus is cur'd by Fu- 
migations of Pine-tree Roſm, Sarcocolla, Bay- berries 
and Fennel ſeeds, and applying Bags quilted with Mullein 
flowers, Bran, Cummin-ſeeds, and Bay- berries. A Sup 
preſſion of Urine caus'd by a pituitous Humour in the Pal 
ſage, is cur'd firſt by cleanſing the Body with Mec hoacai 
and ſolutive Syrup of Roſes, and then exhibiting the De 
coction of Vetches and Fennel - tops with ſome Drops 0 
the Spirit of Turpentine, and Emulfions of Violet - ſeed 
with the Water of Elder-flowers, or of Reſtharrow; an 
anointing the Pubes and Perincum with Oil of Scorpion! 
-and that of Wax, or applying Cataplaſms of Chamomil 
roſted Onions, and Oil of Scorpions. An Incontinence o

Tovgues, Throat and Stomach, (and ſometimes the Guts,

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Water of Frogs Spawn, mix'd with the Juice of Houſeleek. 
and Allum; or Hony of Roſes mix'd with the Spirit of Salt.

Stabborn Watchings are frequently the Harbingers of an 
Epilepſie, and therefore ought to be obviated betimes by 
exhibiting gentle Laxatives, and Emulſions of Sweet Al- 
monds with abſorbent Ponders, Perhaps Fenice Triacle or 
Mithridate, and the Kinds of Poppy-heads boil'd jn Milk are 
not amiſs; but the Preparations from Poppies are to be 
cautionſly us d if the Children be very young.

This Symptom is allayd 
by anointing the Swellings with the Oil of Sweet Almonds 
and the Region of the Ears with the Fat of Hares, 
A Looſeneſs is frequently causd by the defect of Salivg 
following the breeding of Teeth, as alſo by the thinneſs or 
watryne(s of the Nurſes Milk. It ought not to be ſtopd at 
firſt 3 but if it laſt above fix days, or if the Excrements be 
ſharp, greeh, or black, and the Appetite dejected, a ſpeecy 
Cure muſt be indeavour'd by abſorbent Pouders, and the 
common Specifics againſt a Looſeneſs. 
Worms in the Guts are frequently the Authors of the 
Epilepſie, Fever, Unquietneſs, &c. that moleſt Children, 
They are diſcovered by theſe Symptoms. The Child's 
Mouth is always full of Saliva, eſpecially in a Morning, 
while the Stomach is empty; it. rubs its Noſe and gnaſhes 
with its Teeth while aſleep. Its appetite is uncertain, ſome 
times voracious,  tho' followed by leanneſs; and ſometimes 
very low; the Beliy ſometimes finks, and ſometimes i 
much inlarged. The Face is liable to frequent Fluſhings 
and Alterations of Colour; the Belly is for the moſt part 
open and much grip'd. The Seeds of theſe Worms are co 
vey'd into the Body in the Child's Food, eſpecially in Cor 
or Bread. Sweet Mercury and the Conſerve of Peach fon 
ers, interlaced with the bitter Specifics, abſorbent Pouder 
and volatil Alcalies compaſs the Cure. Sometimes a Worn 
ſettles its ſelf within the Navel-ſtring, and cauſes a palene 
of the Lips, waſting of the Body, and unquietnels; d 
killed by applying to the Belly the inner Shell of a Walln 
filled with the Pouder of Venice Glaſs, and that of Saffra 
and then it ought to be purged out.

Exter- 
rally we anoint the cruſty Eruptions with the Oil of Tartar 
per Deliguium and Camphir, and bath 'em with the De- 
coction of Dock-roots, Marſhmallows, Soap-wort and Ce- 
landine in ſmall Beer or Child's Urine; and cover the run» 
ning Ulcers with the Ponder of the Precipitate made from Vi- 
triolof Steel, and mixed with Calaminar Stone, Chalk, Ceruſe, 
Salt of Tartar and Myrrhz and apply diſcuſſive Plaiſters to 
the ſwelld Glandules, When the Evil is inveterate, and 
the Ulcers are become fetid, 'tis cuſtomary to waſh 'em 
with the Decoction of Tobacco, and mix Quick-filver with 
the Ointments, or order a Girdle of Quick-ſ(ilver killed 
with Hogs Fat: But theſe Applications are not always 
ſafe, Panarolius's Ointment of Sulphur, Juice of Lemons 
ind Hogs Fat; or that of the Yelks of Eggs boil'd hard 
with Myrrh, black Hellebor, Cuckow-pint, and Snake-weed- 
roots, are preferable, If the Skull be corroded by the Ul- 
ers, we apply Hony of Roſes mix'd with Spirit of Wine;

CHAP, I. 
Of Swellings. 


A Swelling is the Enlargement of the Dimenſions of any 
part. It may be caus'd by Diſlocation or Wind; but 
for the moſt part it owes its being to Humours. For, if the 
Blood or Serum ſtagnate, the former cauſes Inflammations, 
the latter ſoft white Swellings. If the thinner Humours force 
their Paſſage, while thick viſcous Excrements ſtick by the 
way, they gather into a Body by degrees, and ſo cauſe Tu- 
mours, ſuch as the critical Swellings that ſucceed to Fevers, 
to the Plague, and French Pox, and the hard Tumours of 
Glandules, If the nutritious Humour of any part is cor. 
rupted by a vitious Ferment reſiding in it, or otherwiſe oc- 
caſionally alter'd, it degenerates into Impoſt humes, Ulcers, 
Callous Tumours and Excreſcences. And if the nutritive 
Juice be too plentifully receiv'd into any part, it produces the 
like effects. | 0 | 

The remote Cauſes are the ſtraitneſs of the Paſſages 
occaſion'd by Conſtriftion, Compreſſion, or painful Con- 
tractions of the Fibres ; the viſcidity and thickneſs of the 
Humour ; the diſproportion of its Particles; the Influence 
of an acid Ferment; the extraordinary diſtention of the 
— giving entrance to large Quantities of nutritious 
ice, &c. 

The Swellings are cur'd by retrieving the natural Motion 
of the ſtagnating Humours; or by Diſcuſfion, Suppurati- 
on, or artificial opening. Diſcuſſion is proper for ſan- 
gume Tumours, and is accompliſh'd by applying volatil at- 
lenuating Ingredients, which temper the congealing Acid, 
and diſhpat or exhale the Hmour. Suppuration is the Ef- 
k& of a mutual Efferveſence betwixt the Alcalin oily parts, 
md the Acid, which precipitats em into a white Pus; * 
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if the Acid be predominant, the Tumour either degeneratz 
into a Schirrus, or breaks the Skin without Suppuration 
Upon which account all ripening Ingredients ought to be 
Juicy and balmy, for tempering the' Acid, and unbendin 
the Fibres of the part. Hence volatil Remedies which diſſe 
pate the thin, and ſo condenſate the thick Humours, and 
thoſe of an acid quality, are improper, Indeed if nature 
be inactive, and the Humour be very thick, 'twill ſometime;

ring the Decoction of Swallow-wort, Pile-wort, Drop wort 


Take of 
urnt Sea-(punge, three ounces ; Bone of the Cuttle-fiſh, Jaws 
one of a Pike, prepar'd Crabs-eyes, long Pepper, white 
zinger, Roots of Pellitory of Spain, Galls, and calcin'd Egg- 
ells, of each an ounce: Make a Ponder, Doſe, half a dram 
obe given with a convenient quantity of Arcanum Duplica- 
un.

Next io the Kings Evil are Schirrus's, which are hard, im- 
wyable Tumours in ſoft feſhy Parts, both internal and ex- 
ernal. They proceed from the coagulation of Blood, as 
den they follow Inflammations, or from the Stagnation of 
rude Chyle, either in company with the Blood or in any other 
ehicle. For the moſt part theſe Tumours are free of Pain. 
[they happen to be very painful and livid, they are of a 
purious Race, and apt to degenerat into Cancers, For Cure, 
e endeavour to diſcuſs a Schirrus by applying Cows-Dung 
ald in Vinegar, or the ſtinking Oil of Tartar and that of 
erth- worms mixt With Spirit of Wine; or Cataplaſms of 
rony-roots, Goats-dung, Lye and Soap. If theſe be inſuffi- 
ent, we muſt have recourſe to the Gums, eſpecially Gum Am- 
onc and the Plaiſters of Hemlock with Mercury, or a Plate 
Lead applied to the Part. If the Tumour cannot be diſ- 
asd, We mult bring it to a Head with ripening Ingre- 

Rr dients; 
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If the whole Maſs of Blood, and the Bowels are tainted; 


Milk; and above all, the Pouder of Wood-lice mixt wit 
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dients; but withal take care, that they be not too violent} 
left it dezenerat into a Cancer. 

A Cancer for the moſt part is the Conſequent of ſchirroys 
and ſcropholous Tumours, and frequently invades the Breaſt, 
and glandulous Places, If it come by it (elf, it appears firf 
as a Tumour no bigger than a Bean, and by degrees increz. 
ſes, becomes hard, black, livid, and moleſted with ſhootins 

ains. Afterwards it feſters, ſtinks, and corrodes the adjacent 
Parts, being ſurrounded with Veins ſwoln with black Blood, 
The immediat Cauſe is a volatil corroſive Acid, which, if it 
be not __—_— with freſh Recruits, may lie hid in the Peta 
long time before it feſter, and then we call it an occult Can- 
cer, But as ſoon as it becomes an Ulcer, 'tis juſtly intit!' 
a manifeſt one, If a Cancer proceed from internal Cauſes; 


if the Tumour lie very deep, or near to large Veſſels; if the 
Pain be violent, aud frequent Bleedings enſue; tis a dangerous 
caſe. If a Cancer be occult, it ought not to be tamper 
with, nor is it ſafe to apply any thing unleſs it be ſome 
very temperate Alcaliesz ſuch as the Juice of Nighclhade 
beaten in a Leaden Mortar, the Juice of the Pricx-thilile 
call'd Onophordon, the Pulp of rotten Apples, or Quick-lime 
Water prepar'd with the Water of rotten Apples, the Juice 
of River-crabs and Mans-dung, Sugar of Lead, and al 
Preparations from Lead are of excellent uſe; elpecaally 1 
Plate of Lead cover'd with Quick-filver, Ointments and 
Cereclihs of burnt Lead, mixt with the Oil of Roſes, Oil d 
Frogs, &c. are allo recommended; but all oily things ought 
to be cautiouſly us d. In the mean while, 'twill be proper! 
exhibit internally abſorbent Anti-acid Pouders, follow'd by 
Purges of black Hellebor and fweer Mercury, After Which 
the Sugar of Lead, the Tincture of Antimony tartaris d, ti 
volatil Spirit of Tartar, the Deco&ion of River-crads !

The Acidity of the Lymph ſtands alſo charg'd, as as bei 
the cauſe of the Gummy Tumours that grow upon the Bone 
in the French-Pox : For tis the vicious Acid that perve! 
the natural Nouriſhment of the Bones, and occaſions its 
generacy into a preternatural Swelling, They are cur! 
ternally by the ſudorific DecoRions, or by a Salivation . 
Mercury interlac'd with Preparations of Steel and 110 
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Oil of Guajacum and Mercury, or a Plate of Lead cover'd 
with Quick-filver, or Quick-ſtiver congeal'd by the Fumes of 
Lead, For mittigating the Pain, we may add Opium to all 
ſuch Compoſitions. 1 

The occaſional Depravation of the Nouriſhment of the ſe- 
veral Parts of the Fody will alſo cauſe ſeveral forts of Tus 


Ganglion, and upon fleſhy parts fieſhy Excreſcences, The firſt 
two are diſcuſs'd by applying a Plate of Lead with Mercury 
or the ſtinking Oil of Tartar with Caſtle-Soap; or the Spirit 
of Wine with the Juice of Rue; or, in obſtinate Caſes, the 
plaiſter de Ranis with Mercury. Fleſhy Excreſcences, un- 
leſs they adhere to the Nerves or Arteries, ought to be cut

(WW \embrans, and contain peculiar Humours, reſembling ſome- 
ne times Hony;z ſometimes Pap, and in other Caſes Soap or Far, 
The Caule of ſuch Excrelicences is the diſtortion and en-

Some Excreicences are incloſed within their own proper 
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* Tles into Warts; and in the Toes of the Feet, where the 
”  Durritious Juice of the Bones is ſqueez'd out, into hard Corn, 
Some of theſe Warts and Corns are fix d ſo deep into the 
Tendons, that they cannot be extirpated without incurring 
the danger of Inflammations, Convulſions or Gangrene, 
But others are only ſuperficial and eaſily removed. Wart 
are extirpated by applying the Juice of Celandine, or the 
Aſhes of Briony mix d with I or the Juice of Spurge, 
ſcarifying the part gently before Application. Some com. 
mend an Ointment of Hony with the Spirit of Sulphur, and 
the Solation of Sal-armoniac in Water, or the — that 
Snails caſt forth when rub'd with Salt; but the beſt method 
of rooting them out, is to touch them with Butter of Anti. 
mony or Agua fortis, or rather to burn them out with a hot 
Iron. If they are pendulous and hang by a ſmall Koot, 3 
thread of Silk ty'd about the Root will cut off their nuuriſh- 
ment, and make them fall off. As for the venereal Warts 
that generally invade the Genitals, we apply the Solution of 
ö ſublimat Mercury and Allum in Plantain- water. 
As for Corns, we order the Feet to be waſh'd, and the 
. thick Skin to be ſerap'd off; then we apply Galbanum or 
1 Sum- ammoniac, or the Plaiſter of Hemlock with Mercury, 
7 ſoften d in the Oil of Bricks. Some recommend pieces 0 
raw Beef, or Onions mix'd with Soap in the form of a Ge 
taplaſm. If theſe prove ſucceſsleſs, we have recourſe to 
Agua fortis, or Butter of Antimony mix'd with Hony, taking 


care to defend the neighbouring Parts, and take off the E- p 
chara With the Plaiſter Diachylon with Gums, But if the of 
Corns lie deep, and be fix'd in the Tendons, tis dangeroust08 g. 
apply Cauſtics, or to cut them with a Knife; tho' in other f 
Caſes, ſuch Operations may ſucceeds bl 
Sometimes we meet with ſpurgy Swellings about tix * 
Joints, that proceed from the nutritious Juice of the Men ie 
rans mix d with the glutinous Matter that bedews the Joint . 
The beſt way of curing them (if ſo be they admit of a Cure ©, 


is to throw aſtringent Pouders upon them; ſuch as the Sugit 
of Lead, Vitriol, Calaminar Stone, and ſometimes precip! 
tat Mercury, Stronger Cauſtics, or Emollient Ointment: 
or manual Section, are for the moſt part very dangerous, 0 
reaſon of their tendency to Cancers. 
4. The fourth Claſs was allotted for the Tumours of ti 
Blood-Veſſels, which are of two forts z 1. Thoſe of the il 
teries call'd Aneuriſma's. 2. Thoſe of Veins call'd Faris" 
The former are occaſion'd by cutting the Artery in 1 
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letting; or relaxating its Coats by violent Motion, Cry- 3 
ing, Cc. or by the corroſion of ſome internal Cauſe; all 
which are apt to occaſion a Collection of Blood about the 
mjur'd part of the Artery, ard conicquently a Tumour. The 
Signs area Swelling 154 gradually according to the pulia- 
tion of the Artery z if the Artery lie near the Skin, its Co- 
jour is reddiſh; when the Swelling is preſs'd by one's Finger 
it inks and diſappears, without it be inveterate, 'Tis cur 
by opening a Vein in the oppoſite part of the Body, avorang 
all oily fat things, and applying Bole-Armenic, Frankincenle, 
Earth of Vitriol, Dragons Blood, and Laudanum Opiatum, With 
a Plate of Lead and a ſtrong Ligature. In France they follow 
anew Method: As for example, in the Arm, they ſqueeze the 
ſuperior part of the Artery ſo cloſe, that no Fulie is pere 
ceiv'd ; then they open the Tumour with a Launce, and re- 
move the congeal'd Blood. Having diſcover'd the Wound of 
the Artery, they apply toit a little Ball of Vitriol wrapp'd up 
in Cotton, and the Pouders of Sarcocol, Frankincenie, and 
Pine-tree Roſin with Tow; and above all, Bolſters cover'd with 
the common Digeſt ive, and ty'd down with a {trong Ligature. 
The upper Bolſters are renewed every Day; but the Ball of 
Vitriol which is no bigger than a Pea, and which is inſenfibly 
diffolv'd by the Blood that ſoaks thro' the Cotten, is ſuffer'd 
to continue till it fall off, 

The immediate cauſe of a Yarix is the relaxation and 1 
diſtention of the ſofter Fibres of the Veins. The remote 
cauſes are the thickneſs of the Blood, or the compreſſion x 
of correſponding Veins; as when the lliac Veſſels being 
ſtraiten d by big Bellies, occaſion a Yarix in the Veins of 
the Legs, The Diognoltics are the Turgity, and blewiſh 
blackneis of the Veins. It ſeldom requires a cure unleſs 
it be painful or threaten a Rupture, Ulcer or Gangrene. 
If it be very painful, we apply the Ointment 'Populeum, 
with Mucilages of Flea- wort and Fenugrec-ſceds, the Oil of 
Chamomil and Flower of Beans. If it be ulcerated, ap- 
ply the Plaiſter of Frogs ſpawn with Hartſhorn, Frank- 
incenſe and ſweet Mercury, If the Tuwour te very high 
and apt to break, open it with a Golden or Silver Needle, an 
apply a Plate of Lead, or foment with a Spunge ſoak'd in 
the Decoction of Allum, Salt, and the Fruit of Acacia in 
Vinegar; or apply a Cataplaſm of the Flower of Lupins, 
fry'd Goats-Dung, and Vinegar in which a hot Iron has 
been five times extinguiſh'd ; remembring ſtill, to tie a ſtrong 
Ligature.about the Part, If the Varix is open and bleeds ex- 
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Cceeſſively, apply the Pouder of Hogs-dung, or Clouts dirs 
in the Soluti>n of Steel and Mm. In the mea While e 
onght to take care that the Ligatures do not hinder the cr. 


culation of the Blood, and exhibit inwardly attenuating ſudo- 
rific Decoctions. + uc:

JT He nouriſhment of wounded Parts, and the Bloc 
which flows from em, being corrupted by the external 
Air, become acid, corrode the nervous Fibres, extinguiſh the 
innate Spirit, and produce all the tragical Conſequents of 
Wounds. 3 | 
The Wounds of internal Parts are diſcover'd by the lame 
performance of their reſpective Oſfices, or by the alteration 
of Excrements voided by em. Wounds of ſanguine Parts 
ought to be carefully diſtinguiſh'd from thoſe of the Nerves 
or Membranes; as alſo the Curable from the Incurable; 
ſome of which are mortal, ſome not. The mortal are ſaid 
to be ſuch, either when an internal Bowel eſſential to Life is 
diſabled z or when the Blood, Spirits, or Vital Juices are too 
copiouſly evacuated, or thrown upon ſome Cavity from which 
they cannot be retriev'd, 
Thus the Wounds of the Heart are not always mortal, 
Without they reach into the Cavities, eſpecially the leſt: 
but thoſe of the Lungs, Bronchia and Wind. pipe; of the 
. Midriff, eſpecially its tendonous part; of the internal fide 
of the Gullet and Orifices of the Stomach 3 of the Guts (ex: 
cepting that part of the ſtreight Gut which may be reached 
from without) of the Caul, Sweetbread, and Liver, (eſpe- 
cially if they reach the large Veſſels) of the Gall, Bladder, 
and Branches of the choleric Paſſage ;, of the Spleen, which1s 
full of arterious Blood; of the Conduit of the Breaſt, the Na. 
vel-itring, Kidneys, and the Neck of the Bladder ; of the 
Womb while the Woman is with Child; of the Medulla of the 
Brain, intercoſtal Nerve, Cerebellum, and Marrow of the Back- 
bone, betwixt the Fertebræ of the Neck, and thoſe of the 
Back: Theie, Iſny, are all mortal. Thoſe of the Meſentery 
are curable it the large Veſſels be ſafe: As likewiſe: thoſe of 
the cortical part of the Brain, of the temporal- Muſcles, of 
the bottom and muſcular part of the Bladder, and the inferi 
our part of the ſpinal Marrow, if it be not cut acrols, 
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the corrupt Blood and Juice that hinders coalition, to join 
the divided Parts, and apply ſuch vulnerary balmy Ingre- 
dients, as preſerve their nutritious Juice from corruption. Now, 
fir ſo much as the natural Temperature of the nutritious 
Juice conſiſts in a temperate oily volatil Salt, ſurrounded with 
1 dewy Vehicle, and conſequently its degeneracy is juſt! 
call'd Acidiry; we ought therefore to keep the Wound fate 
from the Injury of the Air, which has a notable Virtue of 
creating Acids, and to untie or open it as ſeldom as ever we 
can. Some Surgeons being more amus'd With the Effect than 
the Cauſe, chooſe rather to provide for the removal of the 
Gore and Filth, than to be ſo nice in expoſing the Wound to 
the Air. But as their Practice is unaccountable, ſo it ought 
not to be look'd upon as a Precedent. The Surgeons Breath, 
eſpecially that of drui.ken Perſons, or Women in their Terms, 
is likewiſe prejudicial to a Wound; and therefore ought to be 
avoided as well as the influence of the Moon, which ſtupifies 
and benums whatever is expos'd to it, as appears by gathering 
its Rays with a Convex Glaſs, 

Thus the corruption of the natural Juice is prevented by 
applying temperate, volatil, balmy, faline Medicines, ſuch 
as the Balſam of Peru, Turpentin, Oil of St. John's wort, 
Balſam of Sulphur, and eſpecially Paracelſus's Balſam of Sa- 
mech prepar'd from the Salt of Tartar volatiliz'd by the 
Spirit of Wine. The common expreſs'd Oils, without they 
be further prepar'd, are pernicious, by reaſon of their latent 
Acidz as alſo all ſharp volatil Salts, becauſe they increaſe 
the Pain, melt down and conſume the Nouriſhment of the 
Part, and hinder conſolidation, But above all, let Acids 


de ſtrictly prohibited, In the mean while we adminiſter in- 


ternally Medicines prepar'd from the vulnerary Plants, Dogs- 
dung, Earth-worms, burnt River-crabs, and the Blood of 
Goats, Crabs eyes mix'd with Wine are alſo of good uſe; 
for they qualifie and correct the Acid of the Wine, which 
of it 1elf is highly pernicious. Nay, the chief Virtue of all 
vulnerary Ingredients is that of ſubduing an Acid; thus Mer- 
cury fix'd by Acids is reviv'd by boiling in the Juices of vul- 

nerary Plants. | 
Some are wont to apply digeſtive ſuppurating Ingredi- 
ents to all Wounds ; but if the Wound be free of contuſion, 
and no heterogenous ſubſtance be lodg'd in it, they are noxi- 
ous, for that they caule a needleſs Aſflux of Matter, and fo 
convert the Wound into an Ulcer, Tis true that Wounds 
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A Surgeon's Duty with reference to Wounds, is to remove 
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- Teceiv'd by a Piſtol, which generally carry contuſion along 
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with them, or thoſe of the Head which require to be kept 
open for ſome time, or ſuch as are already ulcerated, require 
Digeſtives. Such are Turpentin, the Yelk of an Egg, Myfrh 
Balſam of Peru, Oil of Roſes, Camphir, Hony, and, in 2 
word, all oily Alcalies, to which we add abſorbent Pouder; 
as Chalk, Lead, Copper, &c. After Digeſtion we add ſome 
ſharper Ingredients for cleanſing the Ulcer; 
The remaining part of a Surgeons Office is to take out 
the heterogenous Subſtance, if any ſuch there be; and tg 
Join the divided Parts either by convenient Ligatures, or ſew- 
ing them together, The heterogenous Subſtance is extracted 
by proper Inſtraments, or by applying the Fat of Hares with 
Amber and living Cray-fiſh, or the dry'd Tongue of a Fox 
ſoak'd in Wine; or a Plaiſter of Hony, Yeſt, and Miſletoe 
of the Oak; and adminiſtring in the mean while the yul. 
nerary Decoctions, ſuch as that of Dittany with Crabs-eyes, 
For joining the ſides of the Wound, we uſe a Fillet of two 
Ends meeting in one Body, which joint Body we apply to 
the Part oppoſite to the Wound, ard bring the two Ends 
acroſs upon it, ſo as to join its Lips. Theſe Fillets will ſerve 
for joining ſimple Wounds that run along with the length of 
the Fibres ; but for large ones that come acroſs the Fibres, 
or the Juints, or when any Part is almoſt cut oft to a very 
Poi, then *rwill be needful ro ſew up the Part with 4 
N:edleand Thread. However we ought to take care not to 


at empt ſewing up a nervous Part, for fear of inlarging the 


Pain. or pricking a Nerve; as alſo when we ſew, not to bring 
the ſides of the Wound too cloſe, becauſe they are apt to (well; 


and beſides, the purulent Matter, if it have nor a fuſficient 


vent left, will recoil, and create hidden Ulcers, or correde 


the Bones. | 
Wounds that come by Pricks rather than Cuts are plied 
with Tents, which provide for the Incarnation of the re- 


mote bottom of the Wound, before its ſurface be cover 


with Fleſh. But in applying Vents we ought to obſerve thele 
Cautions; 1. They muſt not be too long apply'd, becauſe 
they retard conſolidation, 2. In nervous Parts they ought 
not ro be long or hard for fear of irritation. 3. They 
ought not to be too large, for fear of rubbing off the Gore 


- Which cements the ſides of the Wound, or hurting the 


growing tender Fleſh, and denying reception to the puru- 
lent Matter. When the Wound is a cloſing we ought not 
to be too liberal in applying aſtringent Pouders, _— they 
EM, _. Th 0 ſtralten 
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ſtraiten the Pores, harden the Fibres, and fo occaſion a Scar 


or Rotighnels, eſpecially in adult Perſons, whoſe nutritious 
cementing Juice is not ſo balmy as that of young People. 
To prevent ſuch Deformities, let the Fat of a Graylin be 
frequently dropp'd into the Wound when it begins to conſo- 
date. Tis true, that moderat Aſtringents are uſeful for 
drying up the thin ſerous Humour that accompanies the nu- 
:ritious Juice of the Part, cramps its cementing Faculty, and 
renders the Part flaccid, ſoft, and overgrown with luxuriant 
rleſh, But in {imple Wounds, where there is no loſs of 
61bſtance, they are not ſo very neceſſary. 

To conclude, we may juſtly infer from the foregoing Pre- 
miſes, that vulnerary Medicines are enrich'd with a temperat 
volatil oily Salt, and a gentle aſtringent Force; as being ſuch 
15 do not of themſelves create new Fleſh, but only preſerve 
the natural State of the nutritions balmy Juice, Which alone 
is able to Conſolidate and repair the loſs. They are preicribed 
in theſe or the like Forms, Firſt, Internally, 

Take of River-crabs, in number twelve; Comfry- roots, an 
ounce; Leaves of Bugloſs and Ground- ivy, and Tops of 
St. John's wort, of each a handful; boil them in Water and 
Wine, and ſweeten the ſtrain'd Decoction with the Syrup of 
Ground ivy; and if a nervous Part be wounded, add Oil of 
Amber. Doſe, fix ounces twice a Day. Note, I. The 
imple vulnerary Medicines are beſt, Therefore Crabs-eyes 
and Diaphoretic Antimony, in Fevers Antimonial Nitre, and 
in nervous Wounds the Oil or Spirit of Amber, are ſufficient 
for internal uſe. Note, 2. When any heterogenous Matter 
5 1odg'd within the Wound, or when 'tis very foul, we add to 
ſuch Decoctions, Savin, Mugwort, Speedwel, Agrimony, Cc. 
and when the Wound is ſufficiently cleans'd, leave em out, 

Secondly, Vulnerary Medicines are preſcrib'd for Injecti- 
ons: As, Take of the Herbs Speedwel, Winter- green, Sanicle, 
and Tobacco-leaves, of each two handfuls; Dogs Dung, four 
ounces z boil them in Water; add to the {train'd Liquor 
— of Wine with Hony, and waſh the Wound with the

Cauſtics 4 
corrode, as being more apt to mortifie. In nervous Parts 
whoſe nutritious Juice is not laden with ſuch a ſtrong volatil 
Salt, as that of the ſanguine; and in glandulous places, where 
the Lymph does naturally incline to Acidity, Ulcers are more 
trouble ſom and dangerous than elſewhere. In Perſons who 
Blood is degenerat from its volatil State; and become cj 

Ulcers are very obſtinat, and ſcarce curable, without the 

Craſis of the Blood be retriev'd. If an Ulcer be closd he 

fore the malignant Ferment be quite drain'd, *twill either

erat Alcalies; ſuch as Turpentin, Yelks of Eggs, Mx. 

Fic Oil of St. Johns-wort, Myrrh, Cc, and are us'd for 
qualifying the ſharp bloody Matter, and working it into a 
thick Conſiſtence call'd Pus, For the prevailing Acid con- 
verts the nutritious Juice of the Part into a ſharp thin Matter, 
which ought to be qualfied by an Alcali, in order to be- 
come thick; but ſo as not to deſtroy all the force of the 
Acid, which entitles it to a Whitiſh Colour. When the 
Matter is thus prepar'd, we proceed to cleanſing Remedies, 
that is, ſharper Alcalies that deſtroy the Acid more power— 
fully, and hinder the Converſion of the nutritious Juice into” 
corrupt Matter. Their cleanſing Virtue is only acciden 
tal, and leſs to be regarded than that which directly ſti 
fles the Cauſes, Of this Nature are the Decoctions of vu 
nerary Plants in Lime-water, or Cataplaſms of the bruisd 
Leaves of vulnerary Plants, which are infinitely more uſefil 
than all the Oils, Ointments, and Plaiſters of the Shops;
